M.\ W.-. JOHN W. VROOMAN, GRAND MASTER, DELIVERED 
THE FOLLOWING ADDRESS. 

Brethren of the Orand Lodge : 

On the 6th day of September, 1781, the Duke of Atholl, 
Grand Master of Masons of England, executed the original 
Warrant for a Provincial Grand Lodge of Free and Accepted 
Masons of the State of New York. 

Pursuant to that authority, Brother the Reverend William 
Waltee, Provincial Grand Master, and the Grand Wardens 
notified the lodges within their jurisdiction to convene on the 
5th day of December, 1782, in the city of N'ew York. 

In response to that notice, five Military Lodges, three Civil 
Lodges, and one Military Lodge under dispensation, assembled. 
Thus began the First Communication of the pi'esent Grand 
Lodge of this State, Thirty-two representatives were present, 
to legislate for nine subordinate Lodges, with an approximate 
membership of two hundred and fifty. On the 3d day of June, 
1890, we begin the One Hundred and Ninth Annual Commu- 
nication of this Grand Lodge. Nearly eight hundred Officers 
and Bepresentatives are present to legislate for seven hundred 
and twenty subordinate lodges, with a membership of seventy- 
five thousand. 

We assemble to-day, an unbroken band of lodges, with each 
Annual Betum complete and on file with the Grand Secretary, 
with harmony as nearly perfect as may be accorded to any insti- 
tution on earth, within a Hall magnificent in design and pur- 
pose, with a site for the Asylum beautiful in location and 
approved by the Graft, and with a bank account amply suffi- 
cient to complete and furnish the main building of that Asylum. 
This wonderful growth is not the result of accident or the 
freak of fortune. It is the legitimate fruit of faithful devotion 
to the eternal principles upon which Freemasonry is founded. 

Our proud possessions aie free from anj incnmbmnoe« May

our beloved Fraternity, to the end of time, obey the Scriptural 
injunction, " Owe no man anything." 

While we rejoice in this prosperity of the Craft, and its 
advancement of human affairs, let us remember that it is not 
due to the mere effort of man. Let us remember, and reverently 
acknowledge, that '* God gave the increase. *' Recognizing this 
Power, your Grand Master, in accepting the duties of this 
oflSce one year ago, said : " I invoke the aid of Almighty 
God for wisdom to preside over the beloved Fraternity in such 
a manner as to promote its best interests, and with dignity 
becoming the exalted station/' Thus beginning, I have humbly 
continued, and shall continue to the end of all my labors. 
The benediction of Our Heavenly Father has rested upon us 
as a Fraternity and as individuals. May our gratitude for all 
His mercies in the past, and for His blessings, present and 
future, be devout and earnest I 

Commencing our Annual Communication with reverence and 
gratitude, let us proceed to discharge the official duties before 
us with wisdom and dispatch. 

I have considered the propriety of a return to the former 
practice of inviting "the Grand Chaplain to deliver a formal 
address at each session of the Grand Lodge. This would relieve 
the Grand Master of effort in that direction, and afford him 
greater opportunity to render an account of his stewardship, and 
to present such suggestions as experience might warrant. I 
shall make no recommendation, however, regarding the ap* 
pointment of a Grand Orator, but leave the matter for such 
action as the Grand Lodge may deem advisable. Our Constitu- 
tion is silent regarding the Annual Address of a Grand Master, 
or of the matters to be discussed or recommended by him. An 
examination of the Transa<3tions of this Grand Body reveals the 
fact that the cusfcom of delivering an Annual Address for pub- 
lication originated within the last half-century. In obedience 
to that custom, I beg your indulgence while I submit a plain 
statement of the condition of the Craft at the present time, 
with a brief account of my official acts, together with such 
recommendations as in my judgment will tend to promote the 
best interests of the Craft. 
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Deceased Brethbek. 

We pause, with profonod sorrow, at the commencement of 
onr proceedings, co meditate npon the fraternal dead. 

" To the past go more dead faces, 
Every year, 
As the loved leave vacant places. 
Every year." 

We shall miss their presence and counsel. 

We pay this tribute of respect to their memory. We ex- 
tend our sympathy to those near and dear in life. May we 
emulate the virtues of the departed, and bear in tender recol- 
lection their faithful services ! While we mourn their loss 
and express our sorrow that life's opportunities with them are 
ended, nevertheless we cherish the consoling thought that the 
'' record of a generous life runs like a vine around the memory 
of our dead, and every sweet, unselfish act is now a perfumed 
flower/' 

We shall remember the wisdom and fidelity of a Lewis, the 
constancy and conservatism of a Phillips, the worth and char- 
acter of a- Cbake, and the polish and prudence of a Judson, 
whose well-spent lives, covered with years and crowned with 
honors, have made imprints upon the Fraternity that will abide 
forever. These noble men were conspicuous in official service 
of other days. They had lived, with a single exception, the ap- 
pointed threescore years and ten. Faithful to all their duties 
and obligations, they had fought bravely and manfully the battle 
of life. Was it not their time to die ? 

I have requested the Committee on Fraternal Dead to make 
special mention of the character and services of the distinguished 
Craftsmen in this jurisdiction who have passed to the ^' Better 
Land.'* I have also requested the Committee on Correspondence 
to make special mention of the illustrious Craftsmen in sister 
jurisdictions who have ''gone before. *' 

Your attention is therefore respectfully invited to the report 
of those Committees.

M.-. W.'. John L. Lewis, bom near Dresden, Yates Co., N. 
Y., July 17th,1813 ; died in Penn Yan, N. Y., June llth," 1889. 

Held the ciyil offices of Justice of the Peace, District Attor- 
ney, County Judge, Surrogate, and Begent of the Uniyersity. 
Initiated in Milo Lodge, No. 108, May 1st, 1846 ; exalted 
B. A. M. in Penn Yan Chapter, No. 100, February 23d, 1847 ; 
greeted B. and S. M., September 12th, 1850 ; created Knight 
Templar in Monroe Commandery, No. 12, Bochester, May 17th, 
1848 ; received the 33d degree, June 5th, 1862, and made an 
active member of the Supreme Council, Northern Masonic Juris- 
diction, April 16th, 1863. Worshipful Master of Milo Lodge, 
No. 108, 1850 and 1851 ; Grand Steward, 1852 and 1853 ; 
Deputy Grand Master, 1854 and 1855 ; Grand Master, 1856, 
1857, 1858, and 1859. He declined a fifth re-election. Grand 
High Priest, Grand Chapter of New York, 1852; General 
Grand High Priest, General Grand Chapter of the United 
States^ 1865 ; Grand Generalissimo, Grand Commandery 
Knights Templar, State of New York, 1851 ; Sovereign Grand 
Commander, Supreme Council, Northern Jurisdiction, 1867 ; 
and, at one time, Chairman of the Committee on Foreign Cor- 
respondence of the Grand Lodge of the State of New York. 

I fraternally call your attention to a published history of the 
Masonic labor and service of JoHir L. Lewis. You will find 
it in the printed Transactions of this Grand Body from the year 
1850 to the year 1888. Would you see his Masonic Memorial ? 
Look at our present Constitution, Statutes, Code of Procedure, 
and Bules of Order. Would you read one of the master 
Masonic orations of this or any other age ? Turn to the one 
he delivered at the dedication of this building. Would you 
possess a fund of general Masonic information ? Study his 
addresses and examihe his arguments. 

His work was well done. It was all done. Let his own lan- 
guage conclude this brief tribute : '^ When my labors are over 
I seek no higher praise than the simple, but expressive, eulogy

inscribed upon the tomb of one of earth's lowly but faithful 
ones, * He hath done what he could.' '' 

M/. W.\ Isaac Phillips, bom in the city of New York, 
June -leth, 1812, died in the city of New York, August 4th, 
1889. 

Initiated in Albion Lodge, No. 26, April 26th, 1833; 
Worshipful Master, 18*1, 1844, 1864, 1856, 1866, and 1857; 
Deputy Grand Master, 1846, 1847 ; Grand Master (Phillips' 
Grand Lodge), 1849 to 1866. In 1853 he was appointed Ap- 
praiser of the Port of New York, which position he held until 
1869. 

Isaac Phillips was an upright man. He was a zealous 
Mason, punctual and faithful in the discharge of eyery duty. 
In business life, as editor, lawyer, and member of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce for thirty-one years, he merited and main- 
tained the highest respect of his fellows. 

He was '*an earnest Craftsman — a genial friend." 

M.*. W.'. John J. Crane, bom in Middletown, Connecti- 
cut, in 1820 ; died in New Haven, Connecticut, March 4th, 
1890. 

Initiated in Holland Lodge, No. 8, February 24th, 1861 ; 
Worshipful Master, 1862, 1863, 1864, 1866, 1858, 1869 ; Deputy 
Grand Master, 1861 ; Grand Master, 1862. He was a member 
of the Building Committee during the construction of the 
Masonic Hall in New York. 

JoHK J. Crane was a physician of high standing. He 
served as surgeon in Bellevue Hospital, and was for many years 
a member of the Academy of Medicine, and also a Trustee of the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons in the city of New York. 
Modest in demeanor, conscientious in the discharge of duty, his 
purpose in life may be best recorded in his own words : " Let 
our consciences be our guides, the highest good of the Craft our 
aim, and the blessings of God will follow." 

M.\ W.-. Edmund L. Judson, bom in the city of Albany, 
November 13th, 1830 ; died in the city of Albany, April 8th, 
1890.

Held the ciyil oflBces of Alderman and Mayor of the city. 
Was also President of the Board of Trade and President of the 
Young Men's Association of that city. Initiated in Masters' 
Lodge, No. 5, November 27th, 1854; exalted E. A. M. in 
Temple Chapter, No. 5, April 27th, 1869 ; greeted B. and S. M., 
July 9th, 1869 ; created Knight Templar, December 3d, 1869 ; 
received the 33d degree, September 18th, 1888. Worshipful 
Master of Masters' Lodge, No. 6, 1868, 1869, 1863, 1864, 1865, 
1866, and 1867 ; Junior Grand Warden, 1868, 1869 ; Senior 
Grand Warden, 1870, 1871, 1872, 1873 ; Deputy Grand Master, 
1877 ; Grand Master, 1878. At the time of his decease he was 
a member of the Advisory Committee to the Trustees of the 
Hall and Asylum Fund. 

Our beloved brother was actively devoted to the interests of 
his mother lodge and of the Grand Lodge to the moment of his 
fatal illness. He met every duty and performed it fully and 
faithfully. A prince among men, he impressed his manhood 
and individuality upon his associates, who can never forget the 
dignified grace and bearing, in public and private station, of 
this pattern of a courteous, Christian gentleman.

New LoDGEa 

TTncommon Masonic impetus seems to prevail throughout 
the jurisdiction, and this has been plainly felt in frequent and 
urgent appeals for new lodges. An unusual number of applica- 
tions have been presented, during the past year, for dispensa- 
tions. While these applications are commendable, and give evi- 
dence of healthy growth, I am fully convinced that it will be 
more commendable, and produce more healthy growth, to in- 
fuse all the surplus of enthusiasm and membership into the 
lodges now in existence. 

My illustrious predecessor, in speaking upon this subject, 
said, '* The policy of the Grand Lodge, of recent years, has 
been to discourage the erection of new lodges.'* He further 
said, " I very earnestly recommend to the Grand Lodge that 
the policy of recent years, with respect to the erection of new 
lodges, be rigidly adhered to in the future. '* 
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I heartily concur in the yiews thus expressed. A single 
exception orJy has been made. 

Agreeably to the urgent request of several Grand Officers 
and many brethren of the city of Brooklyn, I granted a dispen- 
sation to form a new lodge in that city^ to be known as '^Day 
Star Lodge." I am advised that the brethren to whom this 
dispensation was granted will make application at the present 
Session of this Grand Body for a Warrant. Beports from the 
Grand Lecturer and other officials, concerning the work of 
this new lodge and its future success, induce me to recommend 
favorable consideration of the application. 

Official Disteiot VisiTATioiirs. 

At our last Annual Communication I announced my purpose 
to officially yisit each Masonic District during the year. 

While this opened a new field of labor, and one without 
precedent, I felt assured the Craft would welcome the innova- 
tion, and that some benefit might result from earnest effort in 
that direction. The work has been accomplished, as the follow- 
ing statement will indicate.

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Due notice of these yisitations was giyea to the lodges in 
the several districts. 

I was oflScially received and cordially welcomed by the 
representatives of five hundred and eighty-six lodges, and at 
least twenty thousand of the Craft. It was my privilege to 
shake the hand of this large number of brethren, and I was 
streugthened by their words of good cheer and encouragemeut, 
which gave added inspiration to labor more zealously in the 
Masonic vineyard. 

These visitations consumed of time about sixty-five days, and 
required of railroad travel about seven thousand five hundred 
miles. This does not include many days given, and many 
hundred miles covered, in discharging other official duties. 

The meetings were largely attended, and were alive with 
true fraternal spirit. The deepest interest was manifested. At 
each assemblage of the brethren I delivered an informal address, 
conveying sentiments from the heart, to touch the heart. 
Practical words were spoken upon the practical duties of the 
Graft MasAnic advancement in usefulness, as well as in 
growth, was urged. Duty to Ood and man, belief in the Holy 
Bible, and practice of the cardinal virtues of our profession, 
were also urged. 

Although my efforts were weak in ability, they were strong 
in purpose to aid the brethren in the cultivation of social and 
fraternal intercourse, in the elevation of the moral and relig- 
ious tone of our beloved Craft. The future will develop the 
benefits of this new departure, but even now the experiment 
warrants a recommendation of the continuance of District 
Visitations by the Grand Master in person, or by such represent- 
ative as he may designate. 

Masokic Districts. 

I have received valuable suggestions from resident brethren 
of the several Masonic Districts during my official visits. One 
of these suggestions, many times repeated, and strengthened by 
personal observation, constrains me to recommend the appoint- 
ment of a committee to consider the propriety of altering the 
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boundary of any Masonic District as now constituted, with a 
limited increase in number, if desirable. Also, to consider a 
modificafcion of the fixed plan of organization by counties, for 
the purpose of making the lodge instead of the county the 
unit of division, to better meet the convenience of the brethren 
interested. The committee to be so appointed shall, without 
incurring expense, solicit correspondence and advice from the 
brethren, and report their deliberations to the next Grand 
Lodge. 

TwEin:Y-KiNTH Masonic District. 

It gives me pleasure to make special mention of the offi- 
cial visit to the Twenty-ninth Masonic District, which is, with 
a single exception, the smallest in this jurisdiction. The breth- 
ren of that district, upon the occasion referred to, presented me 
with a check for One Hundred Dollars, to be applied to the 
Asylum Fund. This benevolent act will be gratefully remem- 
bered. 

DiSTEicT Deputy Grakd Masters. 

The faithful and efficient services of these officers merit the 
warmest commendation. The numerous questions referred to 
them have received the most considerate attention, which has 
been followed by fraternal agreement, with renewal of brotherly 
love, and revival of prosperifcy. 

The District Deputy Grand Master holds a peculiar and 
important position, and is frequently called upon to act in 
matters of grave responsibility. He is the direct medium be- 
tween the Grand Master and the great body of the Craft. His 
duties are often as delicate and essential as those of the Grand 
Master himself. The best thought and effort of a District 
Deputy should be in the direction of the broad field of useful- 
ness into which he is guided by the Constitution and Statutes, 
and therefore he should not attempt to discharge the limited 
duties assigned the Grand Lecturer. In my judgment, the 
District Deputy, while making an official visifc, should never 
participate in the work of the lodge. 

The Constitution, Sections 37 and 38, prescribes : ** It shall 
be the duty of the Grand Lecturer and his assistants to impart 
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the Btandard Work and Lectures," and ''every lodge shall adopt 
and practice the standard of Work and Lectnres imparted by the 
Grand Lecturer or Assistant Grand Lecturers, and no other." 
If the Grand Lecturer were to increase the number of his assist- 
ants, there would be no occasion for the District Deputy, while 
making an official visit, to devote the few hours at his disposal 
to the work. Time and opportunity will thus be afforded 
him to more fully discharge the duties incumbent upon the 
office. 

I recommend a thorough study of these duties as prescribed 
by Section 35 of the Constitution, and Sections 21, 31, and 32 of 
the Statutes, to the end that each and eyery provision thereof 
may be carefully obserred and the lodges instructed accordingly. 
This will demand of the District Deputy specific examination 
and effort rather than mere formal inquiry. He should make 
personal inspection of all the lodge books required to be kept, 
and suggest needed amendments and improvements. He should 
also require each lodge to have in its possession all the books 
mentioned in the sections above referred to, not forgetting a 
copy of the Constitution and Statutes of the Grand Lodge, 
together with the Proceedings of each Annual Communication, 
all of which should be carefully preserved in the archives of 
the lodge. In addition to these duties, he should, as the repre- 
sentative of the Grand Master, inform himself generally as to 
the condition of the lodges under his charge, the character of 
their work, and respectfully offer such advice as may be deemed 
profitable. He should, if possible, briefly address the brethren 
upon the general principles of the Institution and the inculcation 
of its tenets ; or, if preferable, select one of the symbolic teach- 
ings of a degree as his basis of thought, having for its object 
the instruction of the brethren committed to his charge. In- 
creased attention to the development of these recommendations 
will witness an era of prosperity, an elevation of purpose, never 
excelled in the history of our Craft. 

Subordinate Lodges. 

Official adyice from the Grand Secretary indicates marked 
success of the lodges in this jurisdiction. 
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The best evidence of this success is foand in his report, 
which gives the information that seven hundred and twenty 
lodges — the entire number in this Grand Jurisdiction — ^have 
made their Annual Betums, complete in all respects, and the 
same are on file in his office. These returns indicate a larger 
increase of membership than has been reported at any time dur- 
ing the last fifteen years. Authentic information received dis- 
closes the fact that, notwithstanding this increase, the utmost 
care is exercised regarding the character and qualifications of 
eandidate& Continue this care in the admission of candidates, 
and the value of a lodge and its power for good in a community 
will become more apparent. The unaffiliate will become un- 
known, and the non-attendant the exception. 

I recommend that each subordinate lodge make a brief 
statement concerning its condition for the year ending on 
the 31st day of December ; this statement to include all mat- 
ters appertaining to its welfare which may be of general inter- 
est to the Craft, and which will also preserve an intelligent 
history of the lodge. Care should be taken to set forth all 
information and furnish all papers necessary to aid the Dis- 
trict Deputy in the preparation of his report, as required by 
Section 34 of the Constitution ; the lodge report above sug- 
gested to be prepared by the Secretary, under the direction of 
the Worshipful Master, and filed with the District Deputy 
Grand Master on the 1st day of May in each year, who shall 
transmit the same to his successor in office. The importance 
of this recommendation will become more apparent as the years 
go by. It will preserve, without expense, a brief history of 
each lodge in this jurisdiction, and also furnish a basis for the 
District Deputy Grand Master to act with wisdom, and labor 
with intelligence for the permanent good of the Craft in his 
district* 

I further recommend, in the absence of work in a lodge, 
the reading, from time to time, of i)ortions of the Annual Pro- 
ceedings of the Grand Lodge, and also of the Proceedings of 
sister Grand Lodges, which are largely embodied in the report of 
our Committee on Correspondence and which contain mi^ny gems 
of Masonic literature.

This remarkable showing needs neither comment nor com- 
mendation. It speaks for itself. If there be another lodge in 
this jurisdiction whose dues have been fully paid, I think spe- 
cial mention should likewise be made of it in the Proceedings 
of this Annual Communication. Such lodges might be placed 
upon a roll of honor in this Grand Body. May the one bright 
example of this year increase a hundred-fold in the year to 
come I 

In order to carry into effect the resolution adopted at the 
last session of the Grand Lodge, concerning the translation of 
the Standard of Work for lodges working in the French 
language, I requested the appointment of R. •. W. '. Geobge F* 
Heidet as Assistant Grand Lecturer, for the purpose of be- 
coming an instructor to these lodges. Bbotheb Heidet very 
cheerfully accepted the task, and has placed the three lodges 
working in the French language in this city in possession of the 
Standard of Work of this Grand Body. Much credit is due him 
for the faithful performance of an irksome duty. 

Following the action of my distinguished predecessor, I have 
extended the time beyond that provided by the resolution adopted 
at the last Session of the Grand Lodge, and have accepted (sub- 
ject to your approval) the quotas of lodges since December 31, 
1889, with the same effect as if paid on or before that date. I 
request the approval of the Grand Lodge with respect to this 
action, which I doubt not will be as promptly accorded as in 
previous years. 

Worshipful Master. 

The importance and dignity of this station has been most 
fittinglj expressed by Past Grand Master John L. Lewis. 
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In his oi*atioB^ delivered at the dedication of this Building, 
he said : *^ Twenty-fiye years ago the speaker who now addresses 
yon entered the Grand Lodge as a member. He had then 
attained that which in a calm review of the past he believes 
to have been the proudest distinction of his Masonic life — the 
Mastership of his mother lodge — ^filled as that life has been by 
overwhelming kindness and partiality of his beloved and hon- 
ored Masonic brethren with honors and titles. Hank and dis- 
tinction he has enjoyed, but there never has been rank or 
distinction so much prized, and which so satisfied every longing 
of ambition, as that of being Master of a lodge ; none which 
he ever labored more industriously and faithfully to fill." 

May these inspiring words find ready response in the heart 
of each Master in this jurisdiction, and give him a broader 
conception, a higher appreciation, of the ancient and honor- 
able office conferred upon him by fraternal favor. Keeping 
this beautiful sentiment in view, the Worshipful Master who 
is desirous of building up his lodge, in numbers and character, 
must be watchful in every detail affecting the business, the 
social, the moral, and the religious principles of the body of 
Masons over which he presides. The good accomplished by 
the Masonic Institution, its growth and prosperity, will ever 
depend upon the devotion to duty, and love for the work, which 
are manifested by the Worshipful Master. He must be instant, 
in season and out of season, to protect and foster the interests 
committed to his charge. He should so direct and govern, 
that the brethren may indeed '^ dwell together in unity." He 
shonld conduct the business affairs of the lodge faithfully and 
economically, and especially should he make personal and well- 
directed effort to secure prompt payment of lodge dues. He 
should use every means to secure atlendance of the brethren at 
stated meetings. To accomplish this desired end the lodge 
should be made so cheerful and attractive that it will be 
regarded as the Masonic home of a brother, where a hearty 
greeting, a loving welcome, should ever await him. In the 
work of the lodge he shonld strive to confer the degrees in 
a dignified manner, in a spirit of sincerity, and with the devo- 
tion of love. 
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ThuB workings the candidate will receive an indelible impres- 
sion upon his conscience, that the ceremonies are performed to 
inculcate principles, not merely to confer degrees; that he is 
entering npon a life-work which forcefully teaches a Mason to 
give as well as to receiye benefits ; that a Mason's charity flows 
from the heart as well as into the heart With such teaching, 
with such purpose, the Masonic circle may be included within 
the family circle, and thus educate the brother never to recom- 
mend a candidate for admission into our Fraternity who is 
unworthy of recognition in the home. Freemasonry will then 
be worthy the proud name it bears and the sublime principles 
it inculcates. 

Dbcisions. 

It is interesting to note that the reported decisions in this 
jurisdiction have been annually decreasing. 

One of my predecessors pronounced official judgment in 
eighty-seven cases, another in sixty-six cases, which may be 
found in the Proceedings. The principles of our organic law 
are well settled^ and frequent official interpretation of them 
to meet some isolated case places upon record numerous and 
varied opinions, that will tend to defeat^ rather than promote^ 
the friendly settlement of Masonic differences. 

Decisions of the Grand Master, or any other Grand Officer, 
officially announced upon ex parte statements, with or without 
evidence, should be sparingly given. Indeed, they should be 
entirely avoided, except in cases of necessity. The policy of 
rendering few formal decisions has been respected in recent 
years, and I have continued its observance. Earnest endeavor 
has been made to secure amicable adjustment of all matters in 
dispute during the year, with beneficial and happy results. 
The brethren have gladly heeded the ancient charges by '^ pa- 
tiently listening to honest and friendly advice." This expe- 
rience constrains me to recommend that our first efforts should 
be made in the direction of fraternal compromise of any ques- 
tion of disagreement. Mutual concessions, alike honorable to 
all parties concerned, should be urged, and in most cases will 
receive favorable consideration. Keeping this thought in view> 
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and the further thought that "he governs best who governs 
least/' I have given the largest liberty to subordinate lodges^ 
conditioned upon their faithful support of our Constitution, 
Statutes, and the landmarks of Masonry. 

The engagement of our brethren in deeds of benevolence, 
and their unity of thought and purpose, allow but little time 
for argument, and hence there are but few matters of difference 
to be adjusted in this great jurisdiction. Many questions of 
minor importance have been submitted to me, which have been 
cheerfully answered. I venture the suggestion, however, that 
the great majority of them could have been readily decided by 
reference to the Constitution and Statutes, a copy of which the 
law requires to be kept in the archives of each lodge. It may 
be well to remember that the Orand Secretary will furnish 
on application, and without charge, the Constitution and 
Statutes to any lodge for official use« 

Fbatebnal Relations. 

Our relations, social and fraternal, with other Grand Lodges 
have been marked by courtesy and friendship. 

It gives me pleasure to state that during the year I have met 
twelve Grand Masters of sister jurisdictions. Fraternal inter- 
course with such eminent Craftsmen has been a source of profit 
and enjoyment. As Worshipful Masters cement friendships 
between themselves and their lodges, by visitation and compari- 
son of thought and purpose, so Grand Masters may bring their 
jurisdictions into closer fraternal relations by personal acquaint* 
ance and interchange of opinion. 

In response to an invitation from the Grand Master of Con- 
necticut, I visited that Grand Jurisdiction on the 10th day 
of July last, accompanied by the Junior Grand Warden, to 
participate in its Centennial Celebration. We were royally 
received, and entertained by the Grand Officers, who extended 
every fraternal courtesy. The marked success of the celebration 
conferred additional honor upon the brethren of our sister 
State, and its effect will be to add inspiration to the Craft 
A grand banquet foUowed the formal ceremonies, where regular 
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toasts were assigned resident and visiting brethren. This juris- 
diction was complimented with the following sentiment, to 
which I had the honor to respond : *^ The Grand Lodge of New 
York: the largest and one of the brightest fixed stars in the 
Masonic firmament." 

In this connection it may be well to mention i;hat old Hiram 
Lodge has again returned to the fold of the Grand Lodge of that 
jurisdiction. 

It has also been my pleasure to fraternally welcome as visitors 
to a subordinate lodge in this city the Grand Masters of Pennsyl- 
vania and New Jersey, who were accompanied by several present 
and past Grand Officers. Their genial presence and eloquent 
words will long be remembered. 

I would gladly dismiss this subject with these pleasant recol- 
lections, but a single exception to our peaceful relations with 
other Grand Bodies must be noted. 

On the 28th day of June, 1887, a matter of difference arose 
between the Grand Lodge of New Jersey and this Grand Lodge, 
concerning the initiation of Dai^ibl E. Lemm. 

It is not necessary to repeat the cause of this controversy. 
Beference to the addresses of my predecessor will give a complete 
history of the case. 

No settlement of the question has yet been reached. 

The correspondence between the Grand Master of New Jersey 
and the Grand Master of New York, since the close of our last 
Annual Communication, together with the report of the Com- 
mittee on Jurisprudence of the Grand Lodge of New Jersey, 
is appended to this address. Our general relations with the 
Craft of New Jersey are most cordial, and it is a matter of sin- 
cere regret that the Grand Lodge of that jurisdiction should 
insist upon meeting us in this case with technical charges sup- 
ported by ex parte statements. 

We offer to meet them upon the broad Masonic ground of 
Justice and Equity. 
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There is bat one qaestion at iflsue, namely : The Masonic 
residence of Da2^I£L E. Lehh at the time he was initiated 
by Port Edward Lodge, No. 267, of Fort Edward, Washington 
County, New York. That lodge initiated Lemm upon the belief 
that " his residence legally and Masonically was at Fort Edward, 
in the State of New York.'* The Grand Master of New York, 
upon complaint being made by the Grand Master of New Jersey, 
'^ caused investigation to be made, as the result of which my 
(his) conclusion was that the course pursued by Fort Edward 
Lodge had been proper." The Grand Master of New York, 
under date of January 15, 1890, in an official communication 
to the Grand Master of New Jersey, repeated the stiitement that 
"the Grand Lodge of New York claims and insists that he 
(Lemm) was at that time (initiation) a resident of Fort Edward, 
in the State of New York." In reply to the above claim a 
communication was received from the Grand Master of New Jer- 
sey, under date of February 16, 1890, stating in substance that 
the matter had been referred to the Committee on Jurispru- 
dence, and he inclosed the report of that committee, which had 
been approved by the Grand Lodge. 

It is with sorrow, rather than censure, that I read from that 
report: "The facts in relation to his (Lemm's) residence are 
not in dispute." The official papers of the Grand Lodge of New 
York were before the committee at the moment this formal 
statement was recorded. I further read from the report that 
"Lemm was an actual inhabitant of this State (New Jersey) at 
the time of his application to Fort Edward Lodge." 

Brethren, cases cannot be properly tried or decrees entered 
upon such ex parte statements. 

New York desires to be heard. 

Again and again we have made specific denial to the above 
charges. 

So great is our belief in the justice of our claim that we have 
offered to accept, as sole arbiter upon this question, any Grand 
Master or Past Grand Master in the United States, other than 
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those of New Jersey or New York, that the Grand Lodge of New 
Jersey may select, Lefc it be nnderstood, however, that, pending 
arbitration, the edict of the Grand Master of New Jersey, declaring 
the initiation of Dais^ibl E, Lemm ^* irregular, unlawful, with- 
out Masonic virtue, and hence null, void, and of no effect,'* 
must be suspended. Let it be also understood that such portion 
of the report of the Committee on Jurisprudence of the Grand 
Lodge of New Jersey as declares Daniel E. Lemh '^a profane *' 
is, under our law, ^* null, void, and of no effect." 

Fort Edward Lodge, No. S6?, is a just and duly constituted 
lodge of Master Masons. It has a warrant from this Grand 
Body empowering it to work. In conformity with Masonic 
usage, as understood by the lodge, Dai^iel E. Lehic was made a 
Mason. It is conceded that be practiced no deception. The 
lodge was in full possession of all the facts regarding the ques- 
tion of his residence. 

Daniel E. Lemh, although a man in humble life, is a wor- 
thy brother among us. He is in good Masonic standing in a 
regular lodge in this jurisdiction, and so long as I wield the 
gavel of this Grand Lodge the rights of the humblest brother 
will receive as much consideration as the rights of him highest 
in rank or most exalted in worldly honors. 

Although defending these rights, as we understand them, no 
claim is made for infallibility ; hence this Grand Lodge is willing 
to submit the evidence upon the question of residence to an 
arbitrator, and thereby effect a speedy and final determination. 

The report of the New Jersey Committee on Jurisprudence 
further states : '^ The revocation of this edict (against Lehm) 
could mean nothing else than that Lehm might be admitted and 
received in the lodges of this jurisdiction ; and when such ad- 
mission is once made the foundation of our insistment in the 
case has been abandoned.'' 

In order that no further delay or technicality may intervene, 
I recommend the adoption of a resolution by this Grand Lodge, 
enjoining Daniel E. Lehk, of Fort Edward Lodge, No. 267, 
from visiting or making application to visit any lodge of Free 
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and accepted Masons in the State of ISew Jersey^ until such time 
as })ermi6sion may be given him by the joint consent of the 
Grand Master of New Jersey and the Grand Master of New 
York. This will relieve our brethren of New Jersey from all 
embarrassment, and complete the surrender of everything on the 
part of the Grand Lodge of New York, except the Masonic man- 
hood of a humble but respected brother. 

Should the Grand Lodge of New Jersey refuse to accept these 
propositions, I shall finally recommend the course suggested by 
the report of their Committee on Jurisprudence, to "submit the 
case to the general judgment of the Graft. '^ 

In consequence of the division of the Territory of Dakota and 
the formation of the States of North Dakota and South Dakota 
from that Territory, a new Grand Lodge was organized, June 13, 
1889, in the State of North Dakota, to be known as the Grand 
Lodge of North Dakota. This Grand Body is composed of the 
lodges formerly under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of 
Dakota^ located in what now has become the State of North 
Dakota, and was formed with the hearty consent of the parent 
Grand Body. I extended fraternal recognition in the name of 
this Grand Lodge to the new Grand Body, and subsequently ap- 
pointed a representative of this Grand Lodge near that of North 
Dakota, and have accredited a brother named by the Grand Master 
of North Dakota as its representatiye near this Grand East. 

Fraternal relations have also been established between the 
Grand Lodge of Denmark and this Grand Body* His Boyal 
Highness the Crown Prince, Chbistian Fkedbrick, Grand 
Master of Masons in Denmark, was pleased to name the Coun- 
cilor of State, Jbks Peteb Aasteup, for appointment as our 
representative, and it was my privilege to name our esteemed 
Grand Secretary for appointment as the representative of the 
Grand Lodge of Denmark. Both brethren have been duly ap- 
pointed and accredited. 

Applications from the United Grand Lodge of New South 
Wales and the United Grand Lodge of Victoria for recognition 
and interchange of representatives have been received. As these 
applications involve questions that should be determined by the 
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Grand Lodge^ I have refrained from extending recognition to 
either Grand Body, and both applications will be referred to the 
Committee on JuriBprudence. 

The Grakd OsiEirr of Fbancb. 

On the 13th day of February, an official commnnication 
was presented to me from the Grand Orient of France, with a 
request that the same be delivered to the Grand Lodge of New 
York. A number of alleged Masonic documents, claiming to be 
the Constitution, Statutes, and Bitual of the Grand Orient, 
accompanied this communication. In return for these docu- 
ments that body requested the favor of copies of our Constitu- 
tion, Statutes, and Bitual, to enlighten itself on the work of the 
Grand Lodge of New York. 

It is a matter of history that, some years ago, the Grand Orient 
of France became false to Freemasonry, and struck from its 
teaching and its Bitual that landmark which requires a candidate, 
before initiation, to state his belief in the existence of a Supreme 
Being. The Grand Lodge of New York, in common with other 
Grand Lodges in America, thereupon severed all fraternal 
relations with the Grand Orient, and that interdict still remains 
in force. With this information before me, and solemnly real- 
izing that the very existence of our Fraternity in this God- 
fearing, God-loving land of ours depends upon jealously guard- 
ing that landmark of landmarks, I respectfully declined to receive 
the communication and documents, and I further declined to 
furnish a copy of our Masonic law or Bitual to the Grand Orient 
as requested. 

I am a believer in the old-fashioned Masonic doctrine that 
teaches the " existence of one ever-living and true God." 

I am a believer in the old-fashioned Holy Bible of our Ma^ 
sonic fathers, and that it '^ is given us as a rule and guide for 
our faith and practice." 

Freemasonry is a reality. It is not a mockery. We assemble 
our lodge ^^in the name of God." We demand of each candi- 
date an affirmative answer to the question : " Do you believe in 
the existence of one ever-living and true God ? " This question 
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is not perfunctory, merely asked for the purpose of complying 
with the requirements of the Ritual It is the heart of our 
Institution ; cut it out and the Masonic body is dead. Give it 
the life-blood of an honest answer, and belief will grow into 
living faith, into undying love. 

Freemasonry lives only so long as it is earnestly devoted in 
practice, not theory, to the service of God and the elevation of 
His image and likeness — man. By this devotion, which has ever 
been manifest through the centuries of the past. Freemasonry 
has reached a higher plane of usefulness than any other human 
society. 

Believing that I reflected the sentiments of the oflScers and 
representatives of this Grand Body in preserving that landmark, 
in preserving the purity of our banner, which now worthily 
bears the motto "Holiness to the Lord,'* I refused all sug- 
gestions of Masonic communication with the Grand Orient of 
France. 

Peoposed Ameistdmekts to the Stattttes. 

I have already expressed an opinion that the Grand Master 
should make the fewest decisions possible* for public record. 

It is also my opinion that the Constitution and Statutes 
should remain intact, unless the most forcible reasons are given 
for needed changes. 

I am constrained, however, to suggest three amendments for 
the welfare of the Graft. 

First. Amend Section 49 of the Statutes. Insert after third 
question, " Where do you reside ? ** the following words in 
parenthesis : (Give city, village, or town, and also street and 
number, if practicable). Add at end of section : "It shall be 
the duty of every lodge in this jurisdiction to present, in print or 
in writing, the foregoing questions to each candidate, and require 
him to answer each and every question in his own handwriting, 
and at the end thereof to append his own signature.^' 

"The questions and answers, made as aforesaid, shall be 
taken and received as conclusive evidence against the candidate 
of the facts therein stated.'' 
8 
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Second. Amend Section 52 of the Statutes by adding thereto 
the following qaestions, to be answered in writing by the Inyes- 
tigating Committee oyer their own signatures ; these questions 
and answers to be annexed to the petition of the candidate.

Third. Amend Section 32 of the Statutes by adding a sub- 
division thereto as follows : 

"To keep a proposition book for the purpose of securely 
placing therein for preservation each petition presented by a 
candidate, together with the report of the Investigating Com- 
mittee thereon.'' 

The most prolific source of controversy in this jurisdiction 
has arisen from neglect, or plain violation of Masonic duties, 
which the foregoing amendments will most effectually cure. 

I not only recommend, but most strongly urge their adoption. 

Official Desigkation of Gband Offioebs. 

I recommend that the Grand Secretary be directed in the 
printed Proceedings to enter the names of the Grand Lodge 
Officers as follows : 

Bbotheb a., Most Worshipful Grand Master. 
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Bbotheb B., Right Worshipful Deputy Grand Master. 

Bbotheb C, Worshipful Grand Tiler, etc. 

I believe Masonic good taste and modesty should prefix the 
title to the office rather than the individual. 

The proudest title we can bestow upon a member of the 
fraternity is to^call him " Brother. '* 

We are recipients of honor and preferment when the " em- 
blem of innocence and the badge of a Mason ^^ is presented. 
That ensign of Masonry is ''more ancient than the Golden 
Fleece, more honorable than the Star and Qtirter.*' Add to that 
preferment the proud distinction of being '* a true and faithful 
brother among us,^' and we have received the real honors of 
Freemasonry. Surround the office T^th all official titles that 
may be deemed proper, but confer upon the man the title near- 
est and dearest to the Masonic heart — ''Brother.^' 

This makes practice of our profession that, as Masons, '' we 
meet upon the level. '^ This designation of the name and 
office, as suggested, teaches equality, and will remind members 
of the Craft who may be favored with the highest civil, mili- 
tary, or Masonic station, that there is one place, at least, where 
'* we are all brothers, we are all equals,'' 

The Pope and Fbeemasoket. 

In June, 1884, Pope Leo XIII. issued his Encyclical Letter, 
or Bull of Excommunication, against the Masonic Fraternity. 
It was a general confirmation of the Bulls of his predecessors, 
which had been issued for a similar purpose. 

Our brethren, in this and sister jurisdictions, have borne this 
condemnation without a murmur. 

The demeanor of the Craft under this ban has challenged the 
admiration of a civilized world, and sentiment of the present day 
seems to demand that the prejudices of a past age shall yield to 
a broader spiiit of toleration and rational liberty. 

In September last, with the approval of the Pope, the Ameri- 
can Centennial Catholic Congress convened in the city of Balti- 
more. An impression seemed to prevail in many quarters, after 
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the adjonmment of that body, that some measures had been 
taken toward a revocation or modification of the Papal Ball 
regarding Freemasonry. 

I have received many letters and i)ersonal inquiries concern- 
ing the matter^ and make this general answer, that I am not 
advised of any change in the situation, nor of any recommenda- 
tioil made for that purpose. I therefore urge the brethren to 
maintain their attitude of silence and circumspection. 

Freemasonry no longer needs a defender ; its teachings and 
its sublime principles are before the world for inspection and 
criticism. It has survived all persecution, because its founda- 
tion is the solid rock of the Holy Bible, its superstructure "liv- 
ing stones " tried by love and loyalty to God, by love and charity 
to man. Our beautiful Masonic Edifice will remain a model of 
''wisdom, strength, and beauty'^ throughout all time, if we 
continue to live "true to our government and just to our 
country,^' to abide in "Faith, Hope, and Charity,*' to labor 
with " Temperance, Fortitude, Prudence, and Justice, '' and to 
practice "pure religion and undefiled.^' 

Against such an edifice, built upon such a foundation, the 
winds of edicts and interdicts may blow without harm ; it will 
not fall, it is founded upon a rock. 

We arraign no man on account of his political opinions, nor 
do we interfere with his religious creed. To his country and 
himself we leave the one; to his conscience and his God we 
commit the other. 

Papal proscription, however, should not lead us into dispute 
and dissension, into argument and controversy. If our Institu- 
tion can produce before the world, the arbiter in this case, 
nothing more or better than controversy or recrimination, then 
we ought, as a Fraternity, to be excommunicated — nay, more, to 
be buried in oblivion. 

Thank God, we can make other and better answer before an 
intelligent, unprejudiced public. We can answer by countless 
acts and deeds of our Fraternity, and the good accomplished for 
the elevation and happiness of a common humanity. We can 
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answer by that freedom which gave birth to the Declaration of 
Independence, *' that all men are created eqnal." This immor- 
tal doctrine was the product of Masonic thought and teaching, 
because fifty-two of the fifty-six signers of that declaration 
were taught Masonic equality and manhood. They were Equals, 
Free Bom, Pree Men, and Free Masons. 

We can answer by the Presidents, Vice-Presidents, Governors, 
Judges, and others eminent in political, civil, social, and religious 
station, who have lived and died active and respected members 
of the Masonic Fraternity. We can answer by the page of his- 
tory, which glows with Masonic devotion to duty, and fulfill- 
ment of the Divine command : "Thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, and with all thy 
strength, and thy neighbor as thyself.*' 

Finally, we can answer by the record of seven hundred and 
three ordained Ministers — faithful workers in the Church of 
the Living God — ^who are to-day Freemasons, and devoted mem- 
bers of lodges in the State ot New York. These reverend 
brethren do not represent any particular church or sect, as the 
following official table, provided by the Grand Secretary, will 
indicate :

Would these Clergymen, now in active Church service, labor 
with, or give countenance to, an institution that was not blessed 
by God and honored by man ? 
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May we live and labor in a truly Catholic Bpirit, and reply 
to our misguided enemies, ot whateyer sect or society, in the 
noble sentiment of the great Crusader : '* Let the future decide 
between you, and let it declare for him who carries furthest 
into the ranks of the enemy the sword of the Cross.'' 



Tbustees. 

The Trustees of the Hall and Asylum Fund deserve grateful 
recognition for their faithful services. 

Your attention is invited to their Beport, which shows an 
economical administration of affairs, and fidelity to all trusts 
committed to their care. 

The Advisory Board has been equally faithful in the dis- 
charge of duty, rendering efScient aid and valuable counsel 
during the year. The location of the Hall in the city of New 
York and the location of the Asylum in the city of Utica will 
henceforth divide the field of labor of the trustees. This 
Orand Body at its last Annual Communication considered the 
question, and wisely concluded to increase the number in order 
to meet more widely extended duties. The increase will also 
permit one or more of the trustees to reside in the immediate 
vicinity of the Hall and Asylum property, and thus give them 
more time and afford better opportunity for personal attention 
to the important duties which will be demanded in the future. 

On the 6th day of June last the following resolution was 
adopted by the Grand Lodge : 

** Buoked, That the elective officers of the Qrand Lodge apply to the 
LegiBlature of the State of New York at its next session, to increase the 
number of trastees to seven, the additional trostees to be chosen at next 
session of Grand Lodge in such manner as the Legislature maj prescribe ; 
and that it is the sense of the Qrand Lodge that, except as above, the act 
of incorporation should for the present remain as it now stands, so far as 
number and selection of trustees is concerned." 

In compliance with that request the elective Grand OfBcers 
met the Trustees in this city on the i3th day of February last, 
and unanimously agreed upon a proposed amendment to the 
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present law whereby the increase -would be made, as suggested 
by the Grand Lodge. 

The bill was duly passed by the legislature and approved by 
the goTernor. 

A copy of the act, as amended, is appended to this address. 

Brethren, let us heartily unite in recording our grateful 
appreciation of the many legislative favors which this Grand 
Lodge has received from that eminent statesman and worthy 
Craftsman, Most Worshipful Brother James W. Husted, Past 
Grand Master, who has introduced all bills into the legislat- 
ure which have been prepared by this Grand Body during the 
past twenty years. 

I recommend an amendment to Section 4 of Chapter 272, 
Laws of 1864, by adding the word ^' wives ^' to the list of those 
entitled to relief, so that the last clause of the section will read, 
"for the relief of worthy and indigent Masons, their wives, 
widows, and orphans/' It was a strange oversight to omit the 
wife of a worthy and indigent Mason from a Mason's legal char- 
ity. That manifest error should be corrected at the first session 
of the legislature, as an act of simple justice to a faithful and 
devoted wife. 

The Boabd of Belief. 

This is a subject perhaps not as well understood as it should 
be by the lodges in the city of New York. But a small portion 
of these lodges are contributors to the Board. All should be. 
As a matter of course, each lodge in the city provides for the 
necessities of its own members overtaken by misfortune, yet in 
a great city like the Metropolis of the Western World are found 
very many brethren of our Masonic household who need, are 
entitled to, and should receive our sympathy and our assistance. 

This class can only be reached through the instrumentality 
of the Board of Belief. It is true that very many brethren 
apply for assistance to the lodges, yet this is dangerous, because 
the lodges are liable to be deceived by those not justly entitled 
to our charity, for the reason that sufBcient time cannot be 
given to investigate the claims of the applicant. This danger 
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is entirely obviated by referring the applicant to the Board of 
Relief, which promptly investigates each claim, and if a doubt 
exists as to the claimant's worthiness, supplies a temporary relief 
until that worthiness is fully established. 

Every lodge in the city of New York should contribute 
toward the maintenance of the Board of Belief, and should elect, 
annually, delegates to that body. Every lodge subscribing to the 
Board of Belief can refer applicants for assistance to that Board, 
and thereby not only avoid expending its funds upon those not 
entitled to receive Masonic charity, but also feel assured that 
every distressed worthy sojourning brother vnU be promptly 
oared for. 

With the rapid growth of our Fraternity, and the many 
applications that are made for assistance, among them large 
numbers unworthy, it is extremely necessary that the charities 
of the Graft should be distributed through the medium of a 
systematized plan like that of the Board of Belief, rather than 
through individual lodges. 

So important has this question become, and so much impo- 
sition has been practiced, that a few years ago various Boards of 
Belief throughout the United States a;nd Canada formed what 
is known as the General Masonic Belief Association of the United 
States and Canada, - the object of this Association being to 
detect impostors, and to promptly communicate the names and 
descriptions of this class to the various Boards of Belief, mem- 
bers of the General Association ; and in this particular much, 
very much, good has been accomplished. 

Although this General Belief Association has only been 
organized since the first day of September, 1885, from that time 
to March, 1890, the names and descriptions of eight hundred 
and fifty unworthy applicants have been published. 

This small army cannot receive further assistance from any 
Board of Belief connected with the General Association, yet any 
one of that number may apply to an individual lodge for the 
bestowment of charity, and receive, through the kind-hearted 
brethren appointed by the lodge to investigate the case, the 
assistance the claimant is not entitled to. 

This subject should receive the earnest attention of every 
lodge in the city of New York. 
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History. 

The Grand Lodge of the State of New York eyineed a warm 
interest in its history as early as 1856^ but no progress in its 
compilation seems to have been made nntil 1886, when Grand 
Master Fbakk B. Lawrence placed the matter in a practical 
course of accomplishment by selecting, under the sanction of 
the Grand Lodge, B.\ W.\ Brother Charles T. McOlena- 
CHAN, for the fulfillment of the work. The result of this labor 
is of more importance to the Grand Body aud the indiyidual 
lodges than appears to be accorded to it. 

The first volume by this well-known and capable author, 
printed and bound two years ago, and for sale by the Grand 
Secretary, is a guaranty of what the entire History will be when 
completed. It is anticipated that the work will come within 
the limit of four volumes. I learn that the second volume is 
to be issued shortly, and that the third volume is in a fair state 
of advancement. 

In this connection, I believe it to be my duty to call the 
earnest attention of many lodges to the fact that they are lend- 
ing little or no assistance in this labor of love on the part of the 
historian, for he has not as yet been furnished with any data or 
any interesting Masonic incidents pertaining to the local lodges 
from over one-half of the seven hundred and twenty in the 
State. Compliance herein would materially lighten hjs labors. 

The result of this neglect compels him to cull his informa- 
tion from such historic sources as may come within his large 
experience, or from responses elicited by tedious inquiries. 

Library. 

The Grand Lodge Library is an important factor in the edu- 
cation of the Fraternity. The rooms are open afternoon and 
evening. Its usefulness is apparent from the increased attend- 
ance. 

Its large and extensive collection of Masonic works is always 
accessible. 

Bequests and donations should be made by members of our 
Fraternity to the Grand Lodge Library, in order to disseminate 
more generally our Craft literature. The example of bequests 
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made to libraries all over the world is nrged upon the brethren 
of this jurisdiction. 

The Eeadlbtg-boom. 

The Beading-room, which was opened to the Craft, January 
3, 1885, is an acknowledged necessity, and continues to be of 
much interest. It adds greatly to the utility of the Grand 
Lodge Library. 

Here are found daily newspapers, magazines, and current 
literature. 

The Antiquities Committee continues to receiTC valuable 
accessions to its large collection of diplomas, regalias, ancient 
jewels, and medals, minerals, etc. 

The Grand Librarian deserves the highest credit for his 
labors. He is constant in duty, courteous to the brethren, and 
watchful to further the best interests of the Library and Bead- 
ing-room. To him I am indebted for many favors, which are 
hereby gratefully acknowledged. 

Qbanj) Lbotuebb. 

The Grand Lecturer continues his labors with fidelity to the 
Graft. 

Personal observation gives me knowledge of the worth and 
character of his instruction. He is indeed inspired with ^' Ma- 
sonic skill and learning," and transmits the same to the breth- 
ren with great benefit and satisfaction. 

He is authorized to ** appoint one or more competent assist- 
ants in each judicial district of the State." I believe an increase 
in number, without incurring any expense, will prove beneficial 
to the Crafty and relieve the District Deputy Grand Master from 
care in this direction.

I gladly record my grateful recognition of the valuable ser- 
vices of all the other Grand Officers during the year. They 
have readily responded to every call of daty, and thus evinced 
their love and loyalty to the Fraternity. Our frequent meet-

in my Masonic journeys. 

My obligations are numerous and weighty to the entire 
Craft. They have extended to me uniform kindness and princely 
hospitality. May the richest blessings of Heaven rest upon and 
abide with them ! 

Hall ahd Asylum Fund. 

To present further argument or appeal in behalf of the Hall 
and Asylum Fund is to dispute its glorious success. I have 
nothing but good report to lay before you. No further discus- 
sion is necessary to conyince the Craft of the happy inception of 
the long-looked-for Asylum. Brethren, the auspicious day is 
here. We now liye in the brightness of its dawn, giying us per- 
fect yision of the great charity, and certainty of its completion 
in the near future. This will crown our efforts with good fort- 
une and happiness, and giye promised comfort to the needy 
brother, the widow, and the fatherless. 

The Craft, howeyer, no longer needs information or inspira- 
tion in this direction, as it is in possession of all facts necessary 
to thoroughly understand the plan and scope of this important 
enterprise. 

We now walk by sight as well as by faith. 

The further marshaling of beautiful sentiments and practical 
statements regarding our progress in the past and our hopes in 
the future would only be a repetition of the yalued reports of 
my predecessors. We have reached the Promised Land of an 
Asylum for the weary and unfortunate, after forty years of wan- 
dering in the wilderness of doubt and debt. 

Let us, here and now, thank God for raising up that match- 
less leader, Fbank R Laweence, whose untiring efforts made 
certain a Hall free from incumbrance, and an Asylum which will 
not be surpassed by any similar institution in the world. Words 
cannot add to his laurels. His name is written upon the loving 
hearts of seventy-five thousand brethren. His memory will be 
perpetuated by thousands of widows and orphans, who will reap 
the reward of his Masonic life and labor. 
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While we are happy in a prosperous present, hopeful in a 
glorious future, grateful for all, let us not forget the sacrifices 
of our Masonic fathers, whose inspired words of wisdom and un- 
tiring efforts made possible this wonderful day and generation. 

Will it not increase our gratitude to God, will it not im- 
press upon our hearts a truer estimate of the mighty strides 
our Graft has taken during the past four decades to recall the 
beginning ? 

Those early days witnessed the brethren struggling to initiate 
the great Hall and Asylum undertaking. 

Many plans and suggestions were submitted, and the Grand 
Masters sent forth addresses and encyclicals, conveying argu- 
ments bristling with facts and sentiments worthy the authorship 
of the most eminent statesmen and divines. The first decisive 
step toward the Hall and Asylum was taken on the 3d day of 
June, 1851, when the Grand Lodge assembled with the repre- 
sentatives of one hundred and forty-one lodges, reporting a 
membership of thirteen thousand. Two committees, appointed 
upon the Hall and Asylum question, made report at that ses- 
sion as follows : 

Mrst "The committee to whom was referred that part of 
the Grand Master's address recommending the erection of a 
Maaonic Temple or Hall in this city respectfully report : That 
the wants and necessities of the Craft in this city and State of a 
resting-place and home in the great Metropolis of the Western 
World are very urgent, and demand our most earnest efforts to 
raise a suitable building for the use of the Grand Lodge and its 
subordinates.*' ^ 

The following resolution, recommended by the committee, 
was adopted : 

'^ Resolved, That a suitable building be erected in this city 
for the use of the Grand Lodge and its subordinate lodges, at a 
cost of $35,000/' 

Second, "The committee to whom was referred the subject 
of a Ma&onic Asylum and School for the State of New York re- 
spectfully report : The purchase of a farm in the Fifth or Sixth 
Judicial District of the State, of two hundred acres or more, 
and the finishing and erection thereon of suitable buildings, 
school-rooms, and workshops ; the whole to form, under such 
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rales and regulations as the Grand Lodge might adopts an Asy- 
lum for infirm, unfortunate, aged, and destitute Masons, and a 
Home and School for the destitute orphan children of deceased 
brothers — ^it being understood that a part of the system and 
plan is to instruct and teach the pupils a knowledge of farm 
work and the mechanic arts. ♦♦♦♦♦♦ 

**The next and most important inquiry is. How much money 
will be required to organize and put in operation such an insti- 
tution ? The committee reply, that in their judgment it will 
require for the object, to render its success certain, a fund of 
$25,000 to $30,000. The institution, to be successful, must be 
disembarrassed from debt. It is not anticipated that the Asy- 
lum and School could or would support itself for the first or 
second year, if ever, out of its own earnings. 

" To place it above all contingency, and free it from embar- 
rassment in the future, would require the sum we name : viz., 
$30,000. Twenty thousand dollars of this would, we are confi- 
dent, buy and stock the farm, and prepare the buildings necessary. 

" This would leaye then a fund of $10,000, and its $700 inter- 
est, annually, we are quite sure, would, in addition to the other 
sums proTided by the Grand Lodge, fully meet all deficiencies 
in expenses.'* 

This Beport, with a similar one, was received, and the fol- 
lowing resolution adopted : 

'' Resolved^ That it is necessary and expedient, and the im- 
perative duty as well as the interest of the Grand Lodge, to 
establish at some healthy and convenient point in the center of 
the State an Asylum for the maintenance and support of indi- 
gent worthy Masons, their wives and orphans ; an institution of 
learning for the sons of Masons, and such others as the Grand 
Lodge may from time to time admit ; and also to establish, at 
such place as the Grand Lodge may direct, an Asylum for the 
maintenance and education of the female orphans of worthy 
Master Masons." 

Shall I briefly sketch an outline that we may better appre- 
ciate the growth of this enterprise ? 

June 3, 1861. — The initial proceedings were taken to build a 
Masonic Hall in the city of New York at a cost of $35,000. 
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June 3, 1890. — We possess the Hall, completed, furnished, 
occupied, and paid for, at a cost of 12,000,000, with a net annual 
income of $50,000. 

The present yearly revenue exceeds by 115,000 the original 
estimate of the building. 

June 3, 1851. — The initial suggestion was made to erect a 
Masonic Asylum and School '^in the center of the State,'' at a 
cost, '^ to render its success certain,'' of $30,000. 

The labor and sacrifice required to build and furnish the 
Hall held the Asylum enterprise in abeyance until the 11th day 
of September, 1889. 

Upon the day last mentioned perfect title to one hundred 
and sixty acres of land located ^Mn the center of the State" 
was secured, and transferred to the Trustees of the Hall and 
Asylum Fund, for a cash consideration of $50,000. 

We are the owners of this property. It is paid for. Upon 
it we propose to erect without delay an Asylum and School. 
Within the walls of this Hall, my brethren, the Trustees place 
before you to-day, for inspection and approval, perfected plans 
for the main building of that Asylum and School at an approxi- 
mate cost of $150,000, and the sum of $185,000 is in bank, 
bearing interest, to meet that expenditure. And this is but the 
beginning of another forty years of toil, not in the wilderness 
of doubt and debt, but in the beautiful field of Charity, where 
we labor for wages of love and rejoice in endless opportunity for 
doing good. 

What a theme for the pen of the ablest Masonic writer, 
what a picture for the pencil of the noblest Masonic artist I 

For myself, I stand appalled at the magnitude of the theme 
— ^at the majesty of the picture. 

We engage in this life-work free from embarrassments of the 
past. There will be no further struggle to pay a large debt, 
no further urgent appeals for money. The intense satisfaction 
of witnessing the happiness of our brother, the widow, and the 
orphan, in our Asylum, in our School, will, I am sure, be an 
incentive for free-will offerings more than sufficient to meet 
every demand. 

I appeal to you, my brethren, to consider the great good that 
will flow from this fountain of pure beneficence, and by gift in 
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life and by bequest after death, richly endow every department 
connected with the noblest undertaking of our fraternity. 

Then shall we dwell in the noontide glory of the golden day 
of Masonic usefulness, and prove to our fellows that, 

*' He most lives, 
Who thinks most, feels the Doblest, acts the best." 

I have requested the Trustees of the Hall and Asylum Fund 
to submit a detailed statement of all their official transactions 
relating to the Home. 

The following summary, however, is placed before you for 
general information : 

September 11, 1889. — R. % W. % Edwaed B. Harper, repre- 
senting the Trustees, B. •. W. •. Frederick A. Burkham, their 
counsel, R.\ W.*. Mtrok W. Vak Auken, who had been 
employed to examine the title to the property and prepare the 
transfer papers, and the Grand Master, met Brother the Hon- 
orable Charles W. Hutchinson in the city of Utica, where nego- 
tiations were completed and delivery made to the Trustees of 
a deed conveying about one hundred and sixty acres of land — 
now known as the Asylum site and property — paying therefor 
the sum of $50,000 in cash. 

May 8, 1890. — The Trustees purchased five acres of land 
lying adjacent to a considerable portion of the north boun- 
dary line of the Asylum property. A deed of conveyance of the 
land so purchased was executed by E. B. Turner and wife, and 
delivered to the trustees for a cash consideration of 1750. 

The West Shore Railroad now adjoins the entire northerly 
boundary of our Asylum property. It held the title to about 
one-fourth of an acre of land, south of its tracks, which extended 
at an angle for some distance into the Asylum property, mak- 
ing an irregular and inconvenient line for our boundary on the 
north, and seriously interfering with the laying out of a boule- 
vard as proposed by our consulting engineer. 

At the request of the Trustees, I visited the officials of that 
railroad for the purpose of submitting an offer to purchase the 
land just mentioned. At my suggestion, they cheerfully con- 
veyed the land we desired for the nominal consideration of one 
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dollar. I am sure the Fraternity will unite with me in express- 
ing profound gratitude to the West Shore Bailroad for this 
generous act. 

The report will also advise yon of all Joint meetings of the 
elective Grand Officers, Advisory Board, and Trustees, which 
were held to perfect arrangements for developing the grounds of 
the Asylum, and the erection of a suitable building thereon, as 
directed by the Qrand Lodge. The meetings were fully attended 
by the brethren mentioned, who gave most careful thought and 
study to all questions brought before them. 

For the proposed Asylum building the competing architects 
submitted most elaborate plans— the product of much thought 
and great skill. Indeed I do not believe that there were ever 
presented to any man, or body of men, plans which gave evi- 
dence of greater labor and deeper anxiety for success. 

TJtica. 

We owe a debt of gratitude to the citizens of TJtica, both in 
and out of the Fraternity. 

They cheerfully contributed the sum of 130,000 in cash, 
which was applied upon the purchase price of the land for the 
Asylum. They have taken the necessary proceedings to extend 
one of the most beautiful streets in the city to our Asylum 
property, and to fully accomplish this purpose secured a legisla- 
tive enactment bonding that city for $30,000. They have been 
united, earnest, and enthusiastic in furthering the best interests 
of the enterprise so dear to our hearts. They have given valu- 
able counsel regarding the property, and in all things apper- 
taining to the advancement of the worthy object have faithfully 
labored, regardless of sect, creed, party, or fraternal relations. 

All hail to the good citizens of Utica I

My official labors have been lightened, my fraternal acquaint- 
ances extended, and many days marked with enjoyment through 
the untiring effort and attention of the Grand Secretary. I am 
especially indebted to him for advice and assistance freely ren-

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deredy without thought of iDconyenience to himself. I appre- 
ciate the value of his intelligent and faithful services, and 
hereby record my grateful acknowledgments. This is but a 
personal tribute to a valuable ofScer. To the Graft at large he 
is equally zealous and faithful, and ^' active in every good work." 
He guards with jealousy the honor of our Fraternity. He 
labors with devotion to keep his ofSce in perfect condition, and 
all its affairs are managed with such signal success and marked 
ability that it is widely known as a model Grand Secretary's 
office, and all persons visiting it, whether on duty or pleasure, 
are delighted with their cordial reception and the prompt and 
accurate dispatch of business. The official work of our beloved 
brother needs no further comment from me, as it is well known 
and thoroughly appreciated by the entire Craft. 

Long live our genial and popular Qrand Secretary I 

Conclusion. 

I submit my official actions and recommendations to the 
judgment of the Grand Lodge. I have aimed to make this 
address practical and earnest, without thought of self, as I have 
no longing ambitions to satisfy. Your w&rm-hearted partiality, 
evidenced by nine unanimous elections to stations in this Grand 
Body, has placed me beyond any ambition. The gratitude of 
my heart will ever echo its appreciation of these distinguished 
favors. 

The year just past has been the best and most satisfactory 
of my life. It has been occupied in unceasing labor for my 
brethren, and in honest endeavor to elevate their thoughts "of 
the life that now is and of that which is to come." With this 
end in view I have aimed during the year to promote the well- 
being of the Fraternity .in its individual rather than in its col- 
lective capacity. Examples of purity of character and elevation 
of purpose are, more than ever, demanded of the individual 
Mason as the first consideration of our general growth and 
success. 

The unity and prosperity of this Grand Lodge command 
the rQspect and admiration of sister Grand Lodges throughout 
the world. Hence much is expected of us in the present and 
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more will be demanded in the f utare, by a progressive Masonic 
Brotherhood. 

As the motto ''Excelsior^' is emblazoned upon the banner of 
this imperial State, so do we, as Freemasons, indelibly stamp 
npon the banner of this imperial Grand Lodge the noble senti- 
ment "Excelsior/* 

With this aim and ambition before us, may the test of admis- 
sion and the character of work in the lodge be higher, may the 
standard of onr social, moral, and religious teachings and princi- 
ples be higher. Then will we measure up to the full stature and 
true nobility of a Free and Accepted Mason. Then will we 
stand highest before all mankind, waiting to receive the bene- 
diction of Almighty God.

A FEW words DOW, brethren and friends, as to tbe great losstbe Frater- 
nity has sastaioed in tbe deatb of our dearly beloved brother ; and not tbe 
Fraternity alone, bat tbe wbole community as well. 

For nearly all the years of bis mature life our brother was an active, 
ardent, and consistent Freemason, proud of tbe Fraternity and its wonderful 
history, jealous of its rights, privileges, and traditions, and ever ambitious 
to see it engaged in carrying forward worthy and noble purposes. 

To us, brethren of Masters Lodge, tbe loss we have sustained is well- 
n\gh irreparable. Our l>eloved associate, friend, counsellor, brother, and 
Past Master was to us even more than a brother ; to him we looked for 
advice in perplexity ; for words of comfort and consolation in disstress ; for 
excellent example and prudent counsel at all times. Devoted to his God, 
his country, bis family, and his trusts, he could not have been otherwise 
than faithful to bis Masonic obligations — and you will all bear witness 
that be was. 

And not to us alone, brethren of Masters Lodge, did the summons 
which called our lamented and beloved brother to " Come up higher" fall 
with almost crushing weight. Throughout this great State of ours, and, 
indeed, throughout the entire republic, our decen^ed brother was known 
and respected in Masonic circles, and will be sincerely mourned by them.

From every side come earnest and hearty trib- 
utes to bis inflexible honesty, bis sturdy and never-yielding integrity, his 
generosity, his patriotism, bis unselfish devotion to friends and to the best 
interests of the city in which he lived, and which be loved like a mother. 
There was no more devoted or patriotic citizen than Edmund L. Judbok. 
His love of country was deep and intense, his faith in her future sublime. 

And so it was, and is, and shall be : and although our beloved friend 
did not live long enough to see the full realization of all bis hopes and 
expectations, be yet knew, and grbatly rejoiced over the fact, that we 
were on the right road and approaching the goal with rapid strides. 

Brothers and friends, let us all take a lesson from tbis noble life, which 
has ended all too soon for our benefit and advantage, but not till it had 
accomplished a grand and worthy mission, and earned the reward which 
the soul has now gone to claim. Such a life is, indeed, in itself a sermon 
of eloquence and of convincing persuasiveness.

Dear Sir and Brother: — Referring to the controversy between onr 
respective Grand Bodies, arising out of the initiation of Daniel E. Lemm, 
by Fort Edward Lodge, No. 267, permit me to say, at the Annual Com. 
munication of the Ghrand Lodge of New York, June 5th, 1889, the Commit- 
tee on Jurisprudence submitted the following recommendation, which 
was approved by the Grand Lodge : 

•• Tour committee therefore recommend tbat your Grand Body renew 
its request of last year tbat arbitration may be agreed upon to determine 
the wnole matter, and that in the meantime that Grand Body withdraw 
the interdicts issued in tbis matter by the M.*. W.*. Grand Master of 
Masons in that jurisdiction." 

Pursuant to this recommendation I most fraternally, on behalf of tbe 
Grand Lodge of New York, request that tbe question at issue be submitted 
to arbitration, to tbe end tbat the friendly relations so long existing 
between tbe two Grand Bodies may not be disturbed or impaired. 

I beg to assure you, on receipt of a favorable response to this request, 
tbe Grand Lodge of New York will at once appoint an arbitrator, to meet 
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a Bimilar appointment from the Grand Lodge of New Jersey, and my hope 
is that arbitration may be epeedily begun and also speedily ended. 

I venture the sugeestion that it would be better for both Grand 
Lodges if a Present or Past Grand Master of some other Grand Lodge be 
selected as an arbitrator. Any snch brother selected by the Grand Lodge 
of New Jersey will be acceptable to the Grand Lodge of New York.

MotA Worehipful and Dear Brother : — ^Your commnnication of Decem- 
ber 27th last in reference to the difficulty existing between our respective 
Grand Jurisdictions b at hand, aud has received most careful consideration. 

YoxL reqnest, on behalf of the Grand Lodge of New York, that the 
question ^t issue be submitted to arbitration, pursuant to a recommenda- 
tion of your Committee on Jurisprudence, which was approved at the 
Annual Communication of your Grand Lodge, held June 5th, 1889, and 
which, you state, reads as follows : 

"Your committee therefore recommend that your Grand Body renew 
its reouest of last year that arbitration may be agreed upon to determine 
the whole matter, and that in the meantime that Grand Body withdraw 
the interdicts issued in this matter by the M.*. W.*. Grand Master of 
Masons in that jurisdiction." 

By " interdicts " I presume is meant the one laid by the law, usage, 
and custom governing in such cases in this State, and issued by my pre- 
decessor in relation to the initiation of Lemm ; and also, the Edict issued 
by myself on the 10th of May, 1889, instructing the lodges subordinate to 
the Grand Lodge of New Jersey not to grant permission to any lodge 
subordinate to the Grand Lodge of New York to receive or act upon peti- 
tions for initiation and membership from residents within the jurisdiction 
of the Grand Lodge of New Jersey. 

Pardon me for saying that it seems to me that in again asking to have 
the first interdict recalled your Committee on Jurisprudence must certainly 
have overlooked, or misunderstood, the action of the Grand Lodge of New 
Jersey at its last Annual Communication, or possibly, did not have properly 
placed before them the full text of the report of our Committee on Masonic 
Jurisprudence which was at that time adopted. 

Your predecessor was advised by me, on the 4th of last March, of 
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the action of the Qrand Lodge of New Jersey, and a copy of said report of 
Committee on Masonic Jurispiadence was mailed to him, and its receipt 
acknowledged. There is one paragraph of the report which I desire par- 
ticularly to call your careful attention to, viz. : — 

'* lo New Jersey, a man who has received the Masonic desrrees from a 
lodge having no jiirisdiction over him is illegally made, and cannot, there- 
fore, in this jarisdiction, be recognized tL^ a Mason : and any one holding 
Masonic intercourse with such a person is liable to discipline. Such being 
the case, we do not see how the Grand Master of Masons of New Jersey 
could have done otherwise, in relation to Daniel E. Lbmm, than to have 
notified the members of the Craft in this jurisdiction of the facts of the 
case, and prohibit them from recognizing Lemh as a Mapon. Whatever 
may he the law in other jurisdictions, this is tlie law in New Jersey, and 
the Grand Master was bound to enforce it, although, of course, his inter- 
dict can have no effect beyond our borders. Ifor can we see Jiato, until Lemm 
has been regularly made, the interdiet can he removed without a breach of 
Mcuonic law, as interpreted in this jurisdiction." 

From this you will see how utterly impossible it is for me, even should 
I feel so inclined, to recall the interdict against Lemh. 

Regarding the Edict issued by myself on the 10th of May last, I would 
say that if, by so doing, it will hasten the settlement of the controversy, I 
will most cheerfully recall the same, upon receipt of an intimation on your 
part that when it is recalled you will consent to the appointment of arbi- 
trators. 

Should this course not meet with your approval, or should you not feel 
warranted in accepting it, kindly advise me whether your communication 
of December 27th is to be considered as the official request of the Grand 
Lodge of New York to the Grand Lodge of New Jersey, as recommended 
by your Committee on Jurisprudence.

Dear Sir and Brother : — In reply to your communication of the 2d 
instant, I beg to state that the Committee on Jurisprudence of the Grand 
Lodge of New Tork were in possession of the full text of the report made 
by the Committee on Jurisprudence of the Grand Lodge of New Jersey in 
the Lbmx case, and approved by that Grand Body. The action of your 
committee was neither overlooked nor misunderstood. 

The only question at issue between our respective Grand Bodies is in 
regard to the Masonic residence of Daniel £. Lemm at the time lie was 
made a Mason by Fort Edward Lodge, No. 267, of this jurisdiction. 
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The Qrand Lodge of New Jersey claims and insists that he was at that 
time a resident of Weehawken, in the State of New Jersey. 

The Grand Lodge of New Tork claims and insists that he was at that 
time a resident of Fort Edward, in tlie State of New York. 

Both Grand Bodies have investigated this matter ex pa/rte, and both 
have reached conclusions directly opposite to each other. 

The Grand Lodge of New York is more than willing, indeed, it is most 
anxious, to submit this question of difference to arbitration, and will, as 
intimated in my former communication, gladly accept as arbitrator any 
present or past Grand Master (excepting those from New Jersey or New 
York) -the Grand Lodge of New Jersey may select. 

While we entertain the highent respect for all decisions of the Grand 
Masters of New Jersey, approved by that Grand Lodge, and while we have 
no desire to make any unreasonable request, to overrule any former de- 
cisions of your Grand Body, we respectfully submit that this case cannot 
be submitted to arbitration without suspension of your interdict, because 
that is the vital and only point at issue, and the Grand Lodge of New 
Jersey, by insisting upon the interdict remaining in force, prejudges the 
case, indeed, practically decides it in your favor, and thus effectually 
closes the door for fraternal arbitration. 

The Grand I^iodge of New York may be wrong in this case, then the 
interdict can be properly laid. 

The Grand Lodge of New Jersey may be wrong in this case, then the 
interdict is improperly laid. 

I beg of you, without further delay, to permit us to try the question at 
issue without the intervention of further technicalities. 

Concerning your edict of May 10th, we would regard it fraternal cour- 
tesy to have the same removed, but I leave that to your own good judg- 
ment, inasmuch as it affects only residents of your jurisdiction, and has no 
bearing whatever upon the Lemm case. Individually I am of the opinion 
that it is advisable in most cases for persons to apply for membership to 
lodges in whose territorial jurisdiction they reside. 

If upon further reflection you do not see your way clear to suspend the 
interdict, pending the arbitration, then I most fraternally request that you 
ask the Grand Lodge of New Jersey to meet the Grand Lodge of New 
York in its earnest desire to settle this matter, l)y suspending for the time 
being the interdict, in order that the matter may be brought for hearing 
and decision before the arbitrator you may select. To this end I beg you 
to submit this communication to the Grand Lodge of New Jersey as coming 
from the Grand Lodge of New York, in the hope that the difference may 
be speedily adjusted.

Bepobt of the Committee on Jurisprudence, Grand 
Lodge op New Jersey. 

To the Grand Lodge Free and Accepted Mcuons of the State of New 

Jereey : 

Your Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence, to whom was referred so 

much of the address of the M.*. W.*. Grand Master ss relates to the case 

of Daniel E. Lemm, would respectfully report : That, after careful con- 
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Bideration of the wIioIq case, as it now presents itself, thej have reached 
the following conclusions : 

Under the Masoniclaw of this jarisdiction, all proceedings of Fort 
Edward Lodge, in the initiation of said Lbmk, were irregular and unlaw- 
ful, hence were void, and of no effect. The facts in relation to his resi- 
dence are not in dispute. Lbmm was an actual inhabitant of this State at 
the time of his application to Fort Edward Lodge. That lodge applied to 
Mystic Tie Lodge of New Jersey for waiver of jurisdiction over him, which 
was entirely unneceseary, unless he was a resident of this jurisdiction. 

In his written application to Fort Edward Lodge, Lemm specifically 
stated that he was a resident of Weehawken, N. J., and upon this petition 
Fort Edward Lodge applied to Mystic Tie Lodge for a waiver of jurisdic- 
tion over him. These facts are undisputed, and it is but too plain that if 
the requested waiver of jurisdiction had been granted, no claim to a resi- 
dence in New York would ever have been made by or in behalf of Lbvm. 
Upon the refusal of Mystic Tie Lodge to consent, and not until then, does 
any one appear to have thought for an instant that Lemh was other than 
he represented himself to be— a resident of New Jersey. 

These were the facts upon which the Grand Master of New Jersey 
acted, and they are the facts of the case to-day. If these facts constituted 
Lemh a resident of New Jersey he is, under our law, a profane, although 
the knowledge whereby he might " prove " himself a Mason had been un- 
lawfully imparted to him. The duty of the Grand Master of New Jersey 
was a plain one ; he must protect his jurisdiction from invasion by a pro- 
fane, and his brethren from the commission of a Masonic offense, which 
would result from intercourse with him. 

It is no answer to say that the conclusion of the Grand Master may 
have been wrong ; that Lehic may, notwithstanding the facts already 
stated, have been a resident of New York at the time of his application. 
So long as there was a reasonable doubt upon this, it was the duty of the 
M.'. W. -. Grand Master to resolve the doubt in favor of safety, and to pro- 
tect his jurisdiction from possible invasion. This he did by his Edict, 
warning his brethren from the commission of a Masonic offense, by hold- 
ing fraternal intercourse with Lemh, and prohibiting them from admit- 
ting him to their lodges. This Edict must necessarily stand so long as 
there is a possibility of Lamm's seeking admipsion to our lodges, or until 
a tribunal to which the question shall be voluntarily submitted by this 
Grand Lodge, shall decide that Lemm at the time of his petition was a 
resident of New York. The revocation of this Edict could mean nothing 
else than that Lemm might be admitted and received in the lodges of this 
jurisdiction, and when such admission is once made by us, the foundation 
of our insistment in the case has been abandoned. 

While we shall always be willing to meet our brethren of New York 
more than half-way in this or any other matter of difference, it is too much 
for them to ask that we should stultify ourselves and open our jurisdic- 
tion to invasion by a profane by the removal of this Edict. We cannot 
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admit that Lemm was a resident of New Tork, which would be the mean- 
ing of the revocation of that Edict, and at the same time insist that he was 
a resideot of New Jersey. Nor does this prejudge the case ; it simply 
interposes a necessary protection to ourselves until the question can be 
decided. While npon this subject, tt may be well to refer to the language 
of M.'. W.-. Bbothkb L^wbbncb, of New York, when he says : ** Fort 
Edward Lodge was clearly within its rights in the initiation of Daitiel E. 
Lrioc." If these words do not prejudge the case, certainly the circum- 
stance of LSMM in full fellowship by our brethren of New York does. We 
do not complain of this ; we concede the right to New York to pass such 
judgment in the case as she sees fit, and to act according to that judgment ; 
but the Grand Lodge of New Jersey intends to exercise the Fame right, and 
to continue to exercise it until a tribunal appointed with her consent shall 
decide that she is wrong. When the Grand Lodge of New York or the 
M. -. W. *. Grand Master of that jurisdiction shall have withdrawn their 
judgment, and, by suspending Lbmm from all Masonic privileges, shall 
have removed all danger of an invasioi) of this jurisdiction by him, it will 
be time enough to consider the withdrawal of the Edict issued in his case. 
We do not believe that any good would result from a meeting between the 
(;fOmmittees on Jurisprudence of the two jurisdictions, as the question has 
been so thoroughly discussed by both ; and such a meeting would not be 
able— would not have the power — to reach any conclusion. While we are 
at aU times most ready to submit this question to any fair arbitrator, we can- 
not annul our established law as a condition precedent to such arbitration. 

It seems to your committee that this controversy has reached a point 
where we must take one of two courses. We might terminate all relations 
between the two Grand Lodges ; but your committee do not recommend 
so harsh a measure. On the other hand, we can submit the case to the gen- 
eral judgment of the Craft, confident that our position is right, and that, 
in this unfortunate difference, the action of the Grand Lodge of New Jersey 
will receive the approval of our sister Grand Lodges. To this end we make 
the following recommendations : 

First. That the M.'. W.\ Grand Master of New York be informed 
that the Grand Lodge of New Jersey is ready at any time to submit this 
question to arbitration in any way equally fair to both parties. 

Sec&fid, That all correspondence and documentary proofs relating to 
this case, now in possession of this Grand Lodge, be printed, with the min- 
ut4*8 of this Annual Communication, so that the brethren, in general may 
be fully informed In relation thereto. 

Third. That the Edicts of the M. *. W. *. Grand Master be not recalled. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

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LAWS OF NEW YORK. 

Ghaftbr 106. 

AN ACT to amend chapter fifty-five of the laws of eighteen hundred and 
eighty-five, entitled " An act to amend chapter three hundred and fifty 
of the laws of eighteen hundred and seventy-seven, entitled ' An act 
to amend chapter two hundred and seventy-two of the laws of eighteen 
hnndred and sixty-four, entitled "An act to incorporate the Trustees 
of the Masonic Hall and Asylum Fund." ' " 

Affkoved by the Governor April 11, 1890. Passed, three-fifths being 
present. 

Ths People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and Aesembly, 
do enact as follows : 

Section 1. Section one of chapter fifty-five of the laws of eighteen 
hnndred and eighty-five, entitled " An act to amend chapter three hundred 
and fifty of the laws of eighteen hundred and seven ty-seven, entitled ' An 
act to incorporate the Trustees of the Masonic Hall and Asylum Fond/ " is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows : 

§ 1. Section two of chapter two hundred and seventy-two of the laws 
of eighteen hundred and sixty-four, entitled "An act to incorporate the 
Trustees of the Masonic Hall and Asylum Fund," is hereby amended so 
as to read as follows : 

§ 2. The corporation hereby created shall consist of seven persons, 
who shall be members of lodges under the authority and jurisdiction of 
the Grand Lodge of Free and Accepted Mafions of the State of New York, 
and who shall be residents of this State, to be elected at the first Annual 
Communication of said Grand Lodge after the passage of this act; provided, 
however, that no officer of the Grand Lodge shall be eligible to the office 
of trustee, and that any trustee accepting office in the Grand Lodge shall 
thereby vacate his office as trustee. At the first Annual Communication of 
the Grand Lodge after the passage of this act, the seven trustees so elected 
shall designate by lot in the presence of the Grand Master their respective 
terms of office, namely : Two of said trustees shall be designated to serve 
for the period of one year, two to serve for the period of two years, and 
three to serve for the period of three years ; and annually thereafter at 
the Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge, two trustees shall be elected, 
except in every third year, when three trustees shall be elected, whose 
terms of office shall be for the period of three years from the date of their 
election ; and should a vacancy occur in the office of trustee at an Annual 
Communication of the said Grand Lodge from any cause other than the ex- 
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piration of tbe term of said trustee, said vacancy shall be filled by election 
for the anexplred term of said Annual Communication. If any such trostee 
shall cease to be a resident of the State of New York, or shall cease to be 
a member of a lodge under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge as aforesaid, 
his place as such trustee shall be declared vacant by the Grand Master. In 
case any vacancy in the office of trustee shall occur during the time inter- 
vening between the Annual Communications of the Grand Lodge, the 
Grand Master shall fill such vacancy by appointment of a person qualified as 
aforesaid, and the person so appointed shaU serve as trustee until the next 
succeeding Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge, when such vacmcy 
shall be filled by election for the unexpired term. The said Board of Trus- 
tees shall select one of its number as president, one as treasurer, and one as 
secretary, and shall make a full and detailed report of all its doings at each 
Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge. Whenever the Grand Lodge 
is not in session, the said trustees shall, upon the request of the Grand 
Master, render to him a full and detailed report in writing of and concern- 
ing any and all of their acts and transactions, and the books, papeis, and 
records of said trustees shall at all times be open to examination by the 
Grand Lodge, the Grand Master, or any committee of members of the Grand 
Lodge which he or it may appoint. Whenever the Grand Lodge is not in 
session, the Grand Master may, by a written order, suspend any trtistee 
from office and appoint a person qualified, as required by this act, to per- 
form his duties, and such person shall possess all the powers and discharge 
all the duties of said trustee. No such suspension shall be made except 
for cause, nor until after an opportunity shall have been given tbe trustee 
affected thereby to be heard with regard thereto. Such suspension shall 
continue in force until acted upon by the Grand Lodge at its next succeed- 
ing Annual Communication, and no longer. The Grand Lodge may, at any 
Annual Communication, and for such cause as it shall consider sufficient, 
remove from office any trustee elected pursnant to this act, and upon so 
doing shall fill the vacancy thus created, by election for the unexpired term. 

§ 2. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby re- 
pealed. 

g 3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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ADDEESS BY THE GRAND MASTER. 

Among these illustrious patrons, the revered and honored 
name of Washingtok appears upon the page of history as the 
ideal man and Mason. 

I will briefly refer to him as a member of our Fraternity, 
leaving his civil and military career to the distinguished orators 
of the day. 

Official records inform us that Washikgtoi^ was made a 
Mason in Fredericksburg Lodge, No. 4, on the 4th day of Novem- 
ber, 1752, at the ** mature age '^ of twenty years, while serving 
as an adjutant-general in the British Army. He was chosen 
some years after Worshipful Master of Alexandria Lodge, No. 
22, receiving bis commission from Grand Master Edmukd 
Randolph, Governor of Virginia. The active military life of 
Washikgtok as commander-in-chief seemed to inspire active 
Masonic labor. He encouraged military lodges, and frequently 
participated in their work. It was upon one of these occasions 
that he made General Lafayette a Freemason. 

The Grand Lodge of Virginia in the early days of its organ- 
ization elected Washikgtoi^ as its Grand Master ; not being 
eligible at the time, he was compelled to decline the honor. 

If time would permit, we would gladly recall his unceasing 
love and loyalty to the Graft, as evidenced by his Masonic 
visitations, letters, and addresses. 

On the 18tb day of September, 1793, Gbobge Washikgton^, 
President of the United States, acting as Grand Master, laid, 
with appropriate Masonic ceremonies, the corner-stone of the 
Capitol of this great Republic. 

On the 4tb day of July, 1848, the Grand Master of Masons 
of the District of Columbia laid the comer-stone of that mighty 
monument at Washington which is the wonder and admiration 
of a civilized world, and on the 21st day of February, 1885, it 
was dedicated by the Grand Master of that jurisdiction, in 
presence of the lS*esident and Congress of the United States, 
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It is, therefore, most fitting that the conier-stODe of this 
Washington Memorial Arch should be laid with Masonic cere- 
monies, thns following a long line of precedents, and affording 
the Fraternity an opportunity to once more give public evidence 
of their loving remembrance of a distinguished brother, and of 
their "loyalty to the government in which they live." 

The ceremony before us — the erection of this monumental 
arch as an enduring token of the lasting memory of an appreci- 
ative and affectionate people — ^vividly recalls the wonderful 
Centennial celebration of a year ago, which made this occasion 
possible. 

The Masonic Brotherhood of the Empire State was deeply 
interested in that great demonstration — doubly interested be- 
cause the central figures in that historic inauguration were in 
the forefront of our beloved Institution, and among the most 
talented and illustrious men and Masons of that or any other 
age. 

There stood Geoege Washington, the pride of his country- 
men, the beloved of his brethren, awaiting the oath of office. 

Then appeared Robert R. Livingston, the Grand Master 
of Masons in the State of New York, who, as Chancellor of this 
State, administered the oath of office to Washington. Most 
Worshipful Bbo. Livingston was one of the ablest statesmen 
and jurists this country ever produced, and our honored Grand 
Master for sixteen years. 

A valuable aid in furthering the success of that inauguration 
day was Jacob Morton, Chief of Staff, who was at the time 
Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of New York. Most Wor- 
shipful Bro. Morton, a brave and accomplished military officer 
during the Revolution, held the office of Grand Master for five 
years. 

Standing there as witnesses to the impressive inauguration of 
the first President were many of the signers of the immortal 
Declaration of Independence. Do you wonder that the Declara- 
tion proclaimed Freedom when you consider the great fact that 
fifty -two of the fifty-six signers were Freemasons ? 
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A worthy succefisor to the honors of the Brethren just men- 
tioned was found in the person of De Witt Clinton, one of the 
renowned goremors of this State, who held the office of Grand 
Master for fourteen years. 

During the war of 1812 Db Witt Clustton, Grand Master of 
Masons, convened a Grand Lodge of Emergency on the first day 
of September, 1814, in this city, for the sole purpose of volun- 
teering for government duty, and the Brethren under his leader- 
ship *' were assigned by the Committee of Defence for receiving 
the services of the Craft on the fortifications at Brooklyn, pur- 
suant to resolution, and they diligently labored through the 
day/' One week later they again volunteered their services *' on 
the fortifications erecting on Brooklyn Heights, aud more espe- 
cially there as one of the forts had, in honor of the Craft, been 
called Fort Masonic '' 

The history of Freemasonry in this State is therefore coeval 
with the history of our National Government. 

Then, as now. Freemasons obeyed the teachings " to be true 
to your government and just to your country, yielding obedience 
to the laws which afford your protection." 

The wise and patriotic administration of Grand Master Clin- 
ton was followed by Daniel D. Tompkins, governor of this 
State, Vice-President of the United States, and also the honored 
Grand Master of Masons for several years. 

These and other eminent Craftsmen, leaders in civil as well 
as Masonic affairs, inspired confidence in the plan and purpose 
of our Institution, elevated its character, developing its growth 
and usefulness to such an extent that at the present time it 
commands the respect and admiration of all mankind. 

Permit me, in passing, to make brief allusion to another mat- 
ter of historic interest. The Holy Bible borne to-day in the 
Grand Lodge procession, and now before you, is the property of 
St John's Lodge, No. 1, A. Y. M., of the city of New York, 
and has been jealously guarded by that noble band of brethren 
for more than one hundred years. Upon this sacred volume 
Geosqe Washington took the oath of of&ce as first President 
of this nation. 
5 
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It is a part of our unwritten history that as the moment ap- 
proached for the oath to be administered no Bible was at hand, 
nor could one be secured in the building. Chancellor Bobebt R 
Livingston, as Grand Master, knew that every Masonic lodge- 
room contained a copy of the Holy Scriptures. He remembered 
that the Chief of Staff, Jacob Mobton, was Worshipful Master of 
St. John's Lodge, No. 1, and that the lodge-room was near by. 
A word to Mobton ; a hastening to the lodge-room ; a return 
with the Holy Bible ; and without seeming delay the oath was 
taken. Thank God that the Great Light in Masonry must 
always have honorable place in every lodge-room I 

One more brief allusion to a matter of similar interest. This 
medallion, accompanied by an autograph letter (the property of 
the Grand Lodge of New York), is said to possess the best like- 
ness of Washington now in existence; it also contains a lock of 
his hair, and was presented by him, in June, 1783, to Major Bil- 
lings, a member of his staff. At that time Major Billings was 
Worshipful Master of a lodge located at or near Newburgh and 
had frequently received General Washington as a visitor. 

A gavel, which I hoped to use upon this eventful occasion, 
but an unforeseen circumstance has prevented, was expressly pre- 
pared for presentation to Washington, used by him as President, 
and also as acting Grand Master of Masons in laying the comer- 
stone of the Capitol of the United States. 

After^the ceremonies he presented it to Potomac Lodge, No. 
9, F. & A. M., District of Columbia, and it has been carefully 
guarded by that lodge as a precious treasure since that time. 

It was used by the Grand Master in laying the comer-stone 
of the great monument at Washington; also at the laying of the 
comer-stone and dedication of the equestrian statue of Wash- 
ington at the National Capital. It was likewise used at the lay- 
ing of the comer-stone of the Yorktown Monument, and upon 
many other occasious in laying the comer-stones of public build- 
ings and monuments in several States of the Union. 

Fitting it would be to make the present ceremony the more 
interesting and memorable by using that emblem of authority 
once wielded by him whose memory we hold sacred and this day 
further perpetuate. 
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There are now in existence twelve diflferent medals which 
were struck, in the early days of the Republic, to commemorate 
the Masonic virtues of Washikoton. 

At the close of his earthly labors, the lodge over which he 
presided as its first Master buried him with Masonic honors. 

I conclude this hasty sketch by strongly commending to the 
Craft the following beautiful words of WASHiNQTOiir, spoken 
while President of the United States. 

Beplyingto an address from some Rhode Island Brethren, he 
said : ^' Being persuaded that a just application of the prin- 
ciples on which the Masonic Fraternity is founded must be pro- 
motive of private virtue and public prosperity, I shall always be 
happy to advance the interests of the Society, and to be consid- 
ered by them as a deserving brother/' 

To the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts he said : '^ To enlarge 
the sphere of social happiness is worthy the benevolent design of 
a Masonic institution, and it is most fervently to be wished that 
the conduct of every member of the Fraternity, as well as those 
publications that discover the principles which actuate them, 
may tend to convince mankind that the great object of Masonry 
is to promote the happiness of the human race." 

We are assembled here to-day in the presence of this vast 
audiendfe to perpetuate the memory of a man who left on record 
such inspired words of wisdom, and while we build this Memo- 
rial Arch, which,we pray God, may be as enduring as the granite 
itself, we nevertheless firmly believe that the greater monument 
of Washington's pure life, valiant deeds, and fraternal advice 
will be erected in the hearts of a grateful people, to remain 
spotless and perfect forever.

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SPECIAL EEPORT OF THE TEUSTEES OF THE 
MASONIC HALL AND ASYLUM FUND 

IN KELATION TO THE HOME AND SCHOOL AT UTICA. 

The deep interest bo generally manifested by the Fraternity throughout the 
State in the proposed Masonic Home and School at Utica has impressed upon 
the Trustees of the Masonic Hall and Asylum Fund the importance of the 
undertaking entrusted to them by the Grand Lodge, and they have therefore 
devoted much of the time of their meetings throughout the Masonic year just 
closed to the careful consideration of all matters relating to this beneficent 
project. 

In addition to some thirty regular meetings held during this period, at 
which the subject was considered in its various stages of development, it was 
found necessary to meet specially on many occasions, in order that the business 
details, which often required an extended discussion and prompt action, should 
be properly disposed of. 

During the two weeks preceding the assembling of the Grand Lodge the 
Trustees found it necessary to meet almost every evening to enable them to 
prepare and submit for your consideration and approval a report embodying all 
the material facts and the conclusions to which they had arrived, based upon 
the most careful discussion of the subject. 

During the- progress of these discussions, which Involved details of the 
purchase of the property, and, later, consideration of its resources and ultimate 
utilities, and the designs for the grounds and plans for the structure, four joint 
meetings, consisting of the Elective Grand OflicerB, the Advisory Committee, 
and the Trustees, were held in the city of UtIca, during which the grounds were 
visited and examined. 

Three meetings of like character were also held In the city of New York, at 
all of which the discussions and resulting conclusions of this representative 
body were marked by a unanimity which has served to Inspire the Trustees 
themselves with the hope that, acting upon their own more direct responsibility, 
they may be successful In interpreting their grave duty in harmony with the 
wishes of the Grand Lodge. 

Anticipating the negotiations incident to the purchase of the property at 
Utica, the Board secured the valuable co-operation of the R.'. W.*. Fredebick A. 
BuKNHAM, Chief Commissioner of Appeals, as counsel, and on the Ilth day of 
September R.*. W.*. Edward B. Hakfer, as representative of the Board of Trus- 
tees, and R.\ W.\ Frederick A. Borkham, as counsel, visited Utica, and com- 
pleted the purchase in conformity with the directions of the Grand Lodge. 

The Trustees take this occasion to call your attention to the fact that the 
citizens of Utica, having subscribed the sum of 130,000 towards the fund for the 
purchase of the Home and School propert}^ a certified check for that amount 
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was placed In the hands of our representative, and that amount, together with 
the sum of $20,000, was paid over, and the deeds of the property formally trans- 
ferred to the Trustees. Previous to the final details of the purchase, however, 
the searches, titles, and deed, as prepared for the transfer of the property and 
the completion of this important business transaction, were examined and 
approved by R.*. W.\ Mtbon W. Van Auken, and Hon. Addison C. Miller, as 
attorneys for the Board, and, also, R.*. W.*. and Hon. Alexander T. Goodwin, 
as member of the Advisory Board and counsel. 

The Trustees also desire to make record of the fact that the value of this 
property having been fixed by its owner, the Hon. Chas. W. Hutchinson, at 
175,000, in the subsequent adjustment of the amount to be paid by the Trustees 
he personally contributed towards the purchase fund the sum of $25,000 as a 
citizen of Utica, in appreciation of the purpose to which the property was to be 
dedicated. 

The property having passed into the possession of the Board, the Trusteesf 
in the further prosecution of their duties, deemed it desirable to acquire a more 
substantial knowledge concerning its adaptability in general, and information 
and advice as lo the resources of the property and its proper treatment for the 
pnxpose In view. 

To this end they conferred with many noted engineers and landscape 
architects of the country, who by reason of special experience in this class of 
work were best qualified to furnish the aid sought for, and after careful con- 
sideration and inquiry they secured the services of Col. John T. Culter, civil 
engineer and landscape architect, of New York, in which capacity, as It will 
further appear, he has by his experience and skill rendered valuable aid to the 
Trustees. 

Bbo. Culter at once proceeded to Utica, carefully examined the pro- 
perty, and submitted a report hereto annexed, the substance of which supports 
and confirms from a high professional standpoint, and in a most satisfactory 
manner, the judgment and foresight of those responsible for its selection and 
purchase. 

He has in the meantime obtained the necessary details In relation to bound- 
aries, water supply, means of sewerage, etc., and by a thorough and practical 
study of the ground secured the data required for properly preparing the design, 
which Is now in prpi^ess of completion. Preliminary to and as forming an appro- 
priate part of the finished design, it has been arranged to extend Bleecker Street, 
a prominent thoroughfare in the city of Utica, through the Home property, which 
street will ultimately form the northern boundary of the same. 

The Trustees have also adopted, upon the suggestion of the consulting en 
gineer and landscape architect, a site for the principal entrance to the Home 
property on the high ground forming its western boundary, overlooking the city ; 
and the citizens of Utica, upon the recommendation of the M.*. W.*. Jo^ W. 
Vbooman, have decided to extend Butger Street to this proposed main entrance, 
for which purpose an act was secured from the legislature at Its last session, 
authorizing the city to expend the sum of $90,000 for the construction of a 
bridge In order to make this connection complete, and the bill has been signed by 
the Governor. When completed this wUl form a very convenient thoroughfare 
for pleasure, travel, and a most desirable promenade to and from the Home. 
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At a later period, In order to perfect the boandariee of the property, it was 
deemed desirable to purchase a small area on the north, to prevent any possible 
intrusions in future between the railroad and our own property ; this purchase 
was consummated upon the advice of the Advisory Committee and Elective 
Grand Lodge officers. It consists of five acres, and was obtained for the very 
reasonable sum of $750. 

On taking possession of the property, the trusties directed that all the out- 
buildings and sheds of the old Fair Grounds, which were in a very dilapidated 
condition, and of no use to the trustees, be sold at auction, under the direction 
of R.'. W.'. A. T. Goodwin, a member of the Advisory Board, which sale was 
effected and' the sum of $882.16 realized. 

The larger of these buildings were insured at the time of the transfer of the 
property, and subsequently a fire broke out which entirely destroyed one of them, 
for which the Trustees collected the full amount of insurance, which was $500. 

As a result of several joint meetings of the Elective Grand Officers, Advisory 
Committee, and Trustees, heretofore noted, and upon a full consultation in the 
matter of securing plans, specifications, and estimates for the proposed building, 
in accordance with the following resolution adopted at last meeting of the Grand 
Lodge : 

" That no plan for the erection of the main building be considered which 
shall call for a cost for construction of a sum exceeding $100,000," 

the Trustees directed the preparation of the following circular letter : 

New roRK, December 21, 1889. 
Our consulting engineer and landscape architect. Col. Joh'n Y. Culteb, of 
New York, will be ready in the near future to submit a design for the development 
of the Masonic Home property In the city of Utica. Preliminary to that we desire 
to obtain suggestions from architects with reference to the erection of the 
main or administration building. Your name has been suggested as one desiring 
to submit a design for this building. It has been deemed advisable by the com- 
mittee that in this preliminary work no expense be incurred, and that any or 
all of these plans may be rejected and returned to the designers at the dis- 
cretion of the Trustees. 

The probable site for the building is a broad, open one, located upon one 
of the intermediate plateaus rising above the Mohawk Biver on the easterly 
boundary of the city, and commands a wide range of view of the picturesque 
Mohawk Valley and the hills beyond to the north, east and west. 

It is recommended that the designs, etc., to be submitted shall include a 
front, rear, and elevation, a perspective view, a plan of each fioor, drawn to one- 
eighth inch scale, in pencil or ink, without color, and accompanied by such general 
specifications, as to material to be used, Approximate cost, etc., as will aid the 
committee in forming an intelligent judgment on the merits of your work. 

Enclosed please find a copy of the report of our special committee on Asylum 
at pages 8 to 14, in which you will find information that may be of service to you 
as to the purposes of the committee. 

We beg to add that the following resolution was passed at the last session of 
the Grand Lodge : 
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** Jiesobfedf That no plan for the erection of the main building be considered 
which shall call for a cost of constniction of a sum exceeding, $100,000." 

If you desire to submit designs, etc., under these conditions, please advise 
the Board at your early convenience.

This letter was mailed to at least one hundred of the leading architects of 
the State of New York, and of other States. 

On December 28, 1889, the following letter was also sent to the Grand Lodge 
officers and the members of the Advisory Board, enclosing the preceding cir- 
cular, with the request that they would suggest additional names of architects 
to whom the foregoing circular letter might be forwarded. 

New Yobk, Jkeember 23, 1889. 
J>ear Sir and Brother: Enclosed please find copy of a circular letter which the 
Trustees of the Masonic Hall and Asylum Fund have sent out to all architects 
who have signified a desire to furnish plans for the proposed building upon the 
Utica site. 

If you can suggest the name of any architect who would like to enter into 
this competition, please do so at your earliest convenience, and we will commu- 
nicate with him at once. Yours fraternally,

The result of these circulars was not satisfactory. Almost every architect 
to whom the circular was sent declined to enter into the competition unless 
remunerated, and many of these confirmed the statement previously submitted 
by our consulting engineer, that the sum of $100,000 would be inadequate to 
erect a building suitable for the purposes and needs of an institution of the rep- 
resentative character proposed. 

Upon receiving this information, on January 81, 1890, a joint meeting of the 
Elective Grand Lodge officers. Trustees of the Masonic Hall and Asylum Fund, 
and members of the Advisory Board, was held in Masonic Hall, New York City. 
After a thorough discussion of the subject of the Home and School, the follow- 
ing resolutions were unanimously adopted : 

"Betolvedf That the Trustees of the Hall and Asylum Fund be advised to 
employ not more than five architects to prepare plans for the structure, each 
architect whose plans are not accepted to receive as compensation not more 
than $600. AU plans to become the property of the Trustees. 

^^EaaHved, That the Initial Building provide, in addition to the offices for 
administration purposes, accommodation for at least one hundred inmates, of 
three classes— namely, men, women, and children — with proper convenience for 
each class ; and also to include a ball or assembly-room, which can be utilized as 
a chapel, school-room, or place of entertainment." 

It was also agreed that the cost of the Initial Building, with the additional 
accommodations as provided In the above resolutions, should be Increased from 
$100,000 to $150,000, but subject to the approval of the Grand Lodge. 
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On Febraary 11, 1890, a special meeting of the Trustees was convened, at 
which these resolutions were unanimously adopted, and the recommendation of 
the Elective Grand Officers and Advisory Committee, that the Initial Building 
should provide not only for administration but also make provision for the ac- 
commodation of one hundred or more inmates, in accordance with the advice of 
the architects and engineer, as before noted, the action of the Elective Grand 
Officers and the Advisory Board was approved. 

By direction of the Trustees, the consulting engineer prepared the following 
memoranda to architects : 

MEMORANDA 

For the Information op Architects who intend to submit Designs por 
THE Masonic Home and School Building at Utica, N. T. 

The Board of Trustees of the Masonic Hall and Asylum Fund, representing 
the Grand Lodge, F. & A. M., of the State of New York, in pursuance of their 
purpose to solicit plans for a building intended for use as the Masonic Home 
and School, at Utica, N. Y., have prepared the following memoranda for the 
information of competing architects : 

Amount to be expended. 

The sum of about $150,000 has been appropriated for the construction of the 
proposed building. 

Prizes and Conditions. 

The following resolution relating to the prizes to be paid and the conditions 
under which they will be awarded, has been adopted by the Trustees, and is 
herein inserted as a part of this memoranda : 

<' JResolved, That the Trustees of the Masonic Hall and Asylum Fund shall 
employ five architects to prepare plans for Home and School Building at 
Utica. That each of the said five architects whose plans are not accepted shall 
receive the sum of 1500 each, and all such plans to become the property of the 
Trustees. 

" If, however, one of the five foregoing competing architects shall submit a 
design acceptable to the- Board of Trustees, such architect will, in lieu of a prize 
of 1500, be appointed architect of the proposed building, and will receive as 
compensation for the usual and necessary plans and for supervision during con- 
struction the customary fees adjudged to be due and established for such ser- 
vice by the American Institute of Architects.*' 

It is further resolved by the Board of Trustees : 

That plans may also be received from any other architects not selected as 
one of the aforesaid five, for which no prize shall be paid ; but should the design 
of any one of such architects so submitted be accepted by the Board of Trustees, 
the said architect will receive the appointment of architect of the building, at 
the compensation and in accordance with the terms above described. In all 
respects, except as to prizes, the volunteer architects shall stand on the same 
footing with the others as regards acceptance of plans. 
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Location. 

The property of the Home is situated In Oneida Co., N. Y. ; more specifically, 
and for all the purposes of this memoranda, within the city of Utica, since, in 
large part, it abuts upon and lies within the easterly boundary of said city. 

TOPOGRAPHICAL FEATURES. 

The main plateau (exclusive of the ravine district) covers an almost square, 
open area of about one hundred acres in extent, rising quite gradually from the 
Mohawk Valley to an elevation of about one hundred feet above the Mohawk 
River, which is distant about three-quarters of a mile in the north. 

The building will face to the north. 

Its site will be upon the upper or southerly side of the property, from which 
point or vicinity an open and commanding view may be had of the Mohawk 
Valley, the range of hills beyond, and an extended prospect to the east and 
west. 

(Note. — A building of two stories or more in height, in whole or in part, 
would be seen from the passing trains on the New York Central and the West 
Shore railroad, whose lines traverse the country between the Home property and 
the Mohawk Valley.) 

To the rear of the property, and a quarter of a mile distant from its southerly 
boundary, there rises a line of hills which form a well-defined back-ground and 
sky line. 

The treatment of the grounds in general will be broad and park-like. An 
open, turfed area of considerable extent will intervene between the building and 
the lower or northerly boundary of the property. 

The approach to the building will be by way of a broad, sweeping drive, 
circling the interior ground of the main plateau, but the principal entrance will 
be from the west or city-wards side of the property. 

This entrance will connect with the road system of the main plateau by way 
of a bridge across the ravine, descending from the entrance to and rising from 
the level of the bridge toward the building, which will come into view from this 
approach as the grade of the road rises gradually to the upper level. 

Attention is called to this feature on the supposition that of the two sides 
or ends of the building the westerly one would seem to merit special considera- 
tion as to its influence upon the design. 

GENERAL REQUIREMENTS. 

The Initial Building, as herein contemplated, will be required to provide ac- 
commodations for the following : 

Offices and other quarters for administration purposes, such as Superintend- 
ent's Office, Trustees' Room, Physician's Room, Hospital, Reading-room, Library, 
School and Play Rooms, water-closet, baths, clothes-rooms, lavatory, and hall 
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for chapel purposes and for general entertainment ; also accommodation for one 
hundred inmates, in three classes : 

1st. For men. 

2d. For women. 

8d. For the care, homing and education of children ; the arrangements to be 
carefully studied and adapted to each class. Also quarters for steward, attend- 
ants, male and female, servants, etc. 

A detached or semi-detached building in the rear is desired for kitchen, 
laundry and heating purposes. In this building arrangements are to be made 
for a mess-hail or eating-room, with a convenient access sheltered from the 
weather. 

The most efficient means of protection against fire must be considered and 
provided for, and the arrangements for heating and ventilation should be of the 
most approved modem system and ample. The building will be specially ex- 
posed to severe winds in winter. 

Water will be supplied direct to the building from the Utica City Water- 
Works. The facilities for drainage and sewerage will be ample. There are no 
exceptional conditions to be met with in excavating for foundation. 

Design and Material. 

Having in view the erection and maintenance of a building for practical use, 
in which it is intended to furnish the comforts of home and education to the 
young, and of shelter and care to those especially endeared to the Masonic Fra- 
ternity of the State of New York, the Trustees desire to impress upon the com- 
peting architects that it Is their wish not to sacrifice to costly exterior adorn- 
ment the faculties and usefulness of a practical interior arrangement, appropri- 
ateness of design and character, however, being specially desired. 

In the material to be used in the construction of the building, their prefer- 
ence is for red or brown stone (in contradistinction to granite or gpneiss) for the 
first story, trimmings and portico, in combination with the faces, with Philadel- 
phia pressed brick. A moderate use of terra-cotta is sugj^ested, but to be more 
particularly adapted and used for supplemental and emblematical decoration. 

It is suggested that the plan should contemplate a means of harmonious ex- 
tension, should it be desired in the future to enlarge the capacity of the proposed 
building. 

Plans Required. 

The following plans will be required to be drawn, upon strong white paper, 
to a scale not less than eight feet to one inch : 

1st. Front and end elevations. 

2d. Sectional plans. 

3d. Ground and floor plans, each of a uniform level, from the cellar to the 
top floor inclusive. 

4th. A perspective view, which may be in color, at the option of the archi- 
tect, the other plans to be in white and black. 

Also, a specification suflAcient in detail to aid the Trustees in their examina- 
tions, and an approximate estimate of the cost of the building complete.

On February 21, 1890, the Trustees held a meeting at which the circular 
memoranda for the information of architects intending to submit designs for the 
Masonic Home and School Building at Utica, N. Y., was presented by the con- 
sulting engineer, and thereupon approved and adopted by the Board. 

At this meeting also the following five architects were unanimously selected, 
in accordance with the previous resolutions, to submit competitive plans upon 
the terms of the circular memoranda issued :

At the meeting of February 21, 1890, it was unanimously— 
" Jieeoivedf That a copy of the memoranda for architects be sent to all archi- 
tects whose names are on file in this office, inviting them to participate in the 
competition, but without other compensation than that, should their plan be 
accepted, they would be selected as the supervising architect." 

Accordingly, Circular No. 4, enclosing No. 8, was mailed on February 27 to 
the competitive architects selected. 

The Trustees of the Masonic Hall and Asylum Fund beg leave to enclose 
herewith a copy of the memoranda issued for the information of architects who 
intend to submit designs for the proposed Masonic Home and School Building at 
Utica, and we desire to state that we should be pleased to have you examine the 
same, and. If agreeable, to have you enter into the competition as a volunteer 
architect, to submit plans to our Grand Lodge, and although no prize will be paid 
for the plans, yet we assure you, should you decide to enter into the competition 
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upon the terms and conditiODS prescribed Id the memoranda, except as to prizes, 
such plans will receive equal consideratloo with any other plans presented to the 
Trustees.

On March 11, 1890, at a meeting of the Trustees, it was found that no replies 
bad been received from volunteer architects offering to submit plans without 
compensation, and it having been decided that the interests of the Craft de- 
manded that the number of competitors be increased from five to six, provided 
such increase would meet with the approval of the five architects already ap- 
pointed. To this proposition the five architects gave their written consent, and 
it was unanimously decided to appoint Messrs. Withers & Dickson, of New 
York, as the sixth competitor, subject to the same terms and conditions as were 
accepted by the five architects originally selected. 

On April 4, 1890, at a meeting of the Trustees, by request of several of the 
architects to have the time extended to present the plans, it was resolved that 
the time for presentation of such plans be, and the same is hereby, extended to 
the 10th day of May, of which fact the six competing architects were notified. 

On April 29 it was resolved by the Trustees, 

'* That the Elective Grand Lodge officers, the members of the Advisory 
Board, Col. John T. Cultbr, and R.'. W.-. FREbEBiCK A. Busnhah, as counsel 
of the Board, be invited to meet the Trustees at Masonic Hall, on Tuesday morn- 
ing, May IS, 1890, at ten o'clock, for the purpose of opening and inspecting the 
competitive plans for the proposed Masonic Home and School Building." 

Notices were issued in accordance with this resolution, and on May 18 the 
plans were opened in presence of the Elective Grand Ofiicers, Advisory Commit- 
tee, Trustees, Col. Culter, and R.*. W.*. Bao. Burnham. 

The following-named architects were represented by plans : 

Fuller & Wheeler, Albany, N. T. 

Warner & Brockett, Rochester, N. Y. 

William fl. Hume, New York. 

Parpitt Bros., Brooklyn. 

Withers & Dickson, New York. 

Green & Wicks, Buffalo, N. Y. 

In addition to these, Messrs. Geo. E. Harding & Co., of New York, submitted 
designs as volunteer competitors. Seven sets of plans were thus received, and 
these, together with accompanying specifications and briefs, were examined and 
discussed by the joint Board, which subsequently adjourned at 5.30 p.m., for a 
further consideration of the subject, to Tuesday, May 20, at one o'clock, at 
which time and date the Board resumed its session. 

The plans were elaborate In detail, and the designs were of a high order of 
merit, refiecting great credit upon the professional gentlemen submitting them. 

After a further consideration of the plans, it was advised that the several 
architects represented should be requested to meet the Trustees, in order not 
only that full justice should be done to the competitors themselves, but that 
the Trustees might thus avail themselves of every source of information calcol- 
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ated to aid them in judging as to the relative merits and advantages of the several 
designs for the purpose of a Home and School building. It was accordingly 
arranged with the several architects to meet the members as follows : 

May 31, 8 p.h., Fttlleb & Wheeler, of Albany. 

May 23, 8 p.m., Warner *fe Brockett, of Rochester. 

May 28, 10 p.m., Wm. H. Hume, of New York. 

May 26, 8 p.m., Parpitt Bros., of Brooklyn. 

May 26, 10 p.m.. Withers & Dickson, of New York. 

May 28, 8 p.m.. Green & Wicks, of Buffalo. 

Each design submitted in competition was thus represented before the 
Board of Trustees, and its designers were afforded full opportunity to present 
in the most thorough manner every detail and feature of their plan. A series of 
inquiries were also formulated with the view to securing specific information 
upon all important requirements of the proposed structure. These inquiries were 
formally submitted to each architect, and their replies are embodied in full re- 
ports, transcribed from the stenographer's notes, and these are in the possession 
of the Trustees, and contain much valuable information, and have been service- 
able in their analysis of the plans submitted to them. 

At the outset it was stated to each architect in the interviews just noted 
that a necessary condition of the consideration of any plan submitted in compe- 
tition was that its designers must be prepared to assure the Trustees that the 
finished structure, in accordance with plans submitted, should be built within the 
sum fixed by the Trustees— namely, $150,000. 

This assurance in each Instance has been positively given to the Trustees. 

It was evident that each architect had given close and commendable care 
to the injunction of the Trustees embodied in their circular of instruction, 
and they have no reason to doubt the conclusions of the architects themselves, 
since in the matter of cost every important detail of the work was carefully 
traversed, and their statement supported in many instances by formal estimates 
submitted by builders and tradesmen of repute. Further, the opinion among 
the competing architects was general that a diflference in the price of material 
and labor in the city of Utica and that neighborhood would represent a saving 
ranging from ten per cent, to twenty per cent, less than New York prices, and 
while in some instances the estimated cost of the proposed structure had ex- 
ceeded the amount fixed by the Trustees, a reduction on the lowest of these 
bases brought the cost within the limit prescribed. 

After availing themselves of the practical aid of the architects representing 
the several plans submitted, the Trustees devoted a number of evenings to a 
final consideration of the whole subject. In the determination to which the 
Trustees have finally arrived, they were naturally embarrassed in their choice by 
the many considerations which the subject presented. The task which tliey 
have undertaken at the behest of the Grand Lodge has not been an easy one. 

All the designs submitted are excellent, and each plan points many distinct 
features of great merit, and these have engaged the careful study of the 
Trustees. 

Having assumed the responsibility of asking for a design for a building, the 
cost of which should not exceed $150,000, with the advice of the Elective Grand 
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Officers and the Advisory Committee, and conditional upon its approval by the 
Grand Lodge, the Trustees submit the following explanation for their course : 

Ist. By the terms of your resolution — namely, ''that no plan for the erec- 
tion of the main building be considered which shall call for a cost for con- 
struction of a sum exceeding $100,000." It may be fairly interpreted that 
the construction of an Initial Building for administration purposes, at a cost not 
to exceed $100,000, Is therein authorized, since at that time no definite con- 
clusion had resulted from the discussion preceding the passage of the resolu- 
tion, and no provision for the erection of the necessary supplementary buildings 
was arranged for. It must have been the intent, therefore, to follow the erection 
of the Initial or Administration Building with other structures, intended for the 
use of inmates of the various classes to be provided for, as a necessary and logical 
fulfilment of the purpose as originally contemplated. Reasoning from these 
premises, therefore, the Trustees concluded that to expend the sum of $100,000 
for an administration building purely wonld be to make a disproportionate and 
needless outlay of money, since it was their best judgment, confirmed by the 
advice of Bro. Culter, that a larger building could be erected, at a reasonable 
proportionate increased expense, which would not only provide amply for the pre- 
sent and future needs of administration, but furnish as well the accommodation 
for all the classes of inmates contemplated for some years to come. Economy of 
administration is an important factor in the cost of management and mainten- 
ance in this and kindred enterprises, and that the affairs of a single building can 
be more efficiently and successfully administered than could those of a series of 
Isolated and semi-detached buildings needs no extended argument to demon- 
strate. 

This economy applies to the discipline and, etc., of all classes of employes, 
their avallibility in emergencies, the operation of the kitchen and laundry, the 
preparation and dispensing of food, the economy in fuel, more efficient and 
uniform heating, and the safety of inmates. 

2d. The Trustees disclaim all desire to favor a design ; the object In part or 
in whole, was simply to obtain a showy structure for monumental purposes, 
even for so distinguished a body as the Masonic Fraternity of the great State of 
New York. 

Indeed, as the result of their protracted labor, they have reached the conclu- 
sion, independent of the practical views to the same effect previously presented 
by architects and the consulting engineer, that the sum to which these designers 
have been limited would neither justify or permit of display or extravagance in 
ornamentation, but must depend for whatever effect it may be desirable to 
attain upon the character and appropriateness of the design itself, and its adap- 
tation to the locality and surroundings. 

The site specially demands that the Initial Building should be a unit, em- 
bodying strength and character, harmonizing with the broad situation, and the 
beautiful scenery which surrounds It. A series of smaller buildings, which could 
not be satisfactorily erected for less than the sum asked for the single structure, 
would entail greater cost of maintenance. Inconvenience and disadvantages in 
administration, and would be dwarfed Into insignificance in sitnation, with the 
sure result of disappointment in the end, for which no remedy , practically, 
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would be possible. For these reasons, a building not devoid of architectural 
effect, the fitting representative of an art of which Masonry is the ancient and 
consistent exemplar, has been recommended, and where, when complete, 
arrangements may be made for the comfortable homing of such inmates as may 
desire to avail themselves of Its hospitable shelter. 

The Trustees, after carefully examining aJl the plans submitted to them, 
have selected and present for your approval the design prepared by Messrs. 
FuLLBB & Wheeleb, architccts, of Albany, N. Y., as meeting satisfactorily 
the requirements of the Trustees. 

This selection has been duly endoreed and ofladally approved by M.*. W.*. 
Jno. W. y socman, as Grand Master. 

The Trustees are solicitous that the Grand Lodge shall enter upon the con- 
sideration of this subject understandlngly, and with the aid of all the informa- 
tion that they themselves possess, in order that the obligations to be assumed 
shall be fully considered at the beginning. They present, therefore, careful 
estimates of cost, which are intended to include the ultimate expenditures re- 
quired to complete and equip the Home and School for use, and they believe the 
figures in this statement may be safely considered as a basts for measuring this 
amount of money necessary to be provided for can7ing into effect the project 
of the Home and School at Utica. 

In conclusion, the Trustees recommend that the sum of $150,000 should be 
appropriated for the erection of a single structure for administration purposes, 
and including provisions for one hundred or more inmates, and they present the 
following resolutiou for your consideration and approval : Besolved, That the 
plan of a building for the Masonic Home and School at Utica, designed by 
FuLLEB & WiiEBLEB, of Albany, N. Y., be approved by the Grand Lodge, and 
that the Trustees of the Masonic Hall and Asylum Fund be directed to erect the 
same in accordance with the estimates submitted by them in their report in 
relation to the Masonic Home and School. 

Estimate of cost of erecting and equipping the Masonic Home and School 
Building of Utica, N. Y., and also of partial preparation of the grounds. 

Cost of the building, limited to $150,000 

Architect's commission, 5 per cent 7,500 

Gas-fixtures • 1,500 

Furniture, bedding, kitchen utensils, etc 5,000 

Drainage and sewers 6,600 

Water supply 4,500 

Supervision, 850 days at $4 1,400 

Work on grounds for the year 5,000 

Contingencies 1,500 

Total $182,900 



Of this amount not more than one-half will be expended in the current 
Masonic year, while the amount at present deposited to the credit of the Home 
and School Fund is $185,000 ; and it may be stated that the net Income for the 
ensuing two years will amount to about $100,000. Annexed hereto will be found 
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the deeds respectively of the Tamer and HutchiDson property, the report of 
R.*. W.'. E. B. HA.BPER, the report of R.*. W.*. Frederick A. Burmham, and 
the report of the consulting engineer and landscape architect, all of which is 
respectfully submitted.

UTICA. 

This Indenture, made the eleventh day of September, in the year of our 
Lord one thousand eight hundred and eighty-nine : 

Between Chables W. Hutchinson, a widower, of the city of Utica, County 
of Oneida, and State of New York, of the first part, and the Trustees of the 
Masonic Hall and Asylum Fund, a corporation duly organized and existing under 
and by virtue of an act of the legislature of the State of New York, entitled 
"An Act to incorporate the Trustees of the Masonic Hall and Asylum Fund," 
passed April 21, 1864, and the several acts of the said legislature amendatory 
thereof and supplementary thereto, of the second part : 

Witneiseth : That the said party of the first part, in consideration of the 
sum of seventy-five thousand ($75,000) dollars, to him duly paid, has sold, and 
by these presents does grant and convey to the said party of the second part, its 
successors and assigns, all that certain tract or parcel of land situated partly in 
the city of Utica, Oneida County, New York, and partly in the town of Frank- 
fort, Herkimer County, New York, bounded and described as follows : Begin- 
ning at a stake In the division line between Great Lots eighty-two (82) and eighty- 
three (88), of Cosby's Manor, situate south, thirty-nine (99^) degrees west, 
measured on said division line seventeen (17) chains and seventy-four (74) links 
from the easterly edge of the face of the Berme Bank abutment of the bridge 
over the Erie Canal on Turner Street, or Turner's Lane, so called, and running 
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thence north, fifty (50<») degrees thirty (SC) minutes west, twenty-two (22) chains 
and ninety-five (95) links, to a point in the center division line of Great Lot, No. 
84| in Cosby' s Manor, as the same is laid out in Hammond's map of the sub- 
division of Great Lots, Nos. 83, 84, and 85, in Cosby's Manor, and which center 
line is parallel to the easterly and westerly lines of said Great Lot, No. 84 ; and

Ab per Instixictlons from the Board of Trustees of Masonic Hall and Asj- 
Imn Fond, I visited Utlca, N. Y., on Wednesday, the 11th Inst., being accom- 
panied by R.'. W.'. Fbxdbbiok a. Bubnham, counsel of the Board of Trustees ; 
and upon our arrlyal at Utlca we were Joined by M.*. W.% John W. Vkooiiak, 
Grand Master ; and by appointment we all assembled at the office of R.*. W.*. 
M. W. VAX AuKBN, who bad preyloasly been authorized to examine and pre- 
pare the title to the property for the new Masonic Home. 

Bbothbb Yam Aukxn presented the title papers to the property In question, 
including searches and deed, with a certificate certifying that the title was cor- 
rect and approved by him ; and as per Instructions of the Board of Trustees, the 
title, seardies and deed to this property were also certified to be correct by 
special counsel employed by the Board of Trustees, Adbisok C. Muxeb. 

Upon receiving these papers in behalf of the Board of Trustees, I presented 
them to our immediate and special counsel, R.*. W.'. Fbbdsbick A. Bubmham, for 
his inspection and approval. Of course, Counselor Bubmham was obliged to ac- 
cept as correct the searches as made and approved by Counselors Yak Aukbn 
and Millbb. 

The deed to the property transferring the same to the Trustees of Masonic 
Hall and Asylum Fund was found by Counselor Bcbnham to be lacking by rea- 
son of the fact that it did not contain what Is known as a full warranty deed, 
and upon his advice another deed was prepared containing the full covenants 
and warranty. Upon the completion of the same, upon approval of our counsel, 
Yan Aukbn, Milleb and Bubnhah, and upon the execution of this deed by 
Bbo. C. W. Hutchinson, I paid over to him the $60,000 purchase money as 
per previous agreement, and received the deed to the property in behalf of the 
Board of Trustees. 

Upon the execution of the deed conveying the property to the Trustees, the 
brethren of Utlca placed in my hands, as your representative, a certified cheque 
to the order of H. D. Fixlet, Hxnbt Mabtin and N. £. Kbbnan, and assigned 
to me as Secretary of the Board, for $90,000, upon the 1st National Bank of 
Utlca, which was the contribution and free-will offering of the brethren of our 
Fraternity at Utlca. This certified cheque for $80,000 upon the Ist National 
Bank, and also the certified cheque upon the Garfield National Bank for $30,- 
000, to my order as the Secretary of the Board of Trustees, was at once trans- 
ferred to Bbo. C. W. Hutchinson, and in retam, as before stated, I received the 
deed to the property, as your representative. 

The deed to the property and searches were at once turned over to Counselor 
M. W. Van Aukbn to be recorded— the deed to be recorded and searches to 
be prepared in due form for filing with our Board, and when the record has thna 
been made and the searches properly arranged, they will be returned to our 
Board. 

I will state that the payment of the money was not made until the papers 
and deed were approved by M.'. W.*. John W. Ybooman, Grand Master of 
Masons; and I am pleased to report that our local member of the Advisory Com- 
mittee, Hon. Albxandeb T. Goodwin, also R.*. W.'. John H. Cunningham, 
Grand Standard Bearer, were of special service in connection with the transfer 
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of the property, and were present and aeaisted In examining the papers, and 
approving the same. Bbo. Goodwin, being a lawyer, personally ezaralned the 
papers, as well as the other coansel of the Board, and approved of the same be- 
fore payment was made. 

Other distinguished brethren of the Craft In Utlca were present, and aided 
by advice in adjusting the details in connection with the transfer of the property. 

Upon receiving the deed to* the property from Bbo. Hutchinson, I at once 
directed, upon advice of M.'. W.*. Grand Master John W.Vrooman, that our local 
member of the Advisory Committee, at Utlca, Hon. Alexander T. Goodwin, 
should represent the Board of Trustees until further orders, in watching over 
our property, securing insurance upon the same for such a sum as he should 
deem advisable, and in the emplojrment of a watchman at a cost not to exceed 
thirty-five or forty dollars a month if he should deem the same necessary, and, 
in genera], to be the immediate and direct representative of the Board of Trus- 
tees over the property at Utica pending your further action. 

I will further report that the question as to the time of the Joint meeting of 
the Trustees and Advisory Committee was brought up by Grand Master Vrooman 
and other members at Utica, but owing to the fact Uiat Grand Master Vrooman 
was obliged to leave before arranging upon a date for the meeting that would 
be approved by him, no time was agreed upon to be submitted to you for your 
approval, but after Grand Master Vrooman had left the meeting, a note was 
received from him through a gentleman of the press, to the effect that Friday, 
September 20, would suit him as the date for the holding of a Joint meeting of 
the Trustees and Advisory Committee, and such other persons as the Board 
might wish to invite. 

I stated to the messenger that personally the date was satisfactory to me, 
and that I would submit the same to the president of the board for hlB approval, 
which explains why this meeting has been called immediately upon my return.

Brelhrm.: I beg leave to report that, pursuant to the resolution adopted by 
you at your meeting held on the 10th inst., at which I was present, I, as 3*our 
counsel, on the evening of that day, in company with R.'. W.*. Bro. Harper, 
proceeded to Utlca, where we were met on the following morning by M.*. W.*. 
John W. Vrooman, G. M. At about ten o'clock on the morning of the 11th inst. 
M.*. W.\ Bro. Vrooman, R.*. W.*. Bro. Harper and I attended at the ofBce of 
R.-. W.'. Bro. Mtron W. Van Auken, where were met by Bro. C. W. Hutch- 
XNSON and his ccmnsel. Under the authority which you had theretofore given me, 
I had caused a careful survey and map of the property which Bro. Hutchinson 
was to convey to the Trustees to be prepared, and this map was first submitted to 
us by Bro. Van Auken, and appeared to be satisfactory. An abstract of title, 
with searches annexed, and certificates of title from both Bro. Van Auken and 
the firm of Miller, Fincke & Brandbobb were next submitted, from which It ap- 
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peared that Bbo. Hutchinson Tiraa seized of a good title iD fee simple absolute of 
the property which he was about to convey, free from all Incumbrances, and 
that the record was complete, except In a few unimportant particulars, which 
were specified in each of the certificates. After full explanation and careful 
consideration, these technical defects in the record were deemed by the Grand 
Master, R.'. W.*. Bbo. Hauper and your counsel not to impair the validity of the 
title, and I therefore advised the acceptance of the deed. 

In doing this, I wish it to be distinctly understood and recorded that I did 
not In any way examine the title to the premises (that having been done by R.*. 
W.*. Bbo. Van Aukbn and the firm of Milleb, Finckb & Bbanj>egsb), and that I 
am not in any way responsible therefor. All that I did professionally, was to pass 
upon the record defects noted in the certificates of title and the form of the 
deed. 

Bbo. Hutchinson then executed, acknowledged and delivered a warranty 
deed, conveying the premises in question to the Trustees, which was accepted 
by R.'. W.*. Bbo. Habpeb, who endorsed and delivered to Bbo. Hutchinson 
your certified check for $30,000, and also delivered to the committee of Utica 
brethren your agreement to commence the erection of the Asylum or Home 
upon the premises within two years from September 10, 1889. The Utica 
brethren also at the same time paid their part of the purchase money, $90,000, 
to Bbo. Hutchinson, by check. 

This completed the transaction, and vested the title to the premises in you. 
The deed was left at the Oneida County Clerk's ofiice for record, and when the 
record there is complete it vrlll be sent by R.*. W.*. Bbo. Van Auksn to the 
Clerk of Herkimer County, for the same purpose, the premises being located in 
both counties. It will be several weeks before this will be finished. As soon as 
the deed has been recorded in both counties and returned, Bbo. Van Auken is 
to add it to the abstract and searches, and then forward all the papers, includ- 
ing the certificates of title, to you.

Sir: In accordance with the request of your committee, I Journeyed to 
Utica by the six p.m. train on Tuesday, November 5. 

On Wednesday morning, I met Mr. Goodwin, and later, with his co-opera- 
tton, arranged a meeting with Mr. Baxteb, city surveyor, with whom I visited 
the Home Park grounds, and looked over them very carefully, under his guid- 
ance. We examined the area generally, and also walked over the boundaries; 
examined lines for drainage, approaches, etc., and with his aid I obtained a 
general comprehension of the topography and resources of the property. 
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On Thursday I again met Mr. Ooodwin, who arranged an interyiew with 
Mr. Maun, of the Bleecker Street Railroad. Mr. Mann and myself then visited 
the park and the grounds adjacent, parchnsed by the railroad company for a 
summer resort in connection with bis railroad, and went over them and listened 
to his suggestions, and obtained such information concerning his proposed 
developments at the terminus of his road as was desirable to enable me to deter- 
mine intelligently such changes in the line of his road through our property as 
our plans might permit of. 

Naturally, his desire is to secure a continued extension of his line in the 
direction Involving the least variation in the route and upon grades requiring the 
minimum amount of change in the surface work. Such a line would not, how- 
ever, be the beet one, having in view the Interest of the Home Park. While, on 
the other Iiand, with reasonable compromise, by dropping his line generally 
towards and along the West Shore Railroad, a convenient and practicable route 
may be had, with no detriment to a design Intended to take advantage of the 
resources of the Home Grounds for our own purposes, through which his rail- 
road must pass. Since this railroad route is to be maintained, and as it will 
naturally afford convenient means of access to the Home for visitors who may 
not ride to it otherwise. It can be arranged to reserve a strip of land between its 
line and that of the steam road. This strip can be planted with sliade-trees and 
groups of smaller plants for ornamental purposes, which will form a belt or 
screen that will ultimately shut out the undeshrable eontigvions features of the 
route and furnish a guard against accident to vehicles that pass over the road- 
way generally parallel to the horse road. The isolation In part of this road is 
desirable, in my judgment, as during the summer months there will be a great 
many persons riding and walking to and from the railroad grounds who, having 
no interest in the Home, should have no opportunity to intrude at random upon 
the Home property. 

The conditions of the approach by the present front of tlie property are such 
as to suggest the subordination of this portion of the grounds tot entrance pur- 
poses ; in other words, if a feasible arrangement can be had elsewhere, it will, 
in my opinion, prove advantageous in the end. 

The constricted route of Bleecker Street at this point, the limitations upon its 
crossing under the railroad, result, unfortunately, in conditions very unfavorar 
ble for travel, especially for pleasure driving. I see little possibility of any 
material amelioration of these conditions, since they are fixed both by the street 
line and the railroad embankment at this important point. 

With these impressions upon my mind, I looked over that portion of the city 
abuttint? upon the Home property, and toward the city, with reference to a 
practicable and more desirable line of approach. The ground is generally unim- 
proved, and extends toward the city upon the ridge or high elevation, from which 
the valley of the Mohawk and the long, rising slopes beyond may be seen with 
effect, while, as will be remembered, the line of Bleecker Street passes generally 
through the lower level of a more populous region, whose future, it would appear, 
la to be that of a busy manufacturing district. Access for light vehicular travel 
will not be of the best, either as to conveniences of passage or surroundings ; 
and since the enterprise of the city would seem to Justify the consideration of 
the possibility and desirability of adding to Its resources for driving a new road- 
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way in this direction, I extended my obBenrfttion tiioiig the line of Rat|?er and 
the adjoining streets with a view to suggest Just such a route which, with the 
Home as an objective point, would not only add to the attractions of the city In 
the Increased facility for pleasure driving, always popular in large communities, 
but, at the same time, increase the value of a lai^ area of dormant and unim- 
proved property of the city and give force and character to the property of the 
Home itself, by contact and association with what may be made a beautiful 
thoroughfare into the heart of the city. 

I mention Rutger Street as a type of such a thoroughfare. The lower section 
is already a street of fine character. It is of exceptional width, one hundred feet, I 
believe, and is opened for some distance in the direction of the Home,but is at pres- 
ent Interrupted by the ** Gulf,*' a marked natural rupture in the surface, crossincr 
at right angles the line of Rutger and the parallel streets. The progress of the city 
in this direction has already carried several of the contiguous streets across this 
ravine and in coun^e of time all the projected streets must be connected with the 
portion of the city beyond. 

The subjection of improvement to this barrier ought not to continue If the 
interests of the city are considered, as were these streets constructed through the 
ravine—certainly such a street with the possibilities of Rntger Street— the com- 
pletion of the Home Park would render the intervening area a very desirable 
neighborhood for Improvement for residential purposes. 

I am satisfied that the approach to the Home should be made the subject of 
most careful consideration in connection with the possibility of such a project 
as I have Indicated. The road would enter the Home grounds from a convenient 
plateau extended across the ravine, which may be made a picturesque and attrac- 
tive feature In the design, and enter upon the main field of the property, com- 
manding in a broad sweep the whole area, with the surpassingly fine view of the 
valley and distant hills stretching away to the East. 

Subsequently I presented your letter to Mr. CtmNiNGHAM. We discussed 
the situation generall}', and in stating to him my impression as to the desirability 
of a line of approach other than by way of Bleecker Street, he expressed a decided 
approval of the suggestion, and commended it as worthy of most serious consld- 
eratiou,|as likely to emphasize a project — namely, the extension of some street in 
the vicinity of the route selected by me as an appropriate means of developing 
that portion of the city— which had received some public consideration and which, 
if it could be brought about in conjunction witli the Home project, would un- 
doubtedly prove of great benefit to the city. Accordingly, at his suggestion and 
as representing the interests of the Home, I submitted myself for an interview 
for his paper, in which I disclosed my views on the subject, and which was 
printed the next day by him with favorable editorial comment. 

Referring to the Home property, my opinion as to its eligibility for the 
purposes intended, its sightliness and tractabillty of development, means for 
drainage, etc., is most favorable. With a matured design developing the 
resources of the property, first, for the uses it Is designed to serve, and, second, 
in providing for a reasonable use, by the citizens of Utica, a park practically, 
which, with proper approaches, will become an attractive terminus to an after- 
noon drive, I am sanguine that the completed results of your duties wHl meet 
with a general approval and appreciation. 
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Mr. Baxter has already supplied me with some needed data, and I have 
arranged with him to furnish me with other details necessary to a proper develop- 
ment of the design, a study for which I am now engaged upon.

I have the honor to present my eighth annual report as Grand Librarian of 
the Grand Lodge. 

There have been bound and added to the Grand Lodge Library during the 
year 8EVENTT-NINE VOLUMES. Most of the works consist of the Proceed- 
ings of the various Grand Bodies of the Fraternity, which are a history of the 
Craft in the official and authentic form. The monthly Masonic Magazines have 
been completed and bound to the close of the Masonic year. Many Masonic and 
misce}laneons works have been added to the large and growing collection, and 
many rare and valuable old books have been rebound. 

The Grand Librarian is under obligations to the Grand Secretaries and Bee- 
orders of the various Grand Bodies of the United States, Canada, and Europe, 
for Proceedings of Grand Chapter, Grand Council, Grand Commandery, and A. 
and A. Scottish Bite. 

In the past eight years there have been bound and added to the Grand Lodge 
Library SIXTEEN HUNDBED AND NINETY VOLUMES, consisting chiefly of 
Proceedings of Grand Bodies, and the monthly Masonic Magazines, as follows : 
In the year 1888, 809 volumes; 1884, 810 volumes ; 1885, 249 volumes ; 1886, 188 
volumes; 1887, 119 volumes; 1888, 188 volumes; 1889, 198 volumes; 1890, 79 
volumes.

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THE GRAND LODGE LIBRARY. 

An important feature In the progress of the institution in this Jurisdiction 
at the present day, is the advantage which the Craft possesses in ready access to 
its large and increasing collection of Masonic and miscellaneous books in the 
Grand Lodge Library. Increased interest, and a. larger attendance by the Craft, 
fully demonstrate what an important factor the library is to the Masonic student, 
in becoming well versed in Masonic and current literature. 

There is a great and constant desire on the part of the Craft for Masonic 
literature of the past and present. Knowledge is of the first importance to the 
Mason, and the dissemination of Masonic literature among the Fraternity should 
be encouraged, and the more that it is brought before the minds of the brethren, 
its value will be increased, and the Institution become ennobled and elevated. 
Without our Masonic literature we could not unfold the real object of our 
Fraternity, and could not develop the sublime teachings contained in the em- 
blems, which speak volumes to the searcher after Masonic light. 

" Man'tf books are bat man^s alphabet— 
Beyond and on his lessons lie.'* 

The Grand Lodge Library is a subject worthy of the consideration of the 
Grand Lodge. Constant additions by donations and purchase should be made, 
so that we may have a collection of works that will be even a greater honor to 
this Grand Jurisdiction. 

It should be the aim of the Fraternity to impress upon the minds of its neo- 
phytes that they should study Masonic history, Jurisprudence, and the meaning 
of its symbolism. There are books published on every branch, rite, doctrine, and 
theory of Freemasonry, and this vast mass of literature is stored with imperish- 
able truths, beautiful sentiments, poetry, and history, and eveiy brother can find 
something to interest and edify, and become well equipped in Masonic lore. 

In this age, to carry on our system of instruction we resort to the art of 
printing in Its most improved form, and the instrumentality to accomplish this is 
the literature of Freemasonry through the medium of the Grand Lodge Library. 
By far the greater portion of the moral and intellectual teaching of the craft is of 
a nature that the whole world may read, and it is in the books of brethren emi- 
nent for their skill and learning that the profoundest truths contained in those 
teachings can be best studied and mastered. 

The number of works of the Grand Lodge Library should be increased by 
bequests, and by donations similar to those that have been m^e to libraries in 
all parts of our land and in Europe. 

THE READING ROOM. 

On January 8, 1885, the Reading Room was formally opened to the Fraternity. 
It is admitted that it is an acknowledged necessity, and of great advantage in 
connection with the Grand Lodge Library. With the exception of holidays and 
Sundays, it is open daily, afternoons from 8:80 to 5*30, and evenings from 7 
to 10:80. 

The number of visitors has steadily and materially increased during the past 
year, and the lai^ge iucrease in the number of readers that regulariy avail them- 
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selves of the opportunity to coDsalt the many literary treasures contaiDed 
therein is a matter for sincere congratalation. 

In addition to the Masonic publications, the tobies and files are kept fully 
supplied with the standard periodicals and newspapers of the English-speaking 
world. In a word, the Reading Room has kept pace with the era of progress 
and success in all the branches of Freemasonry in this Jurisdiction. 

I respectfully ofFer the following recommendations : 

1. That the Grand Librarian be authorized to prepare a catalogue of the 
Orand Lodge Library, and, when completed, authority be g^ranted to the Grand 
Secretory to publish the same. 

2. That an appropriation be made for the ensuing year sufficient to pay the 
assistonto in the Library and Readine Room, and for the purchase of Masonic 
books and current literature for the Reading Room, for binding, and preparing 
for publication a catalogue of works in the Grand Lodge Library.

Tbtht Grand Lodg6: 

The Historian of the Grand Lodge fraternally reports : 

That it was his full expectation to have presented the second volume, printed 
and bound, at this session of the Grand Lodge, but that in the fulfilment of his 
duties he found that the second and third volumes would be so intimately related 
that the writing of the one necessitated the compilation of the other at the same 
time, and thus that a larger amount of labor was incident to the production of 
two volumes at once than could be accomplished by him before this June 
session. 

The Historian has found no reason to alter his original plan in the production 
of the history, as set forth at the commencement of the first volume, already in 
the hands of the Grand Lodge, under which arrangement the second and third 
volumes will be almost entirely devoted to the Grand Lodge in its integral organ- 
ization, the subsequent volumes being devoted to the history of the individual 
lodges in the order of the date of their warrants.

Jkar Sir and M,\ W.\ Brother: The Masonic Board of Relief of the City of 
New Tork, organized pursuant to action of the Grand Lodge of the State at 
Its Annual Communication in June, 1S79, respectfully and fraternally submits 
its Eleventh Annual Report, covering the year ending May 14, 1890.

The above figures show the receipts to have been $81.06 less, and the dis- 
bursements $256.15 less, than last year. Four more warrants were drawn for 
charitable disbursement, and $842.91 less disbursed for that account. 

The labor Inrolved in the receipt and disbursement of the above sums of 
money cannot be fully set forth. The item of charity seems small In the aggre- 
gate, and the number of warrants drawn appears insignificant. Tet no dis- 
bursement was made in a perfunctory way, or without such examination as the 
respective cases required of faithful agent^ Every case coming before the 
Board has been thoroughly and systematically inquired into and its merits fully 
decided. This has required painstaking labor, and a patience not always ex- 
pected of those performing voluntary work. Never before in the history of this 
Board have so many applicants been provided with employment as during the 
year Just closed. 

Having completed ten years of active labor as the agent of contributing 
lodges, it is deemed proper to submit a comparative financial statement cover- 
ing that term. The following table will serve to show the value of association 
in Masonic charitable outlay, and the Importance of our efforts to assist the 
distressed of our Fraternity :

• Conn 15 months ; date of organization, Febniary 4, 1880. 
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The actual ninning expenaee of the Board, excluslTe of dues to the GeDeral 
Association since 1885, have not averaged more than |S60 per year. Until the 
beginning of the year 1800 we never had more than forty-seven contribntlnf^ 
lodges. When we consider the fact that this email number of lodges contri- 
buted $16,070.28 in ten years toward a regularly organized Masonic charity, and 
that $14,408.48 of said amount has been distributed (less the expenses) to 1,682 
needy applicants, we can no longer " despise the day of small things,*' or the 
small per capita donation which produces such a satisfactory aggregate. Besides 
this, by careful and economical management, as well as a wise discrimination as 
to the worthiness of 2,795 persons applying for assistance, and providing employ- 
ment when possible, we have saved the goodly sum of $1,667.80 for emergencies. 
Surely there is good reason for congratulation to all concerned— the donors and 
their chosen delegates. 

In September, 1889, the General Masonic Relief Association of the United 
States and Canada, an organisation this Board assisted materially to form, met in 
this city, and as the guests of this Board. Much interest was manifested by the 
delegates of our local Board In this meeting, every effort having been made by 
them to make the visitors comfortable and pleased. During the session, which 
continued three days, Grand Master Vbooman, Grand Secretary Ehlbbs, and 
other distinguished brethren addressed the Association in a congratulatory and 
encoaraging manner. We take the opportunity here afforded to thank our con- 
tributing lodges and delegates for the generosity which enabled us to provide 
suitable entertainment for our guests, many of whom came long distances to 
take part in the session. 

In former reports attention has been called to the objects of the General 
Association with a view to enlistine charitable brethren in the work, and the 
protection of all Masons inclined to be liberal In giving to all claiming Masonic 
assistance. We believe it not only advisable, but prudent, that every lodge in 
this country should become a contributor to this Association in order to guard 
their charitable funds against the demands of improper persons. Until this 
Association was organized only a few experienced brethren had an Idea of the 
large number of men and women who were going about the country and main- 
taining themselves by impositions upon Masonry. The evil still exists, and always 
will, though the supporters of the Association are armed against unworthy appli- 
cants, and consequently are In better financial position to relieve the necessities 
of the worthy. 

It is much to be desired that the Graft throughout the United States should 
learn the extent of the evil of Masonic mendicancy. The apparent ease with 
which imposition is effected and successfully continued is a subject which 
should meet the immediate and earnest consideration of Masons everywhere, 
though the majority seem to be content with the mere giving of alms, as if the 
matter was one that should be dismissed from the mind in the most expeditious 
manner. This Association will detect and expose fraudulent applicants ; but to. 
render the work thoroughly efficacious, it should have the cooperation of all the 
lodges and Boards of Relief. 

Though the work of our Board during the year just closed has been very 
Important, there have been no cases of extraordinary Interest. We are steadily 
gaining the support of city lodges which hitherto had held aloof. The follow- 
ing lodges are now contributors :

It will be seen that we have gained City, Colnmbla, Chancellor Walworth, 
Darcy, Pyramid, Park and Scotia Lodges, and lost but one— Bunting. One of the 
lodges named has temporarily ceased payment of its dues for reasons which 
reflect no discredit upon itself or this Board. The seven lodges above named 
have all Joined since the 1st of January last. Their delegates are attentive and 
enthusiastic, evidently impressed very favorably with the efficiency and value of 
our Board as a Masonic charitable agent. Indeed, it is but fair to say that the 
delegates from all our contributing lodges have been faithful and painstaking 
representatives, giving us excellent service when required. R.-. W.*. Bbo. 
Thomab Moobb, our first Vice-President, deserves more than ordinary credit for 
his efforts in our behalf, both before and since his well-eanied promotion to high 
office in the Craft, and we offer him the most hearty thanks. 

Since our organixatlon in 1880 we have found it exceedingly difficult to 
obtain information from foreign lodges as to applicants claiming membership in 
them respectively. This is especially true of applicants from the Jurisdictions of 
England, Ireland, and Scotland. Some four months ago our Secretary wrote to 
three lodges in Scotland, inclosing the letters with one addressed to the Grand 
Secretary of that Jurisdiction. In due time the Grand Secretary acknowledged 
the receipt of the letters, stating tbey would receive immediate attention. No 
information has, however, been yet received. In each of the cases we donated 
generous sums of money, sending one home by steamer. "While believing that a 
large majority of these cases are not entitled to extended relief, if any, we are 
compelled to fi:ive them the benefit of well-defined doubts rather than make a 
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poflftibly serioas mlittake. These doubU, together with the apparent Impoasi- 
bility of BecuriDg inf ormatioQ,have involved an expenditure of considerable money 
which might have been saved had we adopted an undeviating rale as to evidence 
of worthiness. 

In our report for 1889 we stated at considerable length our views as to the 
advisability of establishing a Shelter for the temporary care of our applicants, 
and to which Attention is fraternally called at this time. Instead of abandoning 
the hope of providing such a Shelter, we have good reason to be encouraged in 
our plan, even though the fund for the purpose grows slowly. With a view to 
swelling the fund, a resolution was adopted at the quarterly meeting in February 
last to the effect that all sums of money paid back to us by applicants, or for 
their account, be paid into the Shelter Fund at the end of each quarter. In 
accordance with that direction, the sum of $92.80, returned during the quarter 
last past, has been paid into said fund. In addition to this, an amendment to 
the by-laws, providing for a permanent fund, was adopted, a brother at once 
starting such fund by the donation of $100. • We are hopeful that in a year or 
two, at the longest, we shall have in operation a valuable aid to our organixatiou 
in many particulars.

All the officers, without exception, have been faithful in attendance at meet- 
ings of the Charity Committee, and earnest in the performance of all their duties. 
We gladly acknowledge the encouragement g^ven us, from time to time, by 
Grand Master Vrooman. To the Trustees of the Hall and Asylum Fund we 
offer thanks for favors received. The library has been of great service to us, and 
the uniform courtesy of the Grand Librarian, R.*. W.*. Bro. Carter, has been 
so marked as to excite general commendation. 

The usual statistical table is hereto appended^ from which it appears that 
04:52 per cent, of the applicants were foreigners ; 67.48 percent, of the peiBons 
aided were from lodges outside of the United States ; and that 58.06 per cent, of 
the total amount donated was to the same class of applicants. These are slight 
increases over last year in favor of foreigners. The aversge amount donated to 
applicants was $6.20, a considerable decrease from last year. The foUowing 
summary of percentages will be found interesting :

TnovoBKD Amendment to the Cowstitutiow. 

Amend Section 88 of the Constitution, by striking out the words " without 
express authority from this Grand Lodge," so that it shall read : 

** Every lodge shall adopt and practice the standard of work and lectures 
imparted by the Grand Lectarer or Assistant Grand Lecturers, and no other ; and 
any lodge violating this provision shall be subject to punishment."

BEPOET OF COMMITTEE ON DECEASED BBETHBEN. 

B. •. W. •. John S. Bacon, from the Committee on Deceased 
Brethren, presented the report of said Committee, which was 
receiyed and its recommendations adopted : 

To the Grand Lodge: 

In the midst of the annual deliberations of this Grand Body, it is well for us 
to pause and consider in a solemn and reverent manner the losses which Masonry 
has sustained in the death of so many of the noblest and best members of our 
beloved Fraternity. 

We rejoice in the prosperity with which the year has been crowned ; we 
recognize the kindly purpose and beneficent care of heaven in all the peaceful 
ways in which we have been led ; we are grateful to the Infinite Goodness for the 
uncounted blessing^ which we have received, and for the perennial radiance of 
the Divine favor which has goldened our pilgrimage from our last convocation 
down to our present auspecious re-union. 

But yet the high twelve of our Joy is shaded with sorrow ; our proud, worthy 
hopes are dimmed with disappointments ; our uoble successes are minlshed with 
losses, and our sunniest smiles are quenched with our tears. 
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We pronounce honored names, but only echo responds. To the brotherly 
grasp of our hand no brotherly grasp is returned. Brotherly love has throbbed 
its last heart^beat of sympathy, spoken its last pleasant word, and performed its 
last helpful deed. 

Death has gathered a ripe and abundant harvest this year. Not only the 
number but also the quality of our fraternal dead lends unusual significance and 
solemnity to this memorial service and renders this Grand Lodge a Lodge of 
Sorrow in this truly sacred hour. We need to-day the sublime lessons of the 
Acacia, and of tiie death-destroying power of Judah's Lion, to turn our thoughts 
away from broken columns and rayless tombs up toward the heavenly hills of 
help and hope, to certify anew our faith in human immortality, and to sweeten 
our bitter Good Friday sorrow into peaceful Easter joy. 

In this consecrated hour our hearts are full of tender memories. Our 
thoughts are in the past. The holy spirit of sympathy prevades this place. Our 
tears should flow. It is not weak nor unmanly for us to weep. The Man of 
Nazareth wept when a faithful friend was dead. 

The first of our brothers to fall asleep in the Masonic year now at its close, 
was our Most Worshipful brother, Past Grand Master John L. Lbwis. He died 
on the 12th day of June, 1889, in the village of Penn Yan, where he had resided 
for more than sixty years. He was born in Dresden, Yates Co., N. Y., July 17, 
1818, and was at the time of his death almost seventy-six years of age. 

No other man in Yates Co. was more widely or more favorably known. By 
an exemplary and useful life, a cultured and well-furnished mind, a heart full of 
the kindly purposes of love, and a character symmetrical and strong, he com- 
mended himself to the confidence and respect of his fellow-men, and merited 
the high honors which the citizens of his native county so well loved to bestow 
upon him. 

The death of wife and children was the desolation of liis happy home, and 
a sorrow in whose shadow he ever afterward abode. 

Judge Lewis was a persistent and painstaking student. He loved literature 
and art, and sometimes he expressed his worthy and beautiful thoughts in 
sweet and choice measures of poetry. He was an easy and graceful writer, and 
his English was singularly pure. His public addresses were almost faultless in 
their construction, and were delivered with a dignity and impresdveness which 
held the attention of an audience till the last word was spoken. 

Some of you heard his oration on the occasion of the dedication of the 
Temple : it was a masterpiece of Masonic wisdom and eloquence. 

He was well qualified for the honorable position in the Board of Regents of 
the University which he held for so many years. 

But above and beyond everything else, he was first, last, and all the time, a 
Free and Accepted Mason. 

His Masonry was in the very grain of his nature ; it was the warp and woof 
of his life. 

He was made a Mason in Milo Lodge, No. 108, in 1846. By diligence and zeal, 
he made steady progress toward the Grand East, and in 1856 he was elected 
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Grand Master of Masous in the State of New York. He held this supreme dig- 
Dity for four successive terms. 

He was in every regard worthy of all the high honors which his appreciative 
brethren conferred upon him, and was faithful to every duty and responsibility 
which his exalted positions involved. 

His dignified bearing, sweet spirit, and exhaustive knowledge of parliamen- 
tary order and 'Masonic jurisprudence, rendered him a presiding oflicerof ac- 
knowledged ability and skill. His rulings were always wise, Just, and satis- 
factory. 

The Masonic fame of our brother was not local, but universal ; and in the 
announcement of his death out- Grand Master spoke beautifully and truthfully 
when he said : '* His Masonic record is so closely identified with the history of 
Freemasonry of the present day, that the simple announcement of his death will 
create a feeling of general sorrow throughout all the lodges. His acknowledged 
ability, great learning, and lovable disposition endeared him to all." 

John L. Lewis was indeed a brother dearly and universally beloved. His 
presence was a joy to his brethren, his spirit was charity, and his life a model of 
manly excellence and Masonic worth. 

His death was the sleep of the' Just. On the bosom of Infinite Love he laid 
his weary head, and entered into rest. Well may we cherish the memory of 
this noble man and Mason, for we shall never see his like agi^in. 

The death of M.-. W.*. Isaac Phillips, P. G. M., occurred in New York, 
August 4, 1880. Bro. Phillips was born in New York, June 16, 1812, and was 
nearly seventy-eight years of age at the time of his death. He was a man of large 
practical knowledge, unquestioned integrity, and high aims and earnest purposes. 

Though his early advantages for culture were limited, yet by his studious 
habits and persistent efforts, he came to be ranked among the best-educated 
men of his day. 

He possessed great versatility of talent, and could apply his powers to any 
undertaking with an almost sure promise of success. Whether engaged in 
literary work, in business enterprises, in the duties involved in important civil 
positions, or in the practice of the law, he always did his work faithfully and 
well, and with the most conscientious and painstaking care. 

He was made a Mason in 1888. He was elected Grand Master in 1849, and was 
re-elected for the five succeeding years. 

He made a worthy record both as a man and Mason, and the name of Isaac 
Phillips Is entitled to a place on the Masonic roll of honor. 

M.*. W.'. John J. Cranb, Past Grand Master of Masons in the State of New 
York, died at New Haven, Conn., March 4, 1890. He was born in Middletown, 
Conn., in 1820, and had reached the full measure of his three-score years and ten 
when he died. He was initiated into the mysteries of Freemasonry in Holland 
Lodge, No. 8, in 1851. He was Master of Holland Lodge for six years. In 1861 he 
served as Deputy Grand Master, and in 1862 he was elected Grand Master of 
Masons in the State of New York. 

He was a wise and efi^cient member of that important committee to whose 
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care was entrusted the great work of building this noble Temple, wbicb, in its 
recently acquired freedom from debt, is the pride and glorj of the grateful 
Masonry of the Empire State. 

In the practice of bis profession Dr. Cranb made a splendid success, and 
stood among the leading physicians of the city of New York. 

In the announcement of his death our Grand Master said : " He was a man of 
unquestioned ability, ranking high in his profession, affable in manner and ster- 
ling In character. His death will be deplored by a large circle of friends whose 
esteem he justly merited." 

In recent years Past Grand Master Cravb had found his time so fully occu- 
pied with the duties and demands of business that, to his own regret and the re- 
gret of his brethren, he had been obliged to deny himself the pleasure of Masonic 
intercourse in the frequent convocations of the Craft. But Masonry neyer ceased 
to live in the charity of his loyal heart nor to be ezemplifled in the quality of his 
royal life. 

Death came again on the 8th of April, 1890, and added new bitterness to the 
OTeiHowing cup of fraternal sorrow. Then it was that M.*. W.*. Edmunb L. 
JuPBON, Past Grand Master of Masons in the State of New York, met the last 
enemy and fell in the conflict. 

Bbo. Judson's Masonic record covers a period of thirty-six years, he having 
been initiated in Master's Lodge, No. 5, in 1854. For seven years he served his 
lodge as Master in a most acceptable manner. For several years he occupied 
important stations in the Grand Lodge, and attained the Grand East in 1878. 

He was intelligent, genial, charitable, tolerant, pure, and true. His native 
city of Albany loved to honor him while he was living, and tearfully regretted 
his death. 

He was a man who did good as he had opportunity, and scattered blessings 
with a generous hand. His counsel, which was often sought, was always pru- 
dent, wise and safe. His friendship was equal to aily test, and but another name 
for utterly unselfish love. 

R.'. W.*. Adolphus Andbbas was present at one of the Grand Lodge sessions 
last year. Bnt we shall never look upon his venerable form again, for, on the 
6th day of last June, he died. 

His life covered the greater part of the Masonic and other history of the 
Empire Stat«. He was a member of York Lodge, and had been a Mason for 
seventy years, and was undoubtedly the oldest affiliated Mason in the State at 
the time ol^ his death. 

In 1824, sixty-six years ago, the order of Knights Templar was conferred 
upon Gen. La Fayettb in this city. Bbo. Axdreas was present on that mem- 
orable occasion. 

Many were the interesting and important facts and events which he was wont 
to recall to memory out of the long-gone past, not only for his own pleasure but 
also for the interest and profit of the younger brethren of the Craft. In the 
death of our venerable brother much unwritten Masonic history has been lost. 
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The following names mast also be mentioned to complete the roll of our 
beloved fraternal dead : 

M.-. E.'. Darius A. Oodev, Past Grand High Priest of this jnrifidiction, died 
at his home, in the Tillage of Penn Yan, on Saturday, May 4, 1889, at the ad- 
vanced age of seventy-six years. 

R.-. W.-. Isaac Lka, P. D. D. G. M., died at Btapleton, July 25, 1889. 

R.\ W.*. John P. Roberts, Past Grand Steward, died at Swampscott, Mass., 
October U, 1889. 

W.*. John Tbnnant, of Washington Lodge, No. 21, Past Master prior to 1849, 
died at New York, December 28, 1889. 

M.*. W.'. John Thomson, Past Grand Master of Pennsylvania, died at Phila- 
delphia, October 24, 1889. 

R.-. W.\ A2ARIAH T. C. PiERSON, Grand SecreUry of Minnesota, died at St. 
Paul, November 26, 1889. 

M.'. W.*. John Christib, Past Grand Master of New Hampshire, died at 
Portsmouth, January 8, 1890. 

M.*. W.*. Benjamin Franklin Hallbr, Grand Master of Tennessee, died 
April 4, 1890. 

R.*.W.'. Benjamin CuRBBN, Grand Secretary of Nova Scotia,dled at Halifax, 
March 81, 1889. 

M.*. W.-. William Cowoill, Past Grand Master of Kansas, died at Fre- 
donia, June 19, 1889. 

M.*. W.'. Alexander P. Darrah, Past Grand Master of Dlinois, died at 
Bloomington, September 4, 1889. 

M.'. W.*. Salathiel C. Coffinbbrrt, Pact Grand Master of Michigan, died 
at Constantine, September 20, 1889. 

M.-. W.-. Ltman Elapp, Past Grand Master of Rhode Island, died at Provi- 
dence, September 27, 1889. 

M.'.W.'. David Clark, Past Grand Master of Connecticut, died at Hartford, 
October 8, 1889. 

Bro. John F. Hartranft, of Charity Lodge, No. 19, ex-Governor of Penn- 
sylvania, late major-general of volunteers — "the hero of Fort Steadman " — 
died October 17, 1889. 

And other Jurisdictions than ours are also shadowed with sorrow, as the 
memorial mention of these illustrious names will plainly show. 

Your committee would respectfully offer the following resolutions : 

lirtt. That we hold in perpetual fraternal regard the excellencies of heart, 
character and life of our lamented deceased brothers. 
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Second. Tbat, emulating their virtues and copying their examples, we will 
faithfully endeavor to be true men and Masons. 

Third, That, without invading the sanctity of home sorrow, or opening the 
heart-wounds of recent bereavement, we would nevertheless kindly express our 
tenderest sympathy toward the families and friends of the brothers whose loss 
we deplore. 

Fourt?i. That as Masonic sympathy is not a matter of jurisdictions, or of 
parallels of latitude and longitude, we hereby tender our brotherly sympathy 
to Masons in every locality in which death has done his cruel and destructive 
work. 

Fifth. That a memorial' page in the printed proceedings of the present 
Grand Lodge be set apart to the memory, and suitably inscribed with the name 
and date of death of each of the following deceased brethren, viz.:

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REPORT OF COMMISSIONERS OF APPEALS. 

R.-. W.". Febdbbick a. Buenham, Chief Commissioner, 
presented the report of the Commissioners of Appeals, which 
was receiyed and its recommendations adopted. 

To the Grand Lodffe: 

The Commlsslonen of Appeals, baylDg heard and considered the seyeral 
matters which have come before them, fraternally report : 

I. JJX THE MATTBB OT THB AfPBAI« OF WlLLIAX F. COZFOHD : 

This appellant, bj the judgment of Livingston Lodge, No. 657, of which he 
was a member, after a trial before commissioners duly appointed, was adjudged 
guilty and *' suspended indefinitely.'* 

This appeal has been argued before us by W.*. Milo J. Whttb for the appel- 
lant and R.\ W.*. Obobob Hates for the lodge. 

The penalties which may be inflicted for a violation of Masonic law are pre- 
scribed by Section 76 of the Statutes and the third Section of the Masonic Code 
of Procedure. They are : First, reprimand or censure ; second, suspension, 
which shall be /or a dqfUtUe time; and third, expulsion. The penalty imposed in 
this case was neither one of these, bat suspenBiou for an indefinite term. The 
lodge had no authority to inflict such a penalty. The section of the Statutes to 
which reference had been made expressly provides that suspension " shall be for 
a definite time,'* and therefore forbids suspension for an indefinite period. One 
of the obvious reasons for the rule is that under such a sentence an erring 
brother could never know when he bad SQflered the full penalty for his offense, 
and is practically in a worse position than if he had been expelled. It is in- 
tended that the penalties of reprimand and suspension shall be temporary only 
In their effect, and when a brother has suffered such a penalty he Is immediately 
thereafter restored to all his former rights and privileges (Code of Procedure, 
Sec. M). . If expelled, he may, after the expiration of one year, be restored by 
the Grand Lodge. But under the sentence of indefinite suspension, which may 
be continued for the life-time of the brother, and therefore amount to practical 
expulsion, the right to apply for restoration does not exist To correct this 
evil, to prevent a lodge from substantially expelling a member by a sentence of 
indefinite suspension, and thereby depriving him of his right to apply for resto- 
ration, our present Statutes and Code were adopted in 1878, and indefinite 
suspension 'has not since that time been recognised as a penalty for a Masonic 
offense. 

None of the other grounds of the appeal are worthy of consideration, but 
the error In the sentence is fatal to the judgment. 

It therefore follows that the judgment of Livingston Lodge, No. 667, ren- 
dered on the 21st day of January, 1889, whereby the appellant was adjudged 
guilty of an infraction of Section 56 of the Statutes, and sentenced to be sus- 
pended Indefinitely, must be, and the same hereby Is in aU things reversed and 
a new trial ordered. 

11 
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n. IM THB MaTTBS of THB APPBAL OF DaTID C. WOOD. 

Datid C. Wood, late a member of Beacon light Lodge, No. 701, appeals 
from a judgment of Bald lodge, whereby he was found guilty of unmasonlc con- 
duct and expelled from the lodge and all the rights and privllegea of Masonry. 

No one has appeared before us for the appellant, but the lodge was repre- 
sented by W.\ H. W. WBLznr. 

At the time of the commission of the alleged offense the complainant was 
the Secretary, and the accused the Tiler, of Beacon Light Lodge. The charge 
was that the Tiler had committed an assault upon the Secretaiy in the lodge- 
room with a drawn sword, and had threatened to run him through the body with 
it unless he then and there surrendered certain papers which the Tiler claimed. 
The charge was amply sustained by the proof, and was substantially admitted 
by the accused, who, being the only witness in his own behalf, testified as 
follows : 

" I took the sword out of the scabbard, and met him inside the lodge-room 
as he was coming toward the door, and said to him, * You can't come out of this 
door until you give me those papers,' holding the sword in my hand. He put 
down the package whieh he had in his hand, went to his desk, got the papers 
and returned them to me. In the meantime some one took the sword from me." 

The accused disclaimed any intention of doing the Secretary bodily harm, but 
admitted that his threatening attitude was assumed for the purpose of adding 
weight to his demand for the papers. 

Upon this state of facts the accused was clearly guilty of an assault, an 
offense at common law, and therefore a Masonic offense, and the trial commis- 
sionere could not but have found him guilty. The appellant now claims that 
the statutory time of ten days in which to answer the complaint was not accorded 
him. This fact, however, does not appear from the return made by the lodge 
upon this appeal, though the papers annexed to the appeal Indicate that the 
defendant was required to answer the complaint within less than ten days. Ue 
appeared, however, at the time appointed, made an answer in writing, and pro- 
ceeded with the trial of the issue thus formed without objection. The objection 
that the full statutory time in which to answer had not been accorded him must 
have been taken promptly before answering, and not having been thus taken 
was waived. It cannot be raised for the first time on appeal. The other grounds 
of the appeal are based upon supposed facts which either do not appear in or are 
contradicted by the record, and therefore cannot be considered. 

The notice of appeal in this case was not served until after the expiration of 
the thirty days within which, according to our Statutes and Code, an appeal may 
be taken. The right of appeal is purely statutory. If a party intends to avail 
himself of this right, he must do so within the time limited, and an attempt to 
take advant4ige of it after the expiration of the time confers no jurisdiction upon 
the appellate tribunal. If this case was properly before us, we should affirm 
the judgment upon the merits. As it is, the appeal not having been taken in 
time, we can do nothing but dismiss it for want of jurisdiction. 

Therefore, the appeal of David C. Wood from the judgment of Beacon Light 
Lodge, No. 701, rendered March 10, 1890, whereby he was found guilty of i 
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aoDlc condact and expelled from Bald lodge and all the rights and priyileges of 
Kaaoniy, must be, und the same hereby is, dismissed. 

ni. In thb Mattes of the Afpbal of William H. McNaughtok. 

This appellant, late a member of Wadsworth Lodge, No. 417, appeals to the 
Grand Lodge from the decision of the M.-. W.*. Grand Master, affirming the judg- 
ment of the lodge finding the appellant guilty of anmasonic conduct and impos- 
ing the penalty of expulsion. 

The appeal was elaborately argued before us by Bbo. Gboroe H. Steyens for 
the appellant, and by Bbo. Howard Hbndriokson for the lodge. 

The reasons for the Grand Master's decision are fully set forth in his opinion 
contained In the papers in the case, in the result of which we unanimously con- 
cur. The charge against the accused was that at the city of Albany, N. Y., on 
or about the ISth day of December, 1887, he had committed an assault upon the 
body of one Isabella McNaughton, who was his wife, and that lie had been duly 
convicted for such offense in the Court of Special Sessions for the city of Albany, 
of af sault in the third degree, and sentenced to pay a fine of $50, and in default 
of the payment of such fine, to be confined in the county jail for the term of 
fifty days, from which judgment of conyiction he had not appealed, although 
the time therefor had fully expired. In his written answer before the trial com- 
* mlssioners the accused expressly admitted " that at a Court of Special Sessions, 
held by the Recorder of the city of Albany at the City Hall in the city of Albany 
on or about the 10th day of January, 1888, he was tried and convicted of assault 
in the third degree and sentenced to pay a fine of $60, and in defanlt of such 
payment to be confined in the jail of the county of Albany for the term of fifty 
days, and that he has not appealed from the judgment of such court." 

This admission in itself is sufficient to sustain the judgment of the lodge- 
The Masonic Code of Procedure provides that : 

** When'a person accused of an offense Masonically has been convicted of it 
upon trial in a court of law, or when it has been judicially established in a civil 
action, it is unnecessary to repeat the evidence in a Masonic trial, but the record 
of such court, with proof of identity of the accused, shall be sufficient to justify 
a conviction by commissioners, unless an appeal shall have been taken from the 
judgment of such court." 

Masonic Code of Procedure, Sec. 46. 
This section of the Code is doubtless based upon the long-established and 
well-settled rule of law that a judgment of a court of competent jurisdiction 
cannot be questioned collaterally in another court or proceeding, but that upon 
all the questions litigated the judgment is conclusive upon all the parties to the 
action or proceeding. This rule applies equally to Judgments of courts of infe- 
rior jurisdiction, and as to matters properly before them, the judgments of such 
conrts are as conclusive as judgments of the highest courts of record in the 
land. 

The lodge did not, as it might have done, rely upon the admission contained 
in the defendant's answer hereinbefore quoted, but introduced in evidence the 
record of conviction, and also proved that the fine imposed had been paid. It 
therefore fully complied with all the requirements.of law, and its judgment can- 
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not be successfully usalled upon the ground of the insufBcfency of the evidence. 
It also accorded the appellant his full rights by permitting him to show all the 
facta and circumstances of the alleged assault, and practically to retry the ques- 
tion of bis guilt. There was certainly no error in this of which the appellant can 
complain. 

The appellant attempts to excuse his failure to appeal from the Judgment 
of the Albany Special Sessions upon the ground that no minutes of the trial 
were kept by a stenographer, and that he was therefore unable to present the 
evidence to the appellate court. It is sufficient in answer to this to say that 
appeals were taken long before stenographers were known in our courts, and 
the means which were then used for preserving the records of trials for the pur- 
pose of an appeal still exist. Moreover, the appellant was a lawyer, and therefore 
presumed to be familiar with the customs and usages of the courts of this 
State. He must have known whether the minutes of the trial were being kept 
by any one under the direction of the court, and it was his right to see that this 
was done. His failure to exercise this right in no way impairs the validity of his 
conviction or the effect of the record thereof as evidence. 

The appellant also claims that the punishment imposed was excessive. This 
ground of appeal is urged in some form in almost every case before us. To what 
extent the degree of punishment wiiich may be Inflicted where the accused has 
been properly convicted is open to review upon appeal has been definitely deter- . 
mined by this Grand Lodge. We held 

(In the Matter of the Appeal of Pascal!, Transactions of 1888, p. 188.) 

that ** the Code of Procedure prescribes three penalties for violations of Masonic 
law, leaving it to the particular tribunal before which the accused is tried to 
determiue in its discretion which of these penalties shall be inflicted in a par- 
ticular case. No particular penalty is prescribed for any particular class of 
offenses, and except in rare and exceptional cases, we do not believe It would be 
well to change this condition of our law.'^ « 

Our views upon this subject have not changed since our former decision, 
which was adopted by the Grand Lodge, and certainly in this case we are not 
able to say that the punishment is so excessive as to warrant the reversal of this 
Judgment. 

It therefore follows that the decision of the Grand Master, affirming the 
Judgment of Wadsworth Lodge, rendered on May 22, 1889, whereby the appel- 
lant, Wm. H. McNaughton, was adjudged guilty of unmasonic conduct, and 
expelled from said lodge and all the rights and privileges of Masonry, must be, 
and the same hereby is, affirmed.

E.-. W.-. William A. Suthbelakd, from the Committee 
on Finance, presented the report of said committee, which was 
received, and its recommendations adopted :

In the matter of application of Morning Star Lodge, No. 65. 

Your committee have carefully investigated the claim presented, and are of 
the opinion that the amount asked— to wit : forty-three dollars and fifty cents 
[$48.50] — Is a Just claim against the Grand Ix>dge. We therefore recommend that 
the amount of $48.50 be appropriated for the benefit of said Morning Star Lodge. 

In the matter of the application of Theresa Lodge, No. 174, for a release from 
further payment of the per capita tax to the Hall and Asylum Fund. 

We recommend that the petition be denied. 

In the matter of application of German Union Lodge, No. 54, to change the 
form of traveling cards. 

This subject has already been fully acted upon by the Grand Lodge at Its 
last annual session, and in this connection we approve and recommend the 
adoption of the suggestion of the Grand Secretary in his report, that the price of 
Grand Lodge certificates be fixed at $1.50 each. 

Your committee have considered with great Interest the matter of a Wash- 
ington Masonic Memorial Temple, to be erected in Fredericksburg, Va., where 
Washington was made a Mason, as presented to us by M.*. W.'. Bbvsrlt R. 
Wbllpord, Jr., Past Grand Master of Vlncinla, and his associates, and rec- 
ommend the adoption of the following resolutions : 

Mefohed, That this Grand Lodge has heard with pleasure t^e purpose of 
Fredericksburg Lodge, No. 4, of Fredericksburg, Va., to erect a Memorial 
Temple in honor of George Washington, who was made a Mason in that lodge 
and remained a member thereof during his life. 
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SmUmA, Thai this Onuid Lodge does cordlslly endorse the ereeUon of sodi 
Memorial bafldlng and commends the same to the favorshie constderstloii of 
the Craft thronghoat iUJnrlsdlctlon. 

BemtUfed, Thai the Grand fiecretaiy be and he hereby Is authorised to reeelre 
any contribations, either from subordinate lodges or indlTidnal members throngh- 
oat the fnrisdlction of the State of New York, and forward same to the Board of 
Trustees of the Washington Masonic Memorial Temple. 

In the matter of the claim of Past Grand Master JsssB B. Ahtboht for ex- 
penses incurred daring his term of office. 

The committee hare carefully examined the merits of this claim, and an 
satisfied that under the peculiAr circumstances of this case the same ought to Im 
allowed at the sum of three hundred dollars [1300]. We find that prior to Bro. 
AsTBOiir's term it had been the custom of the Grand Lodge to pay the per- 
sonal expenses of the rarioas Grand Masters, and that for ten years prior the 
personal expenses of the Grand Masters were allowed at from one hundred and 
thirty dollars [$130] to three hundred and fifty dollars [|360] per annum. We 
also find that Bbo. Ahthont, at the conclusion of his term of office, declined 
to accept reimbursement of the expenses he had actually incurred. Tour com- 
mittee do not approve of allowing claims so remote. But In this particular in- 
stance we feel that what was doubtless intended as an act of generosity on the 
part of Bbo. Ahthont should not be held as a bar to the payment of a bill 
which at that time would have been considered Just and promptly paid. 

The books of the Grand Treasurer and Grand Secretary haye been submitted 
to this committee, and we find that they have been examined quarterly by the 
Standing Committee on Accounts and are by that committee duly certified as 
correct. 

Tour committee find great difficulty in giving subjects brought before it 
sufficient consideration in the short time allotted, and we would respectfully 
recommend the Grand Master to appoint a Finance Committee at least thirty 
days in advance of the session of the Grand Lodge ; and that the Grand Sec- 
retary be requested, so far as possible, to transmit to the chairman of the com- 
mittee all business to be brought before it In advance of the session of the Grand 
Lodge. 

We recommend that the resolution offered by R.*. W.*. Ralph E. Pbtxb, in 
reference to the binding and indexiDg the proceedings of the Grand Lodge, be 
referred to the Grand Secretary with power to act. 

Tour committee would recommend the adoption of the following resolution : 

JietoUfedf That the Grand Treasurer be authorised to pay upon a certificate of 
the Grand Secretary the necessary expenses connected with the offices of the 
Grand Treasurer, the Grand Secretary, and the Grand Librarian, Inducting print- 
ing, stationery, postage, etc., for the eiisuhog year.

REPORT OP COMMITTEE ON HALL AND ASYLUM 

FUND. 

R-. W,\ Chaelbs W. Camp, from the Committee on Hall 
and Asylum Fund, presented the following report : 

To the Grand Lodge: 

Your Cbmmittee on Hall and Asylum Fund beg leave to report that they 
have carefully examined the books of the Board of Trustees and tlie Touchers 
for disbursements, and have found them correct as reported. The net income of 
the past year is something over $67,500. The amount of money in trust com- 
panies and bank is the very handsome sum of $185,197.10. 

The thorough business method which characterizes the operations of the 
Board of Trustees makes it an easy and pleasant task to examine their accounts. 
We offer our congratulations to the Grand Lodge that they have been served 
during the past year by such an efficient, painstaking, and thoroughly conscien- 
tious Board of Trustees. 

In addition to the printed report which has been placed in the hands of the 
Grand Lodge, a long special report in relation to the Home and School at Utlca 
has also been referred to your committee. 

It seems well at this point to place on record our keen appreciation of the 
painstaking carefulness and self-sacrificing spfa^it which have marked every pro- 
ceeding of the Trustees of the Hall and Asylum Fund in relation to this impor- 
tant subject. It is evident that they labored in season and out of season. They 
have freely spent their time, day and night, and their report shows much anxious 
thought and deep Interest in the welfare of those for whose benefit the Home at 
Utlca is designed. * 

If your committee have not always been able to agree with the positions 
taken by the Board of Trustees, it is certainly not because we have failed to appre- 
ciate their earnestness and devotion. 

From this special report it appears that the details of the purchase of the 
property near Utlca have been completed, and the title now vests in the Board 
of Trustees. 

The valuable services of R.-. W.*. Frederick A. Burnham, R.*. W.*. Chief 
Commissioner of Appeals, R.*. W.*. Edward B. Harper, R.*. W.*. Mtron W. 
Yah AuKBN, and R.'* W.*. Albxawder T. Goodwin, deserve mention for their 
valuable services in this connection. 

We should also thank the citizens of Utlca for their gifts of money. 

Bro. John Y. Colter, who has been engaged as civil engineer and land- 
scape architect by the Board of Trustees, has given your committee valuable 
assistance during Its examination of the questions brought before it, for which 
thanks are due and hereby tendered. 

The following resolution was adopted at the last meeting of the Grand 
Lodge: 
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** That no plan f<f|t6 erection of tbe main bnildlng be considered which 
Bhall can for a cost f ora)nstruction of a sum exceeding $100,000.** 

In accordance with this resolution, tbe Board of Trustees inylted tbe lead- 
ing architects of the country to submit designs for the building at a cost of con- 
struction of $100,000 ; but as they expressly stipulated In their first circular that 
such designs would not be paid for, and might be rejected and returned to the 
designers at the discretion of the Trustees, it is not surprising that the arehitects 
declined to enter into the competition, and suggested that $100,000 would be in- 
sufficient to erect a building suitable for the purpose and needs of an institution 
of the representattye character proposed. 

At a joint meeting of the Elective Grand Officers, Trustees of the Masonic 
Hall and Asylum Fund, and the members of the Advisory Board, it was resolved 
that five architects be employed to prepare plans for a structure at a com- 
pensation of not more than $500 each, all plans to become the property of the 
Trustees. It was further resolved that the building should provide accommoda- 
tion for at least one hundred Inmates, with a hall or assembly room. It was 
also agreed that the cost of the building should be Increased from $100,000 to 
$160,000, but subject to the approval of the Grand Lodge. 

In view of the resolution passed by the Grand Lodge at Its last meeting, espe- 
cially confining the cost of the proposed building within $100,000, your com- 
mittee feel it to be their duty to especially call the attention of this Grand Body 
to the reasons given by the Trustees for assuming the responsibility of asking 
for a design for a building which shall cost $160,000. 

The Grand Lodge resolution says : *' That no plan for the erection of the 
main building be considered which shall call for a cost for construction of a sum 
exceeding $100,000.** 

The terms of that resolution indicate that there was in contemplation a 
main building and subordinate buildings. But it does not define that this main 
building should be for administration purposes. Neither does it state that the 
beneficiaries should not occupy that main building. 

The Board of Trustees seem to have assumed that this main building is to be 
an Initial Building for administration purposes, and that supplementary build- 
ings are contemplated for the use of inmates of the various classes to be provided 
for. They, therefore, came to the conclusion that it would not be well or wise 
to erect a structure for the residence of superintendent and his officers, at an ex- 
pense of $100,000, leaving the aged, infirm, and indigent wholly unprovided for. 

We are quite sure that in this interpretation of the resolution of the Grand 
Lodge the Trustees did not exactly apprehend the Intended meaning of the res- 
olution. However, they thought that having a contemplated expenditure of 
$100,000 for the residence of a superintendent and his officers, with thenecessary 
offices, the Grand Lodge could hardly object to adding $60,000 more to afford 
relief to the proposed beneficiaries. 

Fresh from tbe victory gained by our three years* warfare, under the leader- 
slilp of Most Worshipful Grand Master Fbank R. Lawrehgb, against the "Giant 
Debt *' which threatened to throttle the Fraternity in this State, the Grand 
Lodge, as we believe, wisely confined the expenditure of this Initial Building to 
the sum of $100,000. 
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The stnigRfles, trials, ind seU-sacrifioes made to paj M debt on the ICasonic 
Hall forbade the patient contemplation of laTiah exjiendflure. 

The Grand Lodge realised that the pathway before it was untrodden, that 
dangers and difficulties might lie thick before them ; that their project was, 
from the exigencies of the case, largely experimental. It was not known, nor 
is it known to-day, Just how many of our afflicted brethren need and will accept 
the friendly offices of the Craft in the time of hardship. Therefore, the 
thought was not to provide arbitrarily for a given number of persons, but rather 
to expend a given amount of money. We realise that the Grand Lod|;e is proud 
of its numbers, ability, and strength. It needs not the erection of a monument 
to testify to that fact, nor to impress the profane with our consciousness of it. 
We believe that a brilliant future is before the Fraternity in this State, and that 
there will be abundant opportunity after we have actually proved our ability to 
take care of the aged and infirm, the widow and the orphan, to expend a large 
amount of money in an Impressive building. It seems to your committee that 
'* Wisdom, Strength, and Beauty " can be. exemplified at a cost of $100,000, as 
originally contemplated. 

It is abundantly evident from the plans and specifications which have been 
submitted to us that the designers of the plan accepted by the Trustees have 
spent much time and thought in working out their result. 

We would go out of our way to express our hearty admiration of the beauty, 
adaptability, and cheapness of the projected building at the cost of $150,000. 
We will even go so far as to say that, on the careful reading of the specification, 
we are unable to understand how the proposed building could be erected for 
$150,000, nind we believe that if It could be done it would be a deed which hath 
not its fellow In the Empire State. 

We further believe that it would be quite feasible for this firm to reduce 
this building to a cost of $100,000, if required to do so. 

It is a further expression of the outcome of the careful and deliberate Judg- 
ment of your committee, as adverted to in a previous portion of our report, that 
in no event should any moneys other than those in the actual possession of 
the Trustees be expended ; and we also advise, as this is largely an experi- 
mental operation, that future developments of our Home shall be the result of 
actual experience. Furthermore, that at all times a surplus shall remafai in the 
hands of the Trustees, believing, as we do, that we have no right to mortgage 
the future. 

Your committee therefore respectfully propose the following resolutions for 
adoption : 

1. * * Betcived^ That the plan for the building for the Masonic Home and School 
at Utica, designed by Fclleb & Wheeleb, of Albany, N. T., be returned to 
the architecto, with the request that It be reduced in cost to a limit of $100,000." 

2. '* Buoived^ That the Trustees of the Masonic Hall and Asylum Fund be 
directed to erect the same in accordance with the plans and specifications re- 
ferred to in the previous resolution, when the same shall have been approved by 
the Board of Trustees and the M.*. W.*. Grand Master, at a cost not to exceed 
$100,000." 
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8. " JSetcivedf That the thanks of this Grand Lodge are hereby tendered to the 
citizens of Utica for their financial assistance in the purchase of this property." 

B.'. W.'. John F. Collins oflFered the following as an 
amendment to resolutions No. 1 and 2, presented by the Com- 
mittee on Hall and Asylam Fand : 

^esolvedf That the recommendation of the committee as to the choice of a 
plan for the building for the Asylum and Home be referred to the present Board 
of Trustees, with the request that they carefully and critically examine all the 
plans presented to the former Board of Trustees afld submit a report at the next 
session of the Grand Lodge in such form as shall In their judgment enable the 
representatives to act intelligently upon such recommendation as they may then 
make. 

Provided, however, that in case the Board of Trustees upon such examina- 
tion shall find that either of the plans presented meets the reasonable require- 
ments of a structure for the end in view, they shall be and are hereby empowered 
to adopt the same, and to proceed at once to its erection, the cost when com- 
pleted and furnished ready for occupancy, not to exceed the sum of $160,000. 

On motion, the further consideration of the report of the 
Committee on Hall and Asylum Fund was deferred until imme- 
diately after the reading of the minutes at this afternoon's 
session. 

On motion of B. •. W.\ George W. Robertson, the following 
resolution waa adopted : 

Jie9olved, That so much of the report of the Committee on Warrants as relates 
to the petition of Greenwood Lodge, No. 569, be referred back to the Committee 
on Warrants for further consideration.

The report also shows that 
the Temple and the Home at Tappan are entirely free from debt, and that both 
institutions are self-supporting. 

These two properties represent a capital of |S0,00O. 

The association now comprises twenty lodges, and its charter has been 
amended so as to conform with the newly adopted constitution and by-laws. 
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Such a conrammation of tbe hopes of the past and sach a brilliant prospect 
for the future should not be unnoticed by this Grand Body, and with our own 
felicitations to our German brethren, we submit the following resolution : 

** BesoUfedj That the congratnlations of the Grand Lodge are offered to the 
German Masonic Temple Association on their excellent financial condition, and 
our hopes are for their future welfare." 

Tour committee have examined the parts of the Grand Master's address re- 
ferred to it by the Committee on Sub-Division and Reference. 

We most heartily approve the action of the Grand Master in receiving quotas 
from lodges since December 81, 1889, with the same effect as if paid on or before 
that date. We therefore offer the following resolution : 

**iZeso2eed, That the action of the Grand Master in receiving the quotas of 
lodges paid since December 31, 1889, with the same effect as if paid on or be- 
fore that date, is approved.'' 

We further find that the West Shore Railroad Company has donated to the 
Grand Lodge a certain piece of ground adjacent to the property in Utica, for the 
nominal consideration of one dollar. 

In view of this fact, we submit the following resolution : 

^'Jiesdvedy That the thanks of this Grand Lodge are due and hereby tendered 
to the West Shore Railway Company for their donation of laud adjacent to our 
property in Utica." 

The resolution presented to the Grand Lodge by Empire City Lodge, No. 
206, requesting the Trustees of the Hall and Asylum Fund to make provision for 
the establishment of permanent endowments for special purposes in connection 
with the Asylum, to the end that lodges and individuals may be encouraged to 
make benefactions for support of the same, appears to your committee to be emi- 
nently wise and timely, and we would respectfully recommend its adoption. 

Be9ofved, That the Trustees of the Hall and Asylum Fund be and they are 
hereby requested to make provision for the establishment of permanent endow- 
ments for special purposes in connection with the Asylum, to the end that 
lodges and individuals may be encouraged to make benefactions for the sup- 
port of the same. 

In conclusion, your committee would pay proper tribute to the efficiency 
of Bro. F. J. MiLLiOAN, accountant, who has been zealous in his devotions, 
and has very materially assisted us in our arduous labors. 

There was never a paper wanted but he would lay his hand upon it for us, 
no item that he could not readily explain ; no demands that could be made 
upon his time have exhausted his cheerfulness. In this public manner we 
tender him our heartfelt thanks. Fraternally submitted,

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON JXJRISPRUDENCE. 

M.*. W.'. James Gibson, from the Committee on Jnrieprud- 
ence, presented the report of said committee, which was re- 
ceiyed and its recommendations adopted, except that portion 
relating to the authority of the Grand Lodge to reconsider at 
the same session a vote taken on an amendment to the Statutes. 

2b (he Grand Lodge : • 

The Standing Committee on JuiiBpradence submit the following report on 
the matters referred to It for consideration : 

1. The United Grand Lodge of New South Wales again applies for its recog> 
nition among Grand Lodges. This committee, at the last annual communication 
of your Grand Body, on the application then under consideration, recommended 
that whenever this Grand Lodge should be informed of its recognition by the 
Masonic authorities of England, Scotland and Ireland, it would be proper for 
this Grand Body to extend like recognition. The Grand Lodges of England and 
Scotland have granted such recognition, bift that of Ireland has not yet done so, 
and your committee therefore recommend that such recognition be withheld by 
this Grand Body till duly informed that the Grand Lodge of Ireland has granted 
such recognition. 

2. The United Grand Lodge of Victoria also makes application for Its recog- 
nition as such by this Grand Body. On examining the documents accompany- 
ing the application, your committee find that the applicant was organised by the 
union of three Provincial Grand Lodges, originally created by and in subordina- 
tion to the Grand Lodges severally of England, Scotland and Ireland, and your 
committee are without any evidence that these Grand Bodies, or either of them, 
have approved this action of their sabordinates, or granted the new organization 
any recognition. As your Grand Body is in fraternal correspondence with each 
of these Grand Lodges, your committee believe that our existing relations with 
them requires that we await their action on the matter before extending to the 
new organization our recognition. 

8. The Most Worshipful Grand Master, in his annual address, recommended 
that the Grand Secretary be directed, in the printed proceedings, to enter the 
names of the Grand Officers thus : 

Brother A., Most Worshipful Grand Master ; Brothbr B., Right Worship- 
ful Deputy Grand Master ; Brother C, Worshipful Grand Tiler, so that the 
distinction shall be attached to the office rather than to the brother holding the 
office. 

Your committee, without the expression of any opinion on the question sub- 
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mitted, believe that the adoption of the proposed change would require an 
amendmeDt of the Constitution and Statntes, recommend that the proposed 
measare be referred to the Committee on Constitution and Statutes. 

4. The question arising on the proposition to reconsider the adoption of 
an amendment to the Statutes has been submitted to your committee for an 
opinion as to the power of the Grand Lodge to reconsider such action after the 
smendment has once been adopted. If the power to reconsider its action does 
not exist in this Grand Body, it Is the only legislative organization existing in 
which it has not a place. In the adoption of its Statutes the Grand Lodge exer- 
cises the powers of legislation, and is vested with all the ordinary authority inci- 
dental to legislative bodies. The mere passage of a resolution adopting an 
amendment, or adopting it by direct action, does not thereby preclude this Grand 
Body from its ordinary powers as a legislative body, or bind It hand and foot 
from ordinary legislative action at the same annual communicatloD. All action 
Is within the final control of the Grand Lodge during its annual communication ; 
it may reconsider any action or it may refuse any reconsideration ; and, on recon- 
sidering, may reject or adopt the measure proposed. There is no magic word in 
the action of a Grand Lodge by which its powers are determined and ended dur- 
ing one of its communications ; that only results from the actual closing of the 
Grand Body. No legislative action It can take can be said to be final till that 
declaration is made by the Grand Master, and all legislative action necessarily re- 
mains open and within the absolute control of the Grand Lodge till such closing. 

Your committee are therefore of opinion that the motion to reconsider the 
action of the Grand Lodge in adopting the Statute in question may be acted 
upon by this Grand Body, and if reconsidered, the proposed Statute may be 
adopted or rejected, as shall be determined. 

5. The difflcnlties between the Grand Lodge of New Jersey and this Grand 
Body, growing out of the initiation of DaniblE. Lbmm into Fort Edward Lodge, 
still continues, your committee find, to agitate the two jurisdictions, and calls for 
the caref n1 attention and xsonslderatlon of your Grand Body. It is not necessary 
to present the facts ; that is fully done by the Grand Master In his address, and, 
at previous annual communications, in the reports of your committee on the sub- 
ject. The Grand Lodge of New Jersey is evidently under a mistake in consider- 
ing that there Is no dispute about the facts in this case, because this Grand Body 
differs from that Grand Body not only as to the facts, but also as to the law 
arising on such facts. These differences can properly be submitted to an arbi- 
tration without lessening the dignity of either Grand Body, as heretofore pro- 
posed, and that seems to be the only way to a final adjustment, heartily to be 
desired by both Grand Bodies. 

If the interdiction of Daviel E. Lbmm from attempting to visit the lodges 
in the Jurisdiction of New Jersey will tend to obtain a submission of the matter 
in dispute to an arbitration, your committee do not hesitate to recommend such 
a proceeding. The result to be obtained is too important to the general interests 
of the Fraternity to hesitate as to the demand upon the patience of the candi- 
date into Masonry, by the initiation of whom those dlfflculties have arisen. 

Tour committee, therefore, recommend that this Grand Body enjoin Lbmx 
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from attempting to visit any lodge within the JurtedictJon of the Grand Lodge 
of New Jersey, without permission so to do from the Grand Masters of both 
jurisdictions, and that the Grand Master communicate this resolution to the 
Grand Master of Masons in New Jersey, with a request to revoke so much of 
his previous edict as declares and adjudges that the initiation of said Lemk 
was void, and to submit the matters in dispute on this question to arbitration. 

Tour committee recommend the adoption of the following resolutions : 

JUaoitfedy That the Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of New Jersey is 
fraternally requested to submit the questions in dispute between that and this 
Grand Body, as to the initiation of Daniel £. Lemm by Fort Edward Lodge, to 
an arbitrator to be selected by the two Grand Masters, and provided that in the 
meantime, and pending said submission, the Grand Master and Grand Lodge of 
New Jersey suspend its interdict adjudging and declaring such initiation to have 
been irregular, unlawful, without Masonic virtue, hence, null, void, and of no 
effect. 

Beaolvedy That said Daniel £. Lemm, of Fort Edward Lodge, No. 267, be and 
is hereby enjoined and forbidden from visiting, or attempting to visit, any lodge 
of F. A A. M. within the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of New Jersey, until 
he shall receive permission to do so from the Grand Master of that Grand Body, 
and also of this Grand Lodge. 

6. The Grand Master presents his official action In rejecting the application 
of the Grand Orient of France for recognition and fellowship as a Masonic Grand 
Body. The reasons of the Grand Master for this action were, in substance, that 
such Grand Orient had stridden from its ritual the requirement that in order to 
initiation in Masonry the candidate must express his belief in the existence of 
one everliving and true God. Ttiis placed that body In the condition of schis- 
matics and outside of the Fraternity of Freemasonry, and amply justified the 
Grand Master In refusing it recognition or holding any communication with it as 
a Masonic Grand Body. In this judgment your committee heartily concur and 
recommend its approval by this Grand Body. When this Grand Lodge shall 
cease to require belief of its initiates in this great truth, it will abandon the Holy 
Bible, which lies at the foundation of the Institution, will cease to bold that it is 
given us as a rule and guide for our faith and practice, will strike from its banner 
the ancient inscription, ** Holiness to the Lord,'' and must also cease to as- 
semble, as it now does, with all its subordinates, in the name of God, and will 
become, as the Grand Orient of France now is, wholly unmasonlc and unworthy 
of connection or afflliatiou from any true Mason. That such a woful day 
will never come to the Grand Lodge of Free and Accepted Masons of this juris- 
diction is the unwavering belief of your committee, and they recommend that 
no barrier preventing such a result be removed from our work, and no 
Masonic recognition granted to any Grand Body claiming otherwise by its action 
or its ritual. 

Tour coDunittee recommend that each lodge make a brief statement 
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atinaally to the District Deputy Onnd Master eoncemlng Its condition^ as sug- 
gested in the address of the Grand Master.

M.\ W.\ Sir and Dear Brother: In presenting my annual report for the 
Twentieth District, I am enabled to state that the lodges in the district, with the 
exception of one or two, are in an unusually prosperous condition. Very few 
matters requiring my official action have been brought to my notice, and such 
as have, I am pleased to say, have been amicably arranged. I have visited 
officially all the lodges in the district except one ; something which I believe 
none of my predecessors have accomplished.

The statistical statement required by the Constitution has been forwarded 
to the Grand Secretary, and, I am sorry to say, shows a slight loss of membership 
In this district ; yet my knowledge of the various lodges convinces me that this

Many of the brethren were prostrated with la ^rippe^ but the attendance 
was very gratifying. R.'.W.*. Bro. Ratmokd was grievously missed, and his 
sickness and absence served to emphasize bis invaluable services in the past. 

At this convention the district was honored by an ofBcial visitation by the 
M.-.W.-. Grand Master. 

The address given on that occasion has stimulated the entire membership in 
the district in their efforts to elevate the standard of Masonry. 

There has been a gain of membership in the district of 178, of which Genesee 
Falls Lodge, No. 507, contributes 87. The record of this lodge is unparalleled. 

R.'.W.'. Gboroe F. Loder as W.\ M.*. ; W.-. Franklin W. Stkbbins 
as 8. W. ; and W.*. Wm. H. Whiting as S. D., with a very strong corps of as- 
sistants, are deserving of the commendation of the entire Craft. They have been 
indefatigable and inimitable. The benefits of their labors are not confined to 
their own lodge nor to the city of Rochester. All the lodges in the city and 
many in the surrounding towns have been stimulated and sustained In greater 
activity by the example of these devoted brethren. May 26, 1890, Bro. Thomas 
Gijdix>n died. In many respects he was the most renowned as he was one of the 
most beloved members of the Craft in the district. 

All of the Masonic bodies united in funeral service over his remains at Con- 
sistoiy Hall, Wednesday evening, May 28. 

In submitting this report, and returning the commission with which you 
honored me, I beg to acknowledge your very kind partiality, and through you 
express my gratitude to the entire Craft for unbounded courtesies at their 
bands.

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I beg to report th*t the thirty lodges in this distrtct show a alight decreiM in 
membership, yet, notwithstaDdlDg this, the district in the sggregmte is in much 
more improyed condition over the previous year. The lodges in this district 
have coDtinned the course to unaffiliate such members as were abundantly 
able but refused to pay their lodge dues of many years* standing, thereby weed- 
ing out the dead material, and retained on their rolls those who have the prosperity 
at heart of our beloved Institution. It also affords me great pleasure to report 
that during the past four months considerable worlc has been done by the differ- 
ent lodges, and I have therefore good cause to believe that a largely Increased 
membership will be reported at the end of the current year. 

I have visited officially all the lodges in this district, except the following, viz.: 
Lewis, 104 ; Steuben, 112 ; Painted Post, 117 ; Addison Union, 118 ; SentlDel, 151 ; 
Montour,168 ; I>ansville,478 ; Prattsburgh, 583 ; McClellan, 649 ; Savona,755 ; Maple 
Orove,761 ; Restoration, 777 ; and Canaseraga, 781, which, owing to very important 
business engagements, I much regret I was unable to reach. The convention in 
this district for the exemplification of the work and lectures was held under the 
direction of R.'. W.*. G. H. Raymond, Grand Lecturer, in Masonic Hall, Hor- 
ncUsville, on September 12 and 13. The three degrees were fully exemplified 
by R.'. W.\ Bbo. Ratmoitd. Over three-fourths of the lodges were represented 
and much interest was manifested by all present. 

I am pleased to state that the ritual Is closely worked in this district, a fact 
mainly due to the efficient and instructive manner in which our worthy Grand 
Lecturer imparts the work to all who seek to be enlightened, and hia valuable - 
aervices have produced these good results. 

The evening of the second day of the convention was set apart for the recep- 
tion of our M.\ W.'. Grand Master. The honor of your presence was most 
highly appreciated, as was manifested by the largest Masonic gathering ever 
held in this district. This special occasion will long be remembered ; your 
kind and timely words addressed to the brethren made a deep and lasting impres- 
sion, and caused a more friendly and brotherly feeling throughout the district. 

In examining the records of the different lodges, I found that in some only the 
names of the officers present at a communication were entered upon the minutes, 
and the members or visiting brethren in a register book in custody of the 
Tiler. I therefore suggested that the name of every brother present should l>e 
recorded in the minutes for future reference, as the register in the hands of the 
Tiler was not considered as a part of a lodge record. 

I am also pleased to report that nothing has transpired to disturb the har- 
mony in this district, and that, with few exceptions, the lodges are in a prosper- 
ous condition. 

In the matter of the daim of Morning Star Lodge, No. 65, of which you 
were some time since made acquainted, I have recommended your suggestion, 
and am Informed that said lodge will petition the Grand Lodge, and would 
recommend that their prayer be granted. During the past year many questions 
have been submitted to me, all of which I have endeavored to decide to the beat 
of my ability, and hope to the satisfaction of all concerned, having learned 
nothing to the contrary. 
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Tbrongh the public press and otherwise we have learned of the great labor 
yoa have performed and the great good yoa have accomplished for the brethren 
of this Grand Jurisdiction by visiting *' Every Masonic District," an act never 
before performed. I therefore extend to you, M.% W.*. sir, my sincere congratu- 
lations upon your unbounded success; and that you always may be successful in 
all your undertakings is my earnest prayer for yon. 

In conclusion, I desire to thank you most sincerely for the great honor 
bestowed upon me by your appointment, and with best wishes for your health 
and prosperity, I am, M.'.

The association represents a capital of 
about 180,000, invested in the Oerman Masonic Temple ($60,000) and in the German 
Masonic Home (|20,000). 

Fessler Lodge, No. 576, celebrated, March 6, 1890, its twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary by a ** Fest-Loge," held at the lodge-room In the afternoon. The cere- 
monies, directed by the W.\ Master, R.\ W.*. Bbo. C. F. L. Hohenthal, were 
highly appropriate and impressive. A sumptuous banquet followed in the even- 
ing. Prosperity attend this highly respected lodge ! 

In conclusion, please accept my thanks for the honor that you have con- 
ferred upon me by appointing me your representative in the Twenty-eighth 
Masonic District, working in the Oerman tongue.

To the Orand Lodge qf the Stale of New Tork, and Brethren qfthii Juritdiction : 

Hbrbwzth we have the honor of presentiDg for yonr Inspection our secondl 
annual report on Correspondence, trusting that It will meet your approval. 

In reviewing the proceedings of our sister Jurisdictions we iiave endeavored; 
to select therefrom facts of interest and instruction, and to consider all matters^ 
which have a bearing upon the welfare of our Fraternity. We have been gov- 
erned by the general usages of the Craft, and wherein we may have criticised oc- 
commented upon the acts of others, have^ aimed to do so in a fraternal spirit. 

That it has been a task of considerable magnitude, none can raall%e but those 
who have had. experience in the work. Measured by the high standard of others, 
in this important field of Masonic work, we are sensible that we do not atiain to 
the perfection required ; but, notvdthstanding all shortcomings, we think yonn- 
consideration of the report will be of advantage in many ways.

It is understood, and probably unnecessary to say, that the chairman is per- 
sonally responsible for what is embraced herein, and has been governed by the- 
desire that in all things it might be harmonious with the spirit which animates, 
the Fraternity of the Empire State. 

With this word of explanation to those whom we have the honor to repre- 
sent, and for whose benefit we have labored ; to our associates in» the " Guild " 
whose greeting has been most kind, and whose words of approval far exceed the 
merits of our work, we extend a fraternal greeting.

M.'. W.'. Henbt H. Brown, Grand Master, the representatiyes of two hun- 
dred and niDeteen lodges, and New Tork by M.'. W.-. Henbt G. Tompktks. 

The able Address of the Grand Master (14 pp.) presents a hopeful view of 
Masonry In that jurisdiction, which appears to keep pace with the general pros- 
perity of the State : 

"The year Just passed has been marked with wonderful progress in Ala- 
bama, and our people have enjoyed one of the most prosperous vears in the 
history of the State. The labors of the planter have been abundantly rewarded, 
and the rich and bountiful harvest has gladdened the hearts of the toiling 
masses. The mechanic and the miner, the manufacturer and the merchant, are 
enjoying, too, tlie benefits of tlie large yield of the necessaries of life, wnich 
crowned the efforts of the tillers of the soil, and all of our people are rejoicing 
in the results of a year of ' peace and plenty.* The people of Alabama are 
making rapi I strides in every direction, and in everything that is material and 
essential in building up a great State and a rich and powerful population. 
A kind and beneficent Providence seems to be smiling upon us as a people, and 
the future of our State bids fair to be superbly grand and glorious." 

In his Introductory remarks he draws a lesson from the symbolic character 
of our Institution, with its legitimate tendency toward the building up of charac- 
ter, and in earnest words forcibly places the responsibility upon the Graft. 

Dispensation^ had been Issued for seventeen new lodges. Inasmuch as the 
average membership to each lodge is only about twenty-eight, the question sug- 
gests Itself whetber It would not be better to build up the old lodges, in prefer^ 
ence to further restricting their field. 

Fraternal mention is made of the deaths of B.*. W.'. Augustus L. Milligan, 
Grand Junior Warden, and B.*. W.'. Adam B. Baksb, Past Grand Secretary, 
appointed as such on the death of B.*. W.'. Bbo. Satbb. 

The Grand Lodge adopted regulations relieving to some extent the law as 
heretofore defined, viz.: <* that a non-afilliate ihouid not receive Masonic burial,*' 
while an un-afllliate may not be miUled to Masonic burial, yet It should be a 
matter subject to the discretion of a lodge. 

Official recognition was extended to the ** United Grand Lodge of New 
South Wales," the "United Grand Lodge of Victoria," and the '' Grand Lodge 
of North Dakota ; " and in view of the fact of a neglect of duty on the part of 
the sub-lodges to take action on Gonstitutional Amendments, It was adopted that 
in case of failure of Lodges to report action— 

** the Masters of such Lodges shall be summoned to appear before the 
Grand Lodge, at its next Annual Communication, to give their reasons for fail- 
ing to report their action or non-action on the proposed amendments." 

Among the incidents of the session the following record of active service Is 
worthy of recognition. The members of the Committee on Work having been 
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photographed, and a copy presented to the Grand Lodge, the chairman, W.*. 
Jambs M. Bbundidob, addressed the Grand Lodge as follows : 

" On the ad day of December, 18i5, 1 attended this Grand Lodge as W,\ M.-. 
of the Lodge of which I was then a member, and from that day to this, I have 
failed to attend its communications but once, and for thirty-five years have been 
one of the Committee on Work, and the term for which this present committee 
was appointed expired at this Grand Communication. One week ago to-day 
closea my seventy-seventh year. Feeling it but Justice to the Grand Lodge that 
I should retire and give place to some brother younger than myself, who would 
be more able physically to perform the duties annexed to the appointment, I 
requested my associates on the committee to accompany me to an artist's gallery, 
ana have this group taken, and each of us take a copy to our respective homes.'* 

We note, in the recapitulation, that ministers in that Jurisdiction — of which 
there are four hundred and seventy-nine reported — are a privileged class ; no 
Grand Lodge dues being required from the sub-lodges.

M.*. W.*. Palmbb J. PiLLAifB presents the report on Correspondence (114pp.)» 
embracing the proceedings of fifty-four Grand Bodies. 

New York for 1880 is fraternally reviewed, and we are pleased to learn that 
oar work of last year met his approval. 

We excerpt the following : 

« Upon examination of these Proceedings, we are met with the announce- 
ment of the death of P.*. G.*. M.*. John W. Simons, late Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Correspondence, for whom we had acquired so great respect, admira- 
tion, ftnd love. None mourn his loss more than ourseu, for to his Masonic 
learning, strict legal acumen, and fertile pen, we confess to have been greatly 
indebted. Little did we dream when quoting from him last year : * We may 
have to go to the beyond soon, but while we do remaii^ we hope our State will 
let us voice her opiniouB,* that we should be so soon called to mourn that voice 
no more to be heard here. He was an able Masonic Jurist, conservative in all 
his views, and with a charity capable of coverinflr a world. Peace — may that 
peace that passeth all understandinff be his lot and ours when the night comes 
which cannot long now be delayed.'^

" To the Craft in older JuriBdictions it may seem strange that oar growth in 
nnmbera is not greater and the attendance at oar annual sessions is not larger. 
But to those who know Arizona ; to those who have iraveled her rongh and 
ragged roads, where steel rails are not yet, nor ever will be ; to those who have 
Journeyed across her mountains and deserts, day after day, seeing neither city, 
town, nor hamlet, there is no need of explanation. When the former learn that 
some of you have Journeyed four or five days to come here, and notice that 
neither jpcr diem nor mileage cheers your return, the wonder will be that so many 
have come up, like their brethren of old, to aid and assist, without hope of fee or 
peconiary reward." 

Among those at rest, who are feelingly remembered, tribute is paid to the 
memoiy of M.*. W.*. Bbo. Smoirs, of oor Jurisdiction. 

Upon being informed that one of the Lodges had conferred the degrees of 
Masonry at a meeting held on Sunday, he, '* while not an observer of Sunday " 
(being governed in that respect by his own religious belief) promptly issued an 
order forbidding any Lodge to do any work on that day, except the burial of a 
deceased brother. 

We commend the wisdom of the following, on the subject of ** intempei^ 
ance *' : 

** While, for the unfortunate brother who is unable to control his appetite, 
it would be well that all temptations were removed, yet I do not conceive it to 
be the mission of Masonry to act as a reformatory ; nor, in becoming Masons, 
are men divested of the failings of humanltv. Our laws on these subjects, if 
enforced, are a sufficient safeguard for the welfare of the Craft ; and that they 
are enforced is shown by the peace and harmony which reigns among the 
brethren. While Arizona, to onr eastern brethren, may be a synonym suggestive 
of bloodshed, crime, border ruffians, and savages, it is, nevertheless^Masonically. 
as peaceful and quiet a Jurisdiction as can anywhere be found. The record of 
our Lodges, as shown by the reports of our Committee on Grievances, will com- 
pare favorably with that of the older Jurisdictions." 

The Grand Orator, being unable to be present, his Address, containing 
excellent thougbu on the " Mission of Masonry," was read before the Grand 
Lodge. 

The " Grand Lodge of North Dakota," and the " United Grand Lodge of 
Victoria," were recognized and heartily welcomed. 

Next place of meeting, Fhcenlx, November 11, 1800. 

The Proceedings are neat In appearance, and prefaced by a likeness of the 
present Grand Master. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

An interesting and readable report on Correspondence (77 pp.) was pre- 
sented by Bso. AuBXAiTDBR G. Oliver, and covers the proceedings of fifty-two 
Grand Bodies. 

New York, for 1889, has a generous and flattering notice. 

Under tlie head of New Jersey, we excerpt the following : 

" Considerable space is given to the difficulty with New York. Viewed 
from the New Jersey standpoint, this case, like the celebrated shield, presents a 
different appearance. Four other complaints of similar character were easily 
and pleasantly adjusted. In view of this fact, the war with New York looks 
absurd, and like a tempest in a teapot. It is not our province to say who is to 
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blame, but, qaotf ng; from one who Is familiar with the facts : ' I believe that the 
great Masonic hearts of the Grand Lodg^es of New York and New Jersey beat 
responsive to Masonry's ffolden rule, and will not for very long permit their fra- 
ternal relations to be endangered or destroyed. Orand Masters may, for a brief 
day, strat upon the stage of fancied greiatnese, bat as individuals they pass 
away. Grand Lodges go on forever. *

M.-. W.-. RiGHABD H. Taylor, Grand Master, and the representatives of 
three hundred and sixteen lodges. 

The Grand Master's Address (15 pp.) treats of many questions tending to the 
welfare of that jurisdiction, with Bound recommendations ; by his direction aid 
had been transmitted to the Johnstown, Pa., sufferers ; thirteen dispensations 
had b^ issued for new lodges " because he could see no reasonable way out 
of it." 

We agree with him, " that the rapid increase of lodges often results in a 
prejudice, rather than benefit, to the general welfare of Masonry ; '' and would 
suggest that the exercise of the discretionary power by the Grand Master, in all 
such cases, would be productive otJiUure good. 

The building up of the old lodges would correct to a great extent the fol- 
lowing : 

. « * Brethren, it is high time that Masonic ignorance was no longer tolerated ; 
when self-constituted leaders at least, with the solemnity of owls and the self- 
imposed wisdom of Solomon, merely rehearse the ritual after the fashion of a 
pan^t, should be told to take back seats, and youne men of learning and indus- 
try brought to the front. It is a burning shame Uiat in this day of enlighten- 
ment, with so much excellent Masonic literature so easy of access, that men 
seeking to occupy prominent places at the hands of the Craft, should show how 
utterly ignorant they are of Masonic Information.' " 

The Grand Lodge of North Dakota and the United Grand Lodge of Victoria 
were oflicially recognized. 

The Proceedings contain a full report of the dedication of the " Baer Memorial 
Temple " at Fort Smith, December 2, 1889 ; known and distinguished as such by 
reason that the largest portion of the fund used in the erection of the Temple 
building had been contributed by representatives of the estate of the late Bro. 
Bernard Baer, formerly an active and zealous member of the Fraternity of that 
jurisdiction. 

In the interesting exercises of the occalion, a fitting tribute is paid to the 
memoiy of that noble brother, as well as to the liberality of Rev. Bro. J. H. T. 
Maiv, who had also most generously aided in the undertaking. 

The business transacted was of a local nature only. 
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We note one pecolf aiity in theM proceedings, it appetn to be a JmiBdiction 
of iniiiaU only, and we think the R.*. W.'. Grand Secretary could make a material 
improrement in that respect

The annual Address (7 pp.) of the Grand Master is a concise rinand of the 
past year, and confined strictly to business. 

The Craft had prospered beyond precedent; harmony preyalls, and the 
necessities of the unfortunate had not been neglected. ^ 

From what we gather from the proceedings of that Jurisdiction, we judge 
that the injunction : ''The greatest of these is charity," is the keynote of the 
Fraternity of the Golden State — all honor to them 1 

R.*. W.'. John W. Shaeffer, Grand Lecturer, died in ofiBce ; and his emi> 
nent service for the past eighteen years is alluded to in fitting terms ; and fra- 
ternal respect is paid to the memory of M.*. W.*. Jambs L. Ekolish, Past Grand 
Master. 

Three new lodges had been constituted by dispensation ; and the Grand 
Lodge had participated in seven public ceremonial occasions. ^ 

It appears : 

" that no Master Mason, holding a dimit from another lurisdiction, or from 
any lodge within this lurisdiction, which dimit was more than six months old, 
could petition for and be a member of a new lodge within this Jurisdiction, 
without first Joining another lodge and dimitting from it for that purpose." 

The Grand Master deems this a harsh and sometimes a moat unwise rule, 
and we agree with him. 

Its intent is undoubtedly to add to the disabilities of an unaffiliate ; but, It 
would seem to us, on the other hand, that in some instances its effect would be 
to keep out those who would assist at the formation of a new lodge, and add to 
the active membership. Our aim should be to induce affiliation, and not encum- 
ber that act with seemingly unnecessary restrictions. 

We regret to learn of the continued ill-health of the R.'. W.*. Grand Secre> 
tary, Alsxandxr G. Abbll, and hope that, with renewed vigor, he may continue 
his excellent and minute reports (of which we have before us the Sith), with hla 
usual thoroughness. 
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The vacancy In the office of Grand Lecturer was filled by the appointment of 
R.*. W.\ Jambs W. Akdbbson, and his report (13 pp.) shows that ho is a worthy 
successor to R.'. W.*. Bbo. Shabffbr, and in his hands ,the interests of the 
Jurisdiction and the needs of the Craft will be thoroughly protected and cared 
for. 

The reports of the several Boards of Relief, as usual, "bespeak a careful exer- 
cise of their noble work. The aggregate disbursements for charity have been 
$14,405. These Boards receive aid from the funds of the Grand Lodge, the 
appropriation for the present year being $7,700. 

During the session, which lasted five days, the elegant and useful testi- 
monial to M.*. W.*. Hiram N. Rucker, P. G. M., was presented— consisting of " a 
casket of four drawers contaioiDg 172 pieces of silver." For the maintenance 
of two Past Grand Masters and ''our New Orleans prot^," an appropriation 
of $2,000. Among the visitors present, M.-. W.*. Atlbtt R, Cotton, P. G. M., 
of Jowa, and M.-. W.'. David £. Bailt, P. G. M., of Nevada. 

From the report of the Committee on Jurisprudence, we quote the following 
as having a general application : 

** As they have had frequent occasion to say, residence and citizenship are 
dependent upon the intention of the party, and that one having a residence may 
absent himself from it for a few months, or for years, and retain his residence, 
and be, on his return, immediately entitled to all the benefits and privileges 
attaching to it, provided he went and remained away with the intent to maintain 
it ; and that his own statement would ordinarily be received as sufficient 
evidence of his intent. In this case, however, there is other and conclusive evi- 
dence that Mr. Baker, at least as early as July, 1887, concluded to abandon his 
residence in Yolo County, and to fix it in Colusa County, because then, in solemn 
form, and for the purpose of asserting his rights as an elector, he declared his 
loteotlon, and caused his name to be placed on the Great Register as a resident 
and citizen of that county ; and again, at the election in November following, he 
reiterated his intention by exercising his rights as a legal elector of that county 
and of the precinct of which he had declared himself a resident. Having done 
these things, he could not be heard to say that he was, at the time of doing them, 
a resident elsewhere. It may be ussumed that, up to the time he caused his 
name to be placed on the Great Register of Colusa County, he had the absolute 
right to maintain his residence with his father, at Winters ; but the moment he 
was registered, at his own request, that right was gone. By that act he became 
a resident of Colusa County, and abandoned his residence in Yolo County." 

Bro. Adam C. Bain, Grand Orator, treated of the sacred principles of 
Masonry, with special reference to Immortality, and we have been much inter- 
ested in the perusal thereof.

The attractiveness of these Proceedings is enhanced by the report on Cor- 
respondence (113 pp.) of Bro. Jambs W. Andbrson, a thorough and able review 
of the Proceedings of fifty-four Grand Bodies. 

We have been greatly interested in it, and hope that his labors may be 
appreciated by the brethren of that Jurisdiction ; they miss a great treat if they 
lay it aside without reading. We found much to our profit therein, although 
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we had heretofore been over the Bame )px>nnd ; but we find that oar maniucript 
la becoming formidable, and we must paaa on. 

We like the following ; It gives the proper requisites for the office-bearers of 
a lodge : 

" Upon the subject of rotation in office, we hold to the opinion that qnalifl- 
catlon snould be the only standard. By this term we do not mean ability simply 
to confer degrees — too often considered the chief essential. The Master of a 
Lodge should be one possessed of a fundamental knowledge of the principles of 
Masonry, and of the Constitution, the Regulations, the Landmarks, and the gen- 
eral jurisprudence of the Fraternity. In addition to these attributes, he should 
be a man of high moral and social bearing — such a one as his brethren can In all 
respects look up to as a model of ability and character. Office-seeking in a 
Masonic Lodge should be carefully eschewed ; the Master should be called by 
eminent fitness. Where this fitness is possessed, we consider that the hcmors of 
the lodge should be distributed, and this line of action would have great tendency 
to encourage proper preparation for the discharge of the duties of any posUlon." 

Is of the opinion that to have served as a Warden is not a necessary pre- 
requisite for the office of Master. The Constitution of that Grand Lodge ddes 
not require it. 

Upon this point, what about the ancient charges f Yiz.: 

" No brother can be a Warden until he has passed the part of a Fellow Craft, 
nor a Master until he has acted as a Warden,'* etc. 

In his opinion an applicant for Masonry Is disqualified, who cannot write 
his name. In wliich we agree ; also that the one-ballot rule for the degrees is the 
correct principle, which is our law ; that the Past Master's degree is of no prac- 
tical use, and might be dispensed with ; Is not a strict constructionist, holding 
that the moral qualifications are of greater Importance than physical perfection ; 
and on this, we think that If a candidate Is able to conform physically to all the 
requirements of Masonry, It is sufficient Does not favor perpetual Jurisdic- 
tion over rejected candidates, believing it marked by Injustice. 

Upon the *^ divine prerogatives of Qrand Masters," expresses the opinion 
that the Grand Master is amenable to the power that made him Grand Master, 
he Is to be' governed by the Constitutions made in consonance with the Land- 
marks, Ancient Constitutions, and General Regulations of the Fraternity, that 
the dispensing power should be exercised as specified in the Constitutions of*a 
Grand Lodge, and that he should be subject to every requirement of the laws of 
the body over which he presides, just as In civil polity the executive is subject 
to the laws as much as the humblest citizen. 

New York for 1880 has extended notice, compliments M.\ W.*. Bro. Law- 
BBNOE for his dauntless courage, determined perseverance, culminating in the 
successful accomplishment of his great undertaking, and extends congratula- 
tions, ** that the bonds have been burned to ashes, and the last vestige of debt 
disappeared." We excerpt the following, to which every member of the Craft of 
New York will say Aye ! 

• " Did space permit, we would transfer bodily to these pages the valedictory 
delivered bv Grand Master Lawbbncb. Most ably and worUiily had he worn, 
during his four years of service, the toga of Grand Master. Ue had seen his 
heart's desire accomplished. He had richly earned for himself the love of his 
brethren ; he left for them In turn the rich legacv of a proud example. His 
labors had reared a monument more enduring than toat of brass or marble." 
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For the kindly reference to our work of last year, we are under obligation ; 
appreciation from luch a source is better than fine gold. 

With regard to lodges U. D., each Grand Lodge defines Its powers, and our 
remark was based upon the regulations which prevail in New Tork State.

The annual address (24 pp.) of the Grand Master is worthy of its author in 
all respects, presenting a concise record of official work, with recommendations 
which are eminently wise, and which cannot but tend to the advantage of the 
Grand and subordinate Bodies. 

Dispensations issued for four new lodges ; prompt action for the relief of 
the Johnstown, Pa., sufTerers ; had visited officially twenty-seven lodges ; his 
recommendation for the appointment of certain standing committees to meet in 
advance of the Annual Communication met the approval of the Grand Lodge ; 
we have the same beneficial rule in our own Jurisdiction. 

It hardly seems necessary to us that every lodge in the State should be 
advised of suspensions and expulsions as they occur during the year, but such is 
the law in that jurisdiction. 

Fitting mention is made of the death of R.'. W.*. Sam. H. Bowkak, 
P. D. G. M. ; also of M.'. W.-. John W. Simons of our jurisdiction. 

We acknowledge the following fraternal mention : 

" jRetoiveA, That the Grand Lodge of Colorado hereby extends to the Grand 
Lodge of New Tork its fraternal sympathy, for the great and Irreparable loss 
it has sustained in the death of Past Grand Master John W. Simons, the dis- 
tinguished Mason and eminent scholar, whose reports on f oreigp:! correspondeuce 
for the past twenty-four years have spread his fame both far and wide." 

The standing requirement on the printed proceedings of aHl Grand Lodges is 
not to be a ** dead letter '' in that jurisdiction : 

<* On December 19, 1888, 1 Issued a general order to the Craft, requiring the 
proceedings of our last Annual Communication, our Constitution, Laws, and De- 
cisions to he read in each lodse, and the date thereof to be reported to me. My 
object being, that not only the otlicers of the lodges should be informed as to 
our laws and proceedings, but every member of the Fraternity as well. 

" I have received responses from nearly all our lodges of their havlnir com- 
plied with the order, but shall not enumerate those who have not reported to 
me« believing they have lilmply omitted to inform me, through oversight ; but 
oversight even should not be hereafter accepted, but the terms of the order strictly 
complied with. 
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porti 



I believe the reports of our Annual Proceedinjcs, except as to detafled re- 
»rts, should be read in each lodij^ as soon as rcceiyed by them, and the Grand 
ter Informed as to the date, that it may not be overlooked." 



Upon the subject of a Masonic Home he presents some thoughts which are 
suggestive, and have undoubtedly been in the minds of others as well, although 
unexpressed : 

" I can't say I do not believe in Masonic Homes, for I do ; and yet I have 
g^ve doubts as to whether they are the best means of accomplishing the.objects 
aimed at, especially in the smaller and younger jurisdictions. 

" Suppose we had accumulated a fund of f50,000 ; should build a Home, 
and in so doing our pride would force us to erect a building not only suitable 
for its purpose, but creditable to the Frateniity. After completion, it would 
have to be maintained, and at no light expense, and perhaps be but partially 
occupied, until it might become a very serious burden to us. Of course ft 
would be under the control and management of the best Board we could 
select 

" Now a moment as to another thought : Let us have the same ^0,000 ; 
select our Board as before, and place this fund in their hands to invest at the 
best possible rate of interest, having the highest regard to security, and then let 
them disburse the income, with such other funds as we may be able to give them, 
upon cases that may be presented to them ; and how would it work ? . . . . 

** A lUtis perhaps to the widow might be sufficient to enable her, by the aid 
of her own exertions, to support and educate her half-orphaned little ones. Or, 
perhaps, the little ones may have even been bereft of a mother's love and care, 
and are dependent upon some relative, whose kind heart may be large enough, 
but whose means ana ability to earn a living for the additional ones is not equal 
to the burden, but would be with a little help from our Masonic Fund 

'*But 1 will not multiply illustrations of my idea, as you can all easily 
imagine them, and many may personally know of such and similar cases. The 
result of this is to convince me that a Board with a Masonic Fund can do more 
good to a larger number than a Board with a Masonic Home, unless in very 
large and wealthy jurisdictions, and even then ; and yet I have no words except 
of commendation for Masonic Homes." 

The Grand Lodge of North Dakota was officially recognized ; and upon the 
subject of Masonic Burial, alluded to in last year's report, the Grand Lodge 
decided : 

" Tour committee consider the burial service as a Masonic ceremony, con- 
ducted by a lodge, and one in which none but Masons can participate. The 
bearers are a necessary auxiliary to this ceremony, and it would be fully as 

? roper to permit a profane to act as Worshipful Master as to act as pall-bearer, 
our committee believe that Odd Fellow ceremonies should be conducted by 
Odd Fellows, that G. A. R. and A. O. U. W. ceremonies, and the ceremonies of 
all other kindred orders, should be conducted by the members of those orders. 
But the Masonic burial service should be conducted by Masons exclusively. 
And this rule acts both ways ; Masons should not interfere as such with other 
societies, and other societies should not Interfere with us." 

It is the custom in many Grand Lodges to have an address delivered at the 
Annual Communication, but Colorado this year goes one point farther, having 
had an interesting and instructive address by Bbo. Henbt T. West, and an 
Oration by R.*. W.'. John W, Slbbpsb, Grand Orator. 

The proceedings cont-ain full report of a Special Communication held April 
8, 1880, to lay the comer-stone of the Masonic Temple at Denver ; the exer- 
cises embrace an appropriate address by the Grand Master, and an eloquent 
oration by M.*. W.-. H. P. H. Bbomwbll, P. G. M., Grand Lodge of Illinois.

Special Communication held May 8, 1889, present, Grand Olflcers and a full 
representation of the lodges, to take action upon the petition of more than one 
hundred and fifty members of the late '* Hiram Lodge, No. 1," who were mem- 
bers in good standing prior to the revocation of the charter of said lodge by 
the Grand Lodge. 

It is unnecessary to recapitulate the history of this rebellion against the 
authority of the Grand Lodge, and we are pleased to chronicle the fact that the 
charter was restored, and the lodge takes its place on the Grand Lodge roster, 
never again, we trust, to lose its honored and proud position as No. 1 of that 
Grand Jurisdiction. 

We congratulate our brethren of Connecticut on this auspicious event, that 
the second century opens with unbroken ranks, and that no sound of discord is 
heard within their borders. 

Action upon the petition for restoration of eight brethren of " Hiram Lodge,** 
who bad been expelled by the Grand Lodge, was postponed until the Annual 
Communication, at which time seven were restored to the rights and privileges 
of Masonry. 

M.'. W.*. John H. Swabtwout, Grand Master, the representatives of one 
hundred and thirteen lodges, and New Tork by Bbo. John G. Root. 

The Grand Master, In his annual address (15 pp.), might well express his 
pleasure in welcoming to the 102d Annual Communicittion a uniUd body of 
Masons; he pays a beautiful tribute to the memory of M.*. W.*. David Clabk, 
who died Octol>er 8, at the age of eighty-three years. In his earlier days he was 
an active worker among the Craft, filling all the stations with ability, and was 
elected Grand Master in 1858 and 1864. 
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Upon the subject of Rites, the Grand Master had submitted the question to 
the Chairman of the Committee on Jurisprudence, and his report appears as an 
appendix to the address. We do not find, however, that the matter came before 
the Grand Lodge, or any action had thereon. 

The first Annual Report of " The Masonic Charity Foundation " was sub- 
mitted. The purpose of this organization (incorporated under the laws of the 
State) is: 

** to provide for the comfortable maintenance of sick or infirm Freemasons, 
and the widows of Freemasons, and the maintenance and education of children 
of deceased Freemasons, and * of living Freemasons not otherwise properly cared 
for.* " 

We excerpt from the conclusion of the report : 

" This is no new project. It has had years of practical trial by our English, 
Scotch, and Irish brethren, and has been crowned with abundant success. 

'* Afflicted brethren and desolate widows find there a happy home, where 
they enjoy blessings provided by loving hearts, and orphans, or the neglected, find 
a home, where they may secure moral training and a substantial education, and in 
due course be taught some useful branch of honorable Industry by which they 
may acquire for themselves a respectable livelihood, and become exemplary and 
useful memt)ers of society. 

" Brethren : The Masonic Charity Foundation can accomplish all this In 
. Connecticut, if each of you will do towards its support what you can, without 
injuring yourself, or those dependent upon you. 

''The erection of our Home for the infirm, the fatherless, and the widow, 
win be|the great object lesson of our Fraternity, and a lasting living witness to 
the sincerity of our Intentions, and the genuineness of our profefston of that 
charity which flnds ample employment on earth, and extends beyond the grave 
into the boundless realms of eternity." 

The Grand Lodge celebrated its Centennial, July 10, 1889, and the exercises 
commemorating its organization are to be printed In a Centennial Volume. 

Official recognition was extended to the " Grand Lodge of North Dakota, 
Grand Lodge of South Australia, and the United Grand Lodge of New South 
Wales."

CORRESPONDENCE. 

A valuable and interesting review on Correspondence (140 pp.) by R.*. W.*. 
Joseph K. Wheelbb, embraces fifty- three Grand Bodies, and is a paper of high 
literary merit. 

Under Minnesota we note : 

" He also states, that in Minnesota, juriscliction over rejected material ends 
when the party removes from the State. We think this is correct. No Grand 
Lodge ought to hold jurisdiction over any material that its territory does not 
cover, and in cases where it Is held, how can It be successfully enforced In juris- 
dictions that by their regulations do not recognize It ? It only opens the way for 
contention and discord between disagreeing Grand Lodges." 

It would be well If the law In this respect could be made uniform in all juris- 
dictions. As now, some Grand Lodges hold peri)etual jurisdiction, others no 
jurisdiction on removal from the State, and, in others, a limitation of time In 
which it holds good. 
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Under South Carolina, commenting upon the action of PenneylTanla in 
objecting to extend the hand of fellownhip to the Grand Lodge of South 
Australia \intil the Grand Lodges of England, Scotland, and Ireland have first 
settled the question by their own recognition, he says : 

"We are unable to see why the recognition of England, Scotland, and 
Ireland should enter the question at all, when viewed upon gteneral principles. 
We admit that it furnishes additional evidence upon which to base action ; but 
such ruling, strictly enforced, Is an admission that no new Grand Lodge can be 
recognized without the recognition of the mother Grand Lodge, or lodges, first 
obtained, which is not the law that has been recognised in this country. '^ 

New York for 1889 is among the number reviewed.

The Grand Master's address (6 pp.)— (read by the Grand Secretary) is a 
pleasant recital of official duty, and the correct idea is expressed in the follow- 
ing: 

"An increase of lodges is an element of weakness rather than strength, 
unless the average membership be maintained." 

Finances in good shape, and peace and harmony prevail. 

From the decisions reported, we excerpt the following : 

" 8. A man having lost the sight of one eye, the other being good, is not 
eligible to receive the degrees of Masonry in this Jurisdiction. 

** I made this decision reluctantly and it is contrary to my opinion as to what 
the law should be ; but the matter has been twice passed upon by this Grand 
Lodge, and I did not feel warranted in setting aside the law twice emphatically 
expressed. .... 

" Many men are made Masons, without question, who are unable to see at 
all distinctly without the aid of glasses, yet tney have not the sense of sight to 
the extent that a person has who has lost the sight of ode eye only. The current 
of Grand Lodge decisions is constantly growing more liberal in the matter of 
physical qualifications, and while I do not recommend a radical departure from 
the established usage in this jurisdiction. I believe a reversal of my decision in 
this case would place us in harmony with a large majority of the Grand Lodges 
on this continent." 

This decision, after considerable discussion and a vote by call of lodges, was 
not approved. We agree with the majority. 

*<8. The Grand Lodge of New Tork prohibits the issuance of dimlts until 
the dimitting brother has petitioned and been elected in a regular lodge. The 
dimit Is then Issued and sent directly to the lodge electing him. I have held 
that petitions could be received without dimits from brethren holding membei^ 
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ship under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of New York, that they proceed 
to ballot in the usual manner, and, If the petitioner Is eiected, his membership 
will date from the time he causes his dlmit to be filed with the lodgft elecUng 
Wm." 

The Grand Lodge of New York does not prohibit the issuance of dimits in 
case of removal from the jurisdiction, the limitation being as to change of 
membership in this State. The decision of the Grand Master, however, is a wise 
one, as the privilege thus accorded g^ves the surety of the maintenance of 
membership in the New York lodge until perfected in the lodge in Dakota. 

The following resolution was adopted— we quote {Ualics ourt) : 

** JSeaolved, That we acknowledge the eminent ability of Bbo. Frank J. Thomf- 
BOM, displayed in his report on fraternal Correspondence. His labors have been 
arduous, his zeal indefatigable in spreading Mabonic light and knowledge among 
the Craft of this jurisdiction. The reports of these committees have been an im- 
portant factor in the present prosperous and enlightened condition of the Craft, 
and Bbo. Thompson has lacked none in those qualiiications that tend to make 
the reporter a source of light. While thus expressing our high appreciation we 
are cogQizant of the fact that the views expressed by committees on correspond- 
ence are the views of teucti individual nuuorUf and not those of their respective 
G:and Lodges." 

We are glad to note that the Grand Lodge library is growing. It should be 
properly cared for and fostered. Every year adds to its value. 

The interest of R.'. W.*. Bbo. Pabvin in the Grand Lodge of Dakota was 
evinced by the transmission of the original letter for the formation of the first 
lodge in Dakota, and we have no doubt it will be preserved as one of the choicest 
treasures of that Grand Lodge. 

Resolution of thanks, coupled with a well -deserved personal compliment to 
the distinguished brother, was adopted by the Grand Lodge. 

Under the action of Congress the Territory of Dakota Ls to be divided into 
two States, to be known as North and South Dakota. To conform to the Amer- 
ican plan of territorial Jurisdiction, it Is expected that the Grand Body, formerly 
styled the Grand Lodge of Dakota, will be known as the Grand Lodge of South 
Dakota (an amendment to the Constitution being proposed to that eifect), and 
that a new Grand Lodge will be formed in the State of North Dakota. 

Such intention being apparent, with true Western spirit no time was lost in 
preparing for the event, and the lodges located in that part of the Territory 
which would properly constitute the State of North Dakota were granted per- 
mission to withdraw and organize the Grand Lodge of North Dakota. 

Under the report of a committee, appointed to make a just and equitable 
division of the property of the Grand Lodge, we find the assets to consist of

and the recommendation of the committee is so fair, just, and brotherly that we 
deem Its reproduction a valuable part of our Proceedings : 

*' There are seventy-three constituent lodges in South Dakota and twenty- 
six in North Dakota, not including those to whom charters have been granted 
at this communication. But your committee have agreed to recommend the 
division of the property and funds in the proportion of one-third to the Grand 
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Lodge of North Dakota and two-thirds to be retained by the present Grand 
Lodf^. 

'*ThU wll] giye to the new Grand Lodge of North Dakota the sum of 
$1,680.26. 

"Tour committee are pleased to state that their work has been characterized 
by the most perfect harmony and good feeling. 

** We recommend that an order be drawn on the Grand Treasurer In fayor 
of the Grand Treasurer of North Dakota, in the sum of $1,530.26." 

We find recorded In the Proceedings the following : 

" Whereat, The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Dakota, A. F. and 
A. M., has been duly and constitutionally organized in accordance with the an- 
cient establibhed usaffes and customs of the Craft ; and 

** Wherea»f It is but meet that its first recognition as an independent and 
sovereign body should emanate from those with whom it has so long been in in- 
timate and close fraternal relations, and with whom it has labored with one com- 
mon interest in harmony and brotherly love, and whose every act in con- 
nection with its withdrawal has been characterized by a spirit imbued with a 
Masonry which to its most ardent devotees has been only idealistic ; 

** Therefore, be it Jie^tfed, That this Grand Lodge extend to the Grand Lodge 
of North Dakota, A. F. and A. M., tlie hand of full fellowship, and recognize the 
said Grand Lodge of North Dakota as an independent and supreme Grand Lodge 
In and for North Dakota. 

** Reaoivedf That said recognition be accompanied with a fervent prayer for her 
prosperity and her advancement to a high position among her sister Grand 
Lodges upon this continent ; and be it further resolved, that we enter into imme- 
diate fraternal correspondence and the exchange of representatives with our new 
sister Grand Lodge.*' 

The question which occura to us at this date is, Was the Territory legally 
divided at the time this action was had (June, 1889), and had the two States be' 
come lawfully such under the provisions of the act of Congress ? 

In any event, knowing that such will be the inevitable result — while we have 
no qfflcUzl knowledge of the organization of the Grand Lodge of North Dakota^ 
we extend our congratulations to the brethren composing the Grand Lodges of 
South and North Dakota on the spirit evinced, and greet them collectively, pros- 
pectively, and severally.

COBRESPONDENCB. 

We are again entertained by the admirable report on Correspondence (218 
pp.), furnished by Bro. Frank J. Thompson, covering the proceedings of fifty- 
two Grand Bodies. 

The marked characteristics of the brother are evinced in the style of the 
report, and he is ** frank*' in expression of opinion, and strenuous In the main- 
tenance of his views. 

We have enjoyed the session with our brother, and, if we had any criticism 
to offer, it wonld be the prominence given to what might be termed theological 
points of controversy and an apparent disregard of a belief which meets the 
novitiate at the threshold of the symbolic Temple. 

Freemasonry does not pretend to be Christianity ; bat, as a moral Inttltn- 
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tion, it demands a belief in the Supreme Bein^— one Qnireraal Father— and 
enjoins upon every member a due regard for all that tends to a moral manhood. 

With personal religious belief and opinion It does not interfere. 

It is not, in any sense, a substitute for Christianity, but rather, in its pre- 
cepts and code, a handmaid thereto. 

We do not consider the report on Correspondence a proper field for the dis- 
cussion of doctrinal beliefs. 

We recognize the Bible as the Great Light in Masonry, and our Institution 
demands a belief and trust In God, as a Supreme Being— the Creator of all things 
— ^the universal Father. 

We should like to tarry longer with our brother, but we have already 
exceeded onr limit with matters in the Proceedings proper. 

New York, for 1888, has pleasant and fraternal mention, and a personal trib- 
ute is paid to M.*. W,'. Bro. Simons.

The Grand Jurisdiction of Delaware is called to mourn the deaths of four 
of its Past Grand Officers, and the Grand Master, in his address (9 pp.), pays 
fitting tribute to their memory. 

He had visited every lodge in the Jurisdiction, with the exception of two, 
and reports a gratifying spirit of unity among the brethren, but a marked diver- 
sity in the ritualistic work. In order to correct this evil, the Grand Lodge 
appointed a Standing Committee to establish a '* work " for that jurisdiction. 

The cheering tidings are given that Masonry In that jurisdiction was never 
so prosperous as at the present time. 

Fraternal recognition was extended to the Grand Lodge of North Dakota ; 
the United Grand Lodge of New South Wales ; the United Grand Lodge of Vic- 
toria ; and the former action of the Grand Lodge in the case of '* Hiram Lodge, 
No. 1,'' under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Connecticut, was 
rescinded. 

The following was adopted by the Grand Lodge : 

** The Three Degrees of Masonrv, Entered Apprentice, Fellow-Craft, and 
Master Mason of the Ancient York Rite, are all that the Grand Lodge of Dela- 
ware knows anything about, or has any control over : and so long as the differ- 
ent contending bodies of the Scottish Kile interfere not with these or attenipt to 
confer them in this jurisdiction, she has no disposition to discuss their amtlrs, 
or to be drawn into their controversies. Your committee would, therefore, 
recommend the adoption of the following resolution : 
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"Jieaolved, That the Grand Lodge of Delaware declines the discussion or con- 
sideration of any questions relating to the ri?al claims of the different contend- 
ing bodies of the Scottish Rite." 

Ceremonial occasions of the year included two dedications and the laying 
of the comer-stone of the Delaware Hospital, being the first occasion in forty 
years where the Grand Lodge had been invited to lay the corner-stone of a pub- 
lic building intended for other than Masonic uses, and a full account of the 
interesting exercises forms a part of the Proceedings.

From the opening remarks of the Grand Master in his Annual Address 
(11 pp.), we excerpt the following : 

" Wherever, amid the fierce and angry scenes that mark the career of man- 
kind, there was a pulse of love, there was Masonry ; wherever, amidst the igno- 
rance and destructiveness, there was an effort for good, there was Masonry, and 
the brightest thing in some of the darkest hours or human society was Masonic 
light. During the past year peace and prosperity have spread their balmy wings 
about us, and God, even our own God, has blessed us. 

** My brethren, let us draw a fresh Inspiration, and take unto ourselves a new 
lease as to the future, and continue to keep pace in the rapid strides of develop- 
ment of our beloved State in its material prosperity. To this end let the local 
members of our Order extend fraternal greetings and a cordial welcome to 
Masons of every clime who mav cast their lot among them, and thus, by the 
endearing ties of a common brotherhood, secure the afinliation of these brethren, 
thereby strengthening our bands and enlarging our borders." 

Dispensations had been granted for eight new lod.q^es. 

Among the decisions reported, we note the following : 

" 6. — * 1. Can the Senior Warden of a lodge confer a degree by permission from 
the Worshipful Master, the latter beinff present f ' '2. Is it absolute in all cases 
that the Master must open and close his lodge, or can he delegate his authority 
to the Wardens ? * 

" JhUing.— To the first question : The Master cannot vacate his authority 
while present in the lodge, but may call upon the Senior Warden or Junior Wai^ 
den to administer the obligation and give the lecture of the degree. To the sec- 
ond question : The Master cannot delegate his authority to the Wardens to open 
and close the lodge. The Wardens may open and close a lodge of instruction, 
when called for that purpose,- in the presence of the Master. 
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" 9.~( Would it be a suitable place to bold a Lodge of Sorrow at tbe grave of 
a deceased brother f ' 

" nuling.'-lt would not." 

With regard to No. 6, we should say that In the absence of the Master the 
duties deyolved upon the Warden, and that he could open the lodge. 

The report of the Qrand Secretary Is hie iwerUy-first, and, as usual, up to the 
mark. It covers an acknowledgment of the Jubilee Medal from the Grand 
Lodge of New York, and a letter from Mrs. John W. Simons in appreciation of 
the proceedings of 1889 having reference to the death of our M.*. W.*. Bbo. 

We are pleased to note that the Grand Lodge showed Its appreciation of tbe 
meritorious services of our R.\ W.*. Bro. In a substantial manner. 

The session of the Grand Lodge occurring at the time of the '^ Sub-Tropical 
Exhibition," by arrangement a date had been fixed to be designated as *' Masonic 
Day," and an invitation to attend was accepted. 

We find that the Grand Lodge could not withstand the inducement, iho96 in 
rtgdlia admitted Ji^ and attended as a body. 

With all due respect we venture to remark that the act^ clothed as Masons, 
with official insignia, was hardly in harmony with the dignity of the Grand Body, 
and a pertinent inquiry presents itself, wherein did Masonic work come in ? 

We are inclined to the opinion that a sober second thought must have occa- 
sioned the adoption of the following: 

** Setolvedy That the Grand Lodge will, in future, decline to accept any invita- 
tion that will necessitate neglect of its business, appearance in public In regalia, 
or any entertainment offered outside the buildmg in which the Grand Lodge is 
held.^' ^^ 

The Grand Lodge extended official recognition to the " Grand Lodge of 
North Dakota " and the *' United Grand Lodge of Victoria."

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The Report on Correspondence (111 pp.)— R.'. W.\ Db Witt C. Dawkins— 
reviewing fifty-two Grand Bodies, is, as usual, in his excellent style. 

New York for 1889 receives commendatory and generous notice, special 
prominence being given to the Jubilee Proceedings. Our brother will accept 
our acknowledgments of his kindly words. 

In reply to the inquiry of the chairman we can only say, such is the law. 
The time for the election and installation of the Master and Wardens is fixed by 
the statutes, and in the event of failure or refusal to be installed within the pre- 
scribed period, a dispensation is required. 

We deem it a wise provision, thereby insuring promptness and regularity in 
that which Is of Importance to the welfare of a lodge, and preventing a careless- 
ness of procedure which otherwise might result were not a certain period fixed. 
It is usually the case that there Is a good and sufficient reason when a dispensa- 
tion Is called for— very rarely from negleet. 
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From the conclusion of the report we excerpt the followluji: : 

"TIjc labor of making this, our annual review, is ended, the Immensity of 
doing which is unknown, save to them who have tried it. When we had finished 
our first report, presented in January, 1869, we were ready to corroborate the 
uniform statement of our predecessors and confreres as to the vast amount of 
reading, thinking, and writing necessarily required for producing a grand review ; 
but halt a moment at this way station, and imagine the growth of the Fraternity 
in those twenty-one years, which keeps pace with civil progress. Our cities in 
this vast nation have thrown to immensity ; our towns to cities ; intermediate 
spaces bedecked with towns ; our waste places to fertile fields; vast wildernesses 
of thousands of diametrical miles of admeasurement into rich territories, and 
these into thriving, Slates, other nations keeping pace with our own. M'bat a 
wonderful increase of population and wealth these twenty-one years have given 
to the world ! What untold distances have been brought into nearness by the 
wonderful increase of locomotion I What wonderful advances and accumula- 
tions in the printing art, whereby immense volumes now spring up in the place of 
the meager pamphlets at the beginning of this period I What a growing tendency 
to freedom of thought and action has manifested itself among the nations of the 
world, of which Freemasonry is the most potent harbinger; and last, but not 
least, what a consequential growth of Freemasonry in numbers, organized pro- 
portions, intellectual productions, profuse printing, much of which is founa in 
the printed Proceedings of Grand Bodies. All these things considered, may con- 
vey to the thoughtful mind some reasonable conception of the task of producing 
a respectable report on Foreign Corres^pondence, and one that may truthfully be 
termed a fair review. 

" Among the great variety of subjects presented in this report, which are 
now going the rounds of discussion, there are at least three prominent subjects 
which were, perhaps, as much discussed twenty-one years ago, to wit : * Inherent 
Prerogatives of Grand Masters,' * Physical Disqualifications of Candidates,' and 
' Perpetual Jurisdiction over Rejected Material.' But we tjaink that a large 
majority of the Grand Jurisdictions Lave settled down upon the following reason- 
able conclusions upon the subjects : 

" Ist. That the sovereign power of Masonry is in the Grand Lodge, and that 
the Grand Master is subservient thereto, as a creature to its creator. 

"2d. That the Masonic Lodge is the proper judge as to whether or not a 
candidate is physically competent to be properly conducted through the cere- 
monies of the three several degrees, being responsible to the Grand Lodge, or its 
authority, for the discreet exercise of its power, and that this subject is second- 
ary in importance to the moral and mental fitness. 

*' 8d. That when a rejected candidate shall have removed from the jurisdic- 
tion of the rejecting lodge, the said lodge has no further jurisdiction over him, 
but will answer truly all due inquiries that may be made concerning him from 
any other lodge to which he may apply for initiation into Masonry." 

M.-. W.-, Henrt W. Long (Martd), Grand Master, re-deeted; and R.-. W.\

M.'. W.'. John S. Davidson, Grand Master, representatives of two hundred 
and seventy-four lodges, and New York by W.*. Wm. Abram Love. 

The Grand Master, in his Annual Address (22 pp.), in eloquent and earnest 
words, presents the beauties and moral aspects of our Institution, and we agree 
with the committee in their report thereon, that "its pure morality) polished 
style, and profound views are worthy of more than passing attention." 
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Of the work of the past year, he has the gratification of reporting : 

" In a retrospect of the year's work in this jurisdiction, we may well feel 
encouraged to taKe a stronger hold upon the future. From good the adyance 
has been to better, and could such be possible in tliis existence, we might soon 
claim to have reached the best labors of the many years of our pilsrrimage. But 
as the fruition of hope can never here below in any sphere be fully realized, we 
shall continue to seek for wider fields of conquest and higher summits of exer- 
tion as one victory is added to another. At no period of our history have the 
labors of the CraH been more UDiversal or more encouraging.'' 

He is in favor of decreasing the distance between lodges, so that the members 
in the country may enjoy the benefits of the lodge, without unnecessary tax 
upon their time. 

" The spirit of Masonry in Georgia is growing in the hearts of men ; the 
rapid strides of the Commonwealth in material development are not more marked 
than the advance of her sons in those virtues which make of man the brother of 
his fellow. This matter has troubled me not a little. Reco<?nizIng, as I do, the 
great purpose of Masonry, and believing, as I do, in its ability to accomplish the 
great ends of the organization, I am sometimes oppressed at the thought that by 
some act of ours we may prevent the knowledge which encircles the letter G, 
radiates from the points of the compass, is extended in the arms of the square, 
and rises like incense from the Holy Writini^s, a knowledge which blends the 
human will with the divine purposes, from reaching the heart and mind of some 
fellow-man. We are all weavers In this life below, and though some, may idly 
weave with little skill, yet the burden of the task is always with us." 

By resolution of the Grand Lodge, the Grand Master was authorized to 
reduce the distance at his discretion, not to come below six miles, instead of 
tiodve. 

The death of W.-. John P. Roberts, Grand Representative of the Grand 
Lodge of Georgia, near the Grand Lodge of New Fork, is alluded to in fraternal 
language. 

Dispensations had been issued for three new lodges, and the Grand Lodg3 
also granted eight additional warrants. 

At the exemplification of the work of the Third Degree, on an actual candi- 
date, the M.-. W.\ Grand Master "delivered a most sublime, eloquent, interest- 
ing, and instructive address on the character and virtues of Hiram Ablf ; " and 
at the next Annual Communication, hy request, the M.*. W.*. Grand Master is to 
deliver a lecture upon the due guards and signs of the three degrees of symbolic 
Masonry. 

The Committee on Jurisprudence presented an exhaustive report (20 pp.) 
on "Rites," and decided : 

"That a Symbolic Grand Lodge is Sovereign, within the geographical 
hounds of its Masonic Jurisdiction, and that it has the right to legislate upon, 
and to decide all questions pertaining to the establishment of lodges, the mak- 
ing of Masons, and the government of the Craft \^Utbin its aforesaid jurisdic- 
tional bounds. 

" That it is the right and duty of Symbolic Grand Lodges to protect them- 
selves, their subordinate^, members, and Individual Freemasons within their 
jurisdictions, as well as Masonic Bodies with which they arc allied. 

" That it Is the business and bounden duty of such Grand Lodges to guard 
their subordinates against the introduction of causes of contention and dii^cord, 
and to protect the Fraternity against injury or Invasion, impostors or imposition, 
coming in whatever name or wnatever guise. 

" That it is the right and duty of Grand Lodges, in their Masonic Sovereignty, 
to clearly designate and unmistakably define what Rites are recognized, and 
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what Bodies are Id alliance with them in the Great Fraternal Commonwealth of 
which the Symbolic Grand Bodies, forming the base, constitute an important 
and essential part.*' 

The Grand Lodge adopted resolutions defining recognized bodies in Masonry, 
and also : 

'*2. Jieanlvedf That any Master Mason, who shall hereafter take or receive 
any so-called Masonic Degree, or Order of Knighthood, from any man, or body 
of men, not hereinbefore acknowledged to be legitimate and genuine, shall be 
liable to be expelled from all the rights and privileges of Masonry^ 

*' S. Resolved, That any Master Mason, wno shall hereafter confer, communi- 
cate, or sell, or be present at, or assist in the conferring, communicating, or 
selling, or solicit any one to take or receive or apply for, any so-called Masonic 
Degree, or Order of Knighthood, in any assemblage of men, no matter by what 
name soever it may be called, except it be held under the authority of one of the 
bodies hereinbefore acknowledged to be legitimate and genuine, shall be expelled 
from all the rights and privileges of Masonry.'' 

A proposition to shorten the time of residence to make a profane eligible 
for the degrees of Masonry from iwdve to three months, was very wisely rejected. 

No tabular statement is presented of the work of the lodges, and the *' re- 
capitulation " covers only number raised, present membership, and gain of the 
year. We hope the Grand Secretary will keep on in the good work, and ulti- 
mately supply the data for a full report on statistic^.

The report on Correspondence (126 pp.) covers forty-eight Grand Bodies, the 
labors of Bros. Bemj. H. Bigham, W. £. Mumford, and W. S. Ramset. 

New Tork for 1889 fell to Bro. W. E. Mumford, who sfgns himself " One of 
the Farmers," and we have to thank him for a full and comprehensive report. 

We do not understand why Bro. Ramset includes the bogus Grand Lodge 
of the Province of Ontario, James B. Smith, Grand Master, among the number 
reviewed by him. It is not recognized as a regular body by any Grand Lodge on 
this continent, and he might not only '* condemn the spirit of the Annual 
Address," but, better yet, ignore the body entirely. For the information of our 
brother, we would state that the regular Grand Lodge of the Province of 
Ontario is the Grand Lodge of Canada, of which M.\ W.*. Richard T. 
Walkem is Grand Master.

£gd Communication. BOISE CITY, September 10, 1889. 

M.'. W.*. John Hunter, Grand Master, representatives of nineteen lodges, 
and New Tork by W.*. Bro. Charles Himrod. 

The Grand Master, in his address (7 pp., which includes copies of corre- 
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Bpondenee), cztends a most cordial and fraternal salutation. OfScIal relations 
vrith all sister Grand Bodies are of the most fraternal character, and his recom- 
mendation for the appointment of a Grand Lecturer, and for the establishment 
of schools of instruction— in order to correct a diversity of work in the Jurisdic- 
tion—was adopted by the Grand Lodge. 

The Grand Secretary presented an interesting report, replete with sound 
advice, and covering matters which usually emanate from the head of the Craft. 

We do not, however, agree with him in the following : 

" Would it not be well for us to change our By-Laws so as to authorize the 
Grand Secretary, by order of the Grand Master, to issue duplicate charters to 
such of our constituent lodges as may lose their charters by lire— Just what the 
Grand Lodge would do at its Annual Communication ? Why not authorize the 
Grand Master and Secretary to do so as soon as advised of the destruction or 
loss, and thus save delay in lodge work until we meet in Annual Communi- 
cation ? " 

In the event of the loss of a charter by fire or otherwise. It should be the 
duty of the Grand Master, upon due representation of facts, to grant a dispen- 
sation allowing the lodge to continue its work until the succeeding Annual Com- 
munication of the Grand Lodge ; at which time, through its regular committee, 
a duplicate charter is ordered to be issued. The body which granted the orig- 
inal should be the one to authorize the issuance of the duplicate. 

The Grand Lodge, however, authorized the Grand Master and Grand Secre- 
tary to issue a duplicate charter to any lodge In case of loss by fire. 

We agree with him as to the importance of the Grand I.odge extending its 
fostering care to>«^ard building up a Grand Lodge library, and are pleased to 
note that progress is being made In that direction. 

Alluding to the fraternal dead of other Grand Jurisdictions, kind mention 
is made of M.-. W.*. Joseph D. Evams and John W. Simokb, of our Jurisdiction, 
and of the latter he says : 

'* Brothbr John W. Simons was for thirty vears Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Correspondence of the Grand Lodge of New York, and his reports 
were ever full and replete with Masonic lore and knowledge. Though dead, he 
has left behind him an Imperishable Masonic name. ' He speaks In tne Masonic 
literature to which he was so large a contributor, and in the exposition of the 
sublime principles to which he devoted much time and thought.' Idaho gprleves 
In the death oi the illustrious dead, and sends its mournful tribute of sincere 
fraternal condolence to their memory.'' 

An amendment to the Constitution, in regard to dlmissions, identical with 
the law of our Jurisdiction, was proposed, and final action deferred until next 
year. The adoption of this provision. In our Judgment, will tend to prevent, 
rather than create, unaffiliates. 

As stated in the minority report : 

** If a Mason desires to retain membership he must be elected in another 
lodge before he can be dimltted from his own lodge. It will serve to keep our 
brothers within the body of the Craft, and will abate the great wrong of some 
worthy brother being thrown out in the cold on account of a rejection through 
malice or spite." 

From an interesting article on the progress of the Grand Lodge, we gather 
the following facts : 
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It was organized December 17, 1867, by the representatives of five lodges, 
haying a membership of two hundred. 

In 1870, comprised 8 lodges, with 288 members. 
In 1875, " 10 " " 349 " 

In 18.S0, " 10 " *' 384 " 

In 1KS5, " 12 " " 495 " 

In 1889, " 19 " " 748 "

COBBESPONDENCE. 

The report on Correspondence (85 pp.) covers the proceedings of fifty-two 
Grand Bodies, and from the introductory remarks of the chairman, R.*. W.'. 
Charles C. Stevenson, we excerpt the following : 

" We say here, fearlesslv, that we believe In the antiquity of Masonry. We 
believe In God (the Bible's God), in the divinity of the Holy Bible, in Solomon's 
Temple, and that Masonry there received organization and first commenced its 
active life. We defer to the statement that the Ritual was modified and chans:ed 
In 1717 in Enicland, but that has nothing: to do with the antiquity of our Order, 
or its origin at Solomon's Temple. Whenever a man commences to doubt the 
lec^ends and doctrines of Masonry, he will end In doubting: God and the Bible. 
We are not a church member, and undoubtedly never will be. We do not affect 
piety, but, unfortunately, are quite the reverse ; yet we believe in Masonry, it* 
teachiu<;s and priaciples, and those all tend to strengthen in us the belief which 
has become part of our life." 

When a young member of our Institution, iw g.ive credence to the statement 
of the origin of Freemasonry in the Solomonial times, but— well, we are past 
that, and satisfied to accept It as a legend. 

We Infer our brother does not believe In the " Missouri " doctrine, for under 
the head of California we note the following : 

"If a Mason wants to take a drink, let him do so, but bear in mind the car- 
dinal virtue. Total abstinence Is not temperance. We believe In sociality In 
lodge-rooms — a smoke after every meeting, and a glass of beer thrown in, won't 
hurt us or lower our standing before God and man. Give us more of the old-time 
Joviality and sociability. The strict, Iron-clad, pipe-day stock notions of Puri- 
tanism are out of place In Masonic lodges." 

We believe in the cultivation of the social features of our Institution, have 
no objection to the fragrance of tobacco (if good quality), but wo draw the line 
at beer or any spirituous liquor within the precincts of a lodge-room. They are 
not In harmony with our Institution or Its principles. 

We think no one will question the rigid of the Tiler to vote, if he so desires, 
but we have always considered that when a brother accepted that position 
he did so with the understanding that his duty was outside the door, and on all 
ordinary business he, for the time being, relinquished his rights. Our brother is 
to some extent a strict constructionist, for he says: 

" We are not sure but what tiie neglect to call in the Tiler would invalidate 
the ballot." 

We rather lliink not. 

With all due respect, we decidedly object to the liberal views of our brother, 
in that he would allow lodge meetings on the d^' regarded and reverenced l^ 
the Christian world as the Sabbath. 
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The review is one of iuterest, and New York, for 1889, receives a compliment- 
ary notice. Beferring " to the Grand Officers being elected by acclamation,'' 
he says : " Isn't that rather un-Masonic ? " We think not. Under our law, 
when but one candidate is nominated the election is by the usual sign of a Mason, 
and we are proud of the fact that for many years we have not had recourse to a 
vote by lodges to settle a contest for office.

ILLINOIS. 

60th Communication, CHICAGO, October 1, 1889, 

M.'. W.'. John C. Smith, Grand Master, the representatives of six hundred 
and fifty lodges, and New York by Bro. Walter A. Stevens, who, upon his 
formal reception, most gracefully conveyed the fraternal wishes and good will 
of our Grand Lodge. 

The Grand Master's address (30 pp.) is every way worthy of that great Juris- 
diction, and his earnest fraternal words bespeak the character of the man. 

Naturally his thoughts tura to the commencement of the half-century just 
completed, and we present the following as of interest : 

"Looking back through the dim vista of more than three-quarters of a cent- 
ury, to that altar of Freemasonry erected In Kaskaskia, the then flourishing city 
of the Northwest, *the ancient seat of empire for more than one hundred and 
fifty years,' I see that band of brothers assembled under the authority of Penn- 
Fvlvania, who formed the first lodge in the 'Territory of Indiana' — for we were 
not yet the Territory of Illinois — Western St^r, No. 107, register Grand Lodge of 
Pennsylvania. 

" That dispensation was issued to * Buo. James Edoak, a Past Master, 
Ancient York Mason,' September 34, 1805, signed * Israel Israel, Esquire, 
Grand Master of Masons,' and the lodge was organized December 12, 1805. 

" A charter was granted June 3, 1806, and the lodge was duly constituted 
September 13, 1806, by Bro. Bobert Bobinson, a Past Master. The following 
brethren were duly Installed : 

" James Edgar, W. M. William Arundel, Secretary. 

" Michael Jones, S. W. Bobert Bobinson, S. D. 

"James Gilbraith, J. W. Dr. George Fisher, J. D. 

" These brethren were not only the advance guard of this great body of 
Freemasons— the second in the list of Grand Lodges in the United States — but 
they were the pioneers of that civilization which has subdued the wilderness and 
peopled the Mississippi Vnlley, the heart of this great continent, with uiUlions 
of the most progressive people the world ever saw. Each one of the brethren 
named stood among the first of the pioneers of their time, and associated with 
them, either by afflliation or initiation, in the early years which followed, were 
many whose names adorn the pages of the history of this State and the nation. 
I mention but a few : Shadrach Bond, the first Govenior of this State, as he 
was the first Grand Master of Masons of the first Grand Lodge of Illinois, organ- 
ized in 1822, at Vandalia ; Henry Dodge, afterwards United States Senator from 
Wisconsin; Judge James Finney; John Hay, of St. Clair County; Judge 
Thomas C. Browne ; Abnbr Field, State Treasurer in 1824, when he reported 
the total revenues of the State during his term as 183,363.21, leaving balance in 
Treasury of ISSj.'VSe.TS. In marked contrast is the repc»rt made by your Grnnd 
Master wheu State Treasurer in 1884, sixty years later, when he reported the 
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revennes daring his term as $12,875,447.94, with a balance in Treasury of 
$8,902,511.69. We very much question If the growth in mat-erlal wealth of this 
State can be more tersely put than in the above statement of its Treasury. 

** We also find among these early Freemasons Dr. Horatio Nbwhall, Dr. 
Addison Philleo, Captain H. H. Gbab, and Charles Gear, each of whom assisted 
in establishing Masonry in Galena in the early twenties, and the two latter 
Masters of lodges ; while at a later day we find Judge Sidney Brbese ; Stephen 
A. Douglas, United States Senator, and the first Grand Orator of this Grand 
Lodge ; General James Shields, United States Senator from three Stite», the 
second Grand Orator : Hon. James H. Mathent, the third Grand Orator, who is 
happily spared to be with ur U|)on this grand anniversary ; James A. McDouoall, 
Grand Orator, afterwards United States Senator from California; and Ely S. 
Parker, the Seneca Indian, lineal descendant of the Indian orator and Free- 
mason, Red Jacket, now, as he was then, the chief of what was once a great 
confederation, the Six Nations of Northern New Yorlc, and himself a Grand 
Orator of the Grand Lodge of Illinoii*. 

*^ Do you wonder at the character and standing of Freemasonry in this great 
Commonwealth to-day f Think of the men I have named, and the many others 
whose labors are fresh in your memories, who did so much toward the elevation 
of the Craft in all that makes the true man, the good citizen, and the loyal Free- 
mason. 

<* Standing at noontide, at the hour of High Twelve, in the first century of 
this Grand Lodge, it behooves you and me, my fellow Craftsmen, to see that 
this high standard of Freemasonry be maintained ; that Freemasonry goes hand 
in hand with virtue, integrity, and morality ; that Freemasonry keeps well abreast 
with all that is great and good in man ; that Freemasonry keeps pace with 
the best and nobler impulses of humanity, and in full sympathy with the 
patriotism and best sentiment of the honest millions of this favored and 
enlightened Republic. Let there be no step backward, let there be no faltering ; 
but with that glorious motto, * The Fatherhood of God and the Brotherhood 
of Man,' emblazoned on our banners — that principle which has caused our 
Fraternity to be revered for ages ever before us, and the practice of which 
should be the aim of our daily life, we may hope to transmit this high standard 
of Freemasonry to our successors and they to theirs for countlese ages yet to 
come." 

Fraternal tribute is paid to the memory of the distinguished dead of that 
and sister Jurisdictions; had officiated at the dedication of a Masonic Hall, at 
the laying of the corner-stone of five public edifices ; had made many official 
visitations; granted dispensations for seven new lodges; and ts pleased to 
express his indebtedness to the Grand Secretary and Grand Libraiian of our 
Grand Lodge for copies of proceedings of the Grand Lodge of Illinois for the 
years necessary to complete their full set. 

The Grand Master condemns the practice prevalent in many lodges of that 
State, of the frequent and common use of a *^ summons," thereby making it of 
no more effect than a printed circular, and directs attention to the regulations of 
the Grand Body appertaining thereto : 

*^ To cause summonses to issue only when the welfare of Masonry, the in- 
terests of his lodge, or the rights of a brother demand ; cuid to take special care 
that diwbedience of a dtdy served gummons be promptly foUowed by diecipline, unless 
the offender render excuse for the offense satisfactory to the lodge. 

This is precisely our idea, and reference thereto will not do the Craft of our 
jurisdiction any injury. 

With reference to the subject of Cemeanism, the Grand Master says, " that 
this subject is unknown to this membership, and has in no way been officially 
presented," and further : 

'* We desire to say that the Committee on Correspondence does not voice the 
sentiment.of this Grand Lodge upon all subjects, and particularly as to this Scot- 
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tish Rite matter. Speaking: from a personal knowledge of the facts, we know 
his premises are false, and have no foundation in fact. If it be said that these 
reports on Correspondence * express nobody's views but the author's,' and are 
not 'intended In any way to commit the Grand Lodpe,' then they fail to serve 
the purpose for which intended, and ought to be abolished. Grand Lodges 
ought not to incur the cost of printing the Idiosyncrasies and dogmatic views of 
any committee Ifhe reports from wliich are not in consonance with sentiment of 
Grand Lodge, and not subject to review and action of same." 

If we may be permitted, we would say, we do not consider the report on 
Correspondence in any way commits a Grand Lodge. While largely the expres- 
sion of Individual opinion, yet it should as nearly as possible reflect the posi- 
tion of the Grand Lodge on all questions of importance. Such has always been 
our understanding, and we have endeavored to govern ourselves accordingly. 
Further, we do not consider it to be a medium for the presentation of partisan 
views on any subject. 

The Grand Secretary in his report presents an interesting and instructive 
paper on the progress of symbolic Masonry In the United States, together with 
a valuable table, exlilbiting the number of Grand Lodges, sub-lodges, and mem- 
bers, by decades, which we should be glad to transcribe in full, but our limits 
will not admit : 

In 1800, 11 Grand Lodges, 847 Constituted Lodges, 16,000 members ; . 

In 1840, 22 " " 687 " " 21,000 " 

In 1850. 28 " " 1,885 " " 66,142 ** 

In 1860, 84 " " 4,406 " " 103,768 "

The Grand Secretary takes pride in the announcement that six days after 
the close of the Annual Session of the Grand Body he commenced mailing copies 
of the proceedings. Let others do as well, and it would be a boon to all, and 
especially to the "Guild." 

The Grand Lodge oflScially recognized the '* Grand Lodge of North Dakota,'* 
and the *' United Grand Lodge of Victoria," and the record shows the noble 
response for the relief of the Johnstown, Pa., sufTerers of $4,855.91. 

During the session the Grand Lodge performed the ceremony of laying the 
Capstone of the tpwer upon the " Chicago Auditorium Building," and the form 
used is embraced in the Proceedings. 

The '* Semi-Centennlal " Anniversary was celebrated October 1, and seventy 
pages of the Proceedings are devoted to a full report of the ceremonies incident 
thereto. Rev. Bro. Geobgb C. Lokucbk delivered a grand oration on '< Masonry 
and the Dignity of Labor," and an elaborate banquet concluded the exercises. 
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The *' feast of reason," which is fully reported, rounds up in eloquent and appro- 
priate words the fiftieth anniversary. 

Grand Officers were present from the Grand Lodges of Pennsylvania, 
Indiana, and Iowa. 

Our brethren of Illinois may indeed be proud of the record presented, and 
of the method and Masonic manner of the celebration of the *^ golden wedding 
of the lodges of that jurisdiction.'' 

The printed Proceedings are enhanced by likenesses of M.*. W.*. John C. 
Smith, P. 6. M., R.-. W.*. L. L. Mcnn, Grand Secretary, and of M.-.W.-. 
ALEXA.NDER T. Darrah, P. G. M. Of the last named, who died September 4, 
we have also the account of the funeral obsequies, September 6, which were 
under the auspices of the Grand Lodge. 

The Grand Master thus voices the feelings of the Craft : 

" Our deceased brother was taken from us in the full vigor of his manhood, 
perhaps before his work was all done. But he leaves a glorious record behind— 
a quarter of a century devoted to the advancement of the great principles of onr 
Fraternity ; by precept and example he taught the Craftsman his duties toward 
God and man. His own life was one of strict Integrity and unquestioned 
morality. While Grand Master of Masons of this great jurisdiction his decis- 
ions and his advice were ever found on the side of an advanced and pure life. 
There may be somu who thought him a strict constructionist of law, some who 
thought he might have been more lenient ; but no one can say he was not sin- 
cere, and all admit that we are the better for his having been a member of our 
Fraternity." 

This distinguished brother had occupied various positions of trust and honor 
in the Grand Lodge, having been Grand Lecturer, Grand Examiner, Grand 
Junior and Senior Warden, Deputy Grand Master, and Grand Master in 1886 
and 1887. 

His memory is enshrined in the hearts of the Fraternity of that Jurisdic- 
tion, and an honored Craftsman has gone to his reward.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The report on Correspondence (246 pp.)— Bro. Joseph Robbins— is an 
exhaustive review of the proceedings of fifty-three Grand Bodies. We should be 
glad to present some points which are prominently discussed by our brother, 
but we have devoted so much space to the transactions of the Grand Lodge 
that we cannot do It Justice. It seems to us that our brother gives undue 
prominence to an argument in relation to the regularity of bodies known as the 
A. A. S. Rite. It hardly seems to have been required, and in our opinion is a 
matter to be discussed elsewhere. 

Under New Jersey, referiing to the question of difference between that 
Grand Lodge and the Grand Lodge of New York : 

"Without attempting to Judge which of the two Jurisdictions was in error 
as to the facts, or to attempt to settle for them a dispute which they are abun- 
dantly able to settle for themselves, it should not. be forgotten that there is a 
third party scarcely less Interested — Masonry universal— suffering from every 
unnecessary delay in reaching an adjustment on a fraternal basis. And so, too, 
there is one feature of this case, In common with other cases reported in Grand 
Master Moore^s address, in which Masons everywhere are interested. We 
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allude to the assumed possibility of unmaking, by edict or any other process, a 
Mason who has been made in a regular lodge, regularly at labor. If this were 
possible, he wonld be absolved from all obligations, something that expulsion — 
which goes to the utmost possible verge in divesting a brother of his Masonic 
character— cannot accomplish. It can divest him of his rights and privileges, 
but it cannot, lift from him the burden of responsibilities involved in his irrev- 
ocable obligatloBs.'' 

New York for 1889 is most generously treated, and we can assure our brother 
that New York proposes to inaugurate, perfect, and carry out the noble object of 
ft '* Masonic Home '' on business principles, and the subject of '* ways and means '' 
will not be ignored. No more Grand Lodge debt in this Jurisdiction. 

While the ** millennium " has not dawned on our jurisdiction, yet on the sub- 
ject of work we think we are as near uniformity as we can be, and it is due to the 
efforts of our Grand Lecturer, who, as the instructor, through the medium of 
yearly Digtrlct Conventions, educates the new oflScers and brightens up the old ones, 
and hence there is no difficulty in the Committee on Exemplification of the 
work (one from each Masonic district) recognizing and vouching for the *^ stand- 
ard work '' at the Annual Communication. 

We note the criticism on the action of our Grand Lodge in the matter of the 
recognition of the " United Grand Lodge of New South Wales." 

For the good and sufficient reason that our Grand Lodge was in fraternal 
official relations with the Grand Lodges who formerly held Jurisdiction over the 
Province of New South Wales, it was deemed an act of courtesy to await the 
recognition of the mother Grand Lodges. Personally we do not deem this to 
have been a necessity, but Masonic courtesy dictated the course. 

For the kind and courteous notice of our work of last year we express our 
acknowledgments. 

We aim to present that which is of interest and profit, within as reasonable a 
space as possible, but at the present writing (with Illinois before us), we doubt 
our ability to make a satisfactory exhibit within the minimum limits of last year.

M.\W.'. Isaac P. Letden, Grand Master, and the representatives of four 
hundred and fifty-eight lodges. 

The annual address (18 pp.) presents in a complete and succinct manner the 
official events of the year. Increased work had been done in the lodges and peace 
and harmony prevail. 

A fine personal tribute is paid to the memory of M. ■. W.*. Albert P. Charles, 
P. G. M., together with R.*. W.*. Brandon Lewis, P. G. Lecturer. Eloquent 
memorials were adopted by the Grand Lodge. 
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Dispensations had been granted for two new lodges. 

A generous response had been made for the relief of the yellow-fever suf- 
ferers at Jacksonyllle, Fla. 

Upon the proposed " Orphans' Home," referred to in last year's report, the 
Grand Lodge decided It to be inexpedient. 

We should judge from the proposition as presented before the Grand Xx>dge, 
that the time was not yet ripe for such an undertaking. The experience of 
others teaches the lesson that the necessary means should first be secured. 

Last year the Grand Lodge prohibited the issuing of circulars asking charity ; 
and in addition expresses disapproval of the un-Masonic practice of endeavoring 
to forestall the judgment of the Grand Lodge, through the medium of circulars 
to lodges and permanent members of the Grand Body, 8oIicitin«; their aid in car- 
rying tlirough such measures as may be desired, which seems to have prevailed 
in that jurisdiction. 

The committee wisely say : 

** Such practices are clearly against the principles and teachings of Masonry, 
and should be condemned and a stop put to them speedily. 

" All matters, unless otherwise directed by the Grand Lodge, should come 
beforeit in *open session, be considered and decided upon merit alone, and not 
by any undue influence that may be exerted through the prior issuing of cir- 
culars." 

We think that any brother so offending should be subject to discipline. 

We would respectfully suggest to the Grand Secretary that in addition to the 
" tabular statement," a recapitulation be furnished stating (1) number of lodges 
on the roll, (2) items of gains and losses, and (8) present membership. 

If this was done by all Grand Secretaries, it would be a great boon to the 
Committees on Correspondence in helping them to collect the necessary data for 
compilation.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

An excellent report on Correspondence (102 pp.) — ^Bro. Simeon S. Johmson 
— covers the proceedings of fifty- eight Grand Bodies. 

Ab a preface thereto he furnishes, in convenient form, a list of the several 
Grand Lodges, with numbers, date, and length of Annual Communication, name 
and address of Grand Master, Grand Secretary, and Chairman of Committee on 
Foreign Correspondence. 

Under Alabama, in commenting on a decision, thinks " it is drawing the line 
pretty tine, if it is good law {which we qiiestion), that a member of a lodge which 
had forfeited its charter is not entitled to Masonic burial." 

New York for 1888 is among the number reviewed, and, referring to the ques- 
tion of difference between the Grand Lodge of New Jersey aud the Grand Lodge 
of New York, he takes occasion to say : 

** Sometimes it seems that Grand Masters are in too much iiaste to issue 
edicts of nou-intercourse. We hold that is something that, in a great number of 
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Inptances, would be better left undone. It is a poor way of settling differences 
of jurisdiction ; in fact, is no settlement."

M.'. W.'. John Bennie, Grand Master, 4he representatlyes of twenty-six 
lodges, and New York by M.*. W.\ Joseph S. Mukbow. 

The Grand Master's address with accompanying documents (12 pp.) is deyoted 
exclasiyely to his official acts. Among the official dead, K*. W.*. Caleb M. 
Beck, Grand Tiler, is fraternally mentioned. 

Had responded promptly to the relief of the Johnstown sufferers. Seven 
dispensations granted for new lodges ; reports the same old story in regard to 
questions upon Masonic law, which a reading of the constitution would enable 
subordinate officers to decide for themselves (bat then they would not have the 
autograph of the Grand Master I ) ; belieyes in living up to the law, and hence had 
not been free In granting dispensations. 

The Grand Lodge adopted a regulation whereby the Masonic year in the lodges 
closes June 80 of each year, and the returns and dues be submitted before July 
25. This is an excellent regulation, and we know, from our own experience, it 
tends much to facilitate the business of the Grand Secretary and Grand Lodge. 

The report of the Committee on the '* Orphans* Home *' — alluded to last year 
—gives the assurance that it will be accomplished, and we wish them abundant 
success. 

The Grand Lodge of North Dakota was recognized and welcomed, and it was 
voted to present each of the past Grand Masters of the Grand Lodge witli a jewel, 
and further, that each retiring Grand Master, in the years to come, shall also be 
likewise remembered. 

The Grand Secretary reports " that he had not been able to get a dollar of the 
Library Fund from the Grand Treasurer the past year,** and we notice that a change 
was made in that office, B.*. W.*. Jambs J. MoAlesteb being elected Grand 
Treasurer, lliis may have been because of the absence of the former Grand 
Treasurer, it being a regulation of the Grand Lodge to elect as officers those 
only who are present. 

Ceremonial occasions, three in number ;the proceedings of one, held at Mus- 
kogee, June 24, 1889, upon the laying of the corner-stone of the United States 
Court Building, being reported in full, including the oration by B.*.W.'. Bobebt 
W. Hill, G. S. W., on " Masonry and Citizenship." 

With reference to the next place of meeting, to be held November 4, 1890, the 
record is : 

" Muskogee was awarded the contract. Every lodge in the Jurisdiction will 
therefore take due notice, send representatives without fail to Muskogee next 
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vear, and each delegate will be fed on the fat of the land, will be allowed to help 
himself to wliateyer he sees and wants, and ask for what he doesn't see, and go 
home rejoicing.'' 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

* 

The report on Correspondence (95 pp.)— M.*. W.*. Joseph 8. Murrow— re- 
ylews the proceedings of forty-three Grand Bodies, and includes an article en 
*' Ancient Landmarks,'' concluding as follows : 

" Let us adhere to ancient landmarks in so far as ancient landmarks are es- 
sential to true Masonry, but where ancient landmarks cannot be conformed to 
the progress and spirit of our day, let them all be relegated to the ancients and let 
us have in their stead such landmarks as are necessary to our day and generation. 
We have laid aside some of them-^letus lay aside all that are nut necessary, and 
all of which represent dead issues of the past." 

As germane to this subject, the chairman, in commenting upon the action of 
the Grand Lodge of Dakota, '^ that a man haying lost the sight of one eye, the 
other beiDg good, is eligible to receive the degrees of Masonry," says : 

** Thus Dakota stands forward for a more liberal construction of the old land- 
mark, and in this voices the sentiment of a very largo and growing element in Ma- 
sonry, especially in this country. The time is not far distant when doubtless nearly 
all the Grand Lodges will take action of a similar character ; when the internal and 
not the external form of a man will be regai'ded. As it is, many men entirely un- 
fitted by mental and moral makeup are permitted to become Mason?, while many 
whose mental and moral qualifications are uf the very best are denied initiation. 
The merely physical is not the whole of the man, nor is It the better part, and in 
these days when Masonry is speculative rather than operative we should have 
regard to the qualifications which arc best adapted to make a Mason bright and 
helpful." 

Of the proceedings of New York for 1889, which is among the number 
reviewed, he pays a grand compliment in the following : 

*^ This is a grand book compiled by a grand Grand Secretary, and contains 
the doings of a grand Grand Lodge, a record of the grand success of one of the 
grandest financial achievements engineered by one of the grandest Grand Masters 
.n all the history of Freemasonry.'' 

Of our worthy Grand Secretary : 

** The face and autograph of Grand Secretary E. M. L. Ehlebb look strong 
and heai'ty, • a tower of strength.' " 

We thank our Brother for his words of congratulation. If we could find any 
fault, it would be because of the new name given (by the printer undoubtedly) to 
one of our associates, '* Sackwater."

Edwin C. Blackmar, Grand Master, the representatives of three 
hundred and seventy-eight lodges, and New York by M.\ W.'. C. T. Gbanger. 

The officers of the Grand Lodge were escorted to the Grand Opera House, 
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where the sessions were to be held, by ** Colamblan Commandery, No. 18, K. T.," 
and most cordially welcomed by Bbo. J. S. Lawrbnob on behalf of Landmark 
Lodge, No. 108. 

The address of the Grand Master (19 pp.) is an admirable state paper for a 
deliberative Grand Body. The energetic thoroughness of the man is evinced in 
the official review. 

Under the system of inspection adopted by the Grand Lodge, the lodges 
were steadily progressing toward a high standard of excellence. 

We commend his suggestion that the inspection should be specially devoted 
toward those lodges from which no special invitation had been received. 

For the relief of the Jacksonville sufferers the response, under the strong 
appeal of the Grand Haster, had been large in amount, and an appropriation of 
two hundred dollara was made for the relief of the sufferen by flood at Johns- 
town, Fenn. 

Dispensations granted for seven new lodges. 

Alluding to an impending danger " to that peace and harmony which should 
always characterize a Fraternity founded upon the principles of brotherly love— 
via., the Scottish Rite Controveray ^'— he has the following : 

" It may be said by some that the controveray alluded to is a matter with 
which we, BB York laU Mammt, have no right to interfere, and I might be 
willing, in a measura, to concede that point, if it was a controveray having only 
ffenam results ; but as it affects Momm only^ and as such becomes a disturbing 
element in our ifutUtUion alone, it seems very clear to me that it is not only onr 
right, but a duty from which we cannot escape, to take action /or our own protee- . 
tion^ and I therefore earnestly recommend thut you give the subject your careful 
consideration, and take such action as may seem adequate to preserve and main- 
tain peace and harmony.' ' 

The Ck>mmittee on Scottish Rite Masonry and that portion of the Grand 
Master's Address entitled ''Impending Danger'' made an exhaustive report^ 
considering the subject under three heads : 

*' Second, If such dissensions exist between the membera of said bodies (yix., 
the A. A. S. R.), are they dangerous to tbe harmony of this Grand Lodge ana the 
biethren throughout the State ? 

*' Third, If the second question is determined in the affirmative, what legis- 
lation, iX any, is needed regarding the matter? " 

The conclusions of the committee resulted in the presentation of resolu- 
tions : — 

** Fourth. That all Master Masons in the Jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge 
are hereby required to withdraw from, or sever their connection with, said Cxr- 
tteau body prior to the next annual communication of this Grand Lodge. 

'* Ffflh, That the Grand Master issue his edict to the membera of the craft to 
enforce these resolutions. 

*' JSixUL That the Committee on Jurisprudence are hereby directed to report 
at the next session of this Grand Lodge such further legislation as may be neces- 
sary to enforce these resolutions and provide for the discipline of such brethren 
as refuse to obey them." 

And they were adopted by a vote of 682 to 843, 

In this matter we believe each Grand Lodge is the arbiter, and the circum- 
stances upon which the action is based is an important factor governing the 
action taken. Of the advisability of such radical action, we do not consider it the 
province of this Committee to pass an opinion. 
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Upon the general question we hare felt it our duty to express sn opinion 
under our review of Maryland. 

The improYement in the prompt returns of the subordinate lodges still con- 
tinues and is the result of his labors of last year. It but demonstrates the fact 
that when the right man is at the head of an institution, the subordinates soon 
become imbued with the same spirit and fall readily into line. 

He again refers to the question of concuirent border Jurisdiction with adja- 
cent Grand Lodges, whereby lodges contiguous to State lines may receive the 
petitions of parties residing in a sister Jurisdiction nearer such lodges than their 
own. 

The adoption of such a regulation would obviate the necessity of applications 
for waver of Jurisdiction and save time in correspondence. We can see no ob- 
jection thereto on the question of accommodati9n. 

He again directed the attention of the Grand Lodge to the subject of a 
" Widows and Orphans' Home." The measures presented heretofore bad been 
based upon a tax upon the membership or an increase of Grand Lodge dues suf- 
ficient to raise the required sum, but had failed to be acceptable, and his propo- 
sition was as follows : 

'' I have decided to recommend that an attempt be made to raise the neces- 
sary funds by contributions and bequests, and that our entire memberehip be 
requested and urged to contribute or provide In their wills that a certain amount 
of their estates shall, after their decease, be paid to the trustees of the Masons* 
Widows and Orphans' Home. 

** At first thought this scheme may seem novel, if not Yislonaiy ; but let me 
ezprese the opinion that, if rMthodieaUy and ty^LmuUieaUy undertaken and execu- 
ted, it will eventually prove successful.'' 

The Grand Lodge in its action thereon decided : 

'' That it is the sense of the Grand Lodge that the present method of caring 
for such widows and orphans — that is, by the lodges of which their deceased hus- 
bands and fathers were members — ^is preferable to that of building a widows and 
orphans' home. 

*' That while the building of a home would, at mat expense for building, 
salaries and other necessary expenditures, provide for the wants of a few, the 
present method, at much less expense, provides sufficienUy for the wants of all 
needy Masons." 

An eloquent necrological report is furnished by the Grand Secretary, from 
which we excerpt that which has reference to the late chairman of this committee : 

" John W. Simons, of New York, Grand Master and Grand Commander at 
home. Grand Treasurer of the Grand Encampment Knights Templar of the 
United States for twenty-one years precediue li»6; Masonic author (of Jurispru- 
dence and other works), and editor of the Masonic department of a New York 
daUy ; he for many long yeara was a landmark in the order — ^removed only when 
death summoned him from his post of duty. 

'* We met bim fint in 1856, mid-summer, as we were hastening to the trien- 
nial at Hartford, that year, and called upon him on our way. He, too. was a 
member of that famous body, and now there are only three, or possibly four, of 
us among the living. * Uncle John,' as he was familiar]y called in later yeara, 
was a power in the Masonic world. Clever and forcible as a writer, eloquent 
and entertaining as a speaker, he was ever pushed to the front, for his innate 
modesty ever held in check nis great abilities, save when ordered to go up 
higher. 

" One of the saddest events that ever comes to mortal man befell our brother. 
A steamer burned on the Hudson as it neared the shore. Upon it were the wife 
and daughter of our friend, who saw the wreck, while powerless to save. Wo 
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Ildow not that be bad an enemy ; if he had, be was false to the sentiment of the 
poet, who said : 

" * If each man's deeply hidden woe 
Were written out upon his brow, 
For many, then, our tears would flow 
Who rather move our hatred now.' 

"We ofttimes feel this In our heart as we strive to hide our own grief and 
wear a pleasant smile for those who know not, and perhaps care not, that sor- 
rows such as few liave ever known press heavily upon our brow, even as we 
write these lines in memoriam of the dead we had known, and with many of 
whom we had loni^ labored in the upbuild log of the temple some would fain see 
topple o'er our head. 

"Of late years, Bro. Simons had himself been an Invalid, and had 'hied 
away ' to the mountains to breathe his last mid the pure air of nature's tem- 
ples, unpolluted by human hands. Born at New York City, October 5, 1821, he 
died at Central Valley, Orange County, November 2S, 1888. Jiequieaeat inpdce,^^ 

The Grand Secretary gives one of his model reports, and has a few words of 
advice toward what constitutes a " model Grand Secretary." 

We are under the impression that our esteemed brother is in error in report- 
ing New York as being noglis^ent under the heads 10, 11, and 12. 

The information called for was supplied in transactions of 1888, at pages 97 
and 274, and will be found for 1889 at pages 59 and 254. 

We note that the election of a brother to membership in a lodge onlf 
requires a two-thirds vote. 

The valuable Grand Lodge Library was enriched by the addition of two liun- 
dred and forty-eight volumes contributed by Bbo. Farvin ; also the purchase of 
a valuable Bible at a cost of one hundred and fifty dollars. 

The " United Grand Lodge of New South Wales " was officially recognized ; 
also the " United Grand Lodge of Victoria.*' 

Next place of meeting, Ottumwa, June 8, 1890. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The most interesting part of the Proceedings is to be found in the report on 
Correspondence (130 pp.), contributed by Bro. T. S. Farvim, and embracing the 
Proceedings of forty-three Grand Bodies. 

The reputation of our brother In this department is well known. It Is 
among the heat of the series. Its pages teem with sound Masonic laW, ripe com- 
ments, and gems of thought, which we would gladly present in this report did 
our space admit. 

New York for 1888 receives his approval, and we present his remarks in 
reference to present difficulty between our Grand Lodge and that of the Grand 
Lodge of New Jersey : 

" We have heretofore, and we now renew our statement, and enter It on 
record, that for a Grand Master, or a Grand Lodge, even, of one Jurisdiction to 
declare the acts of a subordinate lodge in any other jurisdiction nail and void, 
U beyond the province of such body. That candidate was initiated in due 
accordance with all the laws of Masonry of New York and of the world, and as 
such was as much a legally made Mason as any Mason In the jurisdiction of the 
Grand Lodge of New Jersey. And while we concede that under the circum- 
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stances of the proposed grievance the Grand Master of New Jersey mirht have 
Interdicted all communication between him and the Lodgres of his obedience, his 
assumption or authority to declare the act of the New York lodge Mrregular. 
unlawful) without Masonic Tirtue. and hence null and void and of no effect/ 
was an outrageous assumption oi authority not supported by law, usage, or 
otherwise, of any Masonic Body or jurisdiction in the land. . . . So far as the 
individual candidate is concieriied, it is solely a question between the two Grand 
Lodges, bat the principles inyolved concern tne Masons and ofBcers of the Grand 
Lodge of Iowa, and of every other Grand Jurisdiction, to the same full extent as 
It does those ojf New York and New Jersey. We are contcndlnfl^ for a principle, 
hence state oar views plainly and positively in reference to the action had in 
this case." 

The group o^ special subjects separately considered embrace articles on 
" Ancient Landmarks," " Right of Lodges U. D.," " Right of VlsitaUon," " Right 
of Instruction," '<NoB-AffllUtion," '< Right of Masonic Burial," and "Cemeau 
Masonic Bodies." 

The Proceedings are in execution and arrangement unsurpassed by any, and 
have in addition biographical sketches of M.*. W.*. Rob. Morris, P. G. M. of 
Kentucky, and M.*. W.*. Bbrrtman Jenninqs, P. G. M. of Oregon.

Watson M. Lamb, Grand Master, and the representatives of two 
hundred and forty-six lodges. 

The Grand Master concisely presents the official record, and the affairs of 
the Jurisdiction appear to be in a good condition. 

Referring to the organization of the Grand Lodge, the following is of 
interest : 

<< A third of a century has come and gone since the oiganlzation of this 
Grand Lodge. Thirty-three yeurs ago the 27th day of last December a handful 
of brethren, representing two of the three chartered lodges in the then Territory 
of Kansas, met in convention in the city of Leavenworth and resolved, * That we 
do now proceed to organize a Grand Lodge for the Territory of Kansas.' Bro. 
John W. Smith, W.*. M.*. of tiuiithton Lodge, No. 140, was chairman, and Bro. 
Richard R. Rbbs was secretary of the convention. A constitution was adopted 
and a Grand Lodge opened, but owing to there not being present a representa- 
tion of all tbe chartered lodges in the Territory, the completion of the organiza- 
tion was postponed till the 17th day of March following, when the brethren 
again assembled at the Masonic Hall in Leavenworth. Delegates from all the 
chartered lodges— viz.. Smith ton. No. 140 ; Leavenworth, No. 150 ; and Kansas, 
No. 158— being present, they approved the action of the convention of December 
27, and proceeded to complete the organization by opening a Grand Lodge, 
adopting a constitution and code of by-laws, and electing and Installing Grand 
Officers. 

" This, in brief, is the history of the organization of this Grand Body, the 
complete records of which will be published in connection with the revised 
edition of our By-Laws. Of the first elective officers of this Grand Lodge, not 
one is now living. Of the other participators In the organization of tbe Grand 
liOdge, the only survivors at tbe present time, so far as I can learn, are Bros. 
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John A. Haldebman, H. Miles Moore, and R.*. W.*. CnRiSTiAN Beck, our 
Grand Treasurer. It may be worth our while, in passing, to note the orogresa 
made in the third of a century since the organization of this Grand Louge. At 
that time there were three chartered lodges, with a membership of less than one 
hundred ; now there are three hundred and four lodges, with a membership 
aggregating nearly sixteen thousand. At th^t time the Grand Lodge was without 
a dollar in the treasury ; now there is a balance of over ten thousand dollars in 
the general fund, and nearly two thousand in the charity fund. This, to my 
mind, is yerv satisfactory, and reflect^i credit upon the financial management of 
this Grand Body and the Craft generally throughout this Grand Jurisdiction." 

But one Fast Grand Officer had died the past year, R.*. W.*. Daniel Yan- 
DBBDioT, Grand Junior Warden at the organization of the Grand Lodge, and 
fraternal remembrance also paid to the memory of M.'. W.*. John W. Simons of 
our jurisdiction. 

"The brethren in the Grand Jurisdiction of New York have been called 
to mourn the loss of one of their able and distingulslied members, M.'. W.\ 
John W. Simons, Past Grand Master. For ftiany long years he Htood at the head 
of the Fraternity in that jurisdiction. In all his Masonic relations he ever dis- 
tinguished himself as a wise and accomplished officer. Bbo. Simons as a Masonic 
jurist ranked high. He was the author of a work on Masonic jurisprudence, 
which is considered by the leading members of the Fraternity as an authority. 
As a writer, he had few equals and no superior. His reports ou fraternal corre- 
spondence were always interesting and of great value to all Masonic students. 
Bso. Simons had attained his sixty-third year. 

** He devoted the latter part of his life to Masonic literature, and his pro- 
ductions were of a high order, tending greatly to increase Masonic light and 
knowledge throughout the land and elevate the Fraternity to a higher and 
nobler plane of thought. The loss of tiiat accomplished workman falls not a1t)ne 
on the frntres of the State of New York, but will be keenly felt by the brethren 
wherever Masons are found, especially on this side of the Atlantic." 

Many decisions reported, which in general ate sound, and, as amended by 
the Committee on Jurisprudence, are in accord with our understanding of 
Masonic law and usage. 

He suggested various changes in the law^ but the Grand Lodge did not co- 
incide in his views. 

We agree with him thoroughly on the following, having reference to— 

"fublio parades. 

*^ Numerous applications were received for dispensations to permit lodges to 
appear in public on Decoration Day, the Fourth of July, and other occasions. In 
reply to these applications I informed the lodges that the by-laws of the Grand 
Lodge permitted a lodge to publicly celebrate St. John's Day In June and 
December, and one other day in each year, without obtaining special authority 
therefor, but that in my opinion It was not proper for a lodge to appear In public 
except on strictly Masonic occasions, or to perform some duty or ceremony con- 
sistent with Masonic usage. While I believe it to be the duty of every Mason to 
join in the due observance of the day set apart for the decoration of the graves 
of those patriotic citizen-soldiers who gave their services, if not their lives, to 
maintain the integrity of this nation, and also in the celebration of the anniver- 
sary of our national independence, I am of the opinion that it should be done 
as comrades and citizens, and not as membera of any society, secret or other- 
wise." 

Dispensations had been issued for seventeen new lodges, and the corner- 
stones of seven public buildings had been laid the past year. 

Schools of Instruction had been held throughout the jurisdiction, but the 
result did not seem to accomplish the purpose. 
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Rev. Bro. Savubl C. Busskr delivered an oration before the Grand Body, 
on '* Mi^Bonry, its Standing and Influence." 

While we can hardly go back aa far as our Rev. Bro. in reference to the 
birth of our Inatltutlon, yet the addresa la good In its tone and character. 

We excerpt one thought : 

*' Masonry consista of an almost endless series of pictures, so presented to 
the mind as to leave lasting impressions. It Is not built on any system of 
thought or philosophy ; it is not, as has been so often asserted, * the pickle in 
which to preserve ancient architecture, science, and learning.* Masonry is an 
album of realistic scenes drawn from actual life, covering tlie journey all the 
way from the cradle to the grave. No Mason can ever commit an act but what 
there will rise before his eye a scene representing the true, the beautiful, and 
the good, with their accompanying rewards, if he take that course ; or, if he take 
the opposite, prefiguring before him certain destruction, darknef^s, and woe, with 
their inevitable penalties. This is the true glory of our Institution, ever to keep 
before the mind a panorama of success and failure. The eye is, no doubt, the 
window of the soul, and while Masonry does its grandest work there, we are 
not to forget that every one of the five senses is appealed to. Masonry attempta 
to influence a man^s soul at every point. This is what is meant by the symbolism 
of Masonry— human life, illustrated— the picture-gallery of the neart— an illua- 
trated compendium of the intellect, sengibllities, and the will. A symbol is a 
truth, sentiment, or hope represented to the eye. It is very easv to see, therefore, 
that when we studv the symbolism of Masonry we are drinking at the spring 
of its life, and are aigiring'in that part of the rich field where the priceless treas- 
ure of its true meaning may be found." 

The " United Grand Lodge of New South Wales " was officially recognised. 

Next place of meeting, Sallna, February 19, 1800. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The report on Correspondence (170 pp.) not only presents an interesting 
rSnani of the proceedings of fifty-two Grand Bodies, but the opinions and com- 
ments of the chairman, R.\ W.'. John H. Brown, are eminently sound and 
deserving of careful attention. 

Under Arizona, alluding to intemperance and profanity, he says : 

** It is truly gratifying to note the radical change going on in the minds of 
the better claPs of men, and their readiness to sit down upon any and all low, 
vulgar, and vicious habits, the indulgence of which tends so much to lower the 
dignity and debauch mankind. Certainly, there are none that do the work more 
eflectually than the twin vices, profanity and drunkenness. At the very entrance 
to the ground floor we admonisn the neophyte of the evil consequences that will 
follow him who indulnces in these vices so common among men." 

We agree with him In the following, under Georgia : 

** Among other matters to be found in these Proceedings Is the report of the 
Committee on Appeals and Grievances, and here it is : * V/e recommend that the 
action of the various lodges be sustained, and the following persons be expelled 
from the privileges of Freemasonry for non-payment of dues.' The application 
of this law is Masonic death to one hundred and twenty-three brethren of the 
mystic tie. not pernofu^ for no other offense than that of being poor and unable to 
pay their ones. This action on the part of the Grand Lodge of Georgia is about 
as cold-blooded as anything that has ever conre under my observation, and cer- 
tainly it cannot be possible that so cruel and oppressive a law as this can be 
found in the statutes of any other Grand Lodge on the continent of America. I 
hope not, for the good name of Freemasonry. From all such unjust, unfratei^ 
nal, and unmaaonic laws, good Lord, deliver me I '' 
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Under the bead of Texu, the foUowlDg coneeryative rlew : 

'*In respect to pbYslcal ottallficatlons, we have heretofore said, and now 
repeat, that any man who conla comply with the reoiiirements of the Kltual, if 
otnerwlse worthy, should not be rejected because of some minor defect which 
would not in the least prevent compliance with the private work. This matter 
Is, aa we think, wisely left to the judgment of our several lodges, with the law 
to help them in case of doubt. One remark further : Under our Constitution, 
if the E.*. A.*, degree has been conferred on a proper candidate, subsequent ail- 
ments or injuries will not bar his f ature advancement, for we regard him as a 
Mason, and accord to bim every facility for moral progress and enlightenment." 

New York, for 1888, receives fraternal consideration, and be compliments, in 
strong terms, the labors of Grand Master Lawbbmos.

From the Annual Address of the Grand Master (16 pp.) we learn that : 

" Not one word of dissension has arisen to mar the pleasant relationship ex- 
isting between this Grand Body and the rest of the Masonic world. So quiet 
and fraternal have all our relations been, that our anxiety has been lulled into 
the peaceful belief that there is no such thing as strife and contention among 
Mas^nsJ^ * * 

The fraternal dead of that and sister Jurisdictions are mentioned In kindly 
remembrance. 

Among the number we note R.'.W.*. Albebt D. MoConaught, who died 
February 8, 1890, aged fifty-six years. He was faithful in the performance of every 
duty, and devoted to the interests of Masonry. Chosen Grand Junior Warden in 
1878, had advanced by regular gradations to office of Deputy Grand Master in 
1881. 

Relief had been promptly extended to the sufferers at Johnstown, Fa., and 
dispensations issued for thirteen new lodges. 

In the fortherance of the monument to M.'.W.*. Sob Mobbis, we take 
pleasure in presenting the following : 
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'* Bro. Bob Morris impresfes on oar minds the beaut ffnl idea that ' we 
meet apon the level,* but while his wordA remind us of our fayorite theory that 
' there are no distinctions amon^ Masons/ yet, by his life and labors, we have 
learned that, thou&^h we may all stand npon the same checkered pavement, there 
is no common leyel of intellij^ence. By his works he has reared a monument to 
his own memory, more lasting^ than any material which nature has prepared, or 
man's inventlTe genius can devise. But the same spirit which prompted us to 
weave for him a chaplet, and crown him our poet-iaureate, has induced us to 
manifest our further appreciation of this distinguished frater in monumental 
marble. To this end I called upon the lodges for contributions, to aid In the 
erection of the memorial which shall bear witness to the honors which we, with 
heart and hand, would bestow upon this great man and true Mason.'' 

The first yolnme of the reprint of the Proceedings of the Grand Lodge, from 
1885 to 1865, is now completed. 

Official recognition extended to the "Grand Lodge of North Dakota*' and 
the " United Grand Lodge of Victoria." 

From an excellent practical address by the Grand Orator, Rev. Enoch Pow- 
BLL, we present the following : 

**l am not quite satisfied with such statements as that 'Freemasonry is a 
science of morality veiled in alleeory and illustrated bv symbols ;' * Freemasonry 
is a science of morality developed and inculcated by the ancient method of sym- 
bolism.' If Freemasonry were merely a symbolic morality, a mysUc, esoteric phil- 
osophy, it would not be possible for all men to l>e good Masons. It is not given 
to every man to grasp in thought the deeper laws of the highest life. Above and 
before all else Freemasonry is a brotherhood—a fraternity of helpfulness. By 
the cultivation and practice of the Masonic virtues the simplest mind may raise 
itself to the sublimest plane, and acquire a deep intuition of the 'Boyal Art.' 
He who has nothing more than faith in our beloved Order may be its brightest 
ornament, and may exemplify Its spirit ; while another, who can most eloquently 
expound all the mysteries, may not have been raised from the dead level to the 
living perpendicular, and may be a stranger to that which is at the heart of oar 
ceremonies, allegories, and symbols. We may concede that the first great want 
of the candidate is < light,' while his first great need is warmth of fraternal affec- 
tion. Our mystic rites have no magical efficacy. Not even to save a weak lodge 
from forfeiting a charter have we the right to admit those who have not found 
a moral basis for life and action, and who have not shown themselves to possess 
the fraternal spirit. The Masonic Institution is not a reformatory ; neither is it 
an association of men on the plane of self-interest, but a brotherhood. He who 
wants the ' Master's word ' only that he may secure the Master's wage — that he 
may travel in foreign countries with greater profit, that he may have a key to 
noble hearts and great opportunities, and that seats of honor and power which 
princes and rulers liave sighed for in vain may be his — must of necessity be blind 
to the true secret of our fraternal life. Our first great need is ' that light which 
never was on sea or shore ' — that without which our cable tow were but a rope of 
sand. Before we can cherish the laudable ambition * to best serve,' we must have 
something more than the abilily to open and close a lodge, expound ttie lectures, 
and give correctly the signs of recognition."

The report on Correspondence (196 pp.)— R.*. W.*. John H. Brown— is a 
thorough review of the Proceedings of fifty-four Grand Bodies. 

Under Illinois, the following with reference to new lodges meets our views : 

*^ Some years ago we advised that a petition for a new lodge in Kansas should 
not be granted to a less number than twenty-five applicants, and not then, eveo^ 
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nnlew the lod^e was to be located in acommnntty favorable to Masonry, and not 
likely to decrease In numbers in consequence of new railway lines, or other pub- 
lic improvements. What is true of that jurisdiction is also true here. The num- 
ber of lodji^es already planted are quite as many as the .Craft require and can 
support ; hence, if petitions for new ones are presented, they should have such 
backini^, present and prospective, aa would give good asjiurance of success in 
growth and permanence." 

New York for 1889 has a generous notice of five pages. 

These Proceedings reached us just as our report goes to press, and hence we 
have to omit that thorough consideration which its importance demands.

James D. Black, Grand Master, the representatives of three 
hundred and eighty-five lodges, and New York by M.'.W.*. John H.Lbathebs. 

The Grand Master prefaces his Annual Address {%i pp.) with a thought 
which comes to us all when we contemplate the past few years and recall the 
faces of many whose presence we miss and whose names are enrolled among 
the illustrious dead : 

*' In looking into the faces of the representatives before me, I am forcibly 
reminded that eTuxnffe has set Its imperious impress upon all things we know. 
The slow, tremulous, halting step and earnest look of old age are but the haftty, 
inevitable response to the lithe motion and Jocund shout of childhood. Dis- 
cordant sounds parade among the great harmonies of the universe. Spring, 
summer, autumn, and winter chase each other in quick succession, and life and 
death, the great antagonists in the law of existence, manipulate together. The 
beautiful tints in the picture of joy are quickly replaced by the somber colorings 
of sorrow, and these together create their laughter and their tears. Before the 
insatiable touch of this inexorable law crumble and melt the creations of human 
genius and human industry. And so it is with the personnel of this Grand Lodge. 

" A few who have met with us before are again here, each with his wonted 
zeal, intelligence, and fidelity, to assist in the legislation of the Craft. But all 
are not here. The places of the absent ones are filled by others, who, for the first 
time, are summoned to participate in these exalted labors." 

We hardly think any apology was necessary for the course of the Grand 
Haater in ''transcending the dtfinsd limits of his ofllce," in ordering an appro- 
priation of Grand Lodge funds to be sent for the relief of the sufferers at Johns- 
town, Penn., and his action is to be commended. 

Befers to the large number of dimissions, and thinks one explanation of it is 
that due regard is not paid to the qualifications of those elected to preside : 

** No man of doubtful reputation should be given a passport to our sacred 
retreat ; much less, when there, should he be called to position. Not only should 
the officer be above reproach in his private relations and character, but he should 
be able to look beyond mere ceremonial to the higher, deeper, and broader 
•thought taught by our symbolisms, and be able to Impart it to others." 
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Being of- the opinion that inactive and dormant lodges are an injniy, had 
cited Borne fifty-eight lodges to appear and show cause why their charters should 
not be forfeited. 

No Annual Address would be complete which did not refer to " Our Home,'* 
and indeed it is conceded by all to be a noble monument to the Fraternity of 
that Grand Jurisdiction : 

"The mention of its endearing name is an inspiration. Its beginning and 
its high aim are its own matchless orator. Its results are its fittest eulogium. 
Having come to ur over barriers that seemed insuperable, it is to-day securely 
enthroned in the affection of every true Kentucky Mason, and bids him arise to 
a yet newer life and a newer hope. He loves it because of Its trials and its mis- 
sion. It Is his offering to the widow and orphan. In words of tender pathos it 
whispers solace to the broken, dismembered households of your brethren. A 
contradiction to sham and hypocrisy, it seeks to ameliorate those on whom mis- 
fortune has laid its heavy hand.*' 

The Committee on Jurisprudence in tlielr report, which was adopted, say : 

" We note what the Grand Master says about the trial of the Master for 
unmasonic conduct. It occurs to your committee that our present law is suffi- 
cient in regard to this matter. Should the Master of a lodge be guilty of any 
Masonic offense, the Grand Master can suspend him from office, and upon the 
expiration of his term the lodge can then try him just as it would any other 
member. We are of the opinion that this is sufficient, and that no further legis- 
lation is necessary.'* 

We would go further than that, and belieye that, besides being suspended 
from office, he should be placed upon trial. 

By the law of our Grand Lodge, upon the presentation of chaiges, the 
Grand Master appoints a commission of not less than three disinterested 
brethren, who shall have attained the rank of Master and shall hail from three 
different lodges, to hear and determine the same. 

We should Judge there was a great diversity of work in that Jurisdiction, and 
we think that the proposed creation of the office of a Grand Lecturer will be 
found of great advantage. Its tendency would be to revive many lodges which 
now arc dormant, and awaken an interest in Masonry all along the line. 

The Grand Lodge, in its action on constitutional amendments, declined to 
" abolish the Fast Master's degree," and laid upon the table the following regu- 
lations : 

*' (1) Making the business of saloon keeping or selling, intoxicating liquors 
by the drink an offense against Masonry. 

" (2) That no lodge shall admit to membership any person engaged in such 
business. 

'* (3) That to use intoxicating liquors as a beyerage, be deemed a Masonie 
offense. 

" (4) That to own property and use or rent such property to be used as a 
place where Intoxicating liquors are sold to be used as a l>everage, be deemed 
a Masonic offense." 

The Grand Lodge paid a beautiful tribute to the memory of M.*. W.'. 
RoBBKT M. Faibleigh, Past Grand Master (deceased), recognised the Grand 
Lodge of North Dakota, and we acknowledge the compliment of the following : 

" Setolved, That this Grand Lodge tenders to the Grand Lodge of New York 
its sincere thanks for the beautiful bronse medal presented as a souvenir to 
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commemorate the happy event of the final extlnfi^Ubmeut of the Hall and Asy- 
lum debt. And congratulate the said Orand Lodge on the happy event." 

The " recapitulation " by the Grand Secretary fails to give a very important 
item, vIjs., the aggregate present membership of that Jurisdiction.

Orand Seeretariea ought to note the number of !odge$ 
repremited in the minutes, but we are aware that ooly a few take the pains to do 
such work." 

New York for 1889 has a generous notice of five pages, and of the address 
ofM.*. W.*. Bro. Lawrence, he says: ''Like all others emanating from the 
same source, it is sound and all business." 

Of the Grand Librarian, although a member of this committee, we are 
pleased to note the following deserved compliment : 

" One of the most Interesting papers in the volume before us is the report of 
the Grand Librarian. It shows great zeal and efficiency on the part of Bro. Car- 
ter. We predicted several years ago that he was the rising man, and we are not 
disappointed." 

With regard to action on the recognition of the " United Grand Lodge of 
New South Wales," we refer to our review of proceedings of Illinois : 

'' The Grand Lodge of Kentucky was the first of the American Grand Lodges 
to recognize the United Grand Lodge, so far as we are advised, and this writer is

Hf.*. W.'. CHA.RLB9 F. Bnoi:, Grand Master, the representatiTea of seyenty- 
two lodges, and New York by M.*. W.*. Samdbl M. Todd. 

From the Annual Address of the Grand Master (33 pp.) we are pleased to 
learn — 

*' That the Craft has moved forward in a slow bnt sure and steady stream 
of process ; that peace and harmony and good feeling prevail ; that there is an 
Increase inactive membership; revival oi Interest in Masonic work, and, most 
significant of all, a higher appreciation of the intrinsic grandeur of Masonry and 
its power and influence for good, as a recognized and permanent factor in the 
proDlem of man's mission on earth : then I can truly sav to you we meet at the 
close of a prosperous and successful year, one freighted with the 8:atherings of 
rich harvests In the fields of Masonic science and devotion, and buoyant with 
the hopes of promising developments in t-he near future.^' 

The honored dead of sister Jurisdictions have fitting words of remembrance, 
dispensations had been issued for four new lodges, and fifteen hundred dollars 
had been forwarded for the relief of the sufferers at Johnstown, Penn. 

The subject of the Joint occupancy of halls in conjunction with other bod- 
ies was presented for consideration, and the judgment of the Grand Lodge was 
to the effect, *Hhat while the policy of the Fraternity was to prevent Joint 
occupancy, still it was deemed unwise to make any change in the regulations," 
and the discretionary power invested in the Grand Master was continued as 
heretofore. 

Had declined to grant dispensation to act on the application of a candidate 
who had not resided the full term of one year in the State. On this point, the 
Grand Master says : 

"Whatever may be the so-called 'prerogatives' and 'extra-legal' powers 
which the Grand Master is believed by some to have, I consider him, under the 
Jurisprudence which obtains in this Jurisdiction, divested of all discretionary 
power where the written law is clear and unambiguous. His sole duty In such 
a case is to know the law, obey It, and see that others do so likewise.'* 

The recommendation of the Grand Master, that a Grand Lecturer or Special 
Instructor be appointed to regularly visit the lodges as the accredited expounder 
of the esoteric work, was considered by the Grand Lodge, and the matter left in 
the hands of the Grand Master to make such appointment, under regulations to 
be approved by him. 

Upon the Fraternal memorial tablet is inscribed the name of R.*. W.'. Gio- 
▼ANi Batista Sharbabo, Grand Sword -Bearer, who died May 25, 1889, beloved 
for his sterling qualities as a man and a Mason. 

M.'. W.'. MiOBBL Eloi Girard died April 15, 1889, aged sixty-one years. 

" He was made a Mason at Franklin, La., in July, 1855. In 1856 he was 
appointed Senior Warden of Hope Lodge, at this place, and in the year follow- 
ing was its Worshipful Master, and was continuously reelected to the ofiice to 
1868 ; and was again Master from 1869 to 1873 inclusive, and again at various 
times. Was High Priest of Gordy Chapt^, at Opelousns, in 1868 and 1869. 
Organized Hope Chapter at this place in 1870, and was High Priest till his death 
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•nineteen jean. Was^ Eminent Commtnder of Glrard Commandery for six 
con»ecutlve yean. Was created a life member of Orleans Commandery by reso- 
lution. Was Senior Warden and Deputy Grand Commander : wus Grand High 
Priest of the Grand Chapter In 1871 and 1872 : was Grand Master of the Grand 
Lod}re in 1878 and 1874. Held yarlous offices in other Masonic Grand Bodies. 
Was chairman of the committee on Masonic law and jurisprudence of the Grand 
Lodge from 1876 to 1887 ; was chairman of the permanent committee on work In 
the same body from 1876 till his death." 

The esteem In which he was held by the brethren of that jurisdiction placed 
him high among the most honored Masons who had devoted love and serrlce to 
the Craft. 

Official recognition was extended to the United Grand Lodge of New South 
Wales, the United Grand Lodge oT Victorla,«the Grand Lodge of Puerto Bico, 
and the Grand Lodge of North Dakota. 

The Grand Lodge proposes to celebrate St. John's Day, June 24, 1890, in the 
city of New Orleans, and arrangements were perfected for the erection of 
a new Masonic Temple (on the site of the old one), at a cost not exceeding 
160,000. 

The Important event of the Masonic year was the Centennial Celebration of 
the inauguration of Bro. George Washington, flret President of the United 
States, held under the auspices of the Grand Lodge, April 90, 1889. 

A full report of the interesting exercises forms a part of the Proceedings, 
and embraced Address by M.'.'W.*. Charles F. Buck, Oration by Bev. and 
W.'. Bro. W. A. Snivelt, and also Addresses by different brethren. In German, 
Spanish, French, and Italian, concluding with a banquet. 

From the Opening Address of the Grand Master we present a few extracts : 

" The Freemasons of Louisiana deemed the event worthy of this commemo- 
rative service. Their Just pride in the fact that the first President of the United 
States, the great and good Washing^n, was a member of the Fraternity, but more 
especially the relation which the duties and principles of Freemasonry bear from 
the point of view of human welfare to this most important event in the temporal 
history of our race, make it peculiarly appropriate that the Masons should lake a 
special interest in its celebration. 

** It is not the mere circumstance that on this day a hundred yeara ago the first 
President of the United States took upon himself the oath and duties oi his office, 
that make it memorable. It Is rather that the event marks the climax of the de- 
velopment of an epoch which, beginning with the Declaration of Independence, 
culminated in complete realization with the adoption of the Constitution of the 
United States. The colonies had gained their independence ; they had conquered 
the foreign foe. Thev had yet to conquer themselves ; to subdue their jealousies 
and overcome their dissenslous. Liberty had been achieved ; but It was yet un- 
determined whether It was to be liberty a blessing, with order, peace and mutual 
protection ; or liberty a curae, going, recldess and uucouirolled, to confusion, 
chaos nnd ruin. 

**The event we celebrate to-day tells the story of the struggles' end— how 
virtue and patriotism prevailed, and mankind was made forever secure in the pos- 
sessiouaof the ble8sin<(s of liberty, under the Constitution of the United States. 

*' My scope in this day's exercise* shall be to show how we, as Freemasons, 
feel a special duty in regard to the event, and enjoy a special honor in reference 
to the person of its hero. 

" George Washington was a Freemason. He received his degrees In Freder- 
icksburg Lodge, No. 4, Fredericksburg, Va. He was Initiated <m the 4ih of No- 
veint>er, 1752 ; passed to Fellow Craft on March 8, and raised a Master Mason 
on August 4, 1758.'' 

" In 1788 Edniond Bandolph, Governor of Virginia, and Grand Master of Ma- 
sons, constituted and chartered Alexandria Lodge, No. 22, with George Washing- 
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TON and others as constitnent members. In 1805 this lodge changed its name 
to ' WashiDgton-Alexandria,' in commemoration of Washiugton's member- 
ship. • • ^ 

** General Jacob Mobton, who was *' marshal of the day " on the memorable 
occasion one hundred years ago, was W.*. M.>. of St. John's Lodge of New 
York, and Cliancellor Kobbkt R. Livinoston, who administered the oath to 
Washinoton, the oath which made him President, was Grand Master of Masons 
of New York at the time. 

♦ * ♦ " George Washington, Father of our Country I Historians, poets, 
and orators have laid their dearest tributes at thy feet, and on thy head the 
laurel of pure devotion and immaculate patriotism. As we grasp in the scope of 
our vision the country and the men of April 30, 1789, we feel indeed the pres- 
ence of the genius of Thomas Jefferson, the untiriog energy of Alex. Hamilton, 
the humanity of Benjamin Franklin— the worth and grandeur of a nation of pa- 
triots ; but towering above them all stands he, the immortal Washington, the all- 
embracing one, majestic in personal as exalted in moral stature, gathering around 
his lustrous brow the virtues and the triumphs of his age. Stern, solemn, and 
austere, he was sublime in his devotion to truth, to duty, and to justice. If he 
had little of that glittering quality that < eagle-plumes men's souls,' he had ali 
of that gentler worth that makes ^em truly great in the unconsciousness of 
greatness. He has taken his place in history as the one incorruptible figure, Im- 
pervious to the flattery of success and unsednced bv the temptations of power ; 
and he will hold it forever, more imperishable, in this, than the liberty he gave 
to posterity. This may be lost ; the Republic itself may perish ; the ravages of 
time work ruin where now teems prosperity housed in magnificent abodes ; the 

gasslons of men may desecrate the idols of the past, and bind again in chains of 
ondage and oppression the dignity of degraded manhood—but so long as love 
of liberty, of justice and truth snail abide in the human heart, to nourish its faith 
in a final and perpetual regeneration, so long will the glory and the memory of 
Washington prevail— 

* * * * a watchword such as ne'er 

Shall sink, while there's an echo left to air.' " 

The several addresses are appropriate, in harmony with the occasion, and 
the Grand Lodge is to be congratulated on thus presenting the Masonic aspect 
of the anniversary occasion. The celebration was worthy of the event and of 
Freemasonry, redounded to the credit of the Grand Lodge, and cannot but 
be conducive to the advancement of Freemasonry in that jurisdiction. 

'' A life how useful to his country led ! 
How loved while living I how revered now dead ! 
Lisp, lisp his name, ye children yet unborn 1 » 

And with like deeds your own great name adorn."

M.-. W.'. JoHH Q. A. Fellows, in the report on Correspondence (80 pp.), 
adopts the same plan as heretofore, and his reasons therefor are embraced in his 
Introductory, which we present : 

" We continue this (our fourth) report in the same form as the three pre- 
ceding reports. Though requiring more labor and greater care and muc];^ more 
time in its preparation, we think it more satisfactory and nearer the require- 
ments of what these reports should be. We dislike the usual form, having an 
antipathy, so to speak, toward the gossip frequently found in them, and which 
can be of little or no interest to any one except those immediately concerned, 
and these are confined to the reporters and probably Grand Masters and Grand 
Secretaries, and as to them only so far as something may be written as to their 
own Grand Lodges. We write for the Frateniiiy of our own jurisdiction. They 
pay the expenses of these reports, and are or should be interested only in what 
concerns the general welfare of the craft, and the movements of a general 
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natare thronghoat the Masonic world, and especially as the same may affect us. 
The readin}]: Masons among us will seldom look through the reports State by 
State, and thus will miss, unless they do, many utterances that may be made 
and reported which are of real interest to them. But when we collate, with 
comments more or less freely made, the yarious sayings of Grand Masters and 
others, and important proceedings of Grand Lodges, under separate beads, prop- 
erly indexed, any subject treated of which is thought interesting will be reaU 
and considered/' 

The special subjects considered are : 

*' The Social Feature ; 

** The Saloon Question ; 

** Non-payment of Dues ; 

** Life Membersh ip ; 

** Object and Design of Freemasonry ; 

*' Powers of Grand Masters ; 

" Fees for Degrees ; 

" Masonic History ;

'' Hiram Lodge, No. 1, of Connecticut ; 

" Non-afflllatlon ; 

" The Cerneau Controversy ; 

'' Ancient Landmarks ; 

'* Grand Lodge Representatives ; 

*< Australia; 

" Foreign Grand Bodies ; 

« StatlsUcal Table of Work of Grand Lodges." 

That which has a direct bearing upon these special pointSi in the trans- 
actions of fifty-four Grand Bodies— including New York for 1889— are arranged 
under the appropriate heads. In this respect the plan is advantageous. 

Appended to the report is a list giving the date when the printed proceed- 
ings of the Grand Bodies were received, and it is interesting to note the length 
of time required in some jurisdictions for the accomplishment of this labor. 

The proceedings of the Grand Lodge of Missouri were received in thirteen 
days after the close of the annual communication of the Grand Body, and the 
next in order were those of New York within thirty days. 

The list shows that the proceedings of^ 
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In order that the proceedings of a Grand Body should be of practical use to 
the subordinates and those in correspondence interested therein, it would seem 
to us that the average should not exceed sixty days. We respectfully suggest 
that a material improvement in economy of time could be made by some Grand 
Secretaries. 

In our present report the order in which the proceedings were received by 
US is designated by number.

Frank E. Slbepbr, Grand Master, the representatires of one ban* 
dred and sixty-two lodges, and New Yoiic by Bbo. Marquib F. Kinq. 

The address of the Grand Master (16 pp.) is a strictly business paper. The 
year had been one of prosperity ; deceased brethren of that and other Jurisdic- 
tions are feelingly remembered, special mention being made of R.'. W.*. Ouybr 
Gebrish, p. J. G. W., the oldest craftsman in Maine, who had attained the ripe 
age of ninety-three years. 

The proceedings are graced by a line engraving of the venerable brother, 
and the Grand Lodge adopted an eloquent memorial in his remembrance : 

'* And I am glad that he has lived thus long, 

And glad that he lias gone to his reward ; 
Nor can I deem that nature did him wrong, 

Softly to disengage the vital cord. 
For when his hand grew palsied, and his eye 
Dark with the mists of age, it was his time to die." 

Had refused to grant dispensations for lodges to parade on Memorial Day, 
and also to receive petitions and ballot in less than the usual time, except In 
extreme caaes. 

The report of the Grand Lecturer, K.*. W.*. George EL Ratmond, demon- 
strates that — ^like his namesake in our jarlsdletion— he is an earnest and efficient 
official. 

Bro. E. B. Mallet, Jr., as for several years past, again provides the main- 
tenance of a ** Free Bed " at the Maine General Hospital. Truly the injunction, 
** to relieve the distressed is a duty incumbent upon all men," is warm in the 
heart of the donor. 

W.'.Elon G. Brown, Grand Representative of Maine near the Grand Lodge 
of New York, visited the Grand Lodge, and was warmly welcomed by the Grand 
Master.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The part of greatest interest, the report on Correspondence (198 pp.), is by 
the practiced hand of M.*. W.*. Josiah H. Drummond, reviewing the proceed- 
ings of sixty-two Grand Bodies, with the ability characteristic of our distin- 
guished brother. We always expect to find therein sound Judgment and correct 
interpretation of Masonic law, and the present report is no exception. 

Under Kentucky, upon the question of saloon-keepiug, the following : 

** But this verv question is the one in dispute ; very many hold that saloon- 
keeping is, in the highest degree, subversive of public morals, while many others 
hold the reverse. We do not propose to discuss it, nor state our view of the 
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quite ffODeral eofimrum of opinion. The fact is patent that the dispute exists, 
and the question is : * What tribunal shall decide it ? ' The very statement of 
the Question suggests the only answer—' The Grand Lodge/ the supreme tri- 
bunal for the decision of aU Masonic questions. If, therefore, the Grand Lodite 
decides and declares that saloon-keepinii: is immoral or subyersive of pubUc 
morals, there is an end of it, and every Mason of its allegiance is bound by the 
decision and declaration." 

There can be no question of the soundness of the following, under Florida : 

'^ We a^^ree that if a Mason becomes an atheist and Imps hU opmicnB to Mm- 
mLf, Masonic discipline cannot reach him ; but when he openly declares it, and 
denies the existence of Gk>d, he no longer * demeans himself as a brother,' but 
exposes himself to expulsion.'' 

For special reasons we are glad to note the following, sustaining, as it does, 
our comment of last year upon the action of the Grand Master of Ohio : 

'* In view of the action of the Grand Lodge the year before, we do not see any 
ground for any other result : if there has been any error, it was in the action the 
yesr before and not in this action. The Grand Lod^e adopted a law, and parties 
violated it knowingly, wilfully, and defiantly. Whether the law was right or 
wrong, U'vHu the law, and It was their duty to obey it : the Grand Lodge would 
have set a most dangerous precedent if it had allowed its laws to be violated 
with impunity. There are but two courses open to a Mason in such cases— he 
must obey the law if he can conscientiously do so ; but if he cannot, he should 
withdraw from active life in the Fraternity." 

In a careful review of New York, for 1888, he extends his congratulations on 
our release from the burden of debt. We regret that he was unable to decipher 
the signature of R.*. W.*. W. E. Conmor, Past Grand Treasurer, of whom he 
says : '* It is a shame so fine a face should not command a plainly written 
name ! " 

Alluding to the visit of the Grand Representative, he says : 

*' The representative of the Grand Lodge of Maine near the Grand Lodge of 
New York, R.*. W.*. Elon G. Bkown, has set a laudable example. Desirous of 
knowins: the brethren whom he represents, he surprised us by visiting our 
Grand Lodge at its present session. The surprise was a very agreeable one, and 
the visit of BBO. Brown was greatly enjoyed by us all . We hope it is only the first 
of similar events ; it is certain, if this example is followed to any large extent, 
there will be no longer any ground for the ridicule that the system has incurred 
in some quarters." 

The following personal tribute comes close to our hcai*ts : 

"Since the Grand Lodge of New York met at the session whose proceedings 
we are now reviewing, it has lost three of its Past Grand Masters---JoBEFH D. 
Evans, John W. Simons, and John L. Lewis. 

"The mere mention of these names, without another word, tells the Craft 
of their great loss. We doubt if any jurisdiction, within the space of a single 
year, has ever lost so many brethren so widely known, so learned in all matters 
relating to the Craft, and so devoted to the welfare of the Institution. 

" The writer will be pardoned a personal word, equally applicable, however, 
to Bros. Preble, Burnhah, and Kino. We have known Bros. Evans, Simons, 
and Lewis for more than twenty-five years. Cirttumstances have thrown us into 
Comparatively intimate relations with them, and we have been accustomed to 
meet them frequently. The severance of the ties which united us is severely 
felt ; but the pain is assuaged by the pleasant memories which come to as from 
all these years of happy fraternal intercourse."

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Tbe chairman concludes bis report as follows : 

" The Qrand Lodge of Maine has ever stood flrmlT upon the ancient land- 
marks and usages of the Craft, has supported and defended regular Masonry 
aniDst all attacks, open or hidden, and has maintained the sacred chaiacter of 
the Book of the Law upon the altar of the lodge, and expelled from Masonry the 
Mason who, after taking it as the * rule and guide of his faith, 'has denounced it. 
In the preparation of this report we have voiced the views of our Grand Lodge 
upon tnese questions."

The record of the past six months is a proud one, and we have no doubt it 
was a gratification to the Grand Master to be able to report in his annual address 
(10 pp.), " All is peace within our jurisdiction.'' 

*• The History of Freemasonry in Maryland," by W.'. E. T. Schultz, is now 
completed, and is said to be the fullest and most complete record of the Craft 
in any jurisdiction in America. The labors of the historian should be appre- 
ciated liberally. 

No special business before the Grand Body. We are glad to note there is 
every prospect that before long the Temple debt will be liquidated^a consumma- 
tion most devoutly to be wished. 

The United Grand Lodge of New South Wales was ofScially recognized. 

A Special Communication of the Grand Lodge was held May 2, 1889, for the 
purpose of honoring Bro. Hamilton Murrell — an Entered Apprentice of 
Fidelity Lodge, Leeds, England — ** for his noble and successful efforts in saving 
so many human lives from a watery grave, at the sacrifice of his cargo, and at the 
peril of his own life and ship." 

Probably never before had one of less degree. than Master Mason been 
received within the Body of an American Grand Lodge, and yet it would seem 
that the occasion and opportunity justified the departure. 

Appropriate addresses were made upon the occasion, and the brother, who 
certainly deserved all honor, was presented with a gold medal, inscribed : 

*' Brother Hamilton Murrell, E. A., for his exemplification of the Tenet 
of Relief, in saving tbe lives of 758 souls." 

The Committee on the Grand Master's Address, referring to the above, say :. 
" It is a question whether it is not a precedent in the history of Freemasonry." 

Possibly so, but inasmuch as the Grand Lodge was called oft from the 
Master's to the Entered Apprentice .degree, we see no impropriety in the act. 
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CORRESPONDENCE. 

An excellent report on Correspondence (176 pp.)~E. T. Bchultz— forms a 
part of the seml-anniia] proceedings, and reviews flfty-two Grand Bodies. 

Under the head of Maine, we note the following, as we referred to the 
requirement in last year's report : 

" This reminds us that several of the Correspondence reporters have criti- 
cised our regulation requiring a dispensation to permit a lodge to bury one of its 
members with Masonic nonors. It was Grand Master Latbobb, we belieye, who 
inaugurated the practice, and since followed to a certain extent by his successors, 
of requiring a dispensation to permit a lodge to parade in public on any occa- 
sion. 

''This was done to prevent indiscriminate paradings of the Craft. It was 
no unfrequent occurrence to see ten or a dozen brethren in regalia on the 
street, preceded by a band of music containing, perhaps, double that number 
of musicians. To put a stop to that sort of thing. Grand Master Lathobe decided 
not to permit a procession of the Craft in Baltimore unless there were fifty par- 
ticipants. 

*' Personally, we believe it is an inherent right of a subordinate lodge to 
bury a member with Masonic honors. Of course the Grand Master or the Grand 
Lodge can place proper restriction upon parades in public, or under certain cir- 
cumstances prohibit them altogether.'' 

Under New York, for 1888, the chairman extends his congratulations ** to 
Grand Master Lawbbncb and the Grand Lodge of New York, upon the success- 
ful termination of the herculean task of lifting the debt." 

Referring in the kindest terms to the death of M.*. W.*. Bro. Simons, he 
pays one of the highest compliments we have seen, in that he quotes verbatim 
our departed brother's last review of Maryland. 

The chairman presents a special paper on the " Scottish Rite Controversy," 
viewed from a historical standpoint, and also the action had by several Grand 
Lodges in the premises. 

Personally, as chairman of this Committee, we have refrained as far as pos- 
sible from entering into this controversy, and in order tliat our motives may not 
be misconstrued, we ask to be permitted to define our position. 

We recognize the fact that a Grand Lodge has exclusive control over the 
first three degrees, viz.. Blue Lodge Masonry, and also is sovereign in its juris- 
diction. Unless there is an infringement of its sovereign powers over said 
degrees, we question the policy of the radical action taken by some of the Grand 
Lodges on the question of the legitimacy or regularity of the A. A. 8. Rite bodies. 
Abstractly it would seem to be a matter to be settled between the contending 
factions, and as long as kept where it belong^s — within the membership of that 
Rite— we do not believe that it requires action on the part of any Grand Lodge. 
The Blue Lodge, of which the Grand Lodge is the representative body, is the 
foundation of the York Rite, and the interests of that Rite should be fully pro- 
tected and our first care. 

We cannot safely allow anything to Interfere with Its stability, or deter its 
growth and progress. 

We are aware of the fact that the Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite claims to 
Include the degrees of £. A., F. C. and M. M. within its system, but, as far as our 
knowledge extends, no attempt has ever been made to confer those degrees 
within the limits of a jurisdiction wherein Is established the York Rite. 
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If they should do so, there could be but one declsioD by every Grand Lodge. 

We believe the interests of Freemasonry are best conduced by building up 
the various branches of the York Rite, and any interference therewith must be 
promptly and energetically met. 

The question of the legitimacy of either of the bodies of the Ancient 
Accepted Scottish Rite has no place within the precinct of a lodge, and when 
overzealous partisans seek to use the lodge as a field-ground, or by unwise and 
unlawful acts attempt to disturb the harmony thereof, or by unmasonlc means 
to control said bodies for the accomplishment of purposes foreign to York Rite 
Masonry, we believe in prompt and radical action against any such offenders. 

Obedience to the law enacted by any Grand Lodge is compulsory on its 
membership, and, when enacted, must be enforced. 

In these remarks we but express an individual opinion, and shall continue 
as heretofore to present for information facts appertaining thereto, as they 
appear in the proceedings coming before us for review.

M.'. W.*. Thomas J. Shbtogk, Grand Master, and the representatives of 
eighty-one lodges. 

From the Annual Address of the Grand Master we learn that the past six 
months had been uneventful, outside of the interest in the great fair to be held 
in 1800 for the purpose of raising funds to liquidate the debt on the temple. 
From the interest evinced and the responses already made, we should Judge there 
would be no question as to the result, and we wish them every success. The 
debt which had harassed them for the past twenty years will, under the ener- 
getic efforts of the Grand Master, soon be a remembrance of the past. The Grand 
Master had held a convention of the secretaries of the lodges throughout the 
State, and its results cannot but be beneficial. One dispensation had been issued 
for a new lodge, and two lodges surrendered their charters. 

Full recognition extended to the Grand Lodge of North Dakota. 

The following communication was received from R.*. W.*. F. J. S. Goroas : 

" Baltimobb, Nov. 14ih, 1889. 
** Thoicas J. Shrtock, Esq., 

<' Ora7td McuAar qf Masont qf Maryland, 
*' M.'. W.-. Sir and Brother : 

" As a Fast Senior Grand Warden of the Grand Lodge of Maryland, and in 
view of the fact that from time to time during the past year accusations have 
been published to the effect that, during a recent visit to Europe, I officially 
visited the Grand Orient of France, with which fraternal relations nave beensus- 

S ended by the Grand Lodges of America, and thereby shown disloyalty to the 
rand Lodge of Maryland, to which I owe allegiance, I desire to make the fol- 
lowing statement : 

"During my visit to Paris. France, in AprQ, 1888, 1 visited an informal meet- 
ing of the Council of a Body which I understood to be, and which I was informed, 
by what I considered to be good authority, was a purely Scottish Rite Body. 
" Since my return home I have learned, greatly to my surprise, that the 
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Official Bulletin of the Grand Orient of France has published a statement to the 
effect that my visit was to a Body connected with the Orand Orient of France, 
and having authority over Symbolic Masonry in that comAtry. 

''If such is the case, I have unintentionally visited a Body with whose func- 
tions and authority, so far as Symbolic Masonry is concerned, I was ignorant, 
and I therefore disown any intention to act contrary to any duty I owe my Grand 
Lodge. 

'" I can conscientiously say that I have beheld with regret the effect upon 
Symbolic Masonry which tne dissensions of rival Scottish Rite organizations have 
• occasioned, and have therefore determined to do all In my power towards pre- 
serving that harmony and fraternal feeling which Masonry inculcates ; and In 
furtherance of this purpose I have fully determined to sever my connection with 
the A. A. Scottish Rite at the earliest period possible, and to devote my time to 
Symbolic Masonry. 

'* Several pleasant Interviews with you, the Grand Master of Masons of Mary- 
land, have strengthened this determination, and made me more than ever de- 
sirous to relieve you of a pressure which, I am well aware, has been brought 
from many sources to induce you to interfere, in your official capacity, in a mat- 
ter which you have always considered to be foreign to Symbolic Masonry, and 
which you honestly desired to exclude from the Grand Lodge of Maryland. 
" Very truly and fraternally, 
• " FERDINAND J. S. GORGAS." 

The explanation and acknowledgment was accepted as satisfactory for an 
offense unwittingly committed against the Grand Lodge, and In connection there- 
with the Grand Lodge adopted the following: 

^'Beulved, That all Masonic communications and intercourse by the Free- 
masons of Maryland with the Grand Orient of France, Its Subordinates, or anv 
Mason who owes allegiance thereto, is hereby prohibited by this Grand Lodge." 

The following regulation might with profit be adopted in other Grand Juris- 
dictions than that of Maryland : 

" JUsohfedy That previous to their installation, the W.*. Master and Wardens- 
elect of any lodge in this jurisdiction shall certify on the back of the certificate 
of the Committee on Examination of Masters, or that of the Grand Inspector, of 
their district, that they have, within sixty davs of the date thereof, read the Con- 
stitution of the Grand Lodge of Masons of Maryland, and resolutions appended 
thereto." 

We have tried to harmonize the ''abstract of lodges " for the past six months 
with those of the preceding report ; but we fail to understand how, when 5,208 
is reported May 1, 1890, and during the six months ending November 1, 1890, 
a gain as per the abstract, the present membership can be 5,027 as given in the 
transactions.

The sum of five hundred dollars had been transmitted for the relief of the 
sufferers at Johnstown, Pa., and other contributions sent direct. 

At the Quarterly Communication of September 11, 1889, official recognt|ion 
was extended the United Grand Lodge of Victoria and the Gran& Lodge of North 
Dakoto. 

The proceedings of the Annual Communication, held December 27, 1880, 
have failed to reach us in time for our report.

M.'. W.'. W. Irving Babcock, Grand Master, and the representatives of 
three hundred and thirty-six lodges. 

The Grand Master^s annual address is a voluminous paper (81 pp.), present- 
ing full detail of ofScial duties ; the membership of the Jurisdiction is steadily 
increasing, three dispensations issued for new lodges, and for the relief of the 
Johnstown, Pa., sufferers prompt action had been taken. 

Among the public ceremonial occasions, six in number, particular mention 
is made of the exercises incident to the laying of the comer-stone of the Michi- 
gan Masonic Home, May 21— a noteworthy occasion : 

^ '' It was a gathering of our best minds to see and participate in the laying 
of the comer-stone of a building dedicated to charity, and in time to become a 
home for the aged and infirm Masons, their widows and orphans. 

** Micbiean Masons, ever ready to cany out their obligations to succor the 
needy, comrort the sick, and bind up the wounds of the aflSicted^ave started 
in this ffrand work, and we most eamestly wish them Godspeed. We rejoice to 
know that the broad love of Masonry that pervades the hearts of our Michigan 
Masons has taken root among the Craft, and that this Masonic Home has now 
become a reality, and that its prospects of ultimate success are assured." 
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From the report of the special committee haying under consideration the 
question ** to what extent, If any, the Grand Lodge and the lodges of the State 
shall become identified with this praiseworthy object,*' we excerpt the following : 

*' The Masonic Home Association has, br the untiring energy of its officers 
and the generosity of the Craft throughout this grand Jurisdiction, brought this 
most worthy undertaking to a point where its ultimate success can no longer 
be a matter of doubt. This association has acquired thirty-three acres of land 
contiguous to the city of Grand Rapids, beautifully located upon the banks of 
Beed^s Lake, upon which they have erected an imposing briclc structure four 
stories in height, which, although designed eventually to form only one wing 
of the completed building, yet is of sufficient dimensions to fully meet the prob- 
able requirements for a number of years." 

The committee did not favor a special annual assessment upon the member- 
ahip of the State for the support of the Home, but believing that the time had 
arrived when something more substantial than mere words of praise and cheer 
should be given this noble and glorious undertaking, recommended an appro- 
priation from the funds of the Grand Lodge and that the Fraternity and lodges 
be urged to contribute liberally toward the object ; whether the Grand Lodge 
as a body shall become identified with the Association is left for future con- 
sideration. The following was adopted : 

*<i26sobwl. That the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of Michigan donate 
from its surplus fund, to the Masonic Home Association of Michigan, located 
at Grand Rapids, the sum of three thousand dollars, this Grand Lodge assuming 
no responsibility for its control or management ; the Grand Lodge reasserting 
the doctrine so long held by it that it Is not competent to assess Masons or 
lodges for charitable purposes." 

We are thoroughly in accord with the follovrlng, having reference to the 
observance of " Memorial Day " : 

** These occasions are not Masonic occasions, because they involve the dis- 
charge of duties and obligations which are distinctly civic and public in their 
nature, with which Masonic obligation should not and does not interfere. 

*^ Masons are citicens as well, and Masonry should confine itself to obser- 
vances purely Masonic In character ; then the citizen-Mason is left free to the 
discharge of his civic duties, and the citizen who is not a Mason is not disturbed 
in the discharge of his duty by the presence of an order which he may not 
endorse. 

" I am clearly of the opinion not only that Masons, as such, should not par- 
ticipate in such observances, nor should they be allowed to add to the number 
of Masonic occasions an occasion to be known as the day for the decorttion of 
the graves of only such soldiers as were Masons." 

The Grand Lecturer bad held sixty-one schools of instruction, at which 
three hundred and fifty-five lodges were represented, and of the beneficial 
result we quote : 

" The ambition to improve in the work and to emulate the work of the more 
proficient lodges has produced not only more correct verbiage, but improved 
paraphernalia, better, and better-furnished lodge-rooms, larger and better at- 
tendance at lodge meetings, a degree of pride in appearances, and, in turn, 
better material and a better product. The one follows the other as a natural 
sequence, and I am gratified to be able to report to Grsnd Lodge that the lodges 
in this State, as a rule, were never upon a better financial basis, the lodge-rooms 
better, the attendance larger, the applications more numerous, and the calibre 
and character of those admitted better than during the past Masonic year." 

The decisions of the Grand Master— seventy-seven in number— met the 
approval of the Grand Lodge as being in accord with the law of that Juris- 
diction. We note a few : 
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<'20. Grand Lodee has sereral times decided that the loss of one eye, the 
other beinff eood, disqualifies a candidate, and I feel obliged to follow the rol- 
.ings of Orana Lodge, although I question the soundness oi this ruling. 

*'88. A vote Kranting a dlmlt once had, cannot be 'reconsidered,' nor can 
a dimit be ^ cancelled ' so as to restore a dlmltted brother to meoibershtp, nor can 
the brother rwut a retident qf another SttUepHUion a lodge here for membenhip. 

'*0O. A person does not necessarily change his residence by a temporary 
absence. If he gains a residence at one place, he does not lose that residence 
unless it is his intention so to do. He may, however, do some act, such as yote 
in the new place, inconsistent with a claim of residence in the old. In the absence 
of such act, the question of a change of residence Is wholly a question of in- 
tention. 

'* 61. Although a sailor may gain a residence where he lands, as is claimed, 
yet that residence must be continuous for twelve months before he can apply to 
a lodffe in that place for initiation. 

*M98. A fixed residence of twelve months is necessaiy before a lodfe can 
entertain a petition for initiation, and one who has no fixed place of residence 
must acquire one before a lodge can receive his petition, and the Grand Master 
cannot grant a dispensation to receive and act upon the petition of one who has 
not acquired such residence. 

'*64. A lodge has no right to Join in a celebration instituted by citizens, nor 
can the Grand Master ffrant a dispensation allowing them to do so. 

'* 66. A member oz a lodge, no matter where he resides, is eligible to any 
office therein, except, however, that before he can be elected Master he must 
have filled the ofSce of Warden. 

'^ 67. One who has been a Warden in a foreign Jurisdiction is eligible to the 
office of Master in his lodge here.'' 

The necrological record embraces the names of the following distinguished 
brethren of that Jurisdiction. M.*. W.*. Salathibl C. Goffinbbbrt died Sep- 
tember 20, at the age of eighty years, and his funeral obsequies were under the 
direction of the Grand Lodge. He was elected Grand Master in 1866 and served 
the Craft with diligence and fidelity during the succeeding years of 1867 and 
1868. A Just, upright citizen and zealous Mason. 

** He served the Masons of Michigan ably and well as Grand Master for three 
terms, no other brother, with a single exception, having served more than one 
term in the last thirty-four years. 

*' His reports as chairman of committees, and his addresses as Grand Master 
and on other Masonic occasions, show that he was full of the true spirit of 
Masonry, and that he fully understood the ancient landmarks which govern and 
control our fraternity. In pure English, rhetoric and eloquence they were seldom 
equaled or excelled. 

*' When Brotheb Coffinbe&bt first became a member of this Grand Lodge 
there were only forty-four lodges; when he laid down the gavel in the Grand 
East, in 1869, there were two nundred and fifty-six, of which number eighty- 
seven were organized during his administration. 

'*He labored for Masonry with zeal, and when he left the chair as Grand 
Master he was worn and weary with his labor." 

R.*. W.'. James Fenton died January 20, 1890, aged seventy years. This 
venerable brother had been a Mason for forty-nine years. 

"In 1848 he was elected Grand Secretary, and was re-elected in each year to 
and including 1872— thus serving the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge as its Grand 
Secretary for the period of twenty-five years. The older brethren will all remem- 
ber Bbo. Fenton as a genial, courteous gentleman, kind and considerate in all 
things." 

OflSdal recognition extended to the Grand Lodge of North Dakota and the 
United Grand Lodge of New South Wales. 

Next place of meeting, Grand Rapids, January 27, 1891. 
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' The printed proceedings (which are embellished with a fine engraving of 
M.*. W.*. W. Iryimo Baboock) form a volume of four hundred and fifteen pages, 
and as an appendix— in lien of the report on correspondence omitted this year— 
we have that which should be of great yalue to the Craft of that Jurisdiction and 
interesting to all in correspondence— viz. : 

Ancient Charges; Ancient Regulations or Anderson Constitutions; Grand 
Lodge Constitution ; Regulations of Chartered Lodees ; Grand Lodge By-Laws ; 
By-Laws for Government of Lodges U. D. ; PenaJ Code ; Rules of Order for 
Government of Grand Lodge ; Act of Incorporation of Grand Lodge ; Corporate 
By-Laws of Grand Lodge ; Blank Forms ; Digest. 

The Digest or Blue Book compUed by M.*. W.\ John W. McGrath, P. G. M., 
chairman of the Committee on Jurisprudence, should be indispensable to the 
Masters of the lodges, ought to lessen the number of interrogatories, and bring 
the decisions to a minimum.

Owing to the severe illness of the Grand Master, the Deputy Grand Master 
• was obliged to assame the duties of that ofSce. The annual address does not 
embrace anything of interest to Masons outside of that jurisdiction. 

Dispensations had been issued for two new lodges, and the officers of the 
Grand Lodge officiated on two public ceremonial occasions. 

Measures are to be taken toward establishing a Grand Lodge Library, which 
will be of great advantage to Masons of that jurisdiction. 

The transactions include phototypes of M.*. W.*. John H. Brown, Grand 
Master, and M.'. W.-. Grovb B. Coolbt, P. G. M. We have examined the pro- 
ceedings carefully to ascertain the number of members in the jurisdiction ; 
while but ** reductions and additions " are given, no statement is found embrac- 
ing membership. We trust the Grand Secretary will see that this important 
omission is corrected. 

An excellent report on Correspondence (141 pp.) is presented by R.'. W.*. A. 
T. C. PiEBSON, but as we hope to receive the proceedings for the current year in 
time for our present report, we simply note that New Tork, for 1888, receives a 
favorable notice. 

Alluding to the death of M.*. W.-. Bro. Simons, he says : 

*' We made his acquaintance a short time after he became a Mason, upward 
of forty years since. Genial and social, full of anecdote, he was the life of every 
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Masonic party thai could indace him to attend. . . . The Maionic world 
has lost a Dright laminary ! "

Since writing the above we are pained to learn of the death of M.*. W.*. A. 
T. C. PiBBSOK, which occurred November 26, 1889. 

He was in attendance at the triennial at Washington, at which time he 
caught cold, and on his return to his home, St. Paul, was attacked by erysipelas, 
which terminated his life at the age of seventy-two years. 

He was bom iu Morris Plains, N. J., August 29, 1817, and went to St. Paul 
in 1850. 

He was Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Minnesota from 1866 to 1808, 
and, since 1876, its Grand Secretary. 

He was first Grand High Priest of the Grand Chapter of Minnesota, and was 
King of the General Grand Chapter of the United SUtes from 1865 to 1868. 

As a Knight Templar he organized the first Commandery in Minnesota, was 
its Eminent Commander for six yean, subsequently elected Grand Commander, 
and, since 1876, Grand Recorder, and from 1862 to 1868 was Grand Captain-General 
of the Grand Encampment of the United States. 

He was one of the veterans of the Craft, and in the death of this distin- 
guished brother the Grand Jurisdiction of Minnesota has lost one of its moat 
valued and zealous membero. 

As Chairman of the Committee on Correspondence of the Grand Lodge 
(appointed in 1868), he displayed marked ability ; his reports were of a high , 
order, sound on questions of Masonic law, and his reminiscences of an active 
life in the past were interesting and valuable. He was the author of '' Traditions 
of the Craft," and a contributor largely to the Masonic literature of the past and 
present. 

An active, zealous, honored Mason has gone to his reward.

M.'. W.*. Jacob A. Kibstbb, Grand Master, and the representatives of one 
hundred and fifty-four lodges. 

That which is uppermost in the thoughts of the representatives is presented 
by the Grand Master at the commencement of his annual address (25 pp.) 

*< But we meet to-day, brethren, surrounded by the habiliments of mourning. 
What means this ? Alas ! one of our number is missing. The fraternal chain 
is broken. A venerable presence, always recognized here at this hour in our 
annual assemblies during thirty-six years past, appean not among us to-dav. A 
light has gone out! Father Pierson, for so many yean our R.*.W.'. Grand 
Secretary, Is no more with us. His earthly labore done, he has gone forward 
and entered upon the next stage of the sublime travel of immortality. At three 
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o'clock in the morninff of the twenty-sixth dmy of Noyember last he quietly 
aud in peace departed thlt life. The morning of that day broke, for him, on the 
other snore — ^the dawn, we can confldeBUy nope, of a orighter day thkn this 
eiirth can erer know. 

" No. he is not with u$ to-dav. bnt has gone to attend that vast assembly of 
the people of all ages, nations, kindreds, and tongaes, gathered and gathering 
in that mysterioas land which lies beyond the bounds of this mortalUfe, and 
from whose bourne no trareller ever returns. And 

'* * There's a mansion and a welcome, and a mnltitade is there, 
Who have met npon the Leyel and been tried upon the Square.* 

<* Among all the dead of those who have held official position in this Grand 
Lodge, and among all the deceased of the Craft in this Jarisdiction, his demise 
is the one of larvest significance, in a Masonic sense. 

" His name nas been a familiar one throughout the American Masonic world 
for many years, and he has been connected in a prominent way with all the 
Masonic organisations of tbis State from their beginning. Tet he was not only 
thus known, but In the families of many of the brethren in our large iurisdio- 
tion even the children were familiar with and kindly spake the name of Grand- 
father Plerson.»» 

We had already noted the death of this distinguished Craftsman, and in 
extending our sympathy to our sister jurisdiction we would add that *' his re- 
ports on Correspondence, from year to year, exhibited great learning, and 
ranked with the best.'' 

For the maintenance of the widow of the late Grand Secretary the Grand 
Lodge Yoted the sum of nine hundred dollars yearly. 

Reference Is also made to the death of R.\ W.*. J. W. Mobfobd, P. G. J. W. 

Seyen new lodges had been created by dispensation, and we commend the 
course of the Grand Master in refusing to grant dispensations for lodges to 
parade as such, unless upon strictly Masonic occasions. 

Full report is made of four public ceremonial occasions, and possibly his 
suggestions in reference to this work may not be amiss in other jurisdictions : 

'* JSr«e— The laying of foundation or comer-stones by the Fraternity is one 
of our most ancient, dignified, elaborate and impressiye public ceremonies, and 
should be so esteemed and performed accordingly. 

*^ Secondr— The laying of corner-stones by the Fraternity is an ancient pre- 
roffative of the Grand Master, and can only be performed by him or his proxy, 
with the assistance of the Grand Lodge, officers thereof being notified and in- 
yited to attend. 

** Third— A constituent lodge, as such, is not authorized to do this work, 
but may be so authorized by the Grand Master ; yet the work must be done by it 
as, and in the name of, the Grand Lodge. 

** Fourth^When it is desired that a comel^stone be laid by the Fraternity, 
the request or inyitatlon to the Grand Master should be sent to him in ample 
time, so that all necessary preparations can be made. 

'* .Vf^^The inyitation to the Grand Master to lay a comer-stone is a matter 
addressed to his discretion, as to whether the character of the stracture, the 
locality, and other circumstances, and the good of. the craft, may warrant the 
time, labor and expense incident to the work. 

'* 8ixthr-U is not the intention that the comer-stones of all kinds of strac- 
tures may be laid by the Fraternity, but those only of the more important and 
permanent character, as Masonic edffices, capitols and other valuable public 
buildings ; colleges, monuments, large churches and like stractnres ; bearing in 
mind, however, that what may be a very insicrnificant building in a city may be 
esteemed an important one in a smaller town." 

The address, as a whole, is an admirable one, and the subjects presented of 
importance to the craft. 
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Among tbe declsiouB reported, we consider the following good law : 

" Sixthr—l decided that where charges are pending against a brother for an 
offense which is a crime by the laws of the land, or, in other word«, an act in 
violation of the moral and Masonic law, and implying a fraud and wrong upon 
a brother, a plea to the jarlsdiction of the Masonic court, alleging that the 
matters at issue had already been tried, both In the civil and criminal courts, and 
the defendant not held, and such allegations admitted to be true, does not, 
simply because of the facts alleged, oust the Masonic court of its Jurisdiction in 
the premises, and that the Master of the lodge may, in the exercise of his dis- 
cretion, entertain the charges notwithstanding such plea, and proceed with the 
trial ; and it is his dtUy^ if in his opinion such charges constitute a Masonic 
offense, to proceed with the trial." 

R.'.W.*. THOMAd MoNTOOiCERT, who for twclve years had been Assistant 
Grand Secretary, was appointed to fill the vacancy occasioned by the death of 
R.\W.\ Bro. Pierson. 

Measures were taken toward the establishment of a Grand Lodge Library, 
official recognition extended to the Grand Lodge of North Dakota, the United 
Grand Lodge of New South Wales, and the Grand Lodge honored by the visit 
of B.'.W.'. William G. Bell, D. G. M. Grand Lodge of Manitoba. 

The proceedings are enriched with phototypes of M.'.W.'. Henrt B. DENirr 
and M.'. W.*. R. H. Gove, Past Grand Masters.

" the rear of a Masonic procession being universally considered the post of honor, 
that the other organizations should complete their ceremonies ^s(, and then bury 
our brother according to the ritual." 

We admit that in the formation of a funeral procession the post of honor 
is in the rear, but even then, upon arriving at the place of interment, that which 
is Uut becomes yirt^, and we still hold to our opinion that tbe Masonic services 
Bhonld precede those of any other organizations.

M.'. W.*. M. W. Evans, Grand Master, the representatives of two hundred 
and twenty-seven lodges, and New York by M.*. W.*. P. M. Savert. 

From the address. of the Grand Master (12 pp.) we are gratified to learn that 
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Masonry is inspired with renewed life and vigor, and we hope it is but the pre- 
cursor of that prosperity which will extend to all branches of Masonry in that 
State. 

The Craftsmen who had *' passed over the river and rest under the shade of 
the trees " are remembered In fraternal language. 

Public ceremonial occasions of the year, six in number. 

The resolution adopted last year, that ** sub-lodges shall not hereafter initi- 
ate or admit to membership saloon-keepers," had been the occasion of some diffi- 
culty, and at this session, after reference, report and discussion, the " perplexing 
question'* was adjusted by the adoption of the following substitute for the 
statute enacted last year : 

'^That subordinate lodges shall not initiate, pass or raise any candidate, or 
admit to membership any non-affiliated Mason, engaged, as principal or employ^, 
as saloon-keepers.'' 

Dispensations had been granted for four new lodges. 

Among the dispensations granted we note one : 

''To retake a ballot, a brother having expressed himself as deslrious of 
undoing an injustice which he was satisfied had been done In casting a black 
ball." 

This seems an unusual proceeding to us and certainly would not be al- 
lowed in the jurisdiction of New York. 

The Grand Master decided : 

'' That a Warden, while such, is eligible to the office of District Deputy 
Grand Master." 

The law committee sustained the decision, with the following explanation : 

" A D. D. G. M. is not in fact a deputy of the Grand Master. Neither Is his 
a landmark office. His office, its powers and duties, and the qualifications for 
it, are purely statutory. Any Master Mason and member of a lodge in good 
standing can hold the office of D. D. G. M." 

While we concede it is not a ''landmark office," yet we have always con- 
sidered that such officers represent the Grand Master in a certain established 
Masonic District, and, as his official proxy, we cannot understand how any one 
can be appointed as such but a Master or Past Master of a lodge. 

The title of the office, and the duties naturally appertaining to such a posi- 
tion, would seem to demand this prerequisite, and in this view we do not con- 
sider the decision to be correct. 

The Grand Secretary made one of his careful and extensive reports, pre- 
senting in detail the work of the year, and also an interesting review of his 
twenty years of official service in said office. 

The necrological report includes the following tribute to M.'.W.'. John 
W. Simons, P. G. M. of our jurisdiction : 

" Among the brethren skilled in Masonic literature and jurisprudence- 
gifted above the great majority of their fellows— none surpassed that grand 
veteran of the Fraternity. He belonged to a trio of Masonic giants resident In 
New York— Simons, Sickles and Macot— and when he died one of the brightest 
stars that ever glittered in the Masonic firmament went out in darkness ; but 
though the mortal casket sleeps, waiting for the Grand Master's command to 
rise from corruption and put on incorruption, his deeds of brotherly love and 
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the work he has done for the Crmft are Imperishable. The brethren of the 
Empire State are not alone in their mouminff for the beloved dead. The light 
he shed was circumscribed by do narrow limits of State or national jurisdiction, 
but it cast a halo of Masonic glory over every part of the civilized world. He 
believed that 

«< * God had made mankind one mishty brotherhood, 
Himself the Master and the wond their Lodge.' 
And 

** Friendship and Brotherly Love survive the grave, and these Masonic ties 
are perpetual as eternity.* " 

Supplemented by the following personal tribute by M.*. W.*. Fbbdbbick 
Spbbd: 

** John W. Simons was a link in the chain of fellowship which bound to- 
gether a circle of friends composed of some of the most learned and accom- 
plished Freemasons which this or any other country has produced. There is a 
mysterious power which attracts and unites kindred spirits, and creates and 
cements friendships which are akin to the love of woman, which is beyond the 
analysis of philosophy, and which no alchemist has found the secret, but which 
grows with a man's growth and intensifies as the years grow apace. It is not 
weakness or effeminacy to confess it. for it is bom of the strength of true man- 
hood, and is one of the noblest attrioutes of the human race. It was my pecu- 
liar happiness, unworthy as I was of the honor, to have been introduced into 
that circle, and to a certain extent to take the place vacated in it, when death 
claimed our own lamented and eloquent Hillyer, and there was at once estab- 
lished between ' Uncle John ' and myself a warmth and cordiality of friend- 
ship ordinarily the growth of years of intimate intercourse. Many times the 
circle has been invaded and death has robbed the survivors of the companion- 
ship for which they yearn, until now, alas ! the number of the vacant places is 
greater than the number of those who remain. 

*^ Perhaps no Mason ever had a larger or more extended personal acquaint- 
ance than 0RO. Simons, and certainly none ever had more' devoted friends or 
was worthier of them. The warm, firm prasp of his extended hand and the 
kindling eye bespoke the heart and soul of the man ; gonial, affectionate, mag- 
nanimous, he had no place in his heart for ill-will. . . . John W. Simons 
deserved well of the Craft and was worthy of all the honor we can pay to his 
memory. The mere record of the fact that he had been a Past Grand Master of 
Masons in the great State of New York is an eulogv' in itself, but when to that 
is added the fact that he had also been Past Grand High Priest and Past 
Grand Commander, and for a quarter of a century was treasurer of the Grand 
Encampment of Knights Templar of the United States, an office to which he 
declined a re-election for the eighth term in consequence of the increasing in- 
firmities of age, is a volume of testimony to his superior mental and Masonic 
qualifications. As a Masonic Jurisprudent and correspondent he ranked with 
the highest. As an author, his works have been read wherever Masons meet, 
and as an editor of Masonic publications, in the popular estimation he had no 
equal." 

We would express our acknowleilgments to the M.'. W.'. Brother for hia 
generous words. 

The following resolution was adopted : 

" Master Masons of twenty-one years continuous affiliation, and who are 
over the age of seventy years, are exempt from dues to either Grand or Sub- 
ordinate Lodges, except the ten cents annual charity dues ; and a suitable certi- 
ficate of the fact shall be furnished by each Lodge to the members so exempt, 
which certificate shall be attested by the Grand Secretary, and by him made a 
matter of record.*' 

We do not object to the spirit of the resolution, but on general principles 
we' are opposed to a Grand Body interfering with what may be termed Uie vested 
rights of a lodge. 
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No objection could be urged to a regulation granting exemption from 
Orand Lodge duea to any such priyileged brethren. 

The question of annual dues from a member to his lodge is a matter, how- 
eyer, to be regulated by the subordinate lodge. 

The Grand Lodge, during its session, united in the public ceremony of lay- 
ing the comer-stone of the new City Hall, and M.*. W.*. Fbbdsbiok Spbbd, 
P. G. M., deliyered an appropriate and eloquent oration upon the occasion. 

The usual yearly donation of $500 was made toward the Orphans' Home at 
Natchez. 

We extend our congratulations to the Grand Secretary on the great improye- 
ment in the style and appearance of the printed transactions oyer the preceding 
year. ^

MISSOURI.

M.*.W.*. James P. Wood, Grand Master, and the representatives of two hun- 
dred and sixteen lodges. 

The address of the Grand Master (15 pp.) presents the official retrospect of 
the year in a plain, business-like manner. The cheeriDg intelligence of renewed 
zeal all along the lines, coupled with the fact that lodges which haye been dor- 
mant for years are awakening to new life, is indeed encouraging and a sure pre- 
cursor of enhanced prosperity. 

The past year will be memorable in the history of Masonry in Missouri as 
" Dedication Year," it haying witnessed the formal inauguration of the grandest 
enterprise ever conceived by Missouri Masons— viz.: the " Masonic Home." 

With reference to this we find the Masonic Home was dedicated Jane 15, 
and formally set to work on Its sacred mission of charity and benevolence. 

In order to complete its success, measures are to be taken to add to its re- 
sources, and the proposition is made to set apart a certain day In each year— to 
be known as *' Orphans' Day ''—at which time, by voluntary contributions or 
revenue derived from entertainments, which may be given under the auspices of 
each lodge, an amount could be realized, in a systematic manner, which would 
meet the desired object. 

The *' Home " is located In St. Louis, consisting of fifteen acres of land, on 
which is a brick building containing some twenty rooms, with stable, other out- 
buildings, and improvements. The outlay for the same was $40,000. 
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The Grand Lodge made the usual appropriation of $5,000, and the resolution 
was adopted 

** That each lodge be requested to designate a sum which it would contribute 
annually toward the support of the Masonic Home besides the amount which 
could t>e realized by yoluntary contributions." 

Full report is made of the interesting proceedings incident to the dedication 
of the " Masonic Home," and well may the Craft of that Jurisdiction be proud 
of " Inaugural Day," carrying out as it does these great principles, Brotherly 
Love, Relief and Truth. 

Alluding to official correspondence having reference to questions on Ma- 
tonic law, w^ cannot forego presenting for the instruction of the Craft of our 
jurisdiction the remedy suggested by him, with which we are thoroughly in 
accord : 

" I urge upon Masters of lodges that they read the law. and cause it to be 
read freouently in their lodges: also that they read carefully each vear the 
reports ox the Committees on Grievance and on Jurisprudence, as published tn 
our Proceedings. In this way the lodce can soon become thoronghiyposted as 
to the law, and the time thus spent will be of great benefit to all. These Pro- 
ceedings are printed at large expense and sent to the Fraternity on the theory 
that thev will be read, but if they are to be laid away In the dosty archives and 
no consideration given to them, it is a waste of money to print them. I dont 
know of a more profitable and instructive way to spend the time of the lodge on 
the first meeting after receiving the Annual Proceedings than to read the entire 
report of the Committee on Grievance and on Jurisprudence. To this let the 
loage add the reading of the Book of Constitutions in open lodge, and in a short 
time every member of the lodge would know the law. I recommend that lodges 
pursue this course." 

The following decision was the necessary sequence to an abuse of the power 
on the part of a lodge, and we fully agree with the Grand Master : 

" Although the Master or the lodge has the right to summon any member 
of the lodge, for any purpose within the scope and business of Masonry, yet 
this right of summons must not be exercised except in cases of extreme emergency. 
It follows, therefore, that the summoning of members to attend lodge meetings 
on ortUnory occasions is manifestly improper and unreasonable, and the Master or 
the lodge guilty of such arbitrary action should be held responsible therefor." 

The Grand Secretary with pride refers to the fact that on the Tuesday following 
Thursday on which the Grand Lodge closed its labors he began to mail the copies 
of the Journal of Proceedings. This certainly is about as well as can be done by 
any Grand Secretary, and we extend our cougratulatlons not only on his prompt- 
ness, but also In commendation of the style and appearance of the journal Itself. 

Alluding to the state of the Craft in that Jurisdiction, we cannot do better 
than present the following from the able report of the Grand Secretary : 

^' In its moral tone, Masonry in Missouri has been steadily advancing and is 
still on the upward mde. Brethren are appreciating the truth that an institu- 
tion claiming to be " a beautiful system of morals " cannot tolerate the presence 
of vice and gross immorality and remain either healthy or consistent. The well- 
voiced sentiment of the great mass of our brotherhood is against the evils that 
have been only a blight to the Institution of Freemasonry, and in favor of a 
higher standard of morals. The work of reform is going on, and with it comes 
strength, stability and increasing influeuce for eood among men. Throughout 
the Jurisdiction a spirit of harmony prevails. Where discord and evil doings ob- 
tained the readv mind and vigorous hand of our Grand Master applied the needy 
correctives, and such disturbing elements were quickly deprived of the power 
for further harm in lodge character." 
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In connection with the above take note of the fact that there is not an offlUaUd 
saloon-keeping Mamm in t?uU State bdonging to a Maaonic Lodge; tmly a remarkable 
work, and one which places the fraternity of that juriadiction upon a high level. 

By the energetic labors of the Grand Lecturer, through the medium of 
lodges of Instruction held in different localities, as well as special visitations to 
Individual lodges, great progress had been made toward that uniformity so de- 
sirable in the ritual, work and lectures, and the addition of addresses on 
Masonry had been productive of profit and tended to give a " boom " to Masonry. 

The report of the Board of Relief is of Importance, demonstrating the 
necessity of systematic methods and caution in granting relief. We should 
judge, with the safeguards which are now thrown around the work, impostors 
would have a hard road to travel. Such boards should be liberally sustained by 
the lodges. 

Official recognition was extended to the Grand Lodge of North Dakota, the 
United Grand Lodge of New South Wales, the United Grand Lodge of Victoria ; 
seven dispensations had been issued for new lodges ; and the Grand Lodge was 
honored by the visit of M.*.W.\ J. H. Pbabodt, P. G. M. of the Grand Lodge of 
Colorado,

CORRESPONDENCE. 

When we take up the proceedings of the Grand Lodge of Missouri we in- 
stinctively tvaujiret to the report on Correspondence, for we know that we shall 
And much therein to our interest and profit. 

We are not disappointed the present year. The report covers forty-nine 
Grand Bodies, and the Chairman— R.-.W.\ John D. Vincil— devotes 223 pages to 
a thorough consideration thereof. 

We can note but a few points, for the good and sufficient reason we have 
already exceeded our allotted space. 

He does not believe that the offices of Masonry should be exercised in the 
laying of the corner-stone of an opera-house ; denounces the practice in Florida, 
** that when a brother petitions for re-instatement from suspension of dues for 
several years his dues are eorUinwnu and must be paid for the whole term of sus- 
pension," and we coincide with him ; pays his respects to the Grand Secretary of 
Georgia on those tables to which we referred last year, and under Connecticut we 
note the following : 

" Bbo. Wheelbb will allow me to correct an error into which be has fallen, 
as 8hown by the above statement. In the first place, it is not the fact ' that the 
saloon-keeper has been debarred from admission to the Craft in Missouri.' We 
have made no such test. Our only action touching Hhe saloon-keeper in 
Missouri ' is to da^ne his business as immoraly and therefore unmasonic. The 
lodges are left, as they have always been, free to determine whom they will re- 
ceive. If they admit men of immoral habits and pursuits, then the Grand Lodge 
says such must ' quit their nefarious callings, and abandon their bad habits, or 
quit Masonry.' This is all." 

New York for 1889 has a full, fraternal report, highly commendatory. 
He quotes liberally from the address of Grand Master Lawrence, and pays 
him this compliment : 
5 
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** In the Judgment of this writer, the work performed by Bbo. Frank R. 
Lawbbnob finds no parallel in the history of American Freemasonry. He was 
elected Grand Master for the first time in 1885, and served four terms. Never 
did a Grand Lodge exhibit greater wisdom than in choosing and retaining him 
as Grand Master. The compliment of so many re-elections was a heBYjlribuie 
levied upon Bro. Lawrsnce, but it was a necessary tax. I will not say that he 
was the best man the brethren could have found, for the possibilities of the Oaft 
in New York are unknown. One thing I will say— they could not have done any 
better." 

Referring to our report of last year, we are highly honored by the personal 
compliment paid our efforts. We are content to fall into line, as a new-comer, 
with those who bring up the rear guard, and let the veterans of the *' Guild '* 
occupy the post of honor— the front rank— gained by their ability and experience. 

We appreciate highly the kind words of our brother and express our ac- 
knowledgment thereof.

Arthur C. L.ooan, Grand Master, the representatives of twenty-nine 
lodges, and New York by W.'. Jambs R. Weston. 

From the address of the Grand Master (7 pp.) we learn that the year has 
been characterized by prosperity, and while '< the Grim Tyrant had been un- 
usually sparing in his ravages,'' yet the mute language of the somber draperies 
speak of the death of Bro. John MgGinnis, Grand Senior Deacon. 

With one exception, dispensations to confer degrees in less than the constitu- 
tional period had been refused ; two new lodges had been formed by dispensation ; 
the Grand Lodge having adopted the '^ Webb Work," he had required full, prompt 
and cheerful obedience thereto, and through the labors of the Grand Lecturer 
great progress had been made toward uniformity. 

Upon the following recommendation of the Grand Master : 

« I may be treading on dangerous ground if I again refer to the practice In- 
dulged in by the Masons of this Jurisdiction of balloting in each degree. I can 
say with knowledge that more mischief arises from this source than from any 
other requirement of the Grand Lodge. It is not universal nor can hardly be 
called Masonic,'' 

the Committee on Jurisprudence offered a constitutional amendment, in effect 
'< requiring but one ballot for the three degrees,'* but It failed to receive the ap- 
proval of the Grand Lodge. 

We are In favor of the single ballot and think our brethren will yet see the 
wisdom of making the change. 

The Grand Lodge decided — 

'* That the Past Master's degree, as now conferred bv usage in this juris- 
diction upon Worshipful Masters elect, is a useless formula, conferring nc^hing 
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«B86nUal or distlnctlye in Masonry, and ahall no longer be considered as obliga- 
tory." 

The Qrand Secretary, alluding to the large increase of suspensions for non- 
payment of dues, hits the nail square on the head when he says " more vigilance 
and persistence on the part of the secretaries woald reduce the waste and loss." 

Tlie United Grand Lodge of Victoria and the Grand Lodge of North Dakota 
were officially recognized, and acting upon the principle of equal Justice to all, 
it was Toted to procure testimonial jewels for all the Past Grand Masters who 
had not been thus honored in tlA past. 

The Grand Orator, Bro. Chabuss H. Gould, presented an excellent address, 
haying as his theme the '* Mysteries of Masonry," from which we excerpt the 
following : , 

" I deny the right of any person to stand outside the mystery of religion or 
Freemasonry and criticise their power for good. Such a criticism is manifestly 
mistaken and unfair. As light sprang from the tomb of impenetrable darkness, 
glorifying the heavens, warming and yiyifying the earth, and filling with life and 
beauty that which was * without form and void,' so the science oi the mystery 
of Freemasoniy, springing from the dark avenues of the remote past, throws its 
refulgent beams over the pathway of man, breaks through the dark clouds of 
superstition, draws aside the veil of ignorance, and falls like a heavenly benedic- 
tion upon his wayward heart. 

" As the tent of the Indian recedes before the tread of the pioneer, as night 
gives away to approaching dawn, so bigotry and intolerance give way before the 
moral teachings of Freemasonrv. 

" These facts are indisputable and undeniable, and while Masonir has the 
Bible for her compass and sails not a point away from the north star of her teach- 
ings, it can sail all over the foaming seas of bigotry ever invented by man or 
inspired by the devil, as safely as the albatross sleeps upon the tossing wave, and 
as truly as the dove wings her way to her cot. 

" By living moral and upright lives before the world, and by dropping the 
veil of mystery before their temple ; and by allowing none to pass through the 
door of the preparation room who by nature or habit are unfitted to become 
'living stones in that spiritual building eternal in the heavens,* before whose 
awful portals all mankind must pass in Judgment, they may reasonably hope to 
set an example before the profane worthy of imitation, and leave a monument 
to virtue ' more enduring than brass, more splendid than gems of the Orient.* " 

The installation of the officers was public, and at the conclusion of the inter- 
esting exercises — 

** Bums* 'Adieu ' was sung with much vigor and fair success. With the with- 
drawing guests many members disappeared without permission. 

" Tne familiar sound of the gavel bronght order out of chaos. The newly 
made officers addressed themselves to their stations and duties. No further 
business appearing which any one seemed anxious to transact at this time and 
place, the Grand Lodge was closed in ample foam, peace and harmony pre- 
vailing."

It Is a pleasure to take up the report (on Correspondence— R. W. Cornblius 
Hn>aB»— giving in an interesting manner that which has been done in forty-five 
Grand Bodies. 

New York for 1889 has a notice which does our heart good to read. It has 
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the trae ring of brotherly feeling, and, although In miles apart, we feel that he 
is equally interested with us in the grand work. Our Grand Secretary recelYea a 
well-deseryed compliment for bis promptness in getting oat the proceedings of 
last year, so that they reached Montana within thirty days after the dose of our 
Annual Communication. 

" One thing is noticeable throughout this volume. The long struggle for a 
single purpose has absorbed all the interest and vitality. When a noble purpose 
fills the soul there is no room for anything else. There is nothing like getting 
absorbed in a good cause." 

The following from his conclusion has interested us, and we give it for the 
benefit of those who want to go West : 

^* While we have often of late been privileged to acknowledge invitations to 
attend centennial celebrations in older jurisdictions and extend congratulations, 
our own Grand Lodge has neared its quarter-century mile-post-, and more than 
that, this silver- wedding anniversary witnesses the transition of our jurisdiction 
from Territorial vassalage to State sovereignty. As the boundaries of Montana 
undergo no change in becoming a State, there is nothing to raise a ripple even 
on the surface of Masonry. 

" With Statehood and the control of our resources in our own hands, we 
may reasonably expect a larger ultimate if not rapid growth. Our area is equal 
to that of the empire of Japan, with its 37,000,000 inhabitants. We have single 
counties larger than Maine or Indiana, and our sage-brush desert lands, with only 
water, would yield more wheat, acre for acre, than the richest bottom lands in 
any part of the Mississippi Valley. It is the destined home for millions in the 
great future. Stored away in our mountains is enough of the precious metals to 
pay all the debts of the world and fill every one's pockets besides. 

" MasoniT and our Grand Lodge have a career proportioned to the area and 
resources of Montana. We have no occasion to envy others."

M.-. W.'. George B. France, Grand Master, and the representatives of one 
hundred and fifty-nine lodges. 

The Grand Master in his address (14 pp.), which Is eminently practical and 
permeated with a true Masonic spirit, has the pleasure of reporting : 

'* I call your attention to the condition of the Craft in this State with plea- 
sure, for we have had a year of prosperity ; the lodges have increased their 
membership, and strengthened the Fraternity in general, by bringing within it 
good, true and worthy workmen, who are desirous of learning Its sublime prin- 
ciples, and practicing more perfectly the living truths of Freemasonry." 

Accompanied by some of his associate Grand Officers, had constituted 
twelve of the fourteen new lodges to whom charters had been granted at the 
last Communication, and the present year he reports dispensations granted for 
twelve additional. 

Last year an amendment was proposed requiring twenty instead of eight 
petitioners for a new lodge, but failing to receive a msjority vote of the lodges, 
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It WA8 not adopted. In order, however, in some measure to assist the Grand 
Master, it was— 

** Be9oUfed, That it is the opinion and sense of this Grand Lod|re that the 
Grand Master ought to so exercise his discretion in the granting of dispensa- 
tions for the formation of new lodges as to require the signatures of not less 
than fifteen resident Master Masons to the petition therefor hefore granting 
such dispensation." 

The Grand Master had refused to grant dispensations to confer degrees 
regardless of time, except in extreme cases ; had saved himself an Immense 
amount of labor by declining to answer questions, unless submitted direct 
through the officers of a lodge ; had promptly responded to the appeal for relief 
of Florida sufferers, and also forwarded contribution to the distressed at Johns- 
town, Pa. 

In directing attention to the Importance of '* uniformity of work," he with 
great truth says : 

"My experience and the opinions of all others with whom I have been able 
to communicate prove to me oeyond all doubt that the lodges which devote 
much time to perfecting the work are the ones whose members are those * with 
whom the burdened heart may pour out its sorrows, and to whom distress may 
proffer its suit ' with the best prospect of receiving a favorable answer. 

" In lodges which are attentive to the wants of the needy we always find 
officers interested in the ritual and anxious to do good work within as well as 
outside of the lodge room." 

Alluding to the duties of the position of Grand Master becoming more 
burdensome each year-, owing to increase of lodges, recommended that the sum 
of 1500 be appropriated to procure the services of a private secretary, and the 
Grand Lodge evinced its approval by the requisite appropriation. 

Among the decisions reported we note the following as drawing the law 
pretty fine : 

'^ 7. Is it unmasonic for the officers and members of a Masonic Lodge, as 
members of a board of trustees in a village, to grant license to sell intoxicating 
liquors ? Aivnoer: Tes ; it is unmasonic for any Mason to do any act which is 
an injuiy to the community and tends to degrade humanity." 

It seems to us that our brethren, in what they may consider a laudable 
effort, are trenching upon privileges and official duties which are beyond thehr 
cognizance. 

We find that the Committee on Jurisprudence took the same view and 
reported : 

'* We do not approve decision No. 7, for the reason that it undertakes to 
control the action of a civil officer in the discharge of his official duties under 
the law of the State." 

In regard to the '^ Nebraska Masonic Home," for the establishment of 
which the necessary steps were taken last year, we note with g^tiflcatlon that 
" large donations and generous subscriptions had been made," and the com- 
mittee had deemed it expedient to take steps to fully establish and locate 
a Home. 

An organization, with -a board of sixteen trustees, had been Incorporated 
under the laws of Nebraska with a capital stock of $500,000. 
^.. It was voted that no part of the capital stock of said association should be 
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used for construction of balldings until the subscriptions reached the sum of 
$50,000, and then only the excess of that sum. 

Measures were taken to present the object to each lodge, and during the 
session numerous subscriptions were received. 

In this praiseworthy undertaking we wish them abundant and complete 
success. 

From the report of the Grand Custodian we learn that he had visited all but 
twenty of the lodges of that Jurisdiction, and the result of his earnest efforts 
must produce good fruit in the perfectness of the work and general duties 
of the Craft. 

Ceremonial occasions of the year, seven in number ; the Committee on Codi- 
fication of the Law had completed their work, and three copies ordered sent to 
each lodge ; and the Grand Lodge was honored by the visit of M.*. W.*. John 
Frtzzell, p. G. M. of the Grand Lodge of Tennessee. 

We commend the following : 

<^ Besobfedj That the chartered lodges of the Jurisdiction be and hereby are 
advised to each year celebrate the anniversaries of St. John the Baptist and St. 
John the Evangelist, thus reviving an old-time custom of our Fraternity, pro- 
moting sociability, cementing friendship, and possibly providing a penny for the 
poor. No doubt the Nebraska Masonic Home will gladly receive all the pro- 
ceeds of such festivals." 

An excellent and practical oration was delivered by the Grand Orator, Bbo. 
Henbt H. Wilson, from which we had designed to present a few points, but our 
space will not permit. 

We are glad to note that another year we are to have the benefit of the 
labors of Bro. Bowbn as chairman of the Committee on Correspondence.

The message of the Grand Master is very brief, and the announcement of 
peace and harmony is of more importance to the welfare of our Institution than 
numerical increase. 

At this point we note in many of the addresses Freemasonry is alluded to as 
an Order ; it would seem to us more correctly termed an Institution or Frater- 
nity. 

Several residents of that jurisdiction having received the degrees while tem- 
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porarlly In Scotland, the Grand Master took the proper course in forbidding the 
lodges to hold Masonic interconrse with them. 

A regalation was adopted that due notification be sent to Grand Lodges in 
all cases of failure of the Grand Representative attending the Communication of 
that Grand Lodge for two consecutive years. 

We are of the opinion, if such a rule became general, that our Grand Lodge 
would receive quite a number of communications. 

The record of the year 1888 discloses the fact that about one-half of the 
representatives of our Grand Lodge near sister Grand Lodges failed to be re- 
corded as present. 

The United Grand Lodge of New South Wales was officially recognized. 

No business of importance before the Grand Body.

The report on Correspondence (62 pp.) — R. L. Fulton — is a good synopsis of 
the proceedings of fifty-six Grand Lodges, presented in an interesting manner. 
New York for 1888 is Included. 

The chairman appropriately alludes to the loss sustained by the Craft in the 
death of M.*. W.*. Bros. Rob. Morris and John W. Simohs, and also gives in- 
formation of the following, which is of importance : 

" Another event, well worth mentioning, occurred last month at Yortc, Penn. 
The United Brethren Church, in their * World's Quadrennial Conference,' adopted 
a new Constitution, leaving out the clauses refusing church fellowship to mem- 
bers of secret societies. The vote on which this change was made was one hun- 
dred and ten to twenty. The proposition had been before the church for several 
years, and had been thoxt>ughiy discussed, and the vote was very decisive.*'

Semi-annual Communication for the exemplification of the work, by the offl- 
oers of two subordinate lodges, was held in the city of Manchester, December 
U7, 1888. 

The Grand Master, In his address (11 pp.), has Uie following with reference 
to the growth of the centuiy : 

" One hundred years ago there were in the State three lodffes, which were 
represented at a meeting held in Portsmouth, July 8, 1780. Although but few 
were present, it was decided to organise a Grand Lodge, which was done, offloen 
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elected, some reenlatioDs adopted : and at a subBeqnent meeting Bbo. Johk Sud- 
lAYAS was instaUed as first Grand Master of Masons in New Hampshire. During 
the year three new charters were granted and a charter was procured from the 
State legislature, to be In force for twenty years, at the expiration of which time 
the organization had become so strong as to leaye no doubt of its success, and 
the charter waa made perpetuid. As the State grew and prospered, with new 
industries more and more m everypart of our territory, the lodees continued to 
Increase in number as well as in (efficiency and usefulness, until in 1815 the order 
had become so wide-spread over the State that it was thought best to move the 

Slace of meeting from Portsmouth to Concord, where the annual meeting of this 
^rand Body has ever since been held. Our membership has grown from a few 
hundred to more than eight thousand Master Masons, and it is due the Fraternity 
to say that this membership comes from the very best element of our ciyillzation. 
We take a just pride in the power and Infiuence that we exert as a Fraternity up 
and down the hills and through the valleys of our beautiful State." 

Among the names reported on the memorial roll we note M.'. W.'. Nathah- 
lEL W. Cummer and M.-. W.'. William Babkett, P. 6. M. 

The Grand Master had visited many of the lodges and Is pleased to report an 
improvement in the manner of conferring the degrees. 

The several reports of the D. D. G. Masters convey full information apper- 
taining to the lodges under their charge. 

The Grand Lodge granted one dispensation for a new lodge. 

The following constitutional amendment was adopted : 

" If any lodge shall unreasonably refuse its approbation and recommenda^ 
tlon for the establishment of a new lodge, the petitioners may apply to the 
Grand Master, who shall appoint a commission of three Past Masters, of lodges 
not in the immediate vicinage, who shall receive such statement in writing as 
the petitioners may see fit to make ; and such statement in writing as the lodge, 
after due notice, may see fit to make ; shall hear such testimony on each side as 
the petitioners and the lodge may offer, and reduce the substance of the same 
to writing ; they shall make such investigation on titieir own part as shall enable 
them to form an intelligent judgment of the question, whether the good of 
Masonry would be promoted by the formation of such new lodffe ; and shall 
report the statements on either side, the testimony and their own mvestlgations 
and conclusions, to the next Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge, which 
shall consider the same, and may thereupon refuse or grant a dispensation or 
warrant for such new lodge, as the good of Masonry may seem to them to de- 
mand, notwithstanding the refusal of such lodge to approve or recommend the 
same.^' 

We hold the opinion that the regulation requiring the consent of the lodges 
interested before a dispensation can be granted for a new lodge Is a wise and 
wholesome provision, and that a Grand Lodge should not, by the adoption of a 
regulation as above, interfere therewith. 

The One Hundredth Anniversary of the organization of the Grand Lodge 
was celebrated by a banquet, upon which occasion addresses were delivered by 
distinguished members of the Fraternity of that jurisdiction.

The report ou Correspondence (cxciv. pp.) — Bro. A. S. Wait — is a valuable 
paper, embracing an exhaustive review of the proceedings of fifty-two Grand 
Bodies. 
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Under the head of Maine, commenting upon M.'. W.\ Bko. DBumcoiVD'a 
poBition in the Quebec-England controyersy, he Bays : 

" It asBumes that the three Montreal lodges in qnestion stand with respect 
to the Grand Lodge of Quebec precisely as would a lodge hereafter chartered by 
Eneland in the State of Iowa, to the Grand Lodge of Iowa. But the yery point 
maiae by New York, Iowa, California, and several other Grand Lodges, with 
Bro. PAsyiN and other writers thinking with him, is. that the two cases are 
radically unlike. No writer holds that one Grand Lodge can ^pla$U ' a new 
lodge within the jurisdiction of another whose legitimacy it recognizes. Eng- 
land has neyer planted, and never claimed the nght to * plant.' a new lodge 
within the Jurisaiction of any recognized American Grand Lodge, but, as we 
understand it, disclaims the right to do so. It does claim that lodges by her 
planted in Quebec long before any Grand Lodge was there orffanized have the 
right to continue to exist under the authority which planted them. This doc- 
trine is held to be sound by the Grand Lodges and writers we have mentioned^ 
and with this opinion we agree. Were it purely and exclusively an American 

auestion, in view of the * eonsensuM ' (the word is Bro. Djiummond's) of American 
fraud Lodges and Masons upon the subject as one of local policy, we should 
doubtless accede to the views of Bro. Dbummoni). But it is a question to which 
England is a party as well as the American States, and, as affecting her. we have 
no right to assume to make a new law of Masonry without her assent.'' 

And under Quebec, referring to the language and terms of the edict on the 
same subject, the following : 

'*,Had the edict been confined to a withdrawal of intercourse with the Grand 
Lodge of England, we think, as we have on more than one occasion said before,, 
that it would not have been open to Masonic criticism ; had it even stopped with 
forbidding intercourse with the subordinate lodges of the two jurisdictions, we 
are of the impression it might be sustained. But it goes farther than this, and 
strikes down the privileges of individual Masons and forbids their personal 
intercourse or recognition among each other. It was this last feature towards 
which, and only towards which, our remarks were directed, and it was this 
that we intended to declare not in the power of a Grand Lodge or Grand Master 
to do. 

''Among American Grand Lodges the doctrine held by Quebec has un- 
doubtedly become established by &rce of common consent. England, who 
chartered the three lodges in question long before there was any Grand Lodge 
within the territory of Quebec, and when by the universal consent she mieht 
lawfully do so, has never recognized this American doctrine, and, as a constitu- 
ent of the great Masonic community, has always refused assent to it. How 
American Grand Lodges can prescribe this as a rule to the Grand Lodge of Eng- 
land is not apparent to this writer." 

New York for 1888 is fraternally reviewed, concluding with the following : 

" Since writing the above we have learned with inexpressible sorrow that 
Bro. John W. Simoms is no more, having closed a long and useful life on the 
22d of October last Few have filled a larger place among the Craft, none was 
ever more beloved by the brethren, and none will be longer mourned or more 
highly revered for virtues which aoom the man and Mason."

M.*. W.*. Charles H. Mann, Grand Master, and the representatives of one 
hundred and fifty-two lodges 
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The annual addreaa of the Grand Master (25 pp.) is one worthy of the occas- 
ion ; the illustrions dead of that and sister jurisdictions are fraternally mentioned, 
among the number being R.*. W.*. Joseph L. Db La Coub, P. D. 6. M. 

It seems somewhat strange to us that among the names of those who haye 
occupied positions of official trust in sister Qrand Bodies no mention is made of 
those of New York State. 

The response to the circular letter issued to the sub-lodges had not been 
such as to warrant the belief that the Craft were ready to make the sacrifices 
necessary for the establishment of a " Masonic Home,'* and in lieu thereof it was 
proposed to formulate plans for the establishment of a Grand Lodge Charity 
Fund. 

Liberal contributions had been forwarded for the relief of the Johnstown, 
Pa., sufferers. We are pleased to note that the Grand Master had visited many 
of the lodges in different parts of the State and reports prosperity in all depart- 
ments. 

Alluding to the initiation of a resident of Hoboken, N. J., by a lodge in New 
York City— in which case the Grand Master of New York had ordered charges 
to be formulated against the offender, the brother who recommended him and 
the committee of investigation — the Grand Master says : 

<* An expulsion of Pattberg from membership by the lodge of which he is un- 
lawfully a member will not affect his status among us, which, under our law, 
custom and usage, is that of a ' profane,' and he, as such, can petition any lodge 
within whose territorial jurisdiction he resides for initiation and membership ; 
or, by consent of such lodge, he can apply elsewhere, and, if elected, can be en- 
tered, passed and raised to tne degree of Master Mason. I make Uiis statement 
in order that the position taken by this Grand Jurisdiction in this and similar 
cases may be fully and clearly understood by all." 

The diflSculty between the Grand Lodge of New Jersey and the Grand Lodge 
of New York is alluded to, and the Grand Master felt it his duty to issue an edict, 

"Instructing each and every lodge surbodlnate to the Grand Lodee of New 
Jerseynot to grant permission to any lodge subordinate to the Grand Lodge of 
New York to receive or act upon petitions for Initiation and membership 
from residents within the territorial jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of New 
Jersey. " 

The Grand Lodge of North Dakota was officially recognised, a warrant 
granted for a new lodge, and during the session the Grand Lodge was honored 
by the presence of M.*. W.*. Clifford P. MaoCalla, G. M. of the Grand Lodge 
of Pennsylvania. 

A full report is made of all documents, the correspondence, addresses of 
the Grand Masters and the reports on jurisprudence of the two Grand Lodges 
relative to what is known as the Daniel £. Lemm case. 

We have carefully read all the papers appertaining to the case, and we may 
be pardoned if we call attention to a point which forcibly presented itself to our 
mind, referring to the present unfortunate status of the affair. 

The difference between «tbe two Grand Lodges is one which, in our judgment, 
should have been adjusted without recourse to the extreme measures adopted 
by our sister Grand Jurisdiction. 

The position of each Grand Lodge is firm and strenuously maintained, based 
upon its construction of the law prevalent in each jurisdiction. Upon thlspoint, 
viewed from its own standpoint, each party claims to be in the right. 
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We of New York claim that the eaid Lemm bad a Masonic reddence In the 
State of New York, according to our law. 

The Grand Lodge of New Jersey, by the regulations of Its law, strenuonsly 
maintains that the aforesaid Lemm was its material. 

Each party to the controversy may, in one sense, by reason of the difference 
in the regulation defining Masonic residence, be in the right, as a question of 
principle inyolyed. 

If this position is to be maintained in its present status, there would seem to 
be no prospect of any satisfactory settlement of a question which certainly should 
be adjudicated by disinterested parties, whose views and opinions would be un- 
biased. 

That there should be a settlement of the case each party concedes, and it 
needs but a concession on the part of our brethren of New Jersey to effect the 
much-to-be-deslred result 

The Grand Lodge of New York proposes to submit the point at issue to ar- 
bitration ; this is certainly fair. 

The Grand Lodge of New Jersey also expresses a willingness to accede to 
the same, but it cannot be carried out, from the fact that the Grand Lodge of 
New Jersey refuses to withdraw the edict, issued by M.*. W.'. Grand Master 
MOORB, pending the arbitration. 

Upon this point we quote from the report of the Committee on Jurispru- 
dence : 

" This he did by his edict, warning his brethren from the commission of a 
Masonic offense by holding fraternal Intercourse with Lemm, and phohiblting 
them from admitting him to their lodges. This edict must necessarily stand so 
long as there is a possibility of Lemm's seeking admission to our lodges, or until a 
tribunal to which the question shall be volnntarily submitted bv this Grand 
Lodge shall decide that Lemm, at the time of his petition, was a resident of New 
YorK. The revocation of this edict could mean nothing else than that Lemm 
might be admitted to and received In the Iodides of this Jurisdiction, and when 
such admission Is once made by us the foundation of our insistment m the case 
has been abandoned." 

Upon this point, if we may be allowed, let us consider briefly the edict re- 
ferred to, and which, by the way, is the aggravating element in the case and the 
vital point at issue. 

The reason assigned for the issuing of the said edict is based upon the follow- 
ing regulation of the Grand Lodge : 

" All proceedings of a lodge in the case of a candidate who has been rejected 
by or who resides in the jurisdiction of another lodge, subsequent to the receipt 
of the petition, and taken prior to the application for and receipt of the consent 
of the lodge holding jurisdiction, are null and void. (See paragraph 20, pages 
«9, 100, Digest, 1888.)»^ 

** In New Jersev, a man who has received the Masonic degrees from a lo 
having no jurisdiction over him is illegally made, and cannot, therefore, in 1 
jurismction, be recognized as a Mason; and any one holding Masonic inter- 
course with such a person is liable to discipline. Such being the case, we do 
not see how the Grand Master of New Jersey could have done otherwise, in 
relation to Daniel E. Lemm, than to have notified the members of the Craft in 
this jurisdiction of the facts of the case and prohibit them from recognizing 
Lemm as a Mason. Whatever may be the law in other jurisdictions* this is the 
law of New Jersev, and the Grand Master was bound to enforce it ; although, of ' 
course, his interdict can have no effect beyond our borders. Nor can we see 
how, until Lemm has been regularly made, the interdict can be removed with- 
out a breach of Masonic law as Interpreted In this jurisdiction.'* 
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Now it iB anquestlonable that the Grand Lodge of New Jersey has the right 
to make laws for the goyemment of the lodges of its own Jurisdiction, that they 
most conform thereto, and any deviation therefrom subjects them to the penalty. 

Such being the law, as stated, for any violation thereof occurring within its 
Jurisdiction, by ite 9ubordinale9, the Grand Master would have been Justified in 
declaring '* all the proceedings taken In the initiation of to be and were un- 
lawful, irregular, without Masonic virtue, and hence null, void, and of no effect." 

We will also admit that the Grand Master of New Jersey might and could 
have ordered, in this special case, " that the said Lemm should not be recognized 
as a Mason or admitted as a visitor in any lodge under the Jurisdiction of the 
Grand Lodge of New Jersey." 

This would have been binding and operative upon its sub-lodges and would 
have protected *' the brethren of New Jersey from the commission of a Masonic 
offense which would result from intercourse with him (Lemm)." 

But the edict in question has a broader scope, for it declares — 

'* All the proceedings taken in the initiation of one Daniel E.Lemm (desoite 
the refusal of consent thereto by Mystic Tie Lodge) by Fort Edward Lodge, No. 
267, of New York, to be and were unlawful, irregular, without Masonic virtue, 
and hence null, void, and of no effect." 

In effect saying that the work of a New York lodge upon a candidate which 
is claimed to be its material is irregtdary un2ai^2 and ioithmti Mouonic virtue. 

In this we cannot but consider that the Grand Master of New Jersey exceeded 
his authority and raised an issue to which New York could not submit. With all 
due respect, we contend that the edict as worded should never have been issued. 

Deeming the law as quoted above to have been applicable to the sub-lodges 
of its own Jurisdiction, we cannot agree with the conclusions of the report of the 
Committee on Jurisprudence of the Grand Lodge of New Jersey. 

That which would have been eminently proper and right between lodges 
within its own jurisdiction cannot be operative to the extent that would give the 
Grand Master of New Jersey any authority to declare " thai the act qf a regularly 
constitute lodge of another State toas in-egular, without Masonic virtuCy and hence^ null 
and void and of no effect. '* ' 

We submit that the edict, with its objectionable clause, could be lifted 
without any reflection upon the dignity of that Grand Body, or by so doing 
admit " that Lemm was a resident of New York." 

Withdraw that which is objectionable, recall a declaration in which most 
certainly the Grand Lodge of New York cannot acquiesce, lay aside any unpleas- 
antness which may have arisen from personal feeling, meet upon the broad 
platform of Fraternity, submit the facts of the case to an unbiased tribunal, and 
be governed by the decision. 

Certainly nothing could be more in accord with Masonic spirit. 

Should the decision of the Court of Arbitration be against the position of 
New York— which could only be the case by reason of misrepresentation on the 
part of the petitioner or the lodge — then its own dignity would demand and 
it would promptly see that the offending parties are dealt with according to 
Masonic law and usage. 

With all due respect, we are unaware of law which would warrant '' the Grand 
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Lodge of New York iu temporarily annulling (pending arbitration) the initiation 
of the said Lemm," as suggested in the Grand Master's address. 

The punishment for a Masonic offense necessarily follows, it cannot precede, 
the yerdict.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The report on Correspondence (182 pp.) is presented by M.*. W.*. and Ret. 
Hbnbt Vehslaoe, reviewing the proceedings of fifty-two Grand Bodies, and 
embraces matters of interest which cannot but be of advantage to the Craft. 

New York for 1888 receives fraternal mention, and we take the liberty of 
presenting the following : 

" It would be more agreeable to say nothing upon a subject to which much 
space is eiven in Grand Master Lawremob's address, especially as the matter is 
atill pending, viz.: the question between New York ana New Jersey as to terri- 
torial jurismction. It is strange that so much time and such prolonged discus- 
sion are necessary when, as he says, * the Question Is one which a person of 
ordinary intelligence, having the evidence of both sides before him, would have 
settled within an hour.* Doubtless, if the usual course in such cases had been 
followed, it would have so resulted. Then there would have been no need for 
circuitous and procrastinating methods, nor anv ground for the assumption of 
superior virtue in the exercise of patience and forbearance, nor any occasion for 
the expenditure of so much indignation. All this could have been spared if the 
main, central fact in the case had been duly considered and promptly acted 
upon ; and so clear was the evidence in regara to this that a brief correspond- 
ence would have settled the difficulty and obviated the necessitv for the 
obnoxious interdict. Our law declares the status of an individual who secures 
Masonic privileges in the method pursued in this case, and the publication of 
this law, in its specific application to the individual violating it, was made a 
necessity. It may be said, in extennation, that the pre-occupation of our New 
York brethren in their laudable endeavor to complete the removal of their debt 
caused this Question to be treated with less careful attention than its gravity 
demanded, what is now plainly seen as possible, was not done at the right 
time ; hence all the confusion and harm. The application of the rule, which has 
been suggested as a proper one when a citizen of Illinois visits Scotland and is 
made a Mason, is certainly quite as Just when the Hudson River rather than the 
Atlantic Ocean separates the two jurisdictions. At any rate, no reason has yet 
been assigned why New Jersey should accord the rights and privileges of 
Masonry to one who has evaded her requirements, or why she should not declare 
unlawful what has been done In direct violation of Masonic law. When the 
effort shall be made, not to make out a case, but to correct the wrong done, it 
will be found that New Jersey agrees with the New York Committee on Juris- 
prudence that * the continuance of fraternal relations between these two adjoin- 
ing and sister jurisdictions is most important,' and will not be unreasonable or 
dilatory in regard to any feasible plan of adjustment. This will appear from the 
correspondence, where it is seen that at an early date the proposition was made 
by the party aggrieved (as was right in the circumstances) that Fort Edward 
liodge snould ^gin de novo^ and the assurance was j^ven that the Grand Master's 
personal influence would be given to secure a waiver of jurisdiction by Mystic 
Tie Lodge. This would have been In the line of the original correspondence as 
to the wai?er, and an easy solution of the difficulty."

He was foremost in establishing the rights 
of the Grand Lod^e as a sovereign body, and in all departments labored earnestly 
for the welfare oi the Craft." 

The Grand Lodge voted to establish a Charity Fund, recognized the Grand 
Lodge of North Dakota, and selected Albuquerque as the permanent location for 
the Grand Body. 

Among the decisions reported— referring to No. S— we should consider the 
proper coarse to have spread a ballot, and, on rejection, returned the fee.

M.'.W.'. Samuel H. Smith, Grand Master, and the representativea of one 
hundred and thirty-three lodges. 

The Grand Master in his annual address (6 pp.) has the pleasure of reporting 
that the past year had been exceptionally favorable ; fourteen new lodges had 
been Instituted by dispensation, some dormant lodges revived, and large acces- 
Biona to the membership had been made. 

But one vacancy npon the official roll, R.'.W.'. Luke Blaokmbr, P. G. 8. W. 
1861-2-8, who died February 9, 1889, aged sixty-four years. 
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Upon the question of ** dimits and non-afflllation *' we present the views of 
the Grand Master : 

** I desire to call your attention to the subject of dlmltted and non-affiliated 
Masons. The law of this jurisdiction clearly forbids the extension of any Masonic 
rifchts or privileges to Masons who are not members in good standing of some 
active lodge. ToeT are aliens, bnt in reality we make of them a privileged class, 
with advantages which we deny to honest and faithful Craftsmen. The regular 
payment of dues for the support of the lodge, and the maintenance of our noble 
charity, is a binding obligation upon every Mason. The member of a lodge who 
fails to respond to this obligation is justW excluded from all Masonic rights and 
privileges ; nor can he be reinstated until he pays all arrears. On the other hand, 
we see numbers of dlmltted and non-affiliated Masons throughout this jurisdic- 
tion who for years disregard their obligations, and then, at their convenience 
or pleasure, are granted full membership in a working lodge upon payment of a 
small admission fee. That such conduct is wrong and that it is a just cause of 
discontent in our order, all will admit. Radical measures alone can correct this 
great and growing evil. I earnestlv commend the following suggestions to your 
consideration. Allow no dimit to be granted except upon satiuactory evidence 
that the applicant seeks admission into another lodge, and compel lodges to 
chanre the same fees as for the degrees in the case of all non-affiliates who shall 
not file their petitions for membership within a reasonable time. Perhaps you 
will object that such a course will alienate and drive off many who. In due time, 
would i^gain connect themselves with us. I contend that no good Mason can 
allow himself to remain indefinitely dimitted or non-affiliated. Euch only do we 
want ; all others we are better off without. True Masonry is a fruit-bearing tree, 
and all unprofitable and dead branches must be ruthlessly pruned to encourage 
its vigorous and healthy growth. Let ' Once a Mason, always a Mason,' be the 
watchword of this jurisdiction." 

Action thereon was deferred, and a committee will report next year. 

XJo-affiliation is a subject which is, at the best, a perplexing question. 

Having assumed the ties of membership, it is expected that these obligations 
will be maintained, and hence a provision that no member shall be permitted to 
dimit unless for the purpose of joining another lodge— except in the event of 
removal from the State — ^is a wise regulation and its tendency for good. 

There may be said to be two species of un-afflliates^voluntary and involun- 
tary—and in our judgment the two classes should be regarded from a different 
standpoint. 

When a member, of his own act and desire, requests to be dropped from the 
roll and retires from active membership with the Craft, he should be subjected 
to all the disabilities of that relationship and be deprived of the privileges of 
visitation and all the benefits of the lodge. 

Becoming an un-afflliate by inability to pay dues, which sometimes* is of a 
temporary character, he should be deprived of the privilege of visitation. 

In either case, however, when he again desires to resume his active member- 
ship he should be allowed to. do so without any affiliation fee. 

The exaction of " the same fee for affiliation as for the degrees in the lodge" 
would, in our judgment, prevent rather than induce affiliation, and is therefore 
objectionable. The evil will be corrected by conciliation ; it will only be aggra- 
vated by prohibitory provisions. 

The " Oxford Orphan Asylum,*' under the auspices of the Grand Lodge, and 
toward whleh the annual appropriation of two thousand dollars was made, is 
regarded as the bright jewel of the Craft in that jurisdiction. The report of the 
superintendent shows that the institution is prosperous, having two hundred and 
sixty " little ones " under its charge, and the Grand Lodge may well be proud of 
the magnificent work it is doing. 
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The followlDg queatlon will receive consideration at the next Annual Com- 
munication : 

'* Be9oUf«dj That the queatlon of the status of a Maaon who has been tried 
and convicted, and who appeals to the Grand Lodge, be referred to the Gommit- 
tee on Jnrisprudence, and that they be requested to report their views on this 
«ubject as soon as practicable to the Grand Lodge." 

We should say that, having been duly tried and the conclusions of the com- 
missioners sustained by the lodge, his status is in accordance therewith. 

The fact of having appealed from the verdict does not affect the judgment. 

The brother found guilty must submit to the award of the brethren. If upon 
a review of the case the appeal is sustained, then he resumes his fonner member- 
«hip. 

We think that the following amendment to the code should not be adopted : 

<* In the absence of the Master and Wardens from a Communication a Past 
Master of said lodge may open the lodge and preside.'* 

In the absence of the Master and Wardens there would be no one who had 
authority to congregate the brethren, and we believe it is generally held that a 
lodge cannot be opened in the absence of the three principal olflcers.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The report on Correspondence (94 pp.)— W.*. Euoeks S. Mabtin— gives an 
Able review of the proceedings of fifty-two Grand Bodies. The expression of 
the chairman on various points is in accord with the general usages of Masonry. 

New York for 1889 has a pleasing and complimentary notice. 

In last year's report— under District of Columbia— we presented an excetpt 
having reference to the org^izatlon of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. 
The chairman claims that Bro. Singleton is In error, and hence we present here- 
with the following correction : 

" As the writer has examined original records of the convocation of dvly tm- 
poirUed representatives of a maforiiy of the lodges then in North Carolina, which, 
upon notice, met at Tarborotigh (not Hillsborough) in 1787 to raoroaniee the Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina, ^.we q)eak by the cara.^ And now, if Bro. Sinolbtok 
will permit us, we will give him the true story, relying upon the oriffvud reoords 
now in the archives of our Grand Lodge. 

*' The lodges established in North Carolina under charters from the Grand 
Lodge of 'England, and, perhaps, other Grand Lodges, prior to 1771, organized in 
that year the original Grand Lodge of North Carolina, which met at New Berne 
and Edenton until its meetings were interrupted and its records burned during 
the Revolutionarj' War by the British. 

<^ On the 9th of December, 1787, after notice to all the lodges, a convocation 
of 'duly appointed representatives from a majority of the lodges was held at Tat-^ 
borough for the purpose of reorganizing the Grand Lodge. It was then and there duly 
reorganized according to the laws, rales, regulations, usages and customs of the 
Masonic Craft, ancient and modern ; a Constitution and By-laws were adopted 
and Grand officers duly elected and installed ; Bro. Samuel «foHN8TON (governor, 
and afterwards first United States Senator} being elected first Grand Ma&ter. 

** The record contains the names of all the lodges represented and of their 
representatives. Moreover, a Committee on Correspondence was appointed for the 
purpose, as the record says, of holding a fraternal Intercourse with the rest of 
the Masonic world, and engendering a closer bond of union among the Fraternity 
at large. It was as fully, completely and legally organized a Grand Lodge a^ 
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any that Masonic history g\YW us any record of, and not, as Bro. Sinolbton, or 
his mUhorUy, says, ' by a convention of brethren somewhat after the manner of 
that foand in New Jersey the year previous,* etc. ; that is, without authority. 

"If the Grand Lodse of New Jersey was organized in the manner stated by 
Bso. SraouiTON, then North Carolina is Justly entitled to the claim Bro. Sinqlb- 
Tov sets up for the Grand Lodges of Connecticut and New Hampshire, legaUy (as 
he asserts) organized in 1789, to-wit : as being * the very first independent Grand 
Lodge organized in thie manner in North America,^ In fact, we can fairly claim 
from 1771." 

M.'. W.'. Samubl H. Smith {Winston), Grand Master, receded; and B.'. W.*. 
DoKALD W. Baih {Raleigh), Grand Secretary, re-deeted.

NORTH DAKOTA. 

We have the proceedings incident to the formation of the Grand Lodge of 
North Dakota, the youngest Grand Lodge on this continent. 

Under our review of the Grand Lodge of Dakota we alluded to the division 
of the Territory of Dakota Into two States, to be known as North and South 
Dakota. 

The new Grand Lodge comprises the district north of the 7th standard par- 
allel, and at a convention held June 12, 1889, at Mitchell, there were present the 
representatives of twenty lodges, and, in accordance with Masonic usage, the 
Grand Lodge of North Dakota was duly oif^nlzed, officers elected, installed, and 
the new Grand Lodge fraternally welcomed and recognized by the Grand Lodg® 
of Dakota. 

A Constitution and By-laws were adopted. 

The subordinate lodges under the jurisdiction of the new Grand Lodge are 
twenty-seven In number (twenty of whom were present and united in the organ- 
ization), and four lodges U. D. 

In acknowledgment of the act of courtesy extended by the Grand Lodge of 
Dakota, the new Grand Lodge also made all past and present elective officers 
of the Grand Lodge of Dakota honorary members of );hat Grand Lodge. 

We note that a former member of the ** Guild,'* Bro. Frank J. Thomfbon, 
is honored as Deputy Grand Master. 

We wish the new Grand Lodge success. May peace, harmony and brotherly 
love prevail ! The harmony which prevailed at the division of the official ties of 
relationship, the good feeling and unanimity evinced, will render memorable the 
15th Annual Communication of the mother Grand Lodge and tend to the per^ 
petoaUon of the fraternal feeling which has ever distinguished the Craft of that 
jurisdiction.

M.*. W.'. Lbavdbr BuRDicKy Grand Maater, the repreaentatfyes of four hon- 
dred and alzty-Blx lodgea, and New York by W.'. Barton Smith. 

The Grand Master, in his annual address (45 pp.) welcoming the repre- 
sentatiyes present, extends his congratulations on the growth and prosperity of 
the Craft of that jurisdiction ; kindly words are spoken of those who haye com- 
pleted life's work, including K*. W.\ Jonathan N. Burr, P. G. M., and also 
M.\ W.'. John W. Simons, of our jurisdiction ; for the Johnstown, Pa., sufferers 
he had promptly forwarded relief, and the sub-lodges had also nobly responded ; 
official relatioDS with sister Grand Jurisdictions are of the most cordial char- 
acter, with the exception of the Grand Lodge of Tennessee, to which we refer 
in another part of this paper ; dispensations issued for seyen new lodges. 

Upon the question of a Masonic Home, he is not in fayor of a per capita or 
compulsory tax on the membership, but that the necessary funds should be 
ootained by yoluntary contributions : 

<' The time has arrlyed when the Grand Lodffe of Ohio should husband its 
resources, practice proper economy in its expenditures, and commence to pro- 
ylde a fund that shall proye a nucleus for the purpose of building a Masonic 
Home for those who may require our care and asslBtance. We should erect an 
institution that may be regarded as a permanent monument to exemplify the 
true principles of Cnarity and Brotherly Loye, and proye to the world that the 
thousands of Masons in Ohio can accomplish a work worthy of the cause in 
which we are engaged, and of the great State we represent.** 

Had decided that an unaffiliated Master Mason could not be elected an 
honorary member of a lodge ; directing the attention of the Grand Lodge to the 
seryices of R.'. W.*. John D. Caldwell, who had filled the office of Grand Sec- 
retary for thirty-six consecutlye years, he recommended that the Grand Lodge 
honor itself by a further expression of regard for his yaluable and meritorious 
seryices, and during the session he was appointed EmerituB Grand Secrelary <tf 
ilu Grand Lodge for l\fe. 

The affairs of that Grand Jurisdiction demand strong and able men as its 
standard-bearers, and we are glad to note the re-election of M.'. W.\ Bro. 
BuROiOK— an honor worthily bestowed. 

The committee recommended in fayor of a Masonic Home. It is proposed 
to secure at lesst $100,000 before commencing operations : 

" Two plans haye suggested themselyes to your Committee as to the manner 
of constructing this Home. 

'' The first contemplates a single structure, similar to the Loulsyille Home, 
large enough to accommodate the objects of our care ; or, at most, not more 
than two or three buildings in the same locality. 

" The second plan sugeested would proylde for something similar to the 
Shaker settlements, and would organise the Home in the shape of a yillage, with 
separate cottages and gardens, a general school and workshops, and a tract of 
land sufficient to proylde for supplying the farm products consumed. 

'' Each plan has Its peculiar aayantages, and the selection should be care- 
fully considered and made by your comnuttee to be hereafter appointed." 
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The Grand Lodge expressed its disapproyal of and prohibited the incorpora- 
tion of sab-lodges. 

We are not in favor of the incorporation of lodges under the general law 
governing such corporations. In the jorisdiction of New York the trastees of 
a lodge are permitted to incorporatCi for the purpose of holding real estate, 
under the provisions of a special act passed by the State legislature for that 
purpose. 

Telegraphic greetings were exchanged with the Qrand Lodge of Kentucky, 
then in session, and official recognition extended to the United Grand Lodge of 
New South Wales, the United Grand Lodge of Victoria, and the Grand Lodge of 
North Dakota. 

Li our report of last year, under Tennessee, we noted the fact of the diffi- 
culty between the Grand Lodge of Tennessee and the Grand Lodge of Ohio on 
the question of Grand Representatives between the two Grand Bodies. 

We are now in possession of a report issued by the Grand Lodge of 
Ohio, having special reference to the " fraternal relations between the Grand 
Lodges of Tennessee and Ohio," and while we have no desire to enter into 
the discussion of a matter of variance between the two Grand Bodies, yet it 
is but fair that we present the other side of the case, which puts a different 
aspect to the position assumed than was deduced from the report before us last 
year. 

A vacancy having been created by the death of the Grand Representative of 
the Grand Lodge of Tennessee near the Grand Lodge of Ohio, the Grand 
Master of Ohio propedy and courteously suggested the name of R.'. W.*. J. W. 
Ibbdsll to fill the vacancy. 

In the course pursued by the Grand Master of Ohio no exceptions could be 
taken, but the Grand Master of Tennessee in his reply desired, before making the 
appointment recommended, *'an assurance that Bbo. Irbdbll was not of that 
class of Masons, unhappily so numerous in Cincinnati, who haye made them- 
selves conspicuous by their zeal In persecution of their brethren." 

The Grand Master of Ohio, in a dignified reply to the above letter (which is 
certainly in questionable taste), said : " The majority of Masons In Ohio do not 
tolerate treason or rebellion, and referred to the esteem In which W.*. Bbo. 
Irbdbll was held by the fact of his election as Grand High Priest at the last 
convocation of the Grand Chapter of Ohio.*' 

This did not appear to satisfy the view of the Grand Master of Tennessee, 
and he, in effect, declined the recommendation and '* begged to choose our 
(Tenn.) Grand Representative from the one hundred and eighty-five members 
of your (Ohio) Grand Lodge in good and regular standing, who dissent from 
the action of the majority,** and nominated a brother who apparently was 
obnoxious to the Grand Lodge of Ohio. 

Whereupon the Grand Master of Ohio declined to make any further recom- 
mendations and requested the Grand Representative of Ohio near the Grand 
Lodge of Tennessee to return his commission. 

It must be conceded that the nomination of a Grand Representative is 
wholly within the province of the Grand Master in whose jurisdiction the 
representative is accredited, and we do not consider the statement, '' that the 
Grand Master of Ohio had refused to receive a Representative,*' to be war- 
ranted. 
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The coune pmaed bj the Grand Maater of Ohio eeema to have been 
(Hgntfled and cooMrratlTe. 

We agree with the report of the committee, that : 

<* There is, as heretofore stated, no eridence whaterer in the correspondence 
authorizing the statement that the Grand Master of Ohio was wuriOing that any 
M apartiaan should hold their conunission.*' 

It would seem that this question should be relicTed of the factor of per- 
sonal bias and speedily adjusted on the principle which should govern an inter- 
chaoge of representaUyes, and fraternal and reciprocal relations re-established.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

In the able report on Correspondence (102pp.)» presented by M.*. W/. 
William M. Cuhnimoham, special prominence is given to " a vindication of the 
action of the Grand Lodge of Ohio in maintaining its supremacy and the en- 
forcement of its laws and edicts." ^ 

The report reviews the proceedings of forty-seven Grand Bodies, and con- 
cludes with a valuable paper on '* Land-marks.'' 

We are compelled to omit reference to special points noted, as we have 
already exceeded our limit 

Under Illinois, upon the maldng of residents of this country (whUe on a 
temporary visit) Masons in foreign lodges, in his opinion : , 

*'If strictly followed, the withholding of Masonic recognition and the 
deprivation of the privilege of visitation would be sulBclent to deter ' tourists 
abroad' from taking advantage of such opportunities for the evasion of 
American laws ; and the mere possession of the degrees would be of but little 
pleasure or profit to an unworthy recipient who could only procure them by 
evading a ballot in the lodge where he was best known." 

And in relation to what is termed the Past Master's degree, we coincide 
with the following : 

** 1st. That there were certain tecret ceremonies, entipalmt at leatt to a 
decree, connected with the installation of the Worshipful Master Into the duties 
of nis oiflce in 1728 and prior thereto, 

*^ 2d. That both of the Grand Lodges in England, when two were in exist- 
ence, used and recognized similar secret ceremonies in that connection. 

'' 8d. That the exoteric ceremonies connected therewith were not only the 
same with both of those Grand Bodies, but are the same, in spirit at least, now in 
use. 

** The whole war Is, In reality, against the name, and has a parallel in the 
fight of Don Quixote against the wlnd-mlU. The ceremonies mentioned ma^f 
have been termed * Passing the Chair ' only, by both ancients and moderns. 
Whilst Webb and others termed those ceremonies, the ' Past Master's Degree,' 
the name may not be material, and certainly vould not be with the writer ; but 
the ceremonies ar$maierialf and If they were necessary in 1728, and prior thereto, 
they are eaually necessaiy now, and the lessons and symbolism connectcKi 
therewith should be as Impressivelv communicated now as then. That its 
ritual has been corrupted by farcical interpolations and facetious illustrations 
does not detract from the beautyof its symbolism ; but their elimination is 
where the war should come in. When similar interpretations occurred in the 
rituals, of two sections at least, of the Third Degree, and in some others, the 
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efforts of Grand Lodges were directed to tbeir ellminatioD and the Bimpliflcation 
of rituals, bat not to the wiping oat of a mde because ridiculous ceremonies 
or farcical expressions had been snrreptitiously or ignorantly Interpolated by 
either Ignorant or designing persons.*' 

The proceedings of New York for 1880 have a most generous and compli- 
mentary notice, fraternal mention being made of the death of M.*. W.*. Bro. 
81MON8, and approval expressed of our report of last year. 

With all dne respect, however, we cannot but consider that the M.*. W.*. 
Brother has overstepped the bounds of what properly forms a part of a report on 
Correspondence, in that he devotes some five pages in reply to a circular letter 
emanating from what is termed " The Supreme Council 83^ for the United 
States, their Territories and Dependencies." 

We are surprised that the chairman of the committee should seek to hold 
the Qrand Lodge of New Tork responsible for that over which U has no control. 
There is no justification therefor, and while we do not propose to discuss the 
points presented— it being a matter outside of our province — still we desire to 
present some general principles in reference to the inference sought to be 
deduced by our M.*. W.\ Brother. 

L The Grand Lodge of New York reserves to itself the right of electing 
as its officers duly qualified brethren within its own jurisdiction. That right is 
unquestionable and conceded to all. 

2. There is no requirement as to avocation, nor inquiry whether any such 
brother is a B. A. Mason, a K. T., a 82d degree Mason, or a member of any other 
organization or society ; but simply based upon the qualification of being a 
Master Mason and eligible to the honor. 

8. With the exception of Blue Lodge Masonry, any difference of opinion 
is to be settled in the field to which it belongs, as long at there U no irUerferenoe 
%pith the right* qfthe Grand Lodge qfNevo York, 

We question the propriety of the attempt to hold the Grand Lodge of New 
York responsible for the utterances of any one of its Grand Lodge officers, made 
in an individual capacity, upon matters outside of Blue Lodge Masonry. The 
privilege of individual action belongs to every brother, he being individually 
responsible therefor. 

In our judgment the insertion of this controversy into the report under New 
York, in connection with the introductory remarks, is not in accord " with that 
fraternal courtesy which has always prevailed, and which we trust may ever 
continue to exist, between the Grand Lodge of Ohio and the Grand Lodge of 
New York." 

When the Grand Lodge of New York commits any act to disturb those 
pleasant relations, then^ and not till then, can our brethren of Ohio have a lawful 
cause of grievance of which official notice can be taken. 

We fail to understand why under New York, any more than any other Grand 
Lodge, the occasion should be taken to make it a medium for an answer to a 
special paper outside of and foreign to the degrees of Masonry controlled by 
this Grand Lodge. 

In our report of last year we expressed our approval of the action of the 
M.*. W.'. Grand Master of Ohio in maintaining the dignity and authority of that 
Grand Lodge, In demanding obedience to laws and regulations heretqfbre adopted 
by that Grand Body. We hold to the same opinion still, and not even the per- 
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sooal attack by Interested parties (alluded to by the committee) wonid ^xutitj 
OS in aaing the report on Correspondence as a medium to reply thereto.

We fail to understand in what sense the three lodges U. D. can be included 
as representatives ; they certainly have not yet attained the status of a duly con- 
stituted lodge. 

In view of the great misfortune by fire and flood which had come upon the 
people of that State, the memorial service ordered at the last Azmual Communi- 
cation was dispensed with, the committee believing 

" that a charitable recollection of the suffering brethren around us, and in our 
neighboring cities, would be a more grateful Incense to the memoir of our dead 
than the singing of a requiem, and that we could not honor our Beloved dead 
more at this time than by an act of benevolence to the living." 

Practical charity is the thing to be desired. Let our efforts be directed to 
the aid of those ever present and in need. It is better than high-sounding words, 
however beautiful and appropriate they may be. 

We believe in doing all honor to the memory of those who have gone before, 
but, in our opinion, If our efforts were directed more to practical work, in^the 
alleviation of those who are harassed by the burdens of life, who are unfortu- 
nate, we should come nearer to the character of a Brotherhood, and the standing 
and reputation of our Fraternity be placed upon a higher and nobler level. Let 
us practice what we preach. 

The address of the Grand Master is a comprehensive document, covering 
fully the official transactions of the year and embracing much which cannot but 
be productive of good results to the Jurisdiction. Peace and harmony character- 
ised the year. 

The Grand Master had visited forty-six lodges, and but for a personal dis- 
ability, resulting from an accident on one of the tours, would have extended his 
labors further. 

Among the dead of the year fraternal mention is made of M.*. W.*. Bbbbi- 
MAM Jbmnimos, the first Grand Master of that jurisdiction ; and among those of 
other Jurisdictions, reference is made to M.*. W.*. John W. Simoks, of our 
Jurisdiction, in the kindest manner. 

He believes there should be a limit to the increase of lodges, and recom- 
mended the requirement of thirteen Master Masons before a dispensation shall 
be granted. 

The multiplicity of lodges is an evil which should be guarded against by the 
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heads of the Craft, and the rale should be, not whether the petition is signed by 
seven or thirteen Master Hasons, bat. Does the necessity of the ease demand the 
organization of a new lodge, and is there a field for its support and growth f An 
examination of the roster of lodges discloses the fact that in many jurisdictions 
the average of membership is not sufficient to constitute a llye and prosperous 
lodge. 

Attention is directed to the advisability of taking steps toward the erection 
of a ** Masonic Widows and Orphans' Home/' and a committee will report 
thereon at the next Annual Communication. 

The report of the Orand Secretary conveys the pleasing fact '< that the num- 
bers stricken from the roll for non-payment of dues" were J^ per cent, less 
than the preceding year ; which is an element of stability of greater importance 
than Increase of new work. 

The response for the relief of the Jacksonville, Fla., sufferers had been gen- 
erous and creditable to the jurisdiction. 

Public ceremonial occasions, three in number. 

The United Orand Lodge of New South Wales was officially recognized. 

The address of the Orand Orator— Bbo. Obobob E. Chambbbljlin— has as its 
theme " The Spirit of Masonry." 

The proceedings are embellished by phototypes of M.-. W.*. Jaoob Matbb 
and M.*. W.*. Bbbbdcan Jbnninos, Past Orand Matters.

CORRESPONDENCB. 

Bbo. Stephen F. Chadwick presents another of his admirable reports on 
Correspondence (200 pp.), covering the proceedings of fifty Orand Bodies, with 
liberal and just comments. We have perused the same with pleasure and profit. 

New York for 1888 has extended notice, and alluding to the late Chairman 
of this Committee, the following personal tribute : 

" Since the foregoing review was written, we have received the sad intelli- 
gence that our beloved brother. Past Orand Master J. W. Simons, is dead. This 
blow falls heavily on the Oaild. He was a true man and Msson. one who had re- 
ceived all the honors that could be conferred by Masons, and all the respect that 
gentlemen could bestow upon him. He was beloved by man and Masons 
wherever known. We have occasion to mourn. For over twenty years he was 
Chairman on Foreign Correspondence, and it has been our pleasure to correspond 
with him for twenty-one consecutive years. That correspondence is in the 
library of almost every Masonic jurisdiction. It Is hard to part with Bbo. Simons 
for ever. The first year of our work we were in New York, and while there we 
wanted a copy of the report of that jurisdiction. We called st the office of Bbo. 
Simons and asked for it, and we are sure from his picture that our brother gave 
it to us. Now his faithful pen has fallen from his hand, and we can only speak 
of him as one whom we loved, honored and cherished for his learning and good- 
ness. The fruits of his valuable services rendered to his Masonic brethren are 
ripening all around his memory ; and when his useful life shall have been writ- 
ten out. as it will be in the proceedings of his Orand Lodge this year, we sbaU, 
if permitted, lay it before our readers. His death is a loss to every Masonic juris- 
diction."

At the quarterly, December 4, the represents tlves of two hundred and forty- 
five lodges were present and the annual election of officers was held. 

We notice that the Masonic loan upon the Temple, at five 

per cent., amounts to $1,979,500 

Against whicn the sinking fund is estimated at 460,000 

Leaving the net debt about $819,500 

which it is proposed to fund into four per cent, twenty year bonds. 

Annual Communication. December 27« 1889. 

M.-.W.'. Cliffobd p. MacCalla, Grand Master, the representatives of 
sixty-five lodges, and New York by M.'.W.*. Richard Vaux. 

The Grand Master introduces his annual address (50 pp.) in this pleasing 
manner: 

<* There settled on the northernmost verge of Scotland, precisely four cen- 
turies ago, a familv which indelibly impressed its name upon that locality. This 
family multiplied into eight branches, each of which claimed the primacy over 
the others. Tear after year the heads of these houses met together, but always 
to dispute as to which was chief, and which should preside at the head of the 
table at the annual family gathering. The father finally devised a plan to 
assuage their jealousies. He erected a house octagonal in form, havinff eight 
doors and eight windows on its eight sides, and when the period arrived for the 
family reunion, he caused his eight sons to enter each by a separate door, and 
after entering each was assigned a seat directly opposite his door at an octagonal 
table, so that every one might think he was chief, and none dispute with his 
brethren. Such was the famous John 0*Groat's house. How great is the con- 
trast between the mode of entrance to it and that to Corinthian Hall in our 
Masonic Temple as we assembled to-day in Annual Grand Communication ! 
We all entered by one door. There was no dispute for precedence in entering, 
and none for station or place within the tyled lodge. Brethren, no John 
O'Groat's house is possible in Freemasonry. Every lodge room has but one outer 
door, and by It every member finds an abundant entrance." 

Extended notice is made of the fraternal dead of that jurisdiction, and we 
illumine our record by transcribing the following tribute to the memory of those 
who have for so many years been identified with our sister Grand Jurisdiction : 

W.-. JoHM C. Ybagbr, for twelve years a member of the Grand Lodge Com- 
mittee on Finance, died September 28, 1889. 

Bbo. Samuel Harfbb, who died May 16, 1889 : 

"Although nominally of the city of Pittsburgh, in Freemasonry he was 
reallv of the entire jurisdiction of Pennsylvania, indeed, he measured up to 
the lull stature of a cosmopolitan Freemason. His gifts and acquirements were 
marked. Facile with tongue and pen, wise in council, tireless in labor, cease- 
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leBsly a student of the Craft, thoroughly grounded in the landmarks of Ancient 
Freemasonry, his wide experience, cyclopfedic knowledge and mature judgment 
fitted him to be a mentor to the draft. As a member of the Committee on 
Appeals of this Orand Lodge he rendered long and valued service. Ton will all 
recall his fraternal manner, and his eloquent and even impassioned words. By 
his death alight has been quenched in the Fraternity; an adept in the secret 
art and mysterv of Freemasonry has passed forever from the earthly lodge. 
Let us fraternally cherish his memory and emulate his virtues." 

M.*. W.'. John Thomson died October 24, 1889, in the ninety-first year of his 
age. 

" A Nestor In years jind a Solon in wisdom, no words of mine can adequately 
indicate his merit. A Freemason for sixty-two years, a Grand Treasurer of the 
Grand Lodge of Pennsvlvanla for eleven years, a Grand Master for two years, 
and a Grand Secretary for thirteen years, besides serving as Grand Warden and 
Deputy Grand Master ; for thirty-one years in all he was a Grand officer of this 
Grand Lodge. Up to the period of his retirement from the office of Grand Sec- 
retary he was an authoritV in the work, and in the usages, customs and land- 
marks of Freemasonrv. He was a personal sun in our Masonic system ; but 
while he had the brilliance of that orb in knowledge, in personal demeanor he 
had all of the mildness of the moon. Bso. John Thomson was embodied sweet- 
ness and light. He was courteons to a fault. In the language of this Grand 
Lodge, adopted when he retired from the station of R.*. W.*. Grand Master, he 
was always * wise, prudent and faithful.' Such a moral architect is worthy of 
our praise. He has gone now from the quarry to the mount, our mystic tools 
are bound with asphodel ; yet we mourn not so much for him, as for ourselves 
in his loss. Tet we would not, if we could, recall from the presence of the 
Grand Architect of the universe him who served so long and so well in the lodge 
below. We believe that he has found the one loving and true God in whom ne 
put his trust, and is now enjoying a blessed immortality." 

At the terrible calamity at Johnstown, May 81, 1889, which made the Con- 
nemaugh Valley a valley of death, we learn that twenty brethren were swept 
from time to eternity, and reference is made to the prompt and unsolicited offer 
of means for relief from other Grand Jurisdictions. The grand total from the 
Masonic fraternity of the United States and Canada reached the sum of $44,685 ; 
truly " a noble record, and testifies, as only deeds can do, to the nobility of 
Masonic character and the spirit of fraternal love which permeate the Brother- 
hood wherever dispersed." 

The Grand Master had been an indefatigable worker in the interests of the 
Craft, attending other Grand Lodges, visiting sub-lodges throughout the Juris- 
diction, and upon many occasions delivering addresses on matters of interest 
and profit, due report of which fonns a part of the address. 

During the past year four warrants had been granted for new lodges, there 
had been a goodly increase In the* numerical growth of the Craft, and fraternal 
harmony prevails. 

Attention Is directed to the Grand Lodge library, which Inclndes five thou- 
sand volumes bound and unbound— of which three thousand five hundred are 
Masonic works— and at his suggestion, we are pleased to learn that the Craft 
are to have the benefit of that superb collection, the library-room being open 
at stated hours during every day when the Masonic Temple is not closed. *' A 
Masonic Library should not be made a fetich of, nor regarded simply as an orna- 
ment, but its books should be consulted and read by members of the Craft." 

Among the decisions reported we note the following : 

" It is not permissible for a brother to be a member of two lodges at the 
aame time, either in this Jurisdiction, or in this and another Jurisdiction. Dual 
membership was prohibited as long ago as the year 1804. 
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" It is not proper for the officers of a lodge to we«r their Jewels or Mssonlc 
dothine at the funeral of a deceased brother. < Masonic ' dress is all that Is 
pennlsable, unless a dispensation be granted by the Grand Master to wear Masonic 
clothing, and it is not customary to grant such a dispensation. 

" It is not permissible, in accordance with the usages and customs of the 
Fraternity in this Jurisdiction, at the dedication of a Masonic Hall, or consti- 
tution of a lodge, to have a ball, or to have a reception or banquet at which 
the profane may be present. 

^* No part of the work of Freemasoniy ispermltted to be written, or printed, 
or otherwise indicated, and no Masonic ofncer or Brother can use any book 
or writing which contains, or purports to contain, the work of Freemasonry in 
Pennsylvania, without subjecting himself to a formal charge of unmasonic con- 
duct." 

The Qrand Master closes an excellent address with the following : 

'*In conclusion, a word upon our fidelity to the landmarks. 

** The universal Craft is ancient, and so is the particular Craft which is cir- 
cumscribed within the Jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania. It is 
the most venerable in formal organization on the American continent: it possesses 
the oldest unchallenged Masonic Lodge records which testify to Craft life and 
work; and it is in the possession of and constantly diffusing to Its constitu- 
ent lodges the oldest and the purest secret work known to the Fratemitv of 
Freemasons around the globe. Our usages, customs and landmarks are like- 
wise of pristine purity. Together, these form a composite, harmonious, perfect 
whole. Our Freemasonry is not dfter the fashion of these times ; it is no result 
of a compromise with profane views ; but it is truly ancient and as truly honor- 
able. Nowhere can the trilogy of the ancient Craft degrees be found more con- 
sistently or deftly rendered than in the lodges of the Fraternity in Pennsylvania. 
This is not fiction, nor flattery, but fact. May it always be true 1 Here let the 
old work, the old landmarks, the old usaees and customs ever find a home, ever 
receive homage, ever be the rule and guide of Masonic faith and practice." 

We take pleasure in recording the munificent gift of R.*. W.*. Thomas B. 
Patton, Grand Treasurer, of the sum of $25,000, to be invested until, with its 
accumulations (except a certain amount to be disbursed each year), it shall 
amount to the sum of $100,000— 

'' which shall forever after remain a permanent fund, the interest whereof, 
or so mucli thereof as the Grand Lodge shall appropriate, shall be set apart for 
annual distribution, to be applied from time to time in accordance with the rules 
and regulations of the trustees, to be approved and adopted by the Grand 
Lodge, for the relief of poor but respectable widows of forty-five years of see 
and over, who have reacned that period of life when they cannot sufflcienthr 

grovide for themselves, and whose husband was a Master Mason in good stand- 
ig in this Masonic Jurisdiction within three years of his death." 

This fund is to be kuown as " The Thomas R. Patton Memorial Charity 
Fund." 

The statement of the contributions for the relief of the sufferers at Johns- 
town, Pa., by the breaking of the South Fork Dam, May 81, 1889, aggregated 
the sum of $49,712, of which the largest contributors were :

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We may be pardoned if we make meDtion of the fact that, oatelde of the 
Grand Jurisdiction of PennBylvania, the first response came from the Orand 
Lodge of New Tork. 

M.*. W.*. Bbo. Yauz, in the report on Correspondence, allnding to the 
prompt action of our Grand Lodge, says : 

" We quote the above as due to the Grand Lodge of New Tork, to Grand 
Master Lawrknov, to Grand Secretary Ehlbrs, and to the eternal spirit which 
rests in the Fraternity of true Freemasons, which has been declared in the 'Great 
Light ' as the greatest of virtues — charity. Surely a nobler or more generous 
testimony could not have been offered to Masonic charity. Those who suffered 
and were recipients of the relief which so promptly came from the brethren of 
New York, and from other Grand and subordinate lodges, are ceaselessly utter- 
ing their gratitude." 

OflBcial recognition extended the Grand Lodge of North Dakota and the 
United Grand Lodge of New South Wales. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The report on Correspondence (215 pp.)— M.*. W.*. Richard Vaux— cover- 
ing the proceedings of fifty-three Grand Bodies, is one of those elegant papers 
for which the chairman is famous. 

We present the following from his introductory : 

''The whirlwinds which sweep away the structures of profane peoples and 
governments pass harmlessly by our temples, as if the marK on the door-posts 
were visible even in their relentless fury. The still, small voice which in the 
silence of desolation comes out from our tyled retreats tells us, 'Be not afraid ; 
your trust in God, it is well founded, for the Oreat Light declares you shall never 
be confounded.* 

*' Ought we not, therefore, to cherish, support, and maintain our great inher- 
itance ? Is there any sacrifice we should not make to protect it against insidi- 
ous foes, the remnant of profane degeneracy which is too stolid to understand 
our teachings, or the ignoble ambition of self-interest which is inbred and im- 
pacted in the human mind ? Man is human. He has not the power always to 
asf>ert his best impulses or strengthen his high resolves. It Is our duty to erect 
safeguards against injuries from such sources, if so be they threaten our harmony 
or tnr to engender strife. 

'^ Each generation in its turn, as it receives the mysteries of our Fraternity, 
is solemnlv bound to dedicate its energies to preserve them, as also the ritual, 
the traditions, the interpretations, the lessons, and the landmarks which have 
been incrustated by the ages covering them, for their preservation and de- 
fence. 

" Is there a more sacred duty Imposed on us than to hand theto treasures to 
our successors as we received them t 

" This thought ought ever to animate all true, enlightened, sincere and de- 
voted Masons to work for tliat exceeding great reward which crowns duty per- 
formed with that bright halo of a pure conscience. In this light will then be 
seen the symbol interpreted since the aforetime, ' Well done, good and faithful ' 
brother. 

" As the Craftsmen gather at the open sepulchre of such a departed Mason, 
they can, on that faith which is the eviaence of things not seen, lay on his breast 
the evergreen ' acacia.' in the solemn conviction that his immortality will be the 
enjoyment of that * Great Light * which illumines the many mansions in his 
Father's house." 

The foUowing presents a question which deserves consideration : 

" In our report for 1888 special notice was taken of a question of serious 
import which arose between the Grand Lodges of Illinois and Scotland. A per- 
son resident in Illinois, but temporarily visiting within the jurisdiction of the 
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Qrand Lodee of Scotland, received the degrees of FreenuuoDry by a diapeDsa- 
tion mnted by the Grand Lods^. 

'^Without doabt It was within the Masonic power of the Grand Lodge of Scot^ 
land to Issne a dlnpensatlon to confer the degrees on the applicant. 

*' The question of the power is not now to be considered. If a foreign Grand 
Lodge, without any notice to a Grand Lodge of the States of the United Suites 
of America, in the Jurisdiction of one of which a person resides, and who is 
yisitlng within the Jarisdiction of such foreign Grand Lodge, can make him a 
Freemason, it may be that serious injury may be thus Inflicted on the Craft in 
the Jurisdiction in which such person has his residence. It might so happen, and 
has happened, that rejected material of an American Jurisdiction has, by a visit 
within the jarisdiction of a foreign Grand Lodge, received the degrees of Free- 
masonry, and returned to his place of residence and sought to visit the lodge 
that rejected him. No notice was given of the application and the action 
thereon. 

'* That there are obstacles to the formalatlon of a method to prevent these 
evils we well know. Yet it is worthy of the careful consideration of the Ameri- 
can Grand Lodges. 

*'The fraternal comity between Grand Lodges of Free and Accepted Masons 
ought to be Invoked to protect each other from the mischief that might arise 
from the course now recognized as permissible. 

'' The fact of a person only temporarily within the Jurisdiction of a Grand 
Lodge asking to have conferred on him the degrees of Freemasonrv should at 
least suggest the question if he had ever made application to the Craft at the 
place of bis residence, and why not ; and if so, why he did not receive them. 
There would be little trouble In giving notice to the Grand Master of the Grand 
Lodge in the Jurisdiction of which this person stated he had his residence. 

"Intercommunication between Dublin, Edinburgh, and London and the 
localities of Grand Lodges in the United States is now so frequent and rapid 
that notice could be given and replies received before, in common prudence, the 
time elapsed between presentation of the petition and the conferring the degrees 
would expire. If special dispensation was asked, that should suggest special 
inqniry. 

'^ If the several Grand Lodges of the States of the United States would 
formally and Independently address the Grand Lodges of England, Ireland, and 
Scotland, calling attention to this subject, doubtless the fraternal relations exist- 
ing between the Grand Bodies would cause such an address to be cheerfully 
considered. 

" We think the subject worthy of the thoughtful attention of the American 
Grand Lodges. If fraternal relations, Masonic comity, respect for the sovereign 
authority of all the Grand Lodges, and a due regard to the maintenance of har- 
mony throughout the Craft have any Inflaence, they ought practically to main- 
tain the theory.'' 

Under Ne]v Jersey consideration Is given the Lemm case, and concludes : 

" The initiation of the man by Fort Edward Lodge we cannot regard as justi- 
fied by any construction given Masonic usage. How New York will explam it, 
or how it will treat the issue now raised oy New Jersey, we will await with 
anxiety." 

We trust that our brother has perused the explanation of New York and that 
his anxiety has to some extent been allayed. 

Possibly intimidation— like La Orippe— is In the air, else how account for the 
following ? 

" New York must remember that great as it claims its Influence and power to 
be, from the fact of its strength in numbers and zeal in Masoniy, It Is not a law 
unto Itself which is beyond t^e universal law of the Craft.*' 

We think it would trouble our brother to point out anything to Justify the 
above paragraph. 

Again: 

" We fully Justify the action of Grand Master Moorb in issuing the edict de- 
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privlDjc this initiate of Fort Edward Lodre of all Masonic riffhts and privileffes 
In the jarisdlction of New Jersey. This is in accordance wi& the Masonic law 
of self-defence and self-preservation.*' 

Inasmuch as the edict in question goes beyond the above and declares that 
the work of a subordinate lodge, under the Jurisdiction of the Orand Lodge of 
New York, is nuU, void, <md of no fffeeL, we hardly think our M.*. W.'. Brother is 
willing to give his unqoalifled endorsement to the act I 

Under New South Wales we note the following, referring to the position as- 
sumed by the Grand Lodge of Ireland, and we are thoroughly in accord with the 
views expressed by M.*. W.*. Bbo. Vaux : 

" It also appears from the same report that * the Orand Lodge of Ireland 
writes withholdinfif its recognition in consequence of certain lodges formerly 
under their Jurisdiction in New South Wales naving gone over to another Con- 
stitution whilst owing to the home authorities a large sum of monev.' 

'* After a careful examination of the facts as reported bv the Board of Gen- 
eral Purposes, the only objection to the recognition by all the Grand Lodges 
having had Jurisdiction in the territorv now occupied by the Grand Lodge of 2^w 
South Wales is one of a purely financial character. Ireland makes no objection 
to the severance of allegiance of her lodges. She objects on a question of unpaid 
dues by these lodges to her, contracted while under allegiance to her and work- 
ing under charters granted by her. We do not regard this as a sufficient Masonic 
objection, especiallv as Ireland makes no expression of any other reason for 
declining to recognize the Grand Lodge of New South Wales. 

'^ If Ireland had Masonic objection to the recognition of this Grand Lodge, it 
certainly would have been expressed on Masonic grounds. Certainly, Ir^and 
would not be willing to present the financial objection unless it was the only 
ground on which recognition was withheld. We so interpret so much of the 
report of the Board of General Purposes of the Grand Lodge of New South Wales 
to which we refer. 

'^ The question of unpaid dues by the subordinate lodges of Ireland to the 
Grand Lodge rests on past dues. It is, therefore, a financial, and not a Masonic, 
question. A debt, not an allegiance. If the Grand Lodge of Ireland has any 
objection to its subordinates uniting with the Grand Lodge of New South Wales, 
a failure to assert it is implied consent." 

New York for 1889 is most pleasantly remembered, and we would express our 
personal acknowledgments for the courteous greeting extended.

M.*. W.*. and Rev. William N. Aoklbt, Grand Master, the representatives 
of thirty lodges, and New York by Rev. Hbnbt W. Rugo. 

The Grand Master in his address (10 pp.) alludes to the fact that another 
year rounds up the century of^the Grand Lodge— 

« the annals of which will not only reveal a marvelous increase in numbers and 
strength, but will also furnish pictures of vicissitude and struggle, of heroic 
devouon and loyalty well deserving of a new hearing before our assembled 
ranks"— 
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and a committee was appointed to arrange a plan for the celebration of the Cen- 
tennial of the Grand Lodge. 

Tribute of fraternal respect is paid to the memory of M.*. W.*. Llotd Mob- 
TOM and M.*. W.-. Charlss R. Cutlbs, Past Grand Masters, and in each case 
extended and beautiful eulogies were submitted and adopted by the Grand Lodge. 

Among the wise recommendaUons submitted by the Grand Master was the 
importance of an exemplification of the work from time to time in order to 
maintain its uniformity among the lodges ; and in response to his appeal liberal 
contributions had been forwarded to the sufferers at Jacksonyille, Fla. 

The Grand Master concludes an excellent address with the following words : 

" I leave this high office with feelings of the deepest satisfaction as I look 
back over a period of close official relations with the lodges, a satisfaction be- 
gotten not of any success that may have attended my admluistratlon, but rather 
of the fact that lofty principles worthy of the name of Masonry are preyalling 
throughout our ranks, and of the marked indications of a universal prosperity in 
all those thines which make for the strength, dignity and perpetuity oi^our be- 
loved InstituUon. The strength of Masonry is in her principles and her men. 
Would the Craft build worthily for the future they must be loval in every way 
and to every interest in the present. The Holv Writings will furnish us our 
moral code to guide our corporate and individual life. Ttie Spirit from on hifh 
shall shed on all who seek it that energy which alone can give to laws their viuU 
breath. I commend you, brethren oi Grand Lodge, and of the wider constitu- 
ency of our Grand Jurisdiction, to the beneficent care of that all-wise Father 
whom all true Masons humbly revere, and whose infinite power and love can 
keep and guide us safely along the level of time till we reach that nobler level of 
the eternal for which we were created." 

Among the decisions reported we note the following : 

^' 2. That objections to a candidate by a brother Mason of another lodge 
than that in which the candidate has received a clear ballot, though having no 
kacU force, should be entitled to morcU weight: and that, for the good name 
of Masonry, and to guard against the reception of unworthy material, the Master 
should give due heed to any statements bearing on the case, if In his judg- 
ment they are worthy of serious consideration. 

" 3. That the loss of the left hand should not debar a candidate from receiv- 
ing the degrees." 

We have also the proceedings of the Semi-annual Communication held No- 
vember 19, 1888. 

The Grand Lodge refused to adopt an amendment whereby Past Masters of 
other jurisdictions, members of subordinate lodges in that jurisdiction, would 
be eligible to office in that Grand Lodge ; retaining the present regulation, which 
requires election, installation, and to have presided over a lodge chartered by thiU 
Orand Lodge, 

By the law of that jurisdiction the Grand Master appoints the Deputy Grand 
Master, and an amendment having been proposed to make the office an elective 
one, action was indefinitely postponed, and the old custom stands. 

It was also proposed to have the Grand Master appoint the Grand Wardens, 
and we commend the action in ind^iidy poeiponing that. 

Full reports of the various Emergent Communications held by the Grand 
Lodge form a part of the proceedings, including that held June 8, 1889, for the 
purpose of dedicating with Masonic ceremonies the monument (an artotype of 
which embellishes the proceedings) erected by the citizens of Providence to per- 
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petuate the memory of M.*. W.*. Thomas A. Dotlb, Past Orand Master of that 
Oraud Lodge. We wish we could present the eloquent address delivered by 
M.-. W.\ William N. AcklbT) P. G. M., on "Masonry and every-day work,»' 
together with the appropriate eulogy by M.*. W.'. Nicholas Van Bltok, but 
our limit forbids.

M.'. W.'. Richard F. Diyvbb, Grand Master, the representatives of one hun- 
dred and fifty-one lodges, and New York by R.\ W.*. Charlbs Inglbsbt. 

The annual address of the Grand Master (6 pp.) is devoted exclusively to 
business. 

The year had been a busy and profitable one, a spirit of generous rivalry is 
being stirred up among the Craft, and, we should Judge, a marked improvement 
all along the line. 

Dispensations had been issued for five new lodges and five lodges had been 
" revived. " We do not exactly understand the process of the latter method. Had 
supposed when a lodge warrant had been revoked that it could not be brought 
to life again, except through the process of a dispensation for a new lodge. The 
Grand Master had directed his efforts toward the reduction of the Temple debt, 
and we hope he will be sustained by the Craft and the Temple cleared. 

An application had been made to confer the degrees on a candidate " blind 
in both eyes" ; we do not wonder that the Grand Master could not ms his way 
clear to granting a dispensation, and the Grand Lodge coincided with him. 

There seems to have been a curious custom prevalent in some parts of that 
jurisdiction of '< funeralizing the dead "—that is, after a Maaon had been burled 
his lodge is summoned and repairs to the closed grave and performs a funeral 
service, and the Grand Master very properly decided there was no warrant for 
such a proceeding, and in future it will not be permitted. 

We are of the opinion that lodges U. D. thouid not be allowed representation 
and a vote in a Grand Lodge, but in this we differ with the brethren of South 
Carolina, for the representatives of several lodges U. D. were present, given 
seats and votes at the annual session. Until duly warranted and constituted, 
we cannot see what they represent. 

The proceedings embrace report of two public ceremonial occasions ; one of 
the laying of the corner-stone of the New Masonic Temple at Anderson — a fine 
cut of which embellishes the proceedings ; and the other certainly is a new 
departure from the usages of the Craft ; and we are somewhat surprised to find 
a cut of the ''Hotel Chlquola'' in the proceedings— the comer-stone of which 
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was laid by the Grand Lodge— and, further, a free adyertlBement to the following 
effect : 

" A cut of the Hotel Chlquola accompanies these proceedings. The hotel 
has since been completed, and its hospitable doors are now open for the recep- 
tion of guests." 

We should as soon think the offices of the Grand Lodge coold be exercised 
in the laying of the comer-stone of a store as a hotel ; both are business enter- 
prises, and sorely not of a character to be embraced under the Masonic definition 
of a Public Building. 

Official recognition was extended to the United Grand Lodge of New South 
Wales and the United Grand Lodge of Victoria, and action on a proposition to 
designate Charleston as the Grand East of the Jurisdiction goes over untQ 
next year. 

Business of local importance and no appeals or grleyances before the Grand 
Body.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The report on Correspondence (82 pp.)— R. W. Chablks Inglbsbt— is an 
interesting and instructive review of the proceedings of sixty-one Grand Bodies, 
including New York for 1889, which has a most generous notice. 

In that Jurisdiction the conferring of the degrees does not ^pmfaeto make the 
newly made brother a member of the lodge conferring them, each brother having 
the privilege of " selecting his Masonic home after he has been in a position to 
make an intelligent selection." A candidate having stood the ordeal of one bal 
lot at the time of his petition, should not, we think, have again to stand the 
same test for membership. We prefer our law, which indndes membership in 
the lodge which accepts the candidate and confers the degrees. But then we can- 
not all think alike, and the custom of South Carolina appears to work advanta- 
geously.

TENNESSEE. 

76th Communication. NASHVILLE, January t9, 1890. 

M.'. W.*. John T. Williamson, Grand Master, the representatives of three 
hundred and seventy-one lodges, and New Tork by M.'. W/. John Fbizzbll. 

The Grand Master, in his annual address (7 pp.) makes brief mention of 
his official action ; has granted dispensations for five new lodges, and five addi- 
tional were issued by the Grand Lodge ; favorable report is made of progress In 
raising funds necessary for the erection of the "Masonic Widows and Orphans' 
Home," and the increase of membership during the past two years is an en- 
couragement for the future. 
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DuriDg tbe year the jurisdiction had been called to monrn the loss of four 
Past Qrand Masters, and daring the session a Lodge of Sorrow was held, at 
which fitting and appropriate ealogies were deliyered on the life and character 
of tbe deceased brethren. 

M.\W.\ James MoCallitx, died September 16, 1889, aged eighty-three 
years. He was made a Mason in 1837, appearing as a delegate to the Grand 
Lodge in 1881 ; had been a regular attendant for more than forty-five years, 
serving on important committees, and as Grand Master 1860 to 1863. 

M.\ W.*. John C. Brown, ez-Governor of Tennessee, died August 17,1889, 
aged sixty-two years — <*the ablest Grand Master that Jurisdiction has known 
for a quarter of a century;" elected Grand Master in 1870, and a prominent 
member on important committees of the Grand Lodge. 

M.-. W.'. Douglas B. Gbaptov, Grand Master in 1873, died March 6, 1889, 
aged sixty years. 

M.\ W.-. Elihu Edmundson, died April 6, 1889, aged sixty-seyen years. 
Elected Grand Master in 1876, and was a member of the Standing Committee 
on Jurisprudence at the time of his death. 

Upon the question of ** Fraternal Belatious with the Grand Lodge of Ohio " 
— ^noticed in our report last year — the Committee on Jurisprudence, in their 
consideration of the special report on that subject (to which we have already 
alluded under the head of Ohio), concluded their report as follows : 

*' With regard to the right so strenuously asserted by the committee in the 
pamphlet nlluded to, that the nomination by Grand Master Burdtck of a person 
who should be commissioned as our representative within hU jurisdiction was 
conclusive, and * not a matter for their (our) consideration,' your committee 
take issue pointedly and uneouivocaliy. We admit the undoubted right of the 
Grand Master of any jurisdiction to decline to receive distasteful or improper 
persons appointed as representatives by other Grand Jurisdictions. And for 
this reason, as the speediest method of arriving at an appointment that would 
be acceptable, it has been the custom to ask for, receive, and accept nominations 
by the Jurisdiction to which the representative is to be accredited. But such 
nominations are not conclusive ; they are a courtesy extended, not a right to be 
demanded. It cannot be that the afpointing power vests elsewhere than in the 
jurisdiction to be represented. 

*' It is clearly beyond question that the withdrawal by the Grand Master of 
Ohio of the commission of the representative of that jurisdiction near tbe 
Grand Lodge of Tennessee was the act which severed the fraternal relations 
[not, we trust, the fraternal good will] subsisting between the two Grand Juris- 
dictions. This act it is not in the power of this Grand Lodge to correct. It can 
only be done by the Grand Lodge or Grand Master of Ohio ; and until such a 
step shall be taken, anv action on the part of this Grand Lodge could not pos- 
sibly avail, and would be of the nature of an effort on our part to force upon 
them an intercourse and amicable relationship that by their own act they have 
expressed a desire to terminate." 

It is generally understood that a representative must be acceptable to the 
Grand Jurisdiction to which he is accredited, and an indication or suggestion of 
the name of some brother for the honor should be, and usually is, all that is re- 
quired by the appointing body. 

The usual custom and courtesy in this case has been disturbed by the intro- 
duction of an element which should have had no part therein. 

Each Grand Lodge is sovereign in the management of its internal affairs ; 
and we think the position assumed by the Grand Master of Tennessee— in which 
he is sustained by the Grand Lodge— is in effect an interference therewith, 
which is not customaiy, 
7 
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We thlok that tbo subBequent action of the Grand Master of Ohio, in recall- 
ing the commiasion of its representative near the Grand Lodge of Tennessee, 
should not be allowed to prevent a review of the action had in the matter, which 
wouid insure a speedy readjustment of the difficulty. 

Let the question of principle override personal feeling on both sides, and 
official fraternal relations will be resumed.

Our brother is in error in one statement— we did not, at that time, express 
any opinion on the merUa of the question between the Grand Lodge of Tennessee 
and the Grand Lodge of Ohio. We gave the facts as they appeared in the trans- 
actions then before us.

The annual address of the Grand Master is a thorough business paper, and 
we learn *^ that the year had been one of unexampled prosperity, and from bor- 
der to border 'peace tinkles on the shepherd's bells and sings among the 
reapers.' " 

'' All this is cause of congratulation to us as clUxens and patriots, but 
the great question to us, as Masons, is whether Freemason rv, with principles as 
old as time and eternal as truth, is keeping Btep with the advance of the age in 
which we live, and sending forth the rays of light to which men can turn for 
hope, consolation, and sympathy. While the Influence of the mother of brother- 
hoods is doing more to soften tlie asperities of life, to relieve the necessities of 
mankind, and give men a higher type of manhood than any other human institu- 
tion, yet we are not accomplishing the good we should in our borders. Not that 
our numbers are not multiplying, not that the wisest and best are not seeking 
companionship with us, not that our institution is unpopular, but ignorance, that 
greatest menace to church, state, or brotherhood— ignorance, not only of the ritual 
and jurispi-udence of the Grand Lodge, but ignorance of the tenets and principles 
upon whfoh is built the great Institution." 

Fraternal tribute is paid to the memoiy of the following deceased brethren 
of that Jurisdiction : 

M.-. W.*. Gbobqb M. Patbiok, Past Grand Master, 18i8 and 1849, died June 

28, 1889, aged eighty-eight years. 

'< He enjoyed a distinction held by no other man in Texas, that of having been 
twice elected Grand Master. Identified with the early struggles In Texas, which 
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are historic, and wbich achieved that liberty which alone has rendered our 
organization possible, he was also identified with the giants of those days in lay- 
ing broad ana deep the foundation upon which has since been reared our present 
Grand Masonic superstructure. Wi.<e in counsel, conservative in Judgment, and 
firm in principle, probably to none of his compeers are we more indebted for the 
honorea and honorable position which to-day our Order holds in Texas than 
to him. 

" With his passing away may be said to have been severed the last living link 
connecting the original organization of Masonry in Texas with the present day 
and generation. Henceforth our past is history, and a history of which we may 
well DC proud. It remains with us to see that when in turn our work comes up 
for inspection and our history comes to be written, the same may be said of it.'' 

R.*. W.*. Oborgs H. Brivohubst, Past Grand Secretary, died February 20, 

1889. 

" He was elected Grand Secretary in 1868, and continuously held the office 
until he voluntarily laid it down in 1885. He was a good and pure man, loved 
by all the brethren, and gave the best days of his life to Masonry." 

M.-. W.-. Jambs F. TATiiOB, Past Grand Master, 1850, died March 6, 1889, 
aged seventy-seven years. 

"A noble man and true Mason; the sweet perfume of good deeds and an 
untarnished name is a monument to his memory.'' 

Six dispensations issued for new lodges. 

We present the following from the conclusion of this excellent address : 

" I stand in the presence of men who have come up from every portion of 
Texas to participate in the work of the Grand Lodge, and every one should 
return to his home and lodge with zeal awakened, with his heart burning with 
the truths of the Order,and with the desire to impart his enthusiasm to those at 
home. In the ancient temples of Zoroaster, once a year the High Priest entered 
the secret chambers upon whose altars the sacred fire forever burned, and, light- 
ing his torch, turned and communicated it to the torch of the nearest in the 
train of priests who followed him, and he to the next, until the glowing light 

gassed out of the temple to the mightv host of pilgrims, and on from hand to 
and, from mountain to valley, until all Persia was girdled with a golden, radiat- 
ing belt of flame, and upon the altar of every devotee of the faith shone the live 
cottls of his religion. So let the fires of Freemasonry be enkindled until every 
son of Light is wanned and renewed with the tenets of our Order. 

** ThU is an age of secret societies and brotherhoods, many of them appeal- 
ing to a love of tinsel show and gandy ceremony ; but Masonry is truth, simple 
in its dress, simple in its love, eternal in its principles, irresistible in its infiuences. 
with no dogma but universal benevolence, with no allies but faith in man ana 
trust in God, with no desire but the elevation of the race, with no anchor but 
hope, and no rudder but love: she teaches men of a better life here and whispers 
of the bright life to come. Arrogating to herself no prerogative of church or 
state, uncnanging and unchangeable, because founded upon the afiections and 
necessities of men, the same in every age, clime, and nation, the great Brother- 
hood moves on forever. Learn, if you have not already, the value of the ines- 
timable treasure committed to every Mason, and so live that its infiuence may 
be felt and appreciated of men. Hepel any suggestion of innovation, for the 
very vitality of Freemasonry rests in the unchangeableness of its teachings. 
Masonry is the gamered-up, concentrated wisdom of ages, and its truths are 
incapable of improvement, or its principles of being made better and clearer. 
Let us be true to her teachings, true to ner tenets, and we will then be true to 
ourselves, to our fellows, and to oar God." 

Among the decisions reported we note the following : 

'M. That an Entered Apprentice, who has been so injured that he cannot 
raise his hand as high as his head, cannot be passed to the degree of Fellow 
Craft. 
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' '' 3. That a lodge, chartered within the jarisdictlon of another, cannot 
reduce its dues without the consent of the other lod^j^ 

*'7. That the burial services of Masonry should never be mixed with the 
ceremony of any other organization, but must be separate and distinct, and 
should conclude all ceremonies at the grave. 

*^2Si, That the Grand Master cannot authorize a lodge to chanjra the number 
of stated meetings in a month, but this must be done by the Orana Lodg^. 

"23. That a lodge cannot, without a dispensation, publicly install officers 
on any other day except the S$4th day of June. This is so palpable that it would be 
expected that every lodge would know it, but several having violated this edict, 
and afterwards in extenuation pleaded ignorance of the edict, I reiterate it, that 
none may hereafter so excuse tnemselves. 

** 21. A Mason suspended for non-payment of dues cannot be reinstated and 
placed in good standing by a payment of his dues after his death. * As a tree 
falleth, so shall it lie.* 

" 25. That a brother who has lost his privilege as Past Master by dfmitting 
from the lodge over which he presided cannot resume the same by again affili- 
ating with his lodge, and he should not be reported to the Grand Lodge as a 
Past Master. 

'* 28. That the Grand Master has no authority to grant a dispensation to con- 
fer degrees on a person who has not resided twelve months in the State and six 
months within the Jurisdiction of the lodge to which he applies. 

"40. That a man who was ruptured several years since, but has recovered 
so that he has not worn a truss since 1887, is eligible to receive the degrees of 
Masonry." 

With reference to Nos. 2, 22, and 28, we consider such matters should be left 
entirely to the subordinate lodges, and with which the Grand Lodge should not 
interfere. 

There may be some local regulation which has a bearing on No. 25 ; we fail 
to understand wherein he is not a P. M., however, and we are unaware of any 
requisite as embraced under No. 40. 

The report of the Board of Directors of the Masonic Widows* and Orphans' 
Home shows that they have invested 920,050, and it is proposed — 

« that an endowment fund of $100,000 be accumulated before locating and build- 
ing tlie home. The board feels that in order to secure the successful operation of 
the home it is necessary to have an invested fund, the interest of which will aid 
in a great measure to defray its expenses. By patiently waiting nntil this is ac- 
complished, we can establish and maintain a noble charity, provide for the wid- 
ows and orphans of our Order without begging for their support or taxing our 
lodges, and to this end we earnestly ask the Grand Lodge to cut off all unneces- 
sary or extravagant expenditures of its Income, so that the amount tamed into 
this fund may be increased so rapidly that in four or five years we may be able 
to put the home into practical operation." 

The docket of the Committee on Appeals and Grievances was a large one — ^no 
less than fourteen cases demanding consideration. 

The Grand Lodge officially welcomed the Grand Lodge of North Dakota and 
the United Grand Lodge of Victoria.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The Report on Correspondence (109 pp.)— M.*. W.*. Thomas M. Mathews— 
is a critical and thorough review of the proceedings of fifty-seven Grand Bodies. 

Under Maine, referring to the dedication of the new capitol— alluded to in 
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our report of last year— and answering the inquiry, *' Can Masons properly dedt- 
eaU any structure to other than Maaonic uses t " he replies, '' In our individual 
opinion, no," which is also our Judgment. 

Under Utah, the following criticism on the laying of the comer-stone of the 
Union Depot is in harmony with our words, under South Carolina, in this report : 

"The occasion was doubtless a yery enjoyable one to all concerned, and 
will long be remembered in the Mormon kingdom. But is it impertinent in us 
to ask if It was exactly one for Masonic work t We have alwavs thought that 
the Masonic fraternity laid the corner-stones of only purely Masonic, public, 
charitable, literary, or religious buildings— not those of personal enterprise, of 
which, It appears to us, this was most properly one. It is certainly the first 
time we have known the comer-stone of a railroad depot, * union ' or not, laid 
by a Masonic Lodge." 

New York for 1889 is most pleasantly remembered, and It gratifies us to 
copy the following well-deserved compliment : 

'< The report of the special committee commemorative of the lives and death 
of Past Grand Masters Evans and Simons, offered by R.*. W.*. Grand Chaplain 
Bro. John 8. Bacon, Is one of the most beautiful and chaste pieces of compo- 
sition it h&s ever been our pleasure to read. Would that every Texas Mason 
could read it as we have done, and feel that the *■ bow of immortal hope spans 
the darkened heavens of our present sorrow, that death is conquered, and that 
immortality is humanity's eternal heritage.' " 

In reply to our comment last year upon decision No. 19, he says : 

"Grand Master Riinst used the term jurisdiction synonymously with terri- 
tory. Under Texas law, ony lodge receiving and balloting on a petition thereby 
acquires personal jurisdiction over the applicant, and no matter where he goes 
the jurisdiction so acquired still obtains, and no lodge can act upon his petition 
till a waiver is procured from the lodge to which application was first made. 
Trinity Lodge had never acquired lurlsoictlon, could not have done so except by 
a waiver of Unity Lodge, though the candidate did move into its territory." 

We have considered this subject to some extent under Virginia. The mere 
acceptance of a petition does not, in our judgment, give a lodge personal juris- 
diction which would prevent a candidate presenting his petition to another lodge 
having concurrent jurisdiction, or to another lodge within whose jurisdiction 
he may have subsequently acquired a Masonic residence. 

Upon the question of physical qualifications, our brother is a strict con- 
stractionist : 

"We believe that the rationale of the law excluding persons physically 
deformed, or imperfect, lies deeper and is more ancient than the source ascribed 
to it; that it is grounded on a principle recognized in the earliest ages of 
the world, and will be found Identified with that wbich obtained among the 
Jews. In this respect the Levitical law was the same as the Masonic, which 
would not allow any ' to go into the vail ' who had a blemish. And, however 
much we may regret it and sympathize with a man in his misfortune, we cannot 
conscientiously receive him into our Order. And we are persuaded that at all 
times and under all circumstances a strict adherence to every landmark, both 
in the lelUr and the qririt^ will be found to inure to the honor and benefit of 
Masonry."

The Grand Master in his annual address (4 pp.) concisely presents his offi- 
cial record ; with the material prosperity of the Territory Freemasonry has kept 
pace, gained breadth and volume each passing season. Alludes in fraternal 
language to the death of R.*. W.'. Jambs Forbes, P. G. J. W., and of M.*. W.-. 
Philip H. Emebson, Judge of the Supreme Court of Utah for twelve consecu- 
tive yeai-s, and Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Utah during 1880-81 and 
1888. *' In all official stations in the Grand Lodge he had no superiors." 

In order to the maintenance of an interest in Bfasonry, and tliereby prevent- 
ing in many instances un-affiliation, we think our M.*. W.*. Brother's recom- 
mendation is one which should commend itself to the attention of the Craft 
universal : 

'*The logical conclusion is irresistible that the brethren do not find that 
diversion in lodge meetings, and the practical application of the teachings of 
Masonry in every-day life, that their minds hunger for. Entertainments under 
the patronage or direct control of Masons, and banquets where each and eveir 
brother can discuss the pleasant side of life, while enjoying God's bounty, would, 
in my Judgment, not only be within the purview of our Institution, but tend to 
disseminate fraternal association and thereby quicken the blood of the Frater- 
nity, keeping alive its beneficent teachings ; and the executive officers should 
bend their energies to not only promote the social side of Masonry, but should 
further make it their duty to aid their members in the ordinary affairs of life, 
lighten where possible their sorrows, and lend a helping hand to their material 
advancement. This done, and 1 feel sure that the list of delinquents would be 
cut down." 

We cannot but consider that the influence of our Institution would be pro- 
moted, the membership maintained to a greater degree, if more attention was 
paid to the social feature. All work— though it may and should be perfectr— is 
not sufficient to retain the interest of the members. 

Referring to one of the decisions reported, we should say that an un-afflliated 
Mason could apply to any lodge ; it is not requisite that he should fini apply to 
the lodge of which he was formerly a member. 

From the able report of the Grand Secretary we excerpt the following : 

'^ During the year the little and round black tyrant made its appearance but 
once in the whole Jurisdiction. On the 17th day of this month, eighteen years 
ago (1872), the Grand Lodge of Utah was born, and the past year is the only one 
during which but one applicant was deemed unworthy to enter the tvled door of 
one of our lodges. It is remarkable, and deserves to be noticed in the annals of 
our proceedings." 

The lodges were/orfumxto in the character of the work presented for accept- 
ance. We note that the Masonic and Public Library, under the charge of the 
Grand Secretary, has been much improved the past year and grows in favor. 
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OfBcial recognition extended to the Grand Lodge of North Dakota and the 
United Grand Lodge of Victoria.

The Report on Correspondence (07 pp.)i R.*. W.*. Chribtophbb Dibhl, is a 
comprehenslye rcTiew of the proceedings of fifty-five Grand Bodies. Our 
brother lets yeiy little escape his attention, and in a condensed form notes all 
that is of interest, and his comments are eminently sound. 

New Tork for 1889 receives a pleasant and complimentary notice. 
Under New Jersey, referring to the Lbi^m case, he says : 

" We have read the statement of the case bv the Grand Master of New Jersey 
and the Grand Master of New York, and find but little difference between this 
case and the one Utah had with Nevada. 

" New Jersey declared the making a Mason of Lkmh illegal and void ; 
Nevada suspended Folet. Both acts were hasty and in our opinion wrong. 

** That the New Jersey and New York case may be settled ' upon the oroad 
basis of Masonic equity and justice ' is our sincerest wish." 

We would extend to our brother our personal sympathy in the loss by death 
of one of his cherished household.

M.*. W.'. Alvbbd a. Hall, Grand Master, and the representatives of ninety- 
two lodges. 

The annual address (18 pp.) is in the thoughtful and earnest style of 
M.*. W.-. Bro. Hall ; prosperity and a healthy interest pervades the Craft, and 
the '' Green Mountain State " has maintained her proud position in the sister- 
hood of Grand Lodges for zeal, ability, and a progressive Masonic spirit. No 
dispensations had been granted to shorten time for acting upon petitions ; due 
response had been made for the relief of the Florida sufferers. We agree with 
him in the following : 

<< Let Masonic conventions Increase, let the social features of Masonry grow, 
and let all be characterized by sound instruction and fraternal feeling, and the 
influence of our noble Institution will be strengthened." 

The Grand Master protests against the conferring of degrees upon a candi- 
date by a lodge at a district meeting held outside of its own jurisdiction. 

We should Judge that such a practice was entirely wrong. Authority is 
given a lodge to meet in a certain locality, and its place of meeting is usually 
determined by its by-laws. We do not understand how a meeting can be law- 
fully held elsewhere, except by action under its code of by-laws (exeept in 
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emergency by dUpensatloD), or how It can do lawful work outside of its own 
JurlsdlctioD. 

Among the decleloiis reported, we note the following : 

" 5. In Masonry there is no statute of frauds or limitations, neither is it gov- 
erned by statute or common-law mles ; the question in every case of Masonic 
offense is, Has the brother violated the laws or principles of Masonry f If so, he 
is subject to discipline, no matter whether It is an oiiense against the law of the 
land or not. 

''6. While Masons are under every honorable obligation to falflll their civil 
contracts, neither Masonry nor Masonic lodges are mediums for enforcing civil 
obligations ; it is only when a brother is euilty of fraud or intentional wrong 
that injures another, thus constituting a Masonic offense, that the lodge takes 
up the matter and deals with the offender. 

" 8. Jurisdiction in every case is controlled by the Grand Lodge by-laws or 
standing resolutions, and the Grand Master has no power to dispense with the 
law ana confer jurisdiction.'' 

We think the following suggestion by the Grand Master is worthy of thought- 
ful consideration and eminently sound : 

INTBRJUBIBDICTIONAL. 

" During the time I have had the honor to preside over the Grand Bodies of 
this jurisdiction, I have had an opportunity to study the causes that year after year 
lead Masonic organizations, that should work in harmony, into unpleasant diffi- 
culties, and in almost every instance they are directly traceable to a lack of uni- 
formity in laws and practices that might and should be the same in all jnrisdic- 
tions. Leading Masons throughout tne country have seen and felt this growing 
demand ; some have advocated a General Grand Lodee, others a General Con- 
gress, but the sovereignty of the Grand Lodge cannot be surrendered, and a con- 
gress would have no power. The solution of the problem must be wrought out 
by agitation in each jurisdiction, and a graceful yielding here and there upon 
half a dozen questions, such as jurisdiction over rejected material, residence be- 
fore petition, dimits, effect of suspension for non-payment of dues, status of 
petitioners for a dispensation, and a few other mooted questions, would soon 
place us in smooth sailing. It has been a source of disappointment to me that 
some of our able correspondents, who run upon a broad gauge and are willing to 
concede a little for harmony, with the opportunity they have for discussion in- 
finitely superior to that of Grand Masters, have not suggested a common plat- 
form with reference to the above subjects. It would not be adopted at once, but, 
after consideration and possible amendment, I believe it would commend itself 
to the more thoughtful and receive approval. While the Masons of Vermont are 
as tenacious in their opinions, and adhere to their own laws as strictly as any, I 
am sure they would be glad to join other Grand Lodges iu the adoption of cer- 
tain common regulations affecting and controlling questions of jurisdiction." 

The Grand Master alluded to the action taken by other Grand Lodges on the 
question of rites, and the Grand Lodge, in its consideration of the subject, adopted 
the following : 

" This Grand Lodge maintains now, as it ever has done, its supreme author- 
ity over the symbolic degrees of Freemasonry, and will tolerate in no wise an 
Invasion of its territory by so-called Masonic organizations pretending to possess 
the power to confer these degrees in this jurisdiction or any other with which we 
hold fratemid relations. VVe do not propose to act as mediators, or arbitrators, 
between contesting bodies of professed Masonic oi^nizations, or to establish 
their legitimacy, but do Insist that Grand Lodge sovereignty, Masonically speak- 
ing, shall be sustained and maintained." 

Daring the past year the Grand Lodge erected a granite shaft to mark the 
last resting-place of M.*. W.*. Noah Smith, the first Grand Master of the Grand 
Lodge of Vermont, who died in 1812. 
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M.*. W.*. Chablxs Roome, aslarbiter in the matter of complaint of the Grand 
Lodge of New York «s. the Grand Lodge of Vermont, in the Curran case, made 
his report, dismissing the complaint, and his conclusions are based upon the fol- 
lowing : 

" The law on the point as to which they were so advised difPers in the two 
jurisdictions of New York and Vermont. 

** In New York a candidate, once havinsp been rejected in a lodee, cannot be 
received in any other lodge, unless the one In which he was first rejected waives 
jurisdiction over him, and this regardless of how long a period may have elapsed 
since the rejection. 

'* In Vermont he may apply and be elected, without such waiver, after the 
lapse of one year from the date of the rejection. 

*^ The second point is then presented as to which rule should give way to the 
other. If Bro. Cubran had been elected in a New York lodge without the prior 
waiver of jurisdiction by Apollo Lodge, such lodge would have violated the law 
by which it should have been governed and would be liable to censure. In the 
present case, however, Aurora Lodge violated no law prevailing within the State of 
Vermont. The candidate had resided in Vermont for over a year, and still resided 
there, and he had not been rejected by any other lodge lawfully within the year. 
In no Grand Jurisdiction other than that of Vermont was he eligible to receive 
the degrees of Masonry. The law, as laid down by their Grana Lodge, fully 
authorized Aurora Lodge to receive and act upon the petition, and it cannot be 
said that they were bound to know the law prevailing in another State. If in so 
acting they had violated any general rule of Masonic jurisprudence, or if they 
had infringed any of the landmarks of the Craft, all Masons throughout the 
world would unite in conderonine their action and the law of their Grand Lodge 
could offer no defense. Aurora Lodge, however, simply did in Vermont a thing 
which would have been contrary to local policy and irregular if done in New 
York, but which when done and where done was in accordance with law. Bko. 
Cubran was therefore lawfully made a Mason by the law prevailing in the juria- 
diction in which he received the degrees, and the legality of this act must be 
recognized elsewhere. In matters fundamental and of the essence of Free- 
masonry we may well refuse to admit the legality of an act done in another juris- 
diction where they have been violated ; for that which is there deemed Masonry 
and Masonic. is not that which we call by the same names here. As to mere 
questions of local policy, however, we must recognize the right of other Masonic 
bodies to decide for themselves, and in such matters an act which is lawful in the 
place in which It is done is lawful elsewhere."

The Report on Correspondence (102 pp.)— M.'. W.'. Mabsh O. Perkiks is a 
thorough and comprehensive review of the proceedings of forty-six Grand 
Bodies. 

New York for 1888 has a fraternal and complimentary notice. 

He is opposed to the incorporation of lodges ; we agree with him " that a 
Master Mason, in good standing, has a right to select his Masonic home, and 
there affiliate, if the lodge will receive him, regardless of political lines of bound- 
ary ; " and from his conclusion we excerpt the following : 

** Throughout the whole Masonic world the good work goes on, strengthen- 
ing fraternal ties, and giving testimony of the m^hty truth of the ' Fatherhood 
of God, and the Brotherhood of Man.' With much reason for rejoicing, there is 
also cause for sorrow, ae we note the number of veteran Craftsmen, like Mobris 
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and Satbb and Simokb. towers of strength and wisdom, who haye accomplished 
life's work, and crossed the f^at river. 

" Of the numerous topics of Interest to the Craft in the various jurisdictions, 
perhaps none is of greater Importance than the * Saloon Question,* which is 
under discussion in many parts of the West and South, and has also been raised 
by our Canadian brethren. Missouri and Mississippi have taken an advanced 

gosltlon, even beyond the public sentiment of the States themselves, and seem 
> have strengthened the cause of Freemasonry thereby in their jurisdictions. 
Other Grand Lodges, acting more conservatively, are tending in the same direc- 
tion, and the time is not far distant when every Grand Body in the conntiy will 
have had occasion to meet this momentous question. 

" Other topics, fruitful of discussion now as in the past, and will continue 
to be so long as men argue from difPerent premises, are, *■ The Prerogatives of 
Grand Masterh,* 'Physical Quallflcatlons,* 'The Past Master's Degree,' 'Per- 
petual Jurisdiction,' ' Uniformity of Work,' and the ' Recognition or non- 
Recognition of other so-called Branches of Masonry.' All of these are tbor- 
oughlv settled so far as Vermont is concerned ; and wherein we differ from 
neighboring jurisdictions, It is believed that fraternal comity and mutual interests 
will prevent serious friction or rupture of peaceable and harmonious fraternal 
relations."

RoBBBT T. Cbaiohill, Grand Master, representatives of one hun- 
dred and forty-seven lodges, and New York by W.'. B. R. Wellford, Jb. 

The annual address of the Grand Master (6 pp.) is permeated with the spirit 
of brotherly kindness and love, and evinces a thorough devotion to the Interests 
of our Fraternity. 

The vacant chair of the Deputy Grand Master, R.'. W.'. Gborob H. Jobdak 
— who died the past year— draws forth words of fraternal remembrance. A high 
compliment is paid to his predecessor, M.*. W.*. Bro. Drinkard, "who had 
brought the affairs of the jurisdiction to such a healthy and prosperous condi- 
tion that he had concluded to leave things as he had found them," and renewed 
all his appointments without an exception ; reports Masonry in that jurisdiction 
never stronger and more respected than at the present time : 

'* The time can never come, I believe, when this noble body of Masons can 
be betrayed into intemperate action on any question, or led away from its safe 
moorings of a hundred years and more into any of the untried fields of modem 
experlmentalism. The adage, ' tempora muUiniur^ et not mutamtw in iUis^^ does 
not apply to Freemasonry as known and practiced In Virginia ; on the contrary, 
we not only prescribe, but we practice the motto, *^emper eadtm ;' and woe betide 
the day, brethren, when we materially depart from it." 

Dispensations had been granted for six new lodges, and allusion Is made to 
the following : 

''The Grand Encampment of Knights Templar of the United States, which 
met In Triennial Conclave in the city of Washington, D. C, on the 8th day of 
October, 1889, called together an immense concourse of Master Masons from all 
parts of our country, including visitors from Canada and elsewhere. Matteson 
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Lodg«, No. 175, of Joliet, 111^ filled with the laudable desire of viBiUti^ the 
historic lodge where 6eonB;e WasbiD^on had presided as Worshipful Master, 
requested of A]exaDdriar\^^hin^on Lodge, No. 22, the privilege of conferring 
the Master Mason's degree on that classic ground. Being desirous of gratifying 
the brethren from IllinoiB. 1 authorized the Worshipful Master of Alexandria- 
Washington Lodge, No. 2a, to open his lodge in due form on the occasion, and 
permit the officers of the Illinois lodge to confer the degree in the boaom qf hU 
hdge, which was done, the candidate oeing an F. C. of AlexandriarWashinsrton 
Lodge, No. 22. I was present myself on the occasion, as was also the Most 
Worshipful J. C. Smith, of Illinois, and many other distinguished brethren from 
various Grand Jurisdictions. The work was done with great skill, and there 
were many things suggestiye of Improyement upon the modes of some of our 
Virginia workmen." 

The Grand Lodge adopted memorials of fraternal remembrance on the 
deaths of M.-. W.-. William Terbt, P. G. M., and B.-. W.-. Gbobgb H. Jobdak, 
D. G. M., and extended official recognition to the Grand Lodge of North 
Dakota. 

Through the liberality of Bbo. A. G. BABCOOK—a member of one of the sub- 
lodges of that Jurisdiction— tendering the sum of five thousand dollars, and fur- 
ther assistance if necessary, the Grand Lodge resolyed to take the necessary 
steps toward the establishment of the " Masonic Home of Virginia."

COBBESPONDENCE. 

An able Beport on Correspondence (66 pp.) embraces a concise review of 
the proceedings of forty-eight Grand Bodies, by M.*. W.*. William F. Dbink- 
ABD, including New Tork for 1889. 

We desire to correct an erroneous construction of our remarks last year on 
the subject of '* personal Jurisdiction," for which possibly we may have been in 
fault, although, to our understanding, we stated our position clearly and con* 
clsely. 

If we may be allowed to repeat, our understanding is as follows : 

Masonic residence is fixed in the State of New Tork at twelve months next 
preceding the application, and for four months in the immediate vicinity of the 
lodge having jurisdiction. 

As between lodges in this State, Jurisdiction can be waived, on application, 
over a profane who has not resided the required length of time within the im- 
medicOe vicinity of the lodge ; and the same is permissible with regard to the 
period fixed to require a Masonic residence— the requirement being to and from. 

Profanes on removal from or into another Grand Jurisdiction must acquire 
a Masonic residence, according to the law governing such jurisdiction, before 
application can be made, as we understand it. This requirement may be and 
in many Jurisdictions Ib qualified by obtaining the consent from the lodge 
•within whose Jurisdiction the candidate had immediately preceding had a legal 
residence. 

A lodge acquires no binding Jurisdiction over a profane except in the eyent 
of an application being made, acted upon, and rejected. 

We do not understand that the mere acceptance of a petition giyes a lodge 
personal Jurisdiction which would prevent a candidate petitioning and being 
accepted in any other lodge having concurrent Jurisdiction. 
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No jarlsdiction follows a profane after his removal from a Ormnd Joris- 
dietion. 

Oar brother makes the following illustration : 

" A New York Toter, who should remove his residence or domicile to Vir- 
ginia in December of any year, coald not vote in either State the next year. His 
removal took away his right to vote in New York, and no one can vote in Vir* 
ginia until he has resided here a year. For twenty-three months he would be 
disfranchised. So as to a profane who has removed from one Grand JurisdictioD 
into another. He has no right to petition in his new home until he has resided 
there as long as the local law requires him to reside there in order to qualify 
him to petition. He has also lost the rlirht to petition in his old home. Suppose, 
In the case of a voter, New York should ask Virginia to allow the New-Yorker, 
newly domiciled here, to vote in this State. Wouldn't that be absurd ? " 

We repeat the statement of last year— that It would depend entirely upon 
the nature of the regulations of a Grand Lodge having authority. 

If a Grand Lodge declares that a petition cannot be received by a lodge from 
a profane until he has resided twelve months in the State, that ends the matter; 
but If that regulation is qualified to the extent that a petition may be received 
(before the expiration of the twelve months) upon the consent of the lodge 
within whose Jurisdiction he had last previously resided, it makes a material 
difference. 

Based upon these two propositions, the question arises whether, with the 
consent or waiver of a lodge within whose jurisdiction he had formerly resided, 
a candidate could not petition and be received Into a lodge within whose juris- 
diction he then resided, without waiting the constitutional period fixed to 
acquire a Masonic residence, provided the Grand Lodge allowed such waiver? 

And if such waiver or consent was allowed between lodges in the same 
Grand Jurisdiction, whether the same principle would not apply In cases outside 
of the jurisdiction ? 

We can see no objection thereto, although our brother would undoubtedly 
say a lodge could not waive what it had not as yet acquired. 

Our brother thinks that a waiver of Jurisdiction which comes from a lodge 
that never had Jurisdiction would be a queer thing. 

We find that M.\ W.*. Bbo. Simons had in previous reports— under Yh:- 
ginia — discussed the same question, and we can do no better than append the 
opinion expressed by him. 

" Although we (the Grand Lodge of New York) require a year's residence, to 
avoid conflict with the lodge haviuff original jurisdiction, the consent of tbe 
latter is taken as a waiver of jurisdiction, allowing tM to proceed practically 
under the authority of the oriii;lnal lodge (1884)." 

'* We do not hold that New York has jurisdiction for twelve months, or even 
twelve days, over profanes who have removed from the jurisdiction." 

^* We claim that when a party, having a legal residence In New York, removes 
his domicile to Virginia, he must live there one year to acquire a legal residence; 
but if the New York lodge chooses to waive jurisdiction, at least such jurisdiction 
as it had up to the time of removal there, then Virginia need not wait any longer 
than it wants to ; but as for following a profane for twelve montlis, we do not 
believe in it. (1885.)" 

Upon this question, under the head of Maine, we quote the opinion of M.*. 
W.\ Bbo. Drummond : 

*< It seems to have been sometimes assumed that a candidate is always eli- 
gible somewhere, but such is not the case ; if a resident of New Hampshire moves 
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into MaiDe, no New Hampshire lodge has any jurlsdtction over him ; he cannot 
apply in Maine, because he has not lived here a year ; so that durioK that year 
he cannot legally apply anywhere, unless by ditpenaation qf the Grand Matter,'*^ 

Under the head of New Jersey, noticing the difference between that Grand 
Lodge and the Grand Lodge of New York, he says : 

" We say, ' a plague on both your houses.' The New Jersey lodge bad no 
jurisdiction over this profane, because he had never, by petition, placed himself 
under its jurisdiction. The New Tork lodee bad no jurisdiction, because he bad 
not resided in New York long enough to give the New Tork lodj^e jurisdiction. 
All this trouble grows out of the unjustifiable assertion of jurisdiction over per- 
sons who have not asked to be Included within the jurisdiction of any lodge. 

" The Grand Lodge of New Jersey adopted the following: 

" ' In New Jersey, a man who has received the Masonic degrees from a lodge 
having no jurisdiction over him la illegallv made, and cannot, therefore, in this 
jurisdiction, be recognized as a Mason, and any one holding Masonic intercourse 
with such a person is liable to discipline.' 

<• But that begs the question. It is for New York to decide whether a Ma- 
son made In that State was illegally made or not— whether her subordinate lodge 
had jurisdiction or not. Anyhow, a Mason made in a regular lodge ought to be 
recognized as a Mason. He has done no wrong. Let tiie offending lodge be 
disciplined, but let not the new brother suffer for a regular Masonic lodge's 
offense. Let him not know Masonry only by a wrong." 

We would say to our brother that the whole trouble has arisen from the dlffeiv 
ence in the regulations of the Grand Bodies as to what constitutes a Masonic or 
legal residence in the two jurisdictions. The New York claim, ae stated by the 
Grand Master in 1888, is : 

" Dahiel E. Lem m claimed to reside in Fort Edward, in the State of New 
York. He was unmarried ; lived permanently with his parents at Fort Edward ; 
had always voted at that place, and had done nothing to indicate an intention to 
acquire a residence elsewhere. He stated under oath that he had always lived at 
Fort Edward except when his vocation called him elsewhere, and that his sojourn 
in New Jersey was temporary, and unaccompanied by any intention to make that 
State his home. His declarations were supported by the affidavits of his parents 
and statements of the members of the committee of the lodge." 

The lodge in New York State, regarding the said Lemm as Its material, con- 
ferred the degrees upon him. The matter seems to be one which ought to be 
easily adjusted, and in our judgment could be, were it not complicated by the 
edict of the Grand Master of New Jersey, declaring the said work of a New York 
lodge to be irregular, without Masonic virtue, and hence null, void, and of no 
effect, and the Issuing of an edict of non-intercourse between the said Lemm and 
the Masons under the Grand Lodge of New Jersey. With reference thereto we 
can do no better than to quote from the annual address of Grand Master Law- 
rence (1888) : 

" With the greatest willingness to cause reparation to be made for any wrong 
by one of our subordinates affecting the rights of a lodge within a neighboring 
State, we cannot accept the edict of the Grand Master of New Jersey in this 
matter as final. 

<* Nor can we for one instant concede that the ceremony of initiation performed 
upon a candidate in a lawfully constituted lodge under the jurisdiction of this 
Grand Body was * without Masonic virtue,' as the Grand Master of New Jersey 
thought proper to declare it." 

The proposition of New York for a friendly arbitration of the question of 
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difference l8 blocked by the refusal of the Grand Lodge of New Jersey to re- 
scind the edict of non-iotercourse, and hence the matter is still in abeyance.

Pobtbr, Grand Master, and the representatives pt 
every subordinate, with a single exception, forty-eight in number. 

From the annual address of the Grand Master (16 pp.)— including copies 
of correspondence — ^we learn that peace and good-will prevail ; five new lodges 
had been created by dispensation ; had decided that hotel-keepers could not be 
exempt from the restriction adopted in regard to petitioners for the degrees of 
Masonry, and reports the following case : 

<< In conclusion, I will relate a circumstance that occurred at the constitut- 
ing of St. Thomas Lodge : Bro. Whioht, the Worshipful Master to be insuUed. 
and four members were what is known as Chapter Masons, but none were acfiMU 
Past Masters ; therefore I waA compelled to telegraph to Ellensburgh for two 
Past Masters (actual) to come to Roslyn and assist in going through the farce 
of conferring the Past Master^s degree upon Bro. Wright, who, before the 
ceremony began, knew as much of it as either of us. The train being three 
• hours late, caused a delay, and consequently great inconvenience as well as con- 
siderable expense. I would suggest that Sec. 8 of Art 8, Part 2, By-laws of the 
Grand Lodge, be repealed. I consider that the Past Master^s degree has no part 
or lot in the Blue Lodge, and impedes rather than promotes the work therein. If 
it is necessarv that the Master should possess the knowledge conveyed by the 
conferring of this degree before he can properly rule and govern his lodge, let 
the installing officer give him the necessary instructions, which is in reality hia 
duty. That degree is evidently an innovation in Blue Lodge Masonry, and, I 
have no doubt, properly belongs to the Chapter." 

Among the decisions reported we note the following : 

" 1. The Charter of St. Thomas Lodge, No. 54, having been destroyed by fire, 
Bro. Wright, the W.*. M.*. of said lodge, asks the question, 'Can we meet 
without it, until we can get a duplicate, or will a dispensation be necessary ? ' 
Not having an opportunity at that time to consider the question carefully, I sent 
them a permit to meet and transact business ad interim. Since then I have 
given the subject some thought, and have reached the conclusion that such 
permit was not necessaiy ; their lights were unimpaired by the loss of their 
charter. . . . 

'' A charter is not a cantraet, but the evident of a grant. This grant was in 
consideration of certain conditions precedent., the performance of which by 
the brethren who were to constitute the lodge was recognized by the action of 
the Grand Lodge in making the grant. The possession of this parchment by 
the lodge is evidence that the executive officer has performed his duty, and his 
report thereof becomes a matter of record in the Grand Lodge. The loss of the 
charter, therefore, is simply the loss of documentary evidence once in possession 
of the grantee, and deprives the lodge of no rights or privileges whatever, but 
simply deprives It of the written evidence that such rights were conferred upon 
it, and requires only a ministerial act to restore it to the lodge." 

While we admit that ** the loss or destruction of that evidence does not 
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destroy the lodge or Invalidate its existence," yet we should hold that the 
Charter— a part of the essential elements which famish a lodge— havlDg been 
destroyed by fire, for the time being it would be necessary for the Grand Master 
to issue a dispensation to allow the lodge to hold its meetings, such authority to 
hold good until the Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge, when upon 
representation of facts the same body that issued the oriffinal authority would 
grant a duplicate in place of that destroyed. 

It is better to liye up to the strict letter of the law. 

The United Grand Lodge of New South Wales and the United Grand 
Lodge of Victoria were officially recognixed. 

Lodges of Instruction had been held by the Grand Lecturer and proven 
beneficial in the dissemination and correction of the work.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

M.*. W.*. Louis Zieolsb, at the request of R.*. W.\ Thomas M. Rebp, chair- 
man of the Committee, presented a partial Report on Correspondence (85 pp.), 
covering the proceedings of sixteen Grand Bodies. 

The proceedings of other Grand Bodies (New York among the number) were 
destroyed by the fire which devastated Seattle on the 4th of August, and we can 
well understand that the duty of the hour precluded the completion of a Masonfc 
labor which, under ordinary circumstances, would have been a pleasure. Under 
Ohio we excerpt the following : 

" It will be remembered that in 1887 the Grand Lodge of Ohio undertook to 
define, and did declare, what in her judgment were legitimate Masonic bodies 
and what were not, the propriety of whicb we then and have ever since seriously 
doubled. We hold, and believe correctly, that a Grand Lodge of Masons Is the 
sovereign and supreme and exclusive Masonic power within its territory, and it 
can tolerate no otner, and every true Mason does and must recognize it as such. 
But when a Grand Lodge goes beyond its legitimate sphere — viz. : the three De- 
grees of ancient Craft Maeoniy— and assumes to say that other so-called higher 
degp-ees are legitimate and lawful Freemasonry, then in our humble opinion it 
goes beyond its ken, and exceeds its proper and lawful authority. A Grand 
Lodge has no lawful power to forbid Its members or components in uniting with 
other societies or associations so long as they remain true to their Masonic obli- 
gations, no more than it can prohibit them from uniting with certain churches or 
espousing certain creeds or dogmas. These are matters to be left to the dictates 
of the individual conscience. But the Grand Lodge of Ohio, in her sovereign 
and supreme capacity, did declare certain so-called higher bodies (viz. : the Cer- 
neau branch of the Ancient and Accepted Rite) as unmasonic and spurious, and 
forbade its members and subordinates from holding or acquiring membership 
therein, and likewise from having joint occupancy of Masonic halls with them. 
What actuated the Grand Lodge to take this extraordinary step we know not^ 
yet we have an abiding faith in the integrity and high ciiaracter of the Grand 
Lodge of Ohio, for many of her members are of the brightest and most learned 
Masons of our continent, and we* feel confident that they were influenced by no 
mean or sordid motives, but acted from a pure sense of duty and right. And 
whilst the Grand Lodge did thus act after due deliberation, it became the duty of 
every true and loyal Mason to heed her decrees, and those who did not are not 
good Masons."

GusTAY Bbowv, Grand Master, and the representatives of eSgbty- 
four lodges. 

From tbe address of the Grand Master (8 pp.) we learn that the grim messen- 
ger had dealt lightly with them the past year ; and the fraternal words of the 
Grand Master were " listened to with care and warmly appreciated by the breth- 
ren assembled.'' 

** The spirit of harmony existing within our borders is a tower of strength to 
the principles of our Brotnerhood. which seek the tme enlightenment of the 
human race by the beneficent influences of brotherly loye, tmth and peace. 
With us our ancient landmarks have remained inviolate — ^the ffulding star to a 
bright course — and upon the threshold of the ensuing year I ^ve it you strictiv 
in charge to guard and protect them from innovations. The landmarks, with 
their ancient tests and formulas, should be treasured like the sacred Scriptures, 
to which we must make no addition, and from which nothing most be taken 
away." 

Dispensations had been issued for four new lodges, and the Grand Master 
evinced sound Judgment In refusing to grant dispensations in special instances. 

We agree with the Grand Lecturer that the Grand Lodge could wisely devote 
a certain sum each year to pay the expenses of a Grand Lecturer, to instruct 
lodges which are unable to bear the expense thereof.^ 

A resolution to pay *' Past Grand Masters their actual expenses when they 
attend the meetings of the Grand Lodge," was rejected. 

We cannot but consider this/a2w economy. The benefit to be derived from 
the experience of those who have been thus honored would more than compen- 
sate for the financial expense, and beyond that, time and devotion in the past 
would seem to merit this recognition.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

R.\ W.*. Gbobob W. Atkinson, as his custom, introduces bis report on 
correspondence (154 pp.) with his own Grand Lodge, and then proceeds with a 
review of the proceedings of fifty Grand Bodies. 

The report Is interesting, but we think It would be improved if the printer 
would set the extracts in diflerent type, or print solid. 

We do not agree with our brother in his comment on the Dlinois decision, 
'*that an unafllliated Mason living in Illinois can petition a lodge in another 
State for membership." 

" My opinion is. the first of the above decisions is bad law. The law of most 
Grand Lodges requires an actual residence of twelve months within the juris- 
diction in which one may apply for admission. This gives tbe brethren, by actual 
acquaintance, an opportunity to find out all about a man before they admit him 
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Into their lodge. BeBides, it would be an Infringement of Grand Lodge Juris- 
diction for a lodge in one State to admit to membership one who Uves in 
another State.'* 

We consider that a Master Mason can become a member of any lodge which 
will elect him, irrespective of residence. 

The law which requires a residence of twelve months only applies to can- 
didates for admission into our Fraternity. 

New York for 1889 is most kindly noticed, and In alluding to the engraving 
of our Grand Secretary, he says : 

" Bbo. Ehlbrb is a German, or his face tells a false tale. We fell in love 
with him on first sisrht. He is what they call down South 'a boss fellow.' He 
win be kept in the Grand Secretary's office the balunce of his life, if he desires 
to remain there." 

And the following generous and beautiful tribute paid to the memoiy of 
the late chairman of this committee : 

<* Among the number is Bro. Johv W. Simons, the most distinguished 
member of the Order, perhaps, in the Empire State. The Craft all over the 
world will miss him. The Guild will miss him. He and Judge Dbummond and 
Bro. Parrin, and perhaps half a dozen others, were really correspondents of tbe 
first class. In this field Bro. Simons had no superior In the Masonic world. 
He was a man of Indisputable genius. A large part of his life was given to a 
deep and thorough study of Freemasonry. He knew Its laws ; he knew its 
esoteric workings ; he knew Its history ; he knew its leading men in all lands. 
The time he gave to Masonry during his long life, if given to other callings, with 
the same degree of earnestness, would have made Elm distinguished in any of 
the learned professions." 

With reference to the New York report on " Foreign Grand Bodies," we feel 
honored by his making it a part of his report. 

Tbe proceedings are Illustrated with wood-engravings of M.*. W.'. Frank 
Burt, Grand Master ; M.\ W.'. O. S. Long, P. G. M., and M.-. W.'. Thomas H. 
Looan, p. G. M., whose death occurred Oct. 1, 1888, and of whom an extended 
and beautiful memorial was adopted by the Grand Lodge.

Masters, one Past Deputy Grand Master, and two Past Grand Senior Wardens. 

Our Indebtedness is expressed for the fraternal remembrance of M.*. W.*. 
Bro. Simons, of this Jurisdiction.

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The cement of brotherly love and affection permeates the Craft and the 
Mystic Temple Is assuming grand and symmetrical proportions. 

He expresses his disapproval of '* a lodge exempting the members from 
lodge dues after having paid such dues for twenty-five consecutive years." 

In this his judgment fs sound ; the principle is entirely wrong and its ten- 
dency to destroy the usefulness of a lodge. No lodge can afford to adopt any 
such general regulation. 

The public ceremonial occasions, three in number. 

Dispensations issued for four new lodges. 

The Grand Lodge adopted the following : 

''iZlr«o2«0d, That a lodge shall lose lurisdiction of rejected material when 
petitioner has ceased to be a member of its jurisdiction for five successive years. 

^*'Provided^ funoevetf That action shall not be had upon any such petition until 
at least three weeks* notice of the reception thereof sbull be given personally or 
by mail to the W.'. M.*. or Secretary of the lodge in which such material waa 
rejected." 

And on the subject of temperance legislation the following : 

*< Setolvedf That hereafter no person who is engaged in keeping a saloon or 
selling Intoxicating liquors to be used as a beverage shall be initiated into any 
suborainate lodge in. this jurisdiction, nor shall any Mason who is so engaged be 
received in any lodge by affiliation. 

" Henolved, That it is hereby made the imperative duty of all lodges in this 
jurisdiction to exclude from lodge and ante-rooms all intoxicating liquors. 

<* Eeaolved, That the Intemperate use of intoxicating liquors is hereby declared 
to be a Masonic crime, and it is hereby made the duty of all lodges to restrain 
the same as far as possible by trial and punishment." 



Upon the question of the establishment of a '* Masonic Home," and 
sary per capita tax on the membership, action was deferred until next year. 

For the relief of the sufferers by flood at Johnstown, Pa., three hundred dol- 
lars was appropriated.

No question of appeal or grievance demanded attention ; and we think the 
Grand Lodge wisely rescinded the special interrogatories to accompany each 
petition, and returned to the old form, which covers the essentials.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The report on Correspondence (66 pp.)— R.'.W.\ Wm. L. Kutkbndall— Is a 
critical review of the proceedings of forty-three Grand Bodies, including New 
York for 1889. Our brother presents an interesting report, and his comments 
are sharp, dear and to the point. While we do not agree with him in all things, 
yet in the main we stand upon the same level. 

Our brother is of the opinion that when a *' Grand Lodge restores the indi- 
vidual to the rights and privileges of Masonry, it should be to membership in 
his lodge." In this we do not agree with him, and we take the position tbat 
the Grand Body has not the right in this manner to encroach upon the inherent 
rights of a lodge. An expelled Mason is Masouically dead.. When restored, 
either by the Grand or subordinate lodge, it is to Masonic life ; and while he 
has no more to do with the lodge from which he was expelled than with any 
other lodge, yet the restoration, as an act of clemency, places him in a position 
whereby he can apply to any lodge for the purpose of affiliation. The reserved 
right of a lodge to determine whetber he shall be admitted as a member is one 
over which the Grand Body has, and should have, no control. 

Our brother is in favor of allowing any officer of a lodge to resign. In this 
we do not coincide with hiuL We believe that the Master and Wardens of a 
lodge, by the very nature of the office, the obligations assumed and engage- 
ments entered into, should not be permitted to lay aside a trust voluntarily as- 
sumed by them. We can readily see wherein such a liberty might result in grave 
injury to the welfare of a lodge. 

We agree with him in relation to the status of a lodge when engaged in the 
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discbarge of the last offices of fraternal brotherhood ; it is public labor, and not 
to be regarded as a 'Hyled body." 

Upon the question of the prerogatives of a Grand Master, we cannot do 
better than give our brother's own words : 

" We belieTe constitutions and Grand Lodges are above Grand Masters. We 
believe the latter should be given full and ample power to deal with all matters 
properly within bis province, but that such powers should be specifically set 
forth in the constitution, and under no circumBtances should he be allowed to 
set one of its provisions aside or exceed the powers therein guaranteed him. 
The provisions of a constitution are tangible and can be seen of all men ; pre- 
rogatives are intangible, under which right and justice may be upheld or oat- 
rages perpetrated by a Grand Master, and what are vou going to do about It ? 
Make constitutions broad enough to protect the Grand Master in the exercise of 
ample power, and lodges and membership from autocratic power, and all will be 
well." 

The following, under New York, is news to us : "The report on Correspond- 
ence is by Bro. Chablbs Backbemtbr." It is not only a bad spell, but we 
hardly think our associate would want to be held responsible for anything more 
than the translations. 

To the remark, *' Wyoming receives a very brief notice," we plead guilty ; 
it was not, however, with any intention of neglect or tljat '* we were tired." We 
aimed to include, in all jurisdictions, facts of importance found in the proceed- 
ings. The work of last year came unexpectedly, and we could but allude in 
general terms to the merits of the report on Correspondence. We hope to have 
done better this time.

Truly, in the light of these facts, our brethren are to be envied. 

The Grand Master had made many official visitations, availing himself of the 
opportunity thus afforded of addressing the brethren on subjects of interest con- 
nected with Masonry ; had entered upon the duty assigned him as mediator fn 
settlement of the differences between the Grand Lodge of England and Grand 
Lodge of Quebec, and expressed the hope of carrying it to a successful issue. 

In this laudable effort we hope his anticipations may be fully realized. 

Is not in favor of the strict construction of the rule respecting physical 
qualifications, and holds that a candidate should be in a condition to receive, per- 
form and communicate all parts of the ceremonies and designs of the Fraternity.

As a matter of information, we take the liberty to copy from the report the 
following, having reference to the 

OBAND LODGE 07 IRELAND. 

Through the kindness of R.*. W.*. James H. Neilbon, of Dublin, we have 
some information about the Grand Lodge of Ireland. This Grand Lodge does 
not publish any of its proceedings. 

Quarterly meetings are held on the first Thursday In the months of Mareh^ 
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Jane. October, and December. The Board of General Purposes meets on the 
Monday preceding the first Thursday in each month. The Committee of Charity 
and Inspection meets on the second and fourth Wednesday in eacli month. The 
Grand Lodge of Instruction meets every second month. All these meetings are 
held at Freemasons' Hull, Dublin. 

All Master Masons, properly vouched for, may attend the Grand Lodge of 
Instruction. All candidates for admission to any of the Dublin lodges, or to 
any conntry lode^ if resident in Dublin, must be approved of by the Committee 
of Charity and Inspection. This committee consists of the Grand OfiScers and 
the Master for the Ume being of each lodge in the Dublin district. There are 
thirty-seven lodges in Dublin. At the head of the list is '* the Grand Master's 
lodge," without any number. Lodge No. 1 is at Cork. 

There are eighteen provincial Grand Lodges, thirteen in Ireland, and the 
others in Victoria, New Zealand, Queensland, Ceylon, and Tasmania. The lodges 
in the Dublin district are not Included in iny Masonic province, but are under 
the immediate superintendence of the Grand Itodi^e. There are fifteen lodges in 
Victoria, fifteen In New Zealand, fourteen in Queensland, four in Ceylon, and 
nine in Tasmania. There are also seven lodees In military corps, not stationary. 

They have a Masonic Female Orphan School, with seventy-two pupils, and a 
Masonic Orphan Boys' School, with fifty-two pupils, both supported solely by 
voluntary subscriptions. The former was established In 1702, and the latter In 
1867. 

Nine warrants were issued in 1888, five in Ireland, and the others in Mauri- 
tius, Queensland. Tasmania, and New Zealand. 

The Duke of Abercom is Grand Master, and the Earl of Bandon Is Grand 
Secretary. All communications should be addressed to Archibald St. George, 
Deputy Grand Secretary) Freemasons' Hall, Molesworth Street, Dublin.

The Grand Master, by reason of ill health, had been absent from the juris- 
diction the greater part of the year, during which time the Deputy Grand Master 
had discharged the duties of the office, and hence the annual message (8 pp.) is 
very brief. The condition of the Craft is most satisfactory, and Masonry in that 
province has more than held its own. 

The Grand Master had accepted the oflTer of the Grand Lodge of Canada to 
act as mediator In an effort to arrange the difference with the Grand Lodge of 
England, and with reference thereto the following was adopted : 

<* That with regard to that part of the Grand Master^s address which refers 
to the withdrawal of the edicts of this Grand Lodge heretofore Issued against the 
Grand Lodge of England and the lodges in this city adhering; thereto, this Grand 
Lodge fully recognizes the necessity of strengthening the hands of the Grand 
Master of the Grand Lodge of Canada In the Province of Ontario In his mediation 
between this Grand Lodge and the said Grand Lodge of England and her lodges, 
and hereby nuthorizes the Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Quebec, who 
may be in office at any time, at the request of M.*. W.*. Bro. Walkbm, to with- 
draw the said edicts." 

We hope this effort may result in the restoration of amicable and Just rela- 
tions t)etween the two Grand Bodies. The Grand Lodge of Quebec has shown 
its disposition to do all in its power toward the attainment of peace with honor, 
and it but remains for the Grand Lodge of England to show the same fraternal 
spirit, and the end sought can be attained. 

In concluding his address, the Grand Master feelingly allndes to the " many 
happy hours passed with the brethren in Grand Lodge," and we express the hope 
that " even though falling health and advancing years " may give admonition of 
the parting hour, that his years of usefulness may be extended. 

The United Grand Lodge of New South Wales was accorded official 
recognition. 

Upon the "saloon-keepers resolution," laid over from last year, the Grand 
Lodge decided to take no action. 
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The Grand Chaplain, Rev. Bro. J. B. MniRS, delivered an address ; subject : 
'* Masonic Brotherhood, its principles and duties.'*

COBRESPONDENCE. 

An excellent report on Correspondence (116 pp.)— Bro. E. T. D. Chambers— 
covers the proceeding^ of forty-seven Grand Bodies, and the comments of our 
brother are uniformly sound and with good judgment. 

From his review under Florida we excerpt the following : 

" Quebec has courteous notice ; but our excellent brother falls into the com- 
mon blunder of assuming that our Grand Lodge took its territory lust as surren- 
dered to it by the pre-occupant, the Grand Lodge of Canada. It did nothing of 
the kind ; and is in no way responsible for Canada's mistake in contenting her- 
self for so long a time with divided authority in Quebec. Our Grand Lodge not 
only claimed the territory surrendered by its pre-occupant, the Grand Lodge of 
Canada, but that occupied by all other Grand Bodies claiming the obedience of 
lodges In this political Province, including the Grand Ix>dge of England. She 
never claimed the divided territorv which Canada Is supposed to have ceded her, 
but she claimed the whole Masonic territory comprised In the geographical Pro- 
vince of Quebec, and that by virtue of her inherent right to exclusive Jurisdiction 
over all Masons and lodges in that territory, in consequence of her regular and 
legal formation by a majority of the lodges which It then contained." 

We were under the impression that when the Grand Lodge of Canada was 
organized in 1855 the three lodges in Montreal refused to unite therewith, and 
the Grand Lodge of England's recognition was given and accepted upon the 
express condition that the three lodges In Montreal should be permitted to remain 
under the Jurisdiction of the mother Grand Lodge as long as they desired to 
reudn such affllintion. 

Subsequently, upon the organization of the Grand Lodge of Quebec in apart 
of the territory included within the Jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Canada, 
the Grand Lodge of Quebec agreed to permit the lodges holding warrants from 
the Grand Lodges of England and Scotland to continue such if they preferred ; 
and while every effort should be made to induce said lodges to surrender their 
warrants and come within its Jurisdiction, the agreement was ratified by the 
Grand Lodge of Quebec, until the relations of those lodges toward the Grand 
Lodge of Quebec should be finally decided upon between the three Grand 
Lodges. 

We think in effect this is to be found in the proceedings of the Grand Lodge 
of Quebec, although we cannot quote the exact language. 

New York for 1888 has a fraternal notice. 

The chairman says, In concluding his report : " Much of the above has been 
written and collated In the small wee houn of the morning," which we presume 
is on the principle of " the early bird," etc. The result of his labora are not only 
interesting, but we have found much that is profitable in ^tbe perusal of the 
same. 
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Our work has been done fcenerally In the late houra of the night, crowding 
toward the small hours of the morning occaalonally, but we have then called a 
halt.

The Grand Master in his annual address (12 pp.) extends his congratulations 
on the favorable circumstances under which they have assembled in the historic 
and renowned city of Quebec, a city associated with the etirly history of the 
Craft on this Continent, and endeared to them as the birthplace of Freemasonry 
in that Province. 

Among the illustrious dead fraternally remembered is B.'. W.*. S. J. Foes, 
who was elected Deputy Grand Master at the last Annual Communication. He 
was devoted to the cause of Masonry, and took a very active part in the forma- 
tion of the Grand Lodge. 

B.'. W.-. C. M. Church, P. J. G. W., is also included in the memorial scroll. 

Dispensations had been issued for two new lodges. 

In order to strengthen the efforts of M.*. W.*. Bro. Walksh, in his medlar 
tion between that Grand Lodge and the Grand Lodge of England, the Grand 
Master had, on the 28d October, 1889, withdrawn the edict of non-intercourse 
heretofore issued against the Grand Lodge of England. 

We should Judge that a peaceful and honorable solution of the difficulties 
between the two Grand Lodges will be effected. 

Becognition extended the Grand Lodge of North Dakota and the United 
Grand Lodge of Victoria.

GOBBESPONDENCE. 

A careful review of the proceedings of forty-eight Grand Bodies (107 pp.) is 
furnished by B.\ W.\ E. D. T. Chambers. 

The following suggestion as to the best means of decreasing the evil of 
non-alflliation Is not far from the mark : 

" The present writer has an abiding faith in the necessity of making lodge 
meetings Interesting and attractive if we would command the attendance of 
the brethren. A poor and irregular attendance is not infrequently the first step 
towards resignation of membership. Let useful and interesting instruction be 
provided for all meetings at which there is no work to do, and let work be done 
in an efficient and workmanlike manner. To insure all this it is necessary that 
none but well-skilled Master Workmen be selected to preside over tiie Craft." 

New York for 1889 is fraternally noticed and congratulations extended 
P. G. M. Lawrence " upon the magnificent success of what he may well be 
always proud to regard as a noble Masonic life-work."

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Foreign Grand Lodges. 

ENGLAND. 

We bare the proceedings of the United Orand Lodge of England at the 
various Quarterly Communications, and Annual Grand Festlyal held April 2/^ 
1880. 

At the Grand Annual Festival, at which H. R. H. the Prince of Wales was 
proclaimed Grand Master, the members of the Grand Lodge and a laige number 
of brethren were entertained by the Grand Stewards as usual. 

At the Quarterly Communication of December 5, 1888, due announcement 
was made of the fact that — 

<*all difficulties had been cleared away and a new order of things had arisen 
in the colony of New South Wales. 

" That all brethren, whether English, Scottish or Irish, or those who stood 
aloof and fornoed themselves into a separate and dissentient Grand Lodge, had 
united upon true Masonic principles and formed the ' United Grand Lodge of 
New South Wales,' with Lord Carrington as Grand Master. 

** While practically the vote had been unanimous— none having dissented 
upon any grounds— yet there are two or three lodges which had not yet given 
their answer.'* 

In seconding the motion then made, the Grand Registrar uses the following 
language : 

*' No establishment of a new body, however lawful it may be, however much, 
and however gladly, and however cordially we may recognize it as we do this 
new Grand Lepage, can for one moment be held to render unlawful that which 
was lawful before its creation. It would invalidate acts to which we ourselves 
are committed by granting warrants and accepting the allegiance of brethren 
and of lodges which have been faithful to us. While we view with feelings of 
gladness a unanimous movement In which all join, at the same time we are 
bound t-o protect all lawfully existing bodies holding under us, and, having the 
honor to hold the position of Adviser to this Grand Lodge. I should say it u my 
duty to inform the brethren that we are bound to maintain the rights of those 
who should not feel themselves enabled to Join with the majority. I am sure 
this Grand Lodge, under the happy circumstances which have been detailed, 
wishes Godspeed to the newly -established Grand Lodge, that its foundation 
may be the foundation of healine all Masonic strifes and differences, and that 
the great colony of New South Wales, separated from us by the breadth of the 
whole globe, may show by its future history how great, how universal is the 
spread, how universal the acceptance of the doctrine of Masonry, and that this 
one of the offshoots of the Grand Lodgpe of England may be a worthy scion of its 
parent. I have the greatest pleasure in seconding this motion." 

After full discussion, it was unanimously resolved, ** That this Grand Lodge 
do recognize the * United Grand Lodge of New South Wales.' " 

It will be noted that, while granting this recognition, the Grand Lodge of 
England holds to its principle to protect those lodges, if any there should be, 
holding warrants under its authority, who do not Join the "United Grand 
Lodge " in that province. 

This is the question of difference between it and the Grand Lodge of Que- 
bec, and it will be readily seen that the Grand Lodge of England does not ac- 
cept the American doctrine of Grand Lodge sovereignty. 
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^The prominent feature of the proceedings is' that devoted to the mana^^e- 
ment of those grand institutions which are the crown of English Masonry, and 
the large amounts donated for charity. Truly the excellent tenets of our InaU- 
tution— Brotherly LoTe, Belief, and Truth— are thoroughly exemplified by our 
English brethren. 

The ** United Grand Lodge of Victoria '* was recognized by the Grand Lodge, 
with the distinct understanding " that should the two English lodges which have 
not yet joined the new Grand Lodge cowUnue to decline doing so, their positioD 
as lodges under the Grand Lodge of England will be fully acknowledged and 
recognized by the new body." 

Tlie only item of importance at the Quarterly Communications of September 
4 and December 4 is the nomination of His Boyal Highness the Prince of Wales 
to be the Grand Master for the ensuing year. 

Tlie report of the Board of Benevolence gives the grand exhibit of over 
£U,000 disbursed for relief the past year. 

There are upon the roU of this Grand Lodge abont twenty-two hundred 
lodges.

SCOTLAND. 

Wb have the proceedings of that Grand Lodge at its Quarterly Communica- 
tions of May and August, 1889. 

The only business of importance transacted at the Quarterly Communication 
of May 3, 1888, of interest to us is to be found in the following : 

** Communications were submitted from the District Grand Secretary show- 
ing that the District Grand Lodge of Victoria under the Scottish Constitution 
had been dissolved, and that the lodges under its jurisdiction had transferred 
their lUlegiance to the newly-formed United Grand Lodge of Victoria, of which 
the Past District Grand Master, Bko. Sir William Clarke, Baronet, is Grand 
Master. 

** A letter was read from the Grand Secretary, Bro. T. H. Lamprierb, dated 
22d April, announcing the establishment of the United Grand Lodge of Victo- 
ria, and asking for tnat Grand Body official and fraternal recognition by the 
Grand Lodge of Scotland, witb an interchange of representatives, and that the 
lodges heretofore hailing from the Scottish Constitution be allowed to retain 
their original charters as memorials of tht*ir Masonic connection with Scotland. 

** It was resolved to recommend to Grand Lodge to enter Into fraternal rela- 
tions with the Grand Lodge of Victoria, and to accede to the request of the se- 
ceding Scottish-holding lodges as to the retention of their charters.'' 

The following was adopted by the Grand Lodge : 

'< Grand Lodge fully recognizes the inalienable right of all Master Masons 
to meet In open lodge and discuss Masonic affairs, and, in accordance with the 
procedure prescribed by the Constitution and Laws, to petition Grand Lodge on 
any matters connected with Masonry ; but Dnughter Lodges and brethren, indi- 
vidually or collectively, are prohibited from issuing circulars or other communi- 
cations relating to proceedings before Grand Lodge or Grand Committee, or on 
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MasoDlc sabjectB, special or ffeneral. to the public or the Craft, wltboat having 
previously obtained the sancuou of Grand Committee." 

The number of lodges owing allegiance to the Grand Lodge of Scotland is 
about five hundred and fifty.

NEW SOUTH WALES. 

In order to a proper understanding of the facts, having reference to the 
application before our Grand Lodge at it last Annual Communication,we present 
the following : 

There had existed in that colony three Grand Lodges, each claiming to be 
sovereign and independent, viz.: 

A District Grand Lodge, owing allegiance to the Grand Lodge of England ; 
Another holding Its authority from the Grand Lodge of Scotland ; and 
What was known as the Grand Lodge of New South Wales. 

At the original formation of the Grand Lodge of New South Wales in 1877 
the majority of the lodges uniting in its oiganization received their charters from 
the Grand Lodge of Ireland, and soon after Its organization all the lodges under 
the Irish Constitutions united with the Grand Lodge of New South Wales, the 
majority of those under the English and Scottish Constitutions remaining without. 

Upon former applications, recognition had been refused by the Grand Lodge 
of New York, on the ground that its organization in 1877, composed of a minor- 
ity of the lodges of that province, was irregular, not being in accordance with 
the American doctrine of the formation of such bodies. 

That irregularity and difficulty has now been removed, as will be seen by the 
information contained in the following : 

*' Articles of Union. 

*' Whereas, the rites and tenets of Pure and Ancient Freemasonry were firet 
taught and practiced iu Australia by the Lodge of Social and Military Virtues, 
No. 227 on ine roll of the Grand Lodge of Ireland, in or about the year 1810 ; 
perpetuated by the estublishment of oilier lodges from time to time under tiie 
Uonstitutions of England, of Scotland, and of Ireland ; and extended by the 
formation of the Fruviucial (now District) Grand Lodge of England in 18^59, of 
the Provincial (now District) Grand Lodge of Scotland in the year 1855, and of 
the Provincial Grand Lodge of Ireland iu 1858 ; 

** And whereas, in the year 1877 a number of Masonic Lodges met in Sidney 
and established the present Grand Lodge of New South Wales ; 

** And whereas, there are now under the English Constitution eighty lodges, 
under the Scotch Constitution fifty-five lodgeb, and under the New South Wales 
Constitution fifty-one lodges ; 

*' And whereas, it is expedient in the best interests of the Craft that perfect 
nnitv shall be secured and maintained throughout this colony, and that there 
shall be henceforth perfect uniformity of obligation, of discipline, and of the 
workinff of all lodges ; 

** Now, therefure, it is hereby declared and agreed that from and after (St. 
John's Day) the twenty-fourth day of June, 18w, all the aforesaid bodies of 
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Masons shall coDStitute one Grand Lodge under the style of ' The United Grand 
Lodge of New South Wales.' 

** That to effect this purpose the Masters, Past Masters, and Wardens of all 
lodges (having first obtained tbe sanction of their respective lodges) attend 
a meeline on a day and at a place to be hereafter named, and proceed then and 
there to tne election of some distinguished brother to be the Grand Master of 
the aforesaid United Grand Lodge of New South Wales. 

** That a committee consisting o£ three Past Masters from each of tbe ezist- 
ine bodies be appointed to ascertain and define the respective precedence of 
lodges, and ranks and appointments of all Past Grand Officers, the intent beinff 
that all such Past rank and appointment shall be confirmed and retained ; such 
committee to report to a Special Communication of the Grand Lodge to be con- 
vened by the Most Worshipful Grand Master at six months from the dale of the 
estabtishment of the United Grand Lodge as aforesaid. 

** That warranU under the seal of * Tbe United Grand Lodge of New South 
Wales.' bearing date of the day of its establishment, be prepared for each and 
every lodge then enrolled on the registers of the aforesaid Grand and District 
Grand Lodges, and that the names of seven members of each such lodse be 
furnished with as little delay as possible to the Grand Secretary, for insertion In 
such warrants; the numbers of such warrants on the register of *Tlie United 
Grand Lodge ' not to be affixed thereto till after the Grand Lodge shall have 
received the report of the Committee on Precedence as aforesaid. Provided, that 
if any lodge be desirous of retaining its present warrant, and the Grand Lodge 
under which same has been held assent thereto, it shall be permitted to do eo, 
subject to the said warrant being first handed to the Grand Master, to be by him 
re- Issued with an annexure setting forth such facts as are proper to be recorded, 
for tbe purpose of declaring the lodge's allegiance to * The United Grand Lodge 
of New South Wales,' and in due course the number of such lodge on its reg- 
ister, when determined on report from the Committee as aforesaid. 

'* And that all lodges in the colony of New South Wales be notified of these 
proceedings and Invited to enroll themselves within the said period of six months. 
BO that they may be accorded their precedence on the register of the United 
Grand Lodge at the Special Communication as aforesaid. 

** Agreed to by the Committees Representing the Three Constitutions. As 
witness our hands at Sydney, this first day of June, 1888, A.M. 5888." 

The articles of union were submitted to, and approved by, the three Grand 
Lodges, signed by the D. D. G. Masters of England and Scotland, together with 
the signatures of the (heretofore) Grand Lodge of New South Wales, and for- 
warded to each lodge for consideration. 

Out of the one hundred and eighty-six lodges (eighty under the English Con- 
stitutions, fiftj'-five under the Scottish Constitutions, and fifty-one under the New 
South Wales Constitution), all but three voted in favor of the Union. 

On the 16th of August, 1888, the Masters and Wardens of tbe one hundred 
and eighty-three lodges assembled, the articles of union were again adopted, and 
the *' United Grand Lodge of New South Wales " declared to be duly constituted 
and established in accordance with Masonic law and custom governing and regu- 
lating the formation of Grand Lodges. 

At the election of officers. Lord Carrington, governor of the colony, and P. 
G. Warden of the Grand Lodge of England, was elected M.\ W.*. Grand Master, 
and B.*. W.*. Abthxtb H. Bba.t {Sidney), Grand Secretary. 

In addition thereto it will be seen by the review of the proceedings of the 
Grand Lodge of England, accompanying this report, that on the 5th of Decem- 
ber, 1888, it unanimously recognised the United Grand Lodge of New South 
Wales as an independent Grand Body. 

We are unable to present the membership of this Grand Body, but, based 
upon the proportion of the fifty-one lodges with 8,792 members, it cannot be far 
from 18,000. 
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Under this statement we take pleasure In recommending favorable consid- 
eration of the application for recognition by the appropriate committee of our 
Grand Lodge. 



THE UNITED QBAND LODQE OF VICTORIA. 

Orioimal.lt the various bodies of Masonry in that Jurisdiction were under 
the control of the Grand Lodges of England, Scotland and Ireland. 

Subsequently, in 1888, a Grand Lodge was organized In that province, but, 
not being composed of a majority of the lodges, it did not receive universal 
recognition. 

That liinderance has now been removed, and we are pleased to note that at a 
meeting regularly called, March 20, 1889, in the city of Melbourne — at which 
there were present some 4,000 brethren— articles of union were adopted, and the 
*' United Grand Lodge of Victoria** duly organized. 

The number of lodges in that colony aggregate one hundred and forty-two, 
divided as follows : sixteen under the Irish Constitution, thirteen under the 
Grand Lodge of Scotland, eighteen of former Grand Lodge of Victoria, and the 
remainder under the Jurisdiction of Grand Lodge of England. Of this number 
one hundred and forty lodges have given in their allegiance to the " United Gnand 
Lodge." 

The Grand OflScers were duly installed by M.*. W.*. Lord Carrlngton, Grand. 
Master of the United Grand Lodge of New South Wales. 

At the Quarterly Communication, held July 1, 1889, letters of notification 
were ordered sent to the Grand Lodges of England, Scotland, and Ireland, and 
also to all other Grand Lodges, asking fraternal and official recognition. 

The Grand Lodge claims and Exercises exclusive Masonic Jurisdiction in 
the province of Victoria, and in our Judgment should be recognized and wel- 
comed into the official circle.

QBAND LODGE LEAGTTE OF QEBMANT. 

[Review and translations by B.*. W.*. Chablbs Saokbbutxr.] 

Thb Diet of the German Grand Lodge League, In accordance with its adopted 
mode of change, was held June 9, 1889, at the rooms of the Grand Lodge *' Zur 
Sonne," at Bayreuth, and the minutes of the session as published were duly 
received. 

It is the duty of the presiding Grand Master, whose term of office expires at 
the opening of the next Diet, to issue circular letters from time to time between 
the dates of closing the Diet over which he presides and the opening of the one 
following. These letters are required by the Constitution of the League when 
matters are submitted to the Grand Master of sufficient importance to Justify 
9 
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Bucli action ; they are addressed to the Grand Lodges of the League for promnl- 
^atioQ in their respective Jarisdictions, and in this manner the Fraternity is kept 
informed of the coarse of Masonic affairs. 

Grand Master Bbo. Neuland, presiding officer of the League's Diet for 1889, 
Issued four sncb circular letters, dated respectively June 24, 1888 ; November 7, 
1888 ; March 4, 1889, and May 18, 1880. 

The first two are mainly letters of condolence and proceedings of the Lodges 
of Sorrow held in memory of Emperor Frbobbio III., already known to us and 
In greater part set forth in the committee's report of 1880 ; also statements con- 
cerning the efficiency and activity of the Victoria Institute, of no interest to 
American Jurisdictions. 

Circular Letter No. III. contains the yearly reports prescribed by the Ck>nsti- 
tutlon of the eight German Grand Lodges forming the League, rendering account 
of their activity and local government, giving the statistics of the year ending 
June 24, 1888, correcting and supplementing at the same time former reportSb 
We consider it opportune to give in this place a few statistics of the German 
Grand Lodges as published In an appendix to this Circular Letter No. III. 

I. Grand Lodge " Three Globes," at Berlin, with 121 subordinate lodges, hss 
(Masters, Fellow Crafts, und Apprentices included) a total number of 18,457 active 
members, 997 honorary members, 1,216 permanently visiting brethren, and 006 
helping brethren ; 229 benevolent institutions. 

II. Grand Lodge " Grosse Landes Loge," at Berlin, with 95 subordinate 
lodges, has 10,642 active members, as above; 592 honorary members, 595 perma- 
nently visiting brethren, 895 helping brethren; 94 benevolent institutions. 

III. Grand Lodge "Royal York," at Berlin, with 64 subordinate lodges, 
has 6,218 active members, us above ; 558 honorary members, 265 permanently 
visiting brethren, and 257 helping brethren ; 79 benevolent Institutions. 

lY. Grand Lodge of ''Hamburg," with 84 subordinate lodges, has 8,328 
active members, 282 honorary members, 131 permanently visiting brethren, 92 
helping bretliren ; 47 benevolent institutions. 

V. Grand Lodge of '* Saxony," at Dresden, with 20 subordinate lodges, has 
8,675 active members (Master Masons, Fellow Crafts, and Apprentices included), 
454 honorary members, 882 permanently visiting brethren, 112 helping brethren; 
72 benevolent institutions. 

VI. Grand Mother Lodge '* Eclectic Union," at Frankfort-on-the-Main, 
with 14 subordinate lodges, has 2,286 active members, as above ; 118 honorary 
members, 207 permanently vioiting brethren, 49 helping brethren ; SO benevolent 
institutions. 

VII. Grand Lodge ''Zur Sonne," at Bayreuth, with 24 subordinate lodge^ 
has 2,234 active members, as above ; 116 honorary, 185 permanently visiting, and 
44 helping brethren ; 82 benevolent Institutions. 

Vlli. Grand Lodge *'Zur Elntracht," at Darmstadt, with 8 subordinate 
lodges, has 804 active members, as above ; 78 honorary, 65 permanently visiting, 
and 10 helping brethren ; 25 benevolent institutions. 

We note In addition that the 5 independent lodges in Germany, of English 
origin, have a total membership (Master Masons, Fellow Crafts and Apprentices 
included) of 1,403 members. 

The final result of these statistical statements is that the Grand Lodge Juris- 
dictions composing the German Grand Lodge League had a total membership of 
44,047 members at the beginning of the Masonic year 1889 to 1890. 

We do not think it necessary to examine the reports of the proceedings and 
transactions of the Germati Grand Lodges presented to the Diet, as the main feat- 
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nres of their proceedlugs, etc., are already reviewed in the committee's report 
for 1889. 

A very remarkable document is disclosed by Circular Letter No. III. of Grand 
Master Bbo. Neula.nd ; namely, a complaint and remonstrance of the Grand 
Lodge of Hamburg, dated Febraary 9, 1889, against the Intended foundation 
and chartering of a new lodge by the Grand Lodge " Zur Sonne," at Bayreuth 
at the city of JeTut^ in Saxony (the seat of the celebrated university), where a sub- 
ordinate lodge under the Hamburg jurisdiction already exists. It is indeed 
unique and rather interesting in a certain sense to find the Hamburg Grand 
Lodge agitating and protesting against infringement and trespass of its rights of 
jurisdiction — the same Grand Lodge which was accustomed to violate all rights 
of Jurisdiction of other Grand Lodges, and so often has declared that in refer- 
ence to chartering and founding new lodges the rights of Jurisdiction do not 
exist against their actions, and as against them are without value. We shall refer 
to this matter below in our report on the proceedings of the German Grand 
Lodge League's Diet of 1889. 

Circular Letter No. IV. refers to domestic matters only, and contains a report 
and review of the activity of the Symbolic Grand Lodge of Hungary for the 
Masonic year 1887 to 1888, and statistics of the Grand Lodge of Sweden for the 
same period, both obsolete. 

The seventeenth Diet of the German Grand Lodge League assembled June 
9, 1889, at the seat of the Grand Lodge *' Zur Sonne," at Bayreuth. We quote 
from the published transactions as follows : 

The eight German Grand Lodges composing the League were represented 
by the respective Grand Masters and two members elected from each Juris- 
diction. As the Grand Master of the Bayreuth Jurisdiction, Bro. Dr. Lowe, 
was prevented by sickness from being present, his deputy, Bro. Baterlein, 
presided, and opened the meeting with appropriate remarks and the usual wel- 
come to the representatives, eulogizing the memory of Bro. Hsrrio (died In 
January, 1889), Grand Master of the Royal Tork Grand Lodge of Berlin. Bro. 
Baterlein conducted the discussion with marked ability and in a strictly ob- 
jective manner. 

The order of the day began with— 

I. The report of the ^visory Committee, consisting of Representatives 
Bros. Nies and Paul, who audited the accounts of receipts and disbursements, 
and declared the accounts and vouchers correct. The whole amount of dis- 
bursements for the year is R. M. 1,084.96, which is divided between the eight 
Grand Lodges, each of which is debited with R. M. 145.57. 

IL The second item of the order of the day was a communication from the 
Grand Lodges of the League, which had adopted the law agreed upon at the 
last Diet, held May 20, 188», on the procedure of violation of Masonic duties and 
obligations. 

All the German Grand Lodges, except the Grand Lodge '*Zur Sonne," at 
Bayreuth, declared that they have adopted and prumulgaied said law. For 
particulars we refer to our Committee's report of 1889. A motion to invite 
the Grand Lodge of Bayreuth to again tir the adoption and introduction of the 
law in its Jurisdiction, to promote a uniform Masonic legislation in Germany, 
was unanimously adopted. 

III. The resolutions in reference to the "Victoria Institute," and the distri- 
butions of the benelits from this insiitutiun, are of local interest only. 

IV. The consideration of and the deliberation upon a draft of a general law 
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in regard to visiting brethren, permanently rlsiting brethren, and the application 
and acceptance of candidates, was the next item or the proceedings. 

The several sections of the draft prebented by Bro. Schkbimbb were discussed 
and roferred, in accordance with the Constitution, to the single Grand Lodge 
Jurisdictions for consideration and reply before February 1, 18vO. Bro. Schrsi- 
MBR received the thanlcs of the Diet for his excellent elaboration of the law, and 
was requested to issue, as an appendix to the publication of the proposed law in 
tlie next circular letter of the presiding Grand Master, a synopsis of hisremarlis. 

V. The Grand Lodge of ** Saxony " requests the Diet to adopt uniform rules 
in regard to the ioitiation of subjects of the Austrian Empire, because the Aus- 
trian law for Cis-Liihuania forbids to all government officers the participation in 
Freemasonry or membership in Masonic lodges. The Kingdom of Saxony has, 
by its frontier population, varied and frequent intercourse with Austrian sub- 
jects, and the lodge at "zittau,'* under the Saxony Jurisdiction, refused the 
application lately of an Austrian eovernmeut officer reported totally worthy and 
who was especiallv recommended. The Diet approved the view of the Saxony 
Grand Lodge, which sustained the refusal of the lodge at '* Zittau," and recom- 
mended all subordinate lodges not to accept or initiate Austrian government 
officers. 

VI. Protest and remonstrance of the Hamburg Grand Lodge against the 
intended foundation by the Bayreuth Grand Lodge of a second lodge at the dty 
of Jena— a rather disagreeable discussion of a disgusting affair 1 

The Grand Lodge of Hamburg published, as above mentioned, a long and 
pathetic protest, etc., against the intended chartering of a second lodge at Jena 
(where a lodge with a Hambui^ charter already exists) by the Grand Lodge " Zur 
Sonne,'* at Bayreuth. 

We cannot find any real convincing reasons of a Masonic character in this 
Hamburg document— nothing but a very transparent pretension based on the 
assertion that a new lodge at Jena will ruin the old one, and especially through 
the known eccentric Ideaa and aims (jtie) of the chartering members. 

Of course the two contesting Grand Bodies could not vote ; but the discus- 
sion on both sides was lively, and from the Hamburg side rather acrimonious. 

The minutes of the Diet on this matter are very short, not at all comprehen- 
sive, and very unsatisfactory ; they leave a good deal to be read between the lines. 

The following resolution was adopted, mainly, as it seems, for the purpose 
of keeping the peace witliin the Grand Lodge League and avoiding difficulties— a 
so-called dilatory half-measure which, however, may be productive of trouble 
in the future : 

\* In view of the controversy between the Grand Lodge of Hamburg and the 
Grand Lodge *Zur Sonne,' over which the Diet of the Grand Lodge League 
does not consider itself competent to Judge, the other German Grand Lodges 
unit« in the sincere hope that, in accordance with the consideration of the pro- 
ceedings and for real and personal reasons, the Grand Lodge * Zur Sonne ' will 
abstain from chartering a St. John's Lodge at Jena." 

Whether the question of the competence of the Diet Influenced its decision 
more than it ought, is not evident. 

Bro. Gsrhardt put the motion : 

In reference to the controversy between the Grand Lodges of Hambui|^ and 
Bayreuth, the Grand Lodge League's Diet resolves that Section 2 of paragraph 5 
of the Statute of the Grand Lodge League be hereby repealed and the following 
be added to the Constitution : 
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" By charterinfT a St. John^B subordinate lodge at a place wbere a subordi- 
nate lodge of another German Grand Lodge exists, the assent and approval of 
this Grand Lodge is indispensable and imperative. If such an approval and 
consent is refused, the Grand Lodge I^eague will decide over the admissibility 
of the intended founding and chartering. 

" As discussion on this motion can take place only at the next yearly Diet 
of the League, the members of the Leaeue are invited to bring in at this next 
Diet their declarations and votes for or against the adoption." 

VII. and ynL of the order of the day were concerning local matters of no 
general interest. 

We have before us a letter from a German Grand Lodge officer, who has 
been a delegate to the Diet of the Grand Lodge League since its foundation, 
and is well posted on Masonic relations in Germany. 

The writer's Judgment on the proceedings of the Diet held Jane 9, 1880, at 
Bayreuth is not favorable, and he regards them as being very meagre and even 
silent on important matters. ** The majority of the Grand Lodges were in favor 
of the Bayreuth Grand Lodge and voted, against the Hamburg Grand Lodge. 
The minutes indicate the result of the third vote on the whole only, and the Ques- 
tion was BO constructed that two propositions — viz.: the admissibility and the 
rights of the two lodges at ' Jena ' — were confounded. If a vote on each of the 
two questions could have been obtained, the Hamburg Grand Lodge would have 
been defeated.'* The writer further declares that the delegates of the Hamburg 
Grand Lodge in their discussion indulged in personal attacks and invectives, con- 
trary to Masonic teaching, and the manner of their behavior saffered in comparison 
with that shown by the adversary, the Bayreuth Grand Lodge. " Tlie Hamburg 
Grand Lodge," the writer continues, ** did not carry its points, and that it waa 
badly defeated in the fleht with the American Grand Bodies, specially the New 
Tork Grand Lodge, is well known and was well deserved. It had the unhappy 
result only of alienating the German Fraternity from the American. The contro- 
versy of the rights of Jurisdiction with the American Fraternity waa begun by the 
Hamburg Grand Lodge, and the other German Grand Lodges were brought into 
the controversy against tlielr wish or intention. Now everybody avoids mention 
of this disgusting warfare of the Hamburg Grand Lodge, and consequently the 
controversies about these rights of Jurisdiction of Hamburg are silenced. Ham- 
burg began the fight with the American Grand Lodges In a proud and arrogant 
manner on account of its transatlantic subordinate lodges, to make its Juris- 
diction look large, splendid and preponderant, but could not bring the fight to a 
successful issue. Where are now tlie Hamburg lodges in the cities of New York 
and Hoboken ? " 

So much for a member and officer of a German Grand Lodge.

Last year we reported that no communications from this Grand Body had 
been received, notwithstanding the New York Grand Lodge interchanges repre- 
sentatives with the '* Three Globes " Grand Lodge, and the respective represen- 
tatives are in function at Berlin and New York. Consequently, the report on 
the transactions of the '* Three Globes " Grand Lodge for the period could only 
furnish a few notices taken from our exchanges. 

We have received this year Nob. 9 to 23 of 1880 of the <'Bundesblatt" 
(Journal of the Fraternity), a semi-monthly Masonic publication, the '* Organ of 
the Grand National Mother Lodge * Three Globes.' " The contents of thlB pub- 
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licatlon are divided into (I.) official commanicatloDs for the Fraternity, and (II.) 
Don-official matters and leaders by the editor, Bro. Ernbst Kslica.m. This non- 
official part of the publication is interesting, and is compiled with great care and 
sound Judgment. The contributions of the editorial staff are of the first order. 
It seems that the " Three Globes Grand Lodge " does not issue any official doca« 
ments or protocols other than the ordonnances, decrees, decisions and minutes 
of the regular sessions published in this "oi^gan '*— "Bundeablatt." 

We quote as follows : 

Regular quarterly sessions were held, the 948d, May 10, 1880, and the 044th, 
May 27, 1880 (notliing but business of local interest was transacted); the 045tb, 
June 24, 1880 (celebration of St. John the Baptist's Day and 140th anniversary 
of the foundation of the Grand Lodge) ; the 046th, September 20, 1880 (first ses- 
sion in the new Masonic year). Grand Master Bro. Frbdbrichs presided, who 
welcomed the brethren and delivered an address introducing the labors of the 
coming year. The 047th, November 2, 1880, was a memorial meeting in form of a 
Lodge of Sorrow in memory of brethren of the Jurisdiction deceased during the 
past Masonic year. 

A comprehensive summary of these regular quarterly sessions of the 
" Three Globes Grand Lodge " would be : That the transactions were of no 
general interest, that the ordonnances and decisions had to do only with local 
matters and regulations for the Jurisdiction. The communications of the 
transactions and minutes of the German Grand Lodge League and its Diet, 
printed in full in the official part of the ** Bundesblatt,*' are reported and re- 
viewed by us elsewhere. 

It would be beyond our province or duty to report or review all the con- 
tents of the ^^Bundesblatf under the heading "Non-official." We limit our- 
selves to the following : 

No. contains an elaborate communication on the topic of the legal posi- 
tion and standing of Freemasonry in the Empire of Austria (Cis-Lithuanian), 
occasioned by the refusal of a subordinate lodge of the Grand Lodge of Saxony 
to accept and initiate a government officer of the Austrian Empire, mentioned 
in our report of the Diet of the German (irand Lodge League. The author 
demonstrates that military officers of the army only are debarred by law from 
Joining Masonic lodges. 

In No. 10 is an excellent treatise on Masonic teachingR, and exemplifies the 
three symbolic degrees, by Grand Master Bro. FREDERicns, too lengthy to be 
reviewed here, or even excerpted, and also an article on the colored Grand 
Lodges of North America, containing neither anything new nor to the point. 

In No. 18 is a non-official report on the proceedings of the last German 
Grand Lodge Diet, which coincides with our review as given in another place. 

No. 17 reports proceeding^ of the Grand Lodg^ of North America, and 
begins with these words : 

** During the second half of the laRt Masonic year we have received the 

Srinted transactions of the Grand Lodges of Caliionila, Virginia, Nebraska, 
^tah, Florida, Msssachusetts and New York. It is evident from all these com- 
munlcationB that Freemasonry has found in America a good and fertile soil and 
produces fine fruits. If the public processions and parades be excepted, which 
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are not consistent with our Ideas and comprehensions of the Craft, the effi- 
ciency of the Order must be warmly and heartily acknowledged, and it must be 
conceded that Freemasonry In America has proved itself to be truly and effi- 
ciently productive of good Masonic results. The breihren in America not only 
Eraetice benevolence and charity quietly and unostentatiously, but also efficiently 
y founding and supporting orphan asylums, schools, hospitals, etc., and so are 
enabled to prove by facts their teachings. For this reason Freemasonry in 
America is highly esteemed and respected even in profane circles, and Invectives 
of fanatics find no sympathy. The great masses acknowledge the good Free- 
masonry has produced, and esteem and venerate its doings. ..." 

The reviews on the several American Grand Lodge transactions are rather 
short and summary, except of New York, giving from the transactions for ISSff 
the main features, and extracts from the address of Grand Master Bro. Fbakk 
R. Lawbbmcb, the statistics, the details of paying off the debt on the Masonic 
Temple, and reports the election of Bbo. John W. Vbooman as Grand Master, 
with all other Grand officers. 

We find in No. 20 an editorial sketch of the visit of King Humbert of Italy 
at Berlin in May, 1889, reporting the idea and design of the German Fraternity 
to honor Bro. F. Cbispi (by a Masonic reception), the king^s Minister-President, 
the prominent Italian patriot and Mason. The invitation, dated Berlin, May 28, 
1889, was signed by Masons from all Germany assembled in Berlin, and Bbo. 
Cbispi replied the following day in these words : 

"Bbbliu, Jiray24, 1889. 

'' BeLOYBD AKD B8TBBMBD BbBTHBEN : 

'* I regret very much my inability from want of time and urgent business to 
visit your Masonic Temple and to participate in lodge meetings at Berlin. 

"Please allow me, therefore, to express in writing my sympathy and well- 
wishes which I would have preferred to present to you in person. 

" German Freemasonry, whose task and aim is the peace and the pacification 
of the world, can but sympathize with the king, my sovereign, who is now visiting 
your emperor for the united purpose of preventing war and its consequences. 

*' I pray to the Grand Architect of the Universe to give his aid in this holy 
work. 

** Please accept, beloved and esteemed brethren, my sympathetic greeting. 
" Truly and Masonically, 

" (Signed) F. Cbi8pi.»' 

Grandi Master Bbo. Fbbdbbicihs and Grand Secretary (Archlve-Eeeper) 
Bbo. Likdb continue. The statistics are to be found in our report of the Diet 
of the Grand Lodge League. 

As we are about to go to press we are in receipt of No. 1 (dated Berlin, Jan- 
uary 1,1890) to No. 8 (dated Berlin, April 16, 1890) of the "Bundesblatt,'' the 
official organ of the " Three Globes Grand Lodge," and extract as follows : 

The 948th session of this Grand Lodge was held December 5, 1889, but the 
proceedings reported as official matters relate only to matters of internal admin- 
istration. The non-official contents of Nos. 1 and 2 are for the most part con- 
troversies regarding the *' Lessing Union,'' and denials of invectives contained 
In a German Masonic periodical, not fit for the attention of the American 
Fraternity. 

The official part of Nos. 8 to 8 is not interesting to us, and the non-official 
part consists of controversies of the same kind as mentioned in Nos. 1 and 2. 
Appended to both numbers are reviews on the Masonic activity of German and 
foreign Jurisdictions, selected with care and taste, but not new, and reported by 
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ns elsewhere. No. 2 has a short but comprehenslye report on the transactions 
of the session of the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts, June 12, 1889. No. 8 
contains an elaborate contribution by Bbo. Francesco Muller, at Turin, 
representative of the " Eclectic Union Grand Lodge " at Frankfori«on-the-Main 
near the ** Grand Orient of lUly/* on lUHan Freemasonry, and especially on the 
oi:ganlzation of the united "Grand Orient of Italy," at Rome, all the main 
topics of which are already narrated in our report of 1889. 



QRAND LODQE (QKOSSE LANDESLOQE) OF 
FKEEMASONS OF QEKMANT, AT BEBLIN. 

The published transactions of this Grand Body (Masonic year 1888 to 1889) 
comprise the regular quarterly sessions of October 24, 1888, January 10, 1889, 
March 27, 1889, and May 22, 1889 ; a description of the General Lodge of Sorrow 
for the whole Jurisdiction, held at Berlin March 12, 1889, and of the solemnities 
of the Festival Lodge for St. John the Baptlst^s day, June 24, 1889. The annual 
Directory of the Jurisdiction, containing the tabular statements for the Masonic 
year 1889 to 1890, with a specification of statistics up to June 24, 1889, and an 
enumeration of the Provincial lodges and their offlcera, also of the St. John's 
Lodges and St. Andrew's Chapters of the Jurisdiction, accompanied the commu- 
nication. 

The transactions of the first quarterly session, October 24, 1888, refer mainly 
to domestic matters, but they also contain very elaborate reports of the proceed- 
ings of the Grand Lodge of " Saxony," of '' Bayreuth," of the United Grand 
Lodge of ** England," the Grand Lodge of " Scotland," and the Grand Orient of 
" Belgium." The Transactions of the Grand Lodge of New York for 1888, and of 
the Grand Lodge of *' California " for 1887, were reviewed. 

The opinion expressed in the report and review of the New York Grand 
Lodge transactions for 1889 is that the whole is executed and compiled with 
great care and minuteness and gives a true picture of the efficiency and orerani- 
zation of the New Tork Grand Body of Freemasonry (717 subordinate lodges), 
with the addition by the reporter that its financial strength and soundness must 
indeed be great. 

All the main features and details of the manipulations for taking up and 
liquidating the enormous debt are enumerated In a narration and review of the 
manner of paying oJDt the debt contracted for the building of the Masonic Tem- 
ple in the city of New Tork and the future Masonic Asylum. 

The report states that all petitions for new lodges, with one exception, have 
been declined, and declares the organization of the Board of Relief to be veiy 
efficient and well governed, but finds fault with the circumstance that a salaried 
secretary is attached to the Board-^considering that it is usual, especially in 
European Masonic organizations, for such officere to serve gratuitously. 

The proviso in Section 05 of the Constitution of the New York Grand Lodge 
in regard to the punishment for publishing matters on balloting is recommended 
as an excellent and wise measure for adoption for all Masonic Jurisdictions. 

Satisfaction is expressed with the fact that, in consequence of the legolar 
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mailing of the Protocols of this Grand Body to the New Tork Grand Lodge, the 
reports of the New Tork Committee on Foreign Correspondence are irore de- 
tailed and extended on the transactions of the " Grosse Landesloge *' at Berlin. 
Thanks are returned for the presentation and receipt of a copy of Bbo. Chas. T. 
McClbnachax^b ** History of Freemasonry in New Tork," Vol. I. 

The transactions of the second and third quarterly sessions of January 10, 
1889, and March 27, 1889, relate to domestic matters, the enumeration of docu- 
ments received from Masonic Grand Bodies and reports of the proceedings of 
German Grand Lodges already known. 

In the fourth quarterly session of March 22, 1889, representatives were 
elected to the next Diet of the German Grand Lodge League : Brothebb Gabtz 
and ScHBBiNBB, with Bbotbbbb Bbbmdel and Rabb as alternates. 

The election of Grand Master for the term of three years took place at this 
fourth quarterly session. Bbo. Albxib Schmidt, the Orden*s ^ff Master, presid- 
ing, proclaimed that the term of the oflSce of the Grand Master expires on 8t. 
John the Baptist's day, and the election therefore must take place at the prea- 
ent meeting, in accordance with the law of Deceml)er 22, 1838, and January 28, 
1880, which was read. The presiding officer declared as candidates Brothbbs 
Nbuland, Zobllnbb, and Gabtz, and asked them to retire during the election ; 
he ordered their deputy officers to fill their official places in the lodge. The result 
of the election was that Bbo. F. R. A. Nbuland was re-elected Grand Master for 
the next term, and will he Installed at Bt. John's day, June 24, 1889. The Grand 
Wardens and the Grand Treasurer were also re-elected. 

Short Reports from the transactions of the Grand Orient of Belgium, of the 
Grand Lodge of Ireland, of the Grand Lodges of Connecticut, Utah and Ar- 
kansas, accompany the transactions of this quarterly session of May 22, 1889. 

The common Lodge of Sorrow for the Jurisdiction, on March 12, 1889, de- 
scribed in a Protocol of the Grand Lodge, was held with the usual ritualistic 
ceremonies and appropriate orations, but has, as such, special respective local 
interest only for the Jurisdiction. 

About the same can be said of the proceedings of the Masonic festival of St. 
John the Baptist's day, June 24, 1889, and the Installation of Grand Matter 
Bbo. Nbulahd. 

We had occasion in our report of the transactions of the Grand Lodge 
" Eclectic Union," relative to the criticism of the " Grosse Landesloge " on 
Grand Master Bbo. Knoblauch's address and declaration at the Installation of 
the youngest subordinate lodge, ** Eagle of Frankfort," of the ** Eclectic Union," 
December 20, 1888, to hear a significant declaration and interpretation of the doc- 
trines of the " Grosse Landesloge," and must acknowledge that their former re- 
elusion and contemptuous views of all other Grand Bodies of English origin, 
working only and exclusively the three symbolic degrees, have disappeared, and 
very different Ideas now influence this Jurisdiction, especially since the '* SchtjDt- 
mann " controversy. Of course, some old customs and superfluous excrescences 
still exist and are, perhaps, but superficially veiled ; but they all will vanish, as 
the titular curiosities of Sir-Knight Freemason apprentice (Frelmaurer RItter 
Lehrling), Bii^Knlght Freemason f ellowcraft (Frelmaurer RItter Geselle), and Sir^ 
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Knight FreemaBOD master (Freimaurer Hitter Meiater), and bo on, have dlaap- 
peared from official documents and diplomas. 

Concerning statistics, we refer to our report of the Diet of the German Grand 
Lodge League and the tabular statement anuezed to the Protocol of the Diet. 
The Grand officers are enumerated above. 



GRAND LODGE ROTAL YORK ZTJR FRET7NI>- 
SOHAFT, AT BERLIN. 

Ws have received Nos. I. to VIII. of the communications containing the 
proceedings and transactions of this Grand Lodge for the Masonic year 1888 to 
1889, beginning with the minutes of the regular quarterly session of September 
8, 1888, and including the quarterly session of June 8, 1889. Also, No. L of the 
Masonic year 1889 to 1^, containing the description of the Festival of St. John, 
June 24, 1889, and of the ninety-first anniversary (the same day) of the founda- 
tion of the Grand Lodge. The yearly tabular statement of the subordinate 
lodges and membership of the four united subordinate lodges at Berlin for 1889 
to 1890 was added ; also a circular dated Berlin, January 17, 1889, giving notice 
of the death of Grand Master Bro. Hsrrio, with invitation to a Lodge of Sorrow 
in his memory, January 81, 1889. In consequence of this bereavement, a general 
mourning for the Jurisdiction is ordered, and all Masonic work and meetings 
shall cease during the fortnight following his demise. 

The quarterly sessions of September 8, 1888, and December 8, 1888 (Nos. L 
and II.), are devoted to internal matters and to reports of transactions from 
other Grand Lodges, of no interest at this date. We find, however, aa an inter- 
esting circumstance, that the Masonic writings and relics of the dead emperors, 
WiLUBLM I. and Fbrdbbic III., were handed, by order of the Minister of the 
Imperial Household, to a commission of the Three Berlin Grand Lodges, to be 
deposited temporarily and for future action in the archives of the Grand Lodge 
** Three Globes " at Berlin. 

No. III. contains the description of the funeral services on January 17, 1889, 
and of the Lodge of Sorrow held January 81, 1889, in memory of Grand Master 
Bro. Hbrrio. Deputy Grand Master Bro. Ssttbgabt (later elected Grand 
Master) opened the Lodge of Sorrow with a memorial oration worthy of the 
occasion; Grand Orator Bro. Wagner followed with an eulogy. Bro. Dr. 
Krbtsnbero, Master of the subordinate lodge at Iserlohn, recited a poem for 
the occasion. Grand Master Bro. Brand, of the ^'Elntracht Grand Lodge," at 
Darmstadt, concluded the exercises with a fraternal address. The whole 
was impressive and effective in all its features. It was a solemn expression of 
the tribute of brotherly love to which the dead Grand Master was entitled, not 
only from the Jurisdiction, but from the German Fraternity. 

The annual universal Lodge of Sorrow for the Jurisdiction took place Feb- 
ruary 2, 1889 (No. IV.), in memory of nineteen brethren deceased during the 
year ; a great number of brethren from the Royal Grand Lodge Jurisdiction, and 
many other visiting brethren, participated. 

At the regular quarterly session of March 4, 1889 (No. Y.), business of local 
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Importance was transacted. The first report from th^ new lodsre " Zur Bin- 
tracbt," at the. Cape Town (C. of G. H.)f was received, describing the Installation, 
etc., of tlie new lodge (in the Masonic Hall, John Street), and its first regular 
meetings. The report was very satisfactory. Reports from the transactions of 
foreign Grand Lodges were also presented by the respective representatives. 

The election of Grand Master in place of the deceased Bbo. Hbrbio was 
held May 6, 1889 (No. VI.), in presence of the Grand ofScers and all the repre- 
sentatives of foreign Grand Bodies and subordinate lodges, and resnlted in the 
election of Bbo. Hbbmann Sxttkoabt, I>r. Phil, and Professor, for the nnex* 
plred term of Bbo. Hkbbio, as the Constitution and law provide. Bbo. I. F. 
August Flob was elected Depaty Grand Master. The reports of the election of 
Masters and officers of the subordinate lodges for the Masonic year 1889 to 1890 
were presented, and the elections acknowledged. 

A communication ftrom the cabinet of Emperor Wilhxlm II., dated Berlin, 
May 10, 1889, to the Boyal Tork Grand Lodge was received, which reads as fol- 
lows: 

*< His Majesty, the Emperor and King, is in possession of an engraving (cop. 
per-plate) which represents King Frederic the Great as a Freemason, in the vear 
1740, solemnly initiating, as alleged, the Duke of Holstein, in the Royal Palace 
at Charlottenburg. Considering the fidelity and attachment with which the 
Masonic lodges of Prussia adhere to the House of HohensoUem, His Majesty 
Has resolved to present each Prussian lodge with a copy of this picture as i 
souvenir. 

« By order, I have the honor to send a copy herewith to the Grand Lodge 
Royal l^ork, and beg you respectfully to give me the number of the subordinate 
lodges of your Grand Lodge jarisdictlon, to enable me^to send the necessary 
copies for distribution.

The Royal Tork Grand Lodge acknowledged the receipt with thanks, under 
date of May 19, 1889, and nominated sixty-five subordinate lodges, who with the 
other Prussian lodges then received their copies . 

In reference to this picture, we find in No. 11 of the *' Bundesblatt,'* the ofll- 
dal organ of the Berlin Grand Lodge " Three Globes,*' the following, directed 
to the editor, and dated Ulm (Wurtemberg), May 25, 1889 : 

«< The suggestion expressed on page 296 of your periodical, that the picture, 
Frederic the Great as Freemason in 1740, was made a good deal later than 1740, 
Is correct. 

** The engraving in question is an illustration to a book, * Gemalde aus dem 
Leben Frlederlchs des Grossen ' (Pictures from the Life of Frederic the Great). 
Berlin, published by Kunse. 1787. Quarto, 24 pages, with two engravings in 
long-folio. The text is mostly copied from other works. 

<*The Illustration, * Frederic the Great as Freemason/ was painted by G. W. 
HorFMANN, and engraved by Gbtbbu. The lodge at Ulm ( wurtemberg) came into 
possession of the original picture several years ago, a donation by an old mem- 
ber, etc. 

** Tours fraternally, 

(Signed) "B. Tautb." 

The Grand Secretary, Bbo. BouohA, presented several reports from Grand 
Lodges interchanging representation and correspondence, the main topics of 
whidi have been already reported by us or grown too old to be now considered. 

The quarterly session of June 3, 1889 (No. VII.), duly convened, was opened 
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in due form by Senior Orand Warden Bro. Jemibh, the newly elected Grand 
Master, Bbo. Settboast, not having yet been Inatalled, and the Deputy Grand 
Master being absent on account of sickness. Present all other Grand officers 
and representatives. 

Grand Master Bro. Setteoabt was then solemnly installed by the presiding 
Grand officer, and properly addressed by Jnuf or Grand Warden Bro. Wokpitzkt. 
The new Grand Master returned his thanks in an impressive address, and declared 
that the Jurisdiction shall always find him devoted to the holy and pure prin- 
ciples of Freemasonry in general, to adhesion to the teachings and laws of the 
Grand Lodge Royal York, and to the conscientious performance of the duties as 
imposed upon his office and prescribed by his obligations. 

Lengthy reports from subordinate lodges of their activity and internal rela- 
tions form the remainder of this No. VII. of the communications. 

The description of the celebration of St. John the Baptist's day, and of the 
ninety-first anniversary of the foundation of the Grand Lodge, contained in No. 
I. of the Masonic year 1889 to 1890, gives the opening address of Grand Master 
Bro. Sbttboast in full. A review of the activity of the Jurisdiction by Grand 
Secretary Bro. BouoHi, and the oration of Grand Orator Bro. Dierbach for the 
day, all very interesting for the German Fraternity, but too voluminous to be 
iceported in details, are also contained in No. I. 

Convenient to tiie yearly tabular sUtement for 1889 to 1890 (a directory for the 
Jurisdiction, especially for the subordinate lodges at Berlin) are publications of 
the dates for festival lodges, such as the celebration of the birthday of the em- 
peror, and others ; also an inculcated order that the regular meetings of the sub- 
ordinate lodges shall begin at 7 p.m. It also remarks that in accordance with 
Sec. 69 of the Statutes every Master Mason of the Jurisdiction can attend the 
meetings of the Grand Lodge. 

Statistics are not given in the documents received, and we refer therefor to 
our report on the German Grand Lodge League's Diet. 

In No. 21 of the '* Bundesblatt," organ of the Beriin Grand Lodge <' Three 
Globes," appears the notice that Grand Master Bro. Sbttboast, of Royal York, 
elected in May, 1889, resigned, reasons and circumstances not given. 

We find, however, in the exchanges lately received the short notice that Grand 
Master Bro. Settbgabt resigned November 15, 1889, and that Bbo. Prince 
Carolath-Schobnaich was elected Grand Master of the Royal York Jurisdiction, 
March 8, 1890. 

Bro. Carolath-Schobnaich Is a prominent member of the liberal party in 
the German Reichstag. He is a member of the subordinate lodge, " Friedricb 
Wilhelm," at Berlin ; bom In 1862, and received the degrees in 1888 in said lodge. 



QRAND LODGE *' ECLECTIC UNION" AT 
FBANKFOKT-ON-THE-MAIN. 

Our report of last year of the proceedings of this Grand Lodge extended to 
the period of the regular quarterly session of November 22, 1888, vi*.: Protocol 
No. 160 of the series of communications of this Grand Lodge. 
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No. 101 of tbe Protocols, recently received, contains a description of the Feft- 
tival Lodge devoted to tbe affiliation of the new subordinate lodge, *< Eagle of 
Frankfort,'* an event of importance for the Jurisdiction, as may be seen and 
appreciated from our report of last year. 

We quote as follows : 

On December 2, 1888, at 13 K., the ofDcers and members of the Grind Mother 
Lodge and the brethren of the new subordinate lodge, ''Eagle of Frankfort," 
with a great number of brethren, not only from the jurisdiction but from others, 
especially neighboring Jurisdictions (about two hundred and fifty visitors), 
assembled in the large and extensive rooms of the new lodge (No. 22 Seller- 
strasse) in the dty of Frankfort. 

Grand Master Dr. Ekoblauoh opened the Grand Lodge in due form, 
addressed the meeting, consisting of many Fast Grand officers and Fast Masters, 
and stated the object of this emergent session, giving a hearty and brotherly wel- 
come to tbe visitors and to the delegations present for the occasion, who were 
received with appropriate honors. Prayer and musical productions graced the 
opening. 

in^e elaborate address of the Grand Master was in the main a very clear- 
minded exposition, rich in spirit, of tbe principles of the '* iBclectlc Grand 
Lodge," which have been practiced so many years ; namely, the uninterrupted 
exercise of the principles of real and true humanity as taught in the highest 
conunandment for the moral destiny and management of the world, which is, 
"Love the Lord with all thy strength, and thy neighbor as thyself." ** These 
words," continued tbe Grand Master, '' comprise tbe most important principle 
of tbe 'Eclectic Union,' inherent from Its foundation in 1742, and continued 
throughout the closing years of the eighteenth century." Grand Master Kmob- 
LAUGH also expressed the conviction, acquired and gained during a Masonic 
career of forty-two years, that tbe aim and object of Masonry for a Grand 
Lodge Jurisdiction must be exclusively in the direction of the teachings of old 
English Freemasonry ; viz.: the three symbolic degrees and not the so-called 
High Degrees or degrees of a sectarian doctrine. 

After a musical production. Grand Secretary Bbo. Paul read the Dimit of 
the lodge " Eagle of Frankfort " from the Jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of 
Hamburg, and tbe Master of the new subordinate lodge, Bbo. Ebmst Roben- 
BBBO, appeared before tbe Altar to administer the usual obligation in behalf of 
the lodge in acc6rdance with the written covenant and existing ritualistic 
usage. 

The Grand Master, in behalf of the Grand Lodge and by virtue of the power 
invested in him, declared the lodge '* Eagle of Frankfort " a regular subordinate 
of the Jurisdiction. 

Deputy Grand Master Bbo. Wbrnbb made a short address in excellent 
taste, and greeted the members of the new subordinate lodge as beloved breth- 
ren of tbe Jurisdiction. 

We are pleased to note that many flee orations and brotherly declarations of 
feeling on this eventful occasion were expressed ; but we abstain from especially 
reporting the same, inaamuch as they were foremost of local interest and uon- 
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nected with the history of the lodge (coQBlsting of members of the Jewish faith 
only) and its admission to the Jurisdiction. 

Before this Grand Lodge session was ritnally closed diplomas of honorary 
membership of the new subordinate lodge, *' Eagle of Frankfort,'* were pre- 
sented to Grand Master Bbo. Knoblauch, Deputy Grand Master Bbo. Jos. 
Wkkhbr, and to the Grand Secretary, Bbo. K. Paul. 

An appendix to Protocol No. 101 enumerates letters and telegrams recelTcd 
from lodges and brethren for the occasion. 

The regular quarterly Communication (Protocol No. 162), held December 10, 
1888, was mainly devoted to internal matters and to the investure of the dele- 
gates, to the Grand Lodge sessions, of the new lodge : Bbothers Rosbnbbro, 
I. Cbexzmach and A. Durlachbb. The election of delegates to the next Diet 
of the German Grand Lodge League, held at the same meeting, resulted in the 
election of Grand Secretary Bbo. K. Paul as delegate and Bbo. Hoffmahn as 
alternate. 

The Qnmd Lodge qf KnfjUxiA having applied through Bbo. Hembt Sadlbb, 
Grand Tyler, for a second copy of the printed Transactions of the " Eclectic 
Grand Lodge," the corresponding Grand Secretary was empowered to send the 
same as required. 

On Friday, February 22, 1889, the next regular quarterly session took place 
(Protocol No. 168). After the ritualistic opening and before the order of the 
day was reached. Grand Master Bro. Knoblauch paid a tribute of brotherly 
affection to the lately deceased Grand Master of the Royal Tork Grand Lodge, 
Bbo. C. F. L. Hbbbio, and to the Grand Treasurer of the Eclectic Grand Lodge, 
Bro. K. N. Weichand (died January 28, 1889), giving sketches of their secular 
and Masonic life and career. 

It appears the Grand Master had been dangerously ill and had Just recovered 
from his malady, since be took occasion to thank the brethren of the Jurisdic- 
tion for their warm interest and feeling during the time of his illness. 

The controversy between the subordinate lodge at Erlangen and the other 
lodge at Erlangen (under the Grand Lodge '< Zur Sonne " at Bayreutli) *was 
brought before the Grand Lodge and discussed at this session in a leng^y and 
somewhat tedious manner. It was resolved to consider this matter as finished 
and settled. — We extend congratulations. 

The Supreme Council of Belgium, at Brussels, has forwarded a list of newly 
elected members, and the Grand Master of the Grand Orient of JLtaly, Bbo. Lbmmi, 
presented, through the representative near the Eclectic Union Grand Lodge, his 
circular letter, dated October 11, 1888, Issued on the occasion of the visit of the 
German Emperor at Rome. A translation will be found in another place of our 
report. 

In accordance with Section 66 of the Constitution, Bro. Haas was elected 
Grand Treasurer, vice Bbo. Weiohand, deceased. 

A large number of printed communications from Grand Bodies and individ- 
ual brethren were presented and filed, among which we note a list of members 
of the Grand Lodge of Denmark and Its subordinate lodges, the proceedings of 
the United Grand Lodge of England of June 6 and Sept. 5, 1888 ; the list of offi- 
cers, etc, of the Grand Lodge of Ireland, 1889 ; the Irish Freemasons' Calendar 
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and Directory for 1889 ; the proceedlDgs of the Qrand Lodge of Nebraska, 1888, 
of the Grand Lodge of Alabama, 1888, of the Grand Lodges of Utah and Florida ^ 
pro 1889 ; the list of Grand Officers of the ** Grand Lodge Natiouale d^Egjpte,'* at * 
Cairo, and others. The ** Grand Lodge of Egypt '' (since changed from ** Grand 
Orient '') elected January 15, 1888, Bro. Mohamkd Tswric Pascha, Khedive 
of Egypt, as Grand Master. 

The regular quarterly session of 81st of May, 1889 (Protocol No. 164), was 
opened in due form and in presence of the representatives of the Jurisdiction 
and the Grand Bodies interchanging representation. It was communicated and 
ordered to be noted in the minutes that Bbo. Golzsmlbuchtiek, Grand Marshal, 
and Bbo. Adolfh Collisohonit, Junior Grand Warden and Master of the** Union 
Lodge," had celebrated the 25th anniversary of their initiation, the former on De- 
cember 29, 1888, the latter on March 27, 1889, in their respective lodges. 

The " Grosse Landes Loge of Germany," at Berlin, writes that his Boyal 
Highness Prince Fbbdbbiok Leopold of Prussia, cousin of the German Emperor 
(and with his special approval), has been initiated as a member of the subordinate 
lodge ** Frederick Wllhelm to the Aurora," at Berlin, and received the degrees. 

The four circular letters of the presiding Grand Master and the order of the 
day for the Grand Lodge Leaguers Diet on June 9, 1889, was laid before the 
Gftind Lodge. We refer to these documents in another place of our report 
(Grand Lodge Diet). 

It is interesting to hear, as we do from a circular letter dated January 10, 
1889, from the Grand Lodge of Egypt at Cairo, that this new Grand Lodge is 
complaining of the Supreme Council of France, at Paris, for chartering two sym- 
bolic lodges (Le Soleil, No. 296, and Les Thebes, No. 298) in Egypt, and that these 
acts are considered to be a violation of its rights of Jurisdiction. — The same old 
story ; this time from Egypt, previously from the United States (Louisiana), 
resulting in the cessation of all Masonic Intercourse between the American Grand 
Lodges and the Grand Bodies of France. 

A circular letter dated April 22, 1889, announcing the foundation of the 
'* United Grand Lodge of F. & A. Masons of Victoria, at Melbourne, Aus- 
tralia," Grand Master Bbo. Clabkb, was received and filed for future reference 
and action. 

Past Master Bbo. G. W. Speth, of the Lodge " Quatuor Coronatl," No. 
2,076, at London, presented the Grand Lodge with copies of two Masonic works 
published by him : 

" The Religion of Freemasonry," by Bbo. Hbnbt Josiah Whtmpbb, P. D. 
D. Gr. M., Punjab, with an introduction by Bbo. William Jambs Huohan, 
P. 8. Gr. Deacon of England. London, 1888. 

*' Masonic Poem " of the fourteenth century, two volumes, with a fac-simile 
of the document, the original of which Is In the British Museum. London, 1879. 

The Grand Lodge expressed its thanks for the Interesting and valuable 
donation. 

Reports from German Grand Lodges, by the representatives, were presented. 
The transactions of the ** Grosse Landes Loge of Germany," at Berlin, bur- 
dened, as well known, with High Degrees, have a report on the recent proceed- 
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Ings of the " Eclectic Grand Lodge," and especially on the FeBtival Lodge for 
^the afliliatfon of the subordinate lodge, "Eagle of Frankfort." They comment 
on the oration and address of Grand Master Bbo. Khoblauoh on this occasion 
as follows : 

" If the conception and practice of the Grosse Landes Loge of Freemasons 
differ in many particulars, and If the opinion and the valuation of degrees over 
the three symbolic St. John^s degrees, In so far as they are applicable for the 
' Grosse Landes Loge,' do not correspond with the reality, t>ecause the spirit 
of these degrees is regarded by brethren of other Jurisdictions, almost without 
exception, from the standpoint of by-gone times, we fully concur with Bbo. 
KxoBLAUCH and the brethren of his Grand Lodge with his declaration as to 
the highest and most important principle of the Eclectic Union jurisdiction : 
' Love the Lord with all thy strength, and thy neighbor as thyself,' and also 
with his Masonic declaration of tolerance, so that we must likewise consider and 
esteem the adverse opinions of othere and avoid arrogance and lack of brotherly 
love." 

The appendix of Protocol No. 164 contains a description of the celebration 
of the 100th anniversary of existence of the subordinate lodge, *' Three Anx>ws," 
at Nuremberg, on the 16th and 18th of March, 1889, presented by Bbo. Bbobs, 
member of the committee deputized from the Grand Lodge for the occasion. 



OBAND LODQE OF SAXONT AT DBESDEN. 

No. 160 of the printed transactions of this Grand Lodge has been received, 
containing the proceedings of the regular session of April 2, 1880, mainly 
devoted to Internal matters. Grand Master Bbo. Ebdmanv, assisted by the 
Grand officers and in presence of the representatives of foreign Grand Bodies, 
and of the subordinate lodges, opened the session In due form. 

Several communications and reports from subordinate lodges and printed 
proceedings of foreign Grand Lodges were received, and they are all enumerated 
In the Protocol. Among the foreign Grand Bodies which have sent communica- 
tion, we find the Grand Lodge of Hungary (on which Bbo. Wibklbb, represen- 
tative, reported) ; the Grand Orient of the Netherlands, at the Hague, asking for 
communication of the ritualistic work used in the Saxony Jurisdiction ; the 
Grand Orient of Italy, at Rome, accompanied by a circular letter of Grand 
Master Bbo. A. Lkhmi, issued during the visit of the German Emperor Wilhblm 
II. in Rome, of which Interesting document we give a translation In another 
portion of our report, and the Grand Lodge ^'Alpina" of Switzerland. We 
notice also the receipt of proceedings of the Grand Lodge of Arkansas for 1888, 
and of the Grand Lodge of Utah. 

The following delegates to the Diet of the German Grand Lodge League for 
this year, Bbos. Gubtav Kindbb and F. O. Amkb, and as their alternates, Bbob. 
HorvABTH and Mat I., were elected. 

The estimates of receipts and disbursements for the Masonic year 1880 to 
1890 were submitted by Grand Treasurer Bbo. Bbahmbb, and approved. An 
appendix contains very elaborate reports from subordinate lodges.

The session was closed in dne form. 

Statistics are given In the report on the Grand Lodge Leagae^s Diet. 

Grand Master Bro. Erdmjlkn and Grand Secretary Bbo. Stubler continue. 
Bbo. Thkodob Hultsch, member of the ''German Reichstag," was elected 
Deputy Grand Master in place of the deceased Bbo. Rumfblt Wa.lteb. 

We are pleased to announce the arrival, although late, Just as we go to press, 
of another communication from the Saxony Grand Lodge, No. 161 of the Proto- 
cols, and so we are enabled to report as follows : 

The regular annual session was held December 17, 1889, all representatives of 
the subordinate lodges (except one, duly excused), and of the befriended Grand 
Bodies who interchange representation, being present. The session was opened 
in due form by the presiding Gr^nd Master, Bbo. Ebdmank. After prayer and 
an honoring remembrance paid to the brethren deceased during the past year, 
by the Grand Master, a g^eat many matters, important only for the Jurisdiction, 
were laid before the assembly, disposed of, and inserted in the minutes for future 
reference. 

A large number of letters and communications from foreign Grand Bodies 
were received, and the full list, with all particulars, read. We note and extract 
the following items, passing over the printed transactions of European Grand 
Bodies: 

In addition to the list of Grand oflScers and the transactions of June, 1889, 
of the Grand Lodge of the State of New York, lately arrived, the receipt or the 
commemoration medal in honor of the freedom from debt of the Craft In the 
New Tork Jurisdiction. 1889, M.'. W.*. Bbo. ¥rjlhk R. Lawbenob being Grand 
Master, was ackuowleaged and a description showing a financial review of the 
same given. The receipt of the transactions of tne Grand Lodge of ''New 
South Wales" up to 1889, of the Grand Lodge of " Victoria," at Melbourne, of 
April 22, 1889, the American Grand Lodges of "North Dakota" (new, and ask- 
ing for recognition) and of " Florida " for 1889. 

Circular Letter No. I. of the presiding Grand Master of the League, Bbo. 
Fbodob Lows, with the accompanying commentary of Bbo. Schbeimbb on the 
new general law " on visiting brethren and the acceptance of candidates " (re- 
viewed by us in another place), was laid before the meeting, and after a short 
discussion was referred to the subordinate lodges with the request to send their 
reply, opinion and vote to the Grand Master on or before January 20, 1890. 

The accounts for receipts and disbursements for 1888, audited by the Bbos. 
Drbsslbb and Pibtsch, were approved. 

The Grand officers elected, respectively re-elected, are named above. 

It remains for us now to speak of the report of our Grand Lodge repre- 
sentative, Bbo. Gbahl, near the Saxony Grand Lodge. Bbo. Gbahl this time 
gives us, if podsible, a more elaborate and substantial report than usual, although 
his reports are always' Interesting, full of spirit, and to the point. We are in- 
debted to him this time for the diligence and care with which he comments 
upon the several items of our 108th Annual Session, a session of great Import- 
ance for the Jurisdiction and interesting to the whole Fraternity, by reason of 
the fact that all details and financial manipulations of the paying o£F of the 
enormous debt were laid before the Fraternity. We return our thanks to Bbo.

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Gbahl not only for the translation of the address of Grand Master Bbo. Law- 
BBNCB and extracts of the reports of the Grand Secretary and Grand Treasurer, 
hut also for bis kind and fraternal mention of the work of the Committee on 
Foreign Correspondence. 

We are happy to be enabled to add to report the following : 

Fessler Lodge, No. 576, in this city, celebrated its twenty-fifth anniyersary of 
foundation March 6, 1890. The Grand Lodge of Saxony forwarded the following 
letter, dated Dresden, March, 1890, to said lodge for the occasion, considering 
that many brethren at Dresden are in very friendly and brotherly relations with 
the brethren of Fessler Lodge, No. 676. The letter speaks for itself : 

" With joy and sympathy the undersigned Grand Lodge of Saxony greets the 
day that Fessler Lodge, No. 576, in New York, celebrates the anniversary of a 
Masonic activity of twenty-five years. 

** This rare festival is a sign that brethren imbued with the excellency of our 
Fraternity never cease or become weary in the attainments of our noble aim : 
the promotion and happiness of mankind. May the Grand Architect of the Uni- 
verse ffrant to your Masonic sphere of action his richest blessing in the future, 
as in the past. ... 

" With this sincere wish we (end you, dearest In^thren, our heartfelt and 
fraternal greetiugs in true Masonic manner.

Bro. Grahl, our representative to the Saxony Grand Lodge, and an honorary 
member of Fessler Lodge, No. 676, at New York, sent for the celebration a special 
congratulation presented on an artistically executed tablet on parchment. 



GRAND LODGE "ZUR EINTRAOHT/' AT 
DARMSTADT. 

No. 106 of the Protocols of this Grand Lodge, which we have received, con- 
tains a report of the session held at Maycnce on May 6, 1889. The proceedings 
of this Grand Lodge session cannot be called important. The report occupies 
only six pages of the pamphlet of fifteen pages, and the balance, or raiher 
appendix, is devoted to necrologies of Bro. Herbio, late Grand Master of the 
Berlin Grand Lodge Royal York, and of Bro. Cabtrbb, Past Master of the sub- 
ordinate lodge, " Friends of Concord," at Mayence. 

After the opening in due form. Grand Master Bbo. Bband addressed the 
assembly with appropriate words. The Protocol of the session of October 7, 
1888, was approved. The minutes of the session of May 5, 1889, enumerate the 
representatives of foreign Grand Lodges and the subordinate lodges of the juris- 
diction present, and mention that, besides the enumerated representatives and 
Grand officers, seven Master Masons from the subordinate lodges at Mayence, 
Friedberg and Glessen were present. 

The Grand Master cooununicated that a congratulatory address was sent to 
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the Grand Duke Ludwio IV. of Hesse, the Protector of the Jurisdiction, on the 
occasion of the birth of a grandson, the son of Prince Hbinrich of Prussia ; and 
that he, the Grand Master, was present, February IS, 1889, at the initiation of 
Prince Fbbdebiok Leopold of Prussia In the subordinate lodge, " Frederick 
WUhelm to the Aurora,'* at Berlin. 

The subordinate lodge at Bingen will celebrate, as reported by the repre- 
sentatives, on June 2, 1889, a Masonic Spring Festival on its neighboring hill, 
called *' Rocbus Berg "—Hill of St. Roche— a well-known and much-frequented 
excursion place on the border of the river Bbiue, and invites the brethren of 
this and all other German Grand Lodge Jurisdictions to participate. An article 
in No. 14 of the periodical ** Bundesblatt,*' official organ of the Berlin Grand 
Lodge ** Three Globes," gives a full description of all details of this successful 
Masonic festival, celebrated by about one hundred and seventy participating 
brethren from all parts of Germany. 

A list of unimportant communications and other printed matter received is 
enumerated in full to swell tlie printed minutes. Among the communications 
received from other Grand Bodies, we note the list of lodges and officers of the 
Freemasons in Sweden and Norway ; the annual meeting of the Grand Lodge 
of Iowa, 1888, the proceedings of the Grand Lodge of the State of New York, 
1888 (but no report on the same), of the Grand Orient of the Netherlands, of the 
Grand Lodge of Nevada, 1888, the Irish Freemasons* Calendar, and the pro- 
ceedings of the Grand Lodge of England, of June 6 and Sept. 6, 1888. 

Statistics (eight subordinate lodges with 804 brethren), etc., of the Grand 
Lodge '* Zur Eintracht," which interchanges representation with the other seven 
(German Grand Lodges of the League and with eight foreign Grand Bodies, can be 
found in our report of the German Grand Lodge League. 

Grand Master Bbo. Phil. Bbakd, at Mayence, and Grand Secretary Bbo. Db. 
Phil. Karl Nibs, at Darmstadt (Wendelstadt Strasse, 27), continue.

Thb Circular Letter No. I., dated Bayreuth, September 80, 1889, by Bbo. 
Fjbodob Lowe, Grand Master of the Jurisdiction, and for 1889 to 1890 presiding 
officer of the German Grand Lodge League, submits to the Fraternity of the 
United German Grand Lodges the propositions and commentary of Bbo. 
Schbeinbr in regard to the intended general law on " visiting brethren and the 
acceptance of candidates," as mentioned in our review on the German Grand 
Lodge League's Diet in 1889, specially recommending favorable consideration of 
the same and a prompt reply, so that at the next Diet a final decision and 
adoption can be obtained. 

A statement of the receipts and disbursements of the Victoria Institute fo' 
1889 is appended. 

The annual review of the transactions and activity of the Bayreuth Grand 
Lodge, also appended to the Circular Letter No. I. of the Grand Master, dated 
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July 80, 1880, aod signed by the Grand Secretary, Bro. A. Rbduch, refers to the 
now settled contro?ersy between the subordinate lodge at Eriangen and the 
other lodge at this place, one of the oldest subordinate lodges of the Eclectic 
Union Grand Lodge at Frankfort-on-the-Main, and alludes to the fight with the 
Hamburg Grand Lodge concerning the foundation of a second subordinate 
lodge at Jena. The other contents are unimpor1«iit. 

On the 24th of June, 1889, the Jurisdiction had twenty-six subordinate lodges, 
with twenty-two hundred and sixty active members, and thirty-three k>eneTolent 
institutions ; the location is at Bayreuth, Hofgarten 813. 



QBAND OKIENT OF THE NETHESLAUDS. 

The second section of the thirteenth annual edition of the bulletin of this 
Grand Body for 1889 has been received ; it is tlie only communication with which 
we have been favored since the receipt of the second and third sections of the 
twelfth ediUon of the bulletin for 1888. 

The first article in this second section of 1889 is a treatise by Bbo. Vaillakt, 
the Grand Secretary, referring to tlie introduction of high degrees, especially the 
French degree of Bose-Croix, during the last quarter of the eighteenth century, 
Into Netherlandish Masonry, based on letters and documents from the year 1780. 
The Masonic authorities of that time declined the offer of its introduction, etc. 

The second item in the volume of the bulletin received is Circular Letter No. 
4, of 1889, from Grand Master Bro. yax Diogelem, dated May, 1889, referring, of 
course, like the foregoing treatise of Bbo. Yaillant, to local matters of the 
Jurisdiction only. 

The annual meeting of the Grand Orient was convoked for the 16th of June, 
1889, at The Hague (^sGravenhage), and opened by Grand Master Bro. tan Dig- 
OELBN in due form in presence of Grand ofilcers and representatives. 

The opening address of the presiding Grand Master reviewed the activity of 
the subordinate lodges. A rather lengthy discussion in reference to internal in- 
stitutions and regulations, comprising domestic matters onlyj is fully set forth 
in the minutes, as printed in the volume received. 

We find in our exchanges that the Grand Orient asked from the Grand Lodge 
of Suxouy the communication of tlie ritual and work as practiced In the juris- 
diction of Saxony, which was granted. 

Reports from the subordinate lodges in the Netherlands, at the Cape of Good 
Hope, and in the Dutch colonies, are comprehensive. Reports from European 
Grand Bodies* transactions, which are also appended to the printed minutes of 
the session of June 16, 1889, are not new to us. 

Eighty-nine subordinate lodges exist in the Jurisdiction, of which snbordin* 
ate lodges 50 are (with about 8,000 members) in Europe, 26 in Africa, 18 in the 
other Dutch colonies (about 4,278 brethren). Particulars referring to inner gov- 
ernment and regulations can be found in our report for 1888. 
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The Grand offlcere elected in 1888 will hold over, viz.: Grand Master Baa 
P. I. 6. VAN DiGOBLBN (judge at ZwoUe, and representative in the Second 
Chamber of the Realm), and Grand Secretaiy Bbo. J. P. Vaillamt (lawyer, at 
The Hagae). 



QRAND LODQE OF HUNGARY FOR THE SYM- 
BOLIC DEGREES AT BXTDA-FEST. 

Wb have received Nos. 8, 8 to 12, of 1889, and Nos. 1 to 2 of 1880, of the per- 
iodical Oricn/, the official organ of this Grand Body. This periodical is published 
at the end of each month. The official part of tbe publication is importaut of 
this Jarisdlction only and of no special Interest to us. The unofficial part is very 
ably edited, and gives not only minute reports from foreign Grand Bodies, but 
has also prominent contributcrs among Masons and Masonic students, thus mak- 
ing the Orient a Masonic publication of tbe first order. The managing editor is 
Bro. Mobiz Gblleri, at Buda-Pest ; his editorials and compilations from other 
Masonic publications and Grand Lodge transactions give evidence of his literary 
ability and of his true Masonic feeling^ and ideas. We regret that we do not 
receive regular flies of the OrietU instead of occasional numbers. 

We find in the numbers of the Orimi received that the Grand Lodge held sev- 
eral emergent or special meetings, of which the minutes are published, all refer- 
ring, however, to local matters and internal regulations. No. 8 of the Orient^ dated 
March 26, 1889, contains an invitation, or rather a summons, from the Grand 
Lodge, issued under date of March 6, 1889, to all subordinate lodges, requiring 
them to meet at the seat of tbe Grand Lodge on April 7, 1889, according to para- 
graph 10 of the Constitution, in the IVth Regular General Communication. The 
order of the day is appended to the call, and contains, among others, deliber- 
ations of internal matters, the proposed budget for 1890, and the election of two 
Deputy Grand Masters, the Senior Grand Warden, the Grand Secretary, and the 
Grand Tyler. 

In the above-mentioned numbere of the Orient^ so far as received, we do not 
find any report of the session of March 6, 1889, and no statistics of the Jurisdic- 
tion. We report, however, below, the names of tbe present Grand offlcera and 
such statistics as we could compile from other sources. 

Bbo. Gelleri, the editor of the Orient, and Bros. Bosaicti and Varadt rep- 
resented the Grand Lodge of Hungary as delegates at a so-called ** General Inter- 
national Masonic Congress,'* on the 16th and 17th of July, 1889, during the time 
of the great exhibition at Paris. The editor gives bis opinion on this congress 
in a very clever report, of which the final Judgment is that this so-called " Inter- 
national*' Congre^^s had not the least character of an international assembly, and, 
in fact, was nothing more than an amalgamated convention resulting in a mutual 
admiration society composed of French and Swiss High Degree bodies. 

At the special meeting of the Grand Lodge, February 5, 1890, it was resolved 
to hold the General Communlcution for the year 1890 on March 90, 1890, contrary 
to previous intention, and the Grand Secretary was directed to issue invitations 
and make necessary preparations. 
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A cbaracterlBtIc Instance of the condition and standing of Freemasoniy, as 
compared with the Catholic hierarchy in Hungary, is reported in a Leipzig 
weekly periodical : The Catholic congregations at " Pressburg '* adopted a reso- 
lution ezpelllDg all members who are Freemasons, and prohibiting and exclud- 
ing all Freemasons from their organizations. An appeal was taken from their 
decision to the Cardinal and Prince-Prlmas Simob, and this highest clerical 
authority In Hungary sustained the appeal and inyalidated the measure. 

Bbo. Stefan yom IUkotbxt is Grand Master, Bro. Akton yon Bbrscz is his 
Deputy, and Bbo. Mobiz Gbllbbi Is Grand Secretary, whose address is Buda- 
pest, YL, Neugasse No. 4. 

Forty St. John's lodges, with eighteen hundred and forty brethren, comprise 
the Jurisdiction. Assistant Grand Secretary is Bbo. Stefan Titl, whose office, 
Waitzner Boulevard 45, Is open dally from 4 to 7 p.m., except Sundays. 

No. 8 of 1800 of the Orient was also (lately) received. The Vth Regular An- 
nual Communication of the Grand Lodge of Hungary, as reported in this No. 3, 
was held March 5, 1890, but the order of the day related to internal regulations 
only, and especially to the proposed estimate of receipts and disbursements for 
1800 to 1801. 

GRAND LODGE OF DENMABK, AT COPEN- 
HAGEN. 

Undeb the Jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Denmark there exist one Pro- 
vincial Grand Lodge (Odense), two St. Andrew^s Chapters, and nine subordinate 
St. John Lodges. The total number of the brethren in the Jurisdiction is 8,508. 
The High Protector of Freemasonry In Denmark is Kino Kbibtian IX. ; the 

Crown Prince Chbistian Fkedebick Is Grand Orden*s Aj^Master ; Prince Hans of 
Schleswig-Holstein is Grand Master ; Grand Secretary, Bbo. Rasmus Oelloabd 
Nielsen, at Copenhagen, Elaerkegade 2. 

There are no Protocols of the proceedings communicated or published. 

The Grand Lodge of Denmark interchanges representation with the Grosse 
Landes Loge, the Royal York Grand Lodge, and the Three Globes Grand Lodge, 
at Berlin ; the Eclectic Grand Mother Lodge, at Frankfort-on-the-Main ; the 
Elntracht Grand Lodge, at Darmstadt ; the Grand Lodges of Sweden and Hun- 
gary ; the United Grand Lodge of England ; the Grand Lodge of Scotland ; and 
with the Grand Orients of the Netherlands, of Brazil, of Italy, of Lusltania, of 
^gy?^ o^ Chill, and the National Grand Orient of Spain. 

We are enabled to add that His Royal Highness Prince Chbistian Frbi>- 
BBiCE, Grand Orden'sAjS' Master, and M.'. W.'. John W. Ybooman, Grand 
Master of the State of New York, have been pleased to interchange representa- 
tives at the Grand Lodges of Denmark and New York. Bho. Jens Pbtek 
Aastbup, Councilor of State, has been appointed to represent the Grand Lodgo 
of New York near that of Denmark, and Grand Secretary R.*. W.\ Bbo. Edwabd 
M. L. Ehlebs has been appointed to represent the Grand Body near the Grand 
Lodge of New York. 
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GBAND OBIENT OF ITALY, AT BOME. 

Ik onr report of 1889 we gave a sketch of the oi^anisatlon of this Graod 
Orient, located at Rome, Palazzo Poll No. 43, onpinized in 1886 as the only 
recoiifnised Qrand Body in Italy. We find In our exchanges that the statistics 
giyen by us in 1889 are not materially changed. Grand Master is Bko. Adriako 
Lbmki, Banker, Via Nationale 54, Rome ; Grand Secretary, Bbo. Luioi Castel- 
LAZzo, Palazzo Poll 43, at Rome. 

It appears that the Jnrlsdictlon of the Grand Orient of Italy is in a healthy 
and efficient condition and well governed in Its inner administration. 

A circular letter of Grand Master Lvmmt, issued In February, 1889, during 
the time of the German Emperor^s visit at Rome, is worthy of general attention, 
and niustrates the spirit and feelings of the Italian Fraternity. 

The following is a translation : 

** P.P.— It Is seldom that a proclamation is Issued by the Grand Master of the 
jurisdiction. The present one is Justified by reason of the rage and violence of 
reaction. Blind faith, nailed to the cross of dogmas and syllabus, opposes 
itself with the utmost of its power against the progress of humanity. Con- 
quered by patience and tmth, they condemn their victors and scorn the noblest 
attainments of human knowledge and conscience, bereft as they are of all Judg- 
ment and sense of shame. 

*' Thus do our opponents proceed through the world. To us Italians especially 
thev would deny the right of governing oar country. The pope has placed hlm- 
seli toward us in the attitude of a pretender. Although he declares that he 
alone was able to secure peace and civilization, nevertheless, the Gospel Is in- 
sufficient for him— he needs in addition the gensd'armes and Jesuits. The bish- 
ops sustain him, organize congresses, fairs, pilgrimages, and mount their guns 
of destruction to revolt and murder under the mantle of religion. As a sword 
in the heart of Italy, the pope rages against the sworn patriots who uphold the 
unity of the country, and even now is at the head of a conspiracy which wishes 
to enslave and diviae Italy, with the assumption and arrogance to go unpunished 
for all his Intrigues. 

** The whole world feels and sees the puerility of such endeavors, as does 
Italy, which will not humble Itself. Insensible to the spectacles and deceptions 
with which the chimera of popery wishes to deceive simplicity, certain of its 
own security and conscious of its own strength, it devotes itself exclusively to 
the fulfillment of it own future. 

" It is now our duty to continue the object of our sublime vocation, uncon- 
cerned by flattery, threats, approbation or invectives. The activity of Freema- 
sonry has already achieved many good results. Our ideas and endeavors pro- 
mote the welfare of humanity notwithstanding many obstacles. In the lodges 
talent, conscience, and character are cultivated : the fives of many members are 
evidence of the excellence of our teachings. To us belongs the ftiture : popery, 
shorn of all attraction, lives without the light of ** humanity" in the shade of a 
past age. Let us allow historical development to have have its free sway. May 
they lament for their privileges and their Imperilled revenues. The wheel of 
' history of the world ' will pass over them ; tneir once dangerous curses turn 
to blessings for us. The foreign weapons which they bring forth will be warded 
off by the strong Fatherland, and where former Gkrman CsBsars appeared here to 
secure the vassalage of Italy and to receive the imp<>rial crown from the hands 
of the pope, they now appear as guests to do homage to our National Regency 
and to acknowledge tlie unimpeachability of ' Italian* Rome. 

'' Let us go on witii our work of deliverance. May our Idea, like fine ether, 
penetrate and bring new life everywhere. May the ola world go to decay : from 
Its ruins a new and nobler life will spring forth. The most dangerous enemy is 
overpowered ; no reaction can stem progress. The day is approaching when all 
people will be one family — free, equal and brothers— and when we Inlhe school 
of mutual love will perfect ourselves, and human happiness will reign supreme. 
'' Fraternally yours. The Grand Master, 

(Signed) ''Adkiano Lbmhi." 
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MISCELLANEOUS. 

Grand Lodge Alpina of Switzerland. For the year 1889 we can only 
refer to former reports. Our exchanges do not contain material enon«:h to en- 
able ns to give a Tiew of the transactions of the ** Alpina Grand Lodge." We 
have, however, extracts from the address of Grand Master Bbo. Ju»o at the 
Grand Lodge meeting In 1888, which are now too old to have any special interest. 
The seat of this Grand Lodge will be at Wlnterthnr until 1890, Grand Master 
Bro. Jukg, at Winterthur, and Grand Secretary Bso. Lamgsdorf, at the same 
place, holding over. The number of the subordinate lodges (82) has not changed ; 
the total membership of the Jurisdiction reported is 2,868 brethren. An annual 
session takes place, but when and where could not be ascertained from the 
proceedings. 

Our exchanges contain a notice of the dedication of a new Masonic Temple 
for the subordinate lodge, ** Concordia,'* at St. Gallen, February 17, 1889. 

The ** Alpina Grand Lodge " exchanges representation with all German 
Grand Lodges, the Grand Lodge of Hnngary, and the United Grand Lodge of 
England ; also with the Grand Orients of the Netherlands, of France, of Belgium, 
and Italy. 

Besides the published minutes of the Grand Lodge, there exists a Masonic 
periodical at Bern, titled ** Alpina," which is the central organ of the Masonic 
Confederation of Switzerland, edited by Buo. P. Hajllbb. 

Grand Orient of Greece, at Athens, founded October 7, 1872, has two 
Chapters (at Athens and Corfu) and twelve subordinate symbolic lodges in 
Athens, Corfu, and Cefalouia. Tlie transactions of this Grand Body, as found 
and extracted In and from our exchanges, are not of apy general interest and 
refer mainly to inner government. The Grand oflScers are as follows : Honorary 
and Past Grand Master, Bro. Prince Rhodooanackis ; Grand Master, Bro. 
Nick Damaskinos (professor at the University of Athens); Deputy Grand 
Master, Bro. Dr. Galani; Grand Secretary, Bbo. Gerasimo Ltkiandufolub. 
The Grand Orient of Greece interchanges representation with the Berlin Grand 
Lodges, the Eclectic Union Grand Lodge at Frankfort-on-the-Main, the Grand 
Bodies of Saxony, Bayreuth, the Netherlands, Ireland, Sweden, and Italy. 
Statistics could not be obtained. 

We find in our exchanges that the festival of St. John the Baptist was cele- 
brated on June 24, 1889, at Athens (in the Grand Hotel), 150 brethren participat- 
ing, among them Bro. Schliemamm, the celebrated explorer of Greek antiqui- 
ties, and whose excavations of ancient Greek cities are universally known. A 
toast of Bro. Galaivi, the Deputy Grand Master, in honor of Bro. Schlibmamn, 
was responded by him appropriately and with a citation from Homer. 

A new Grand Lodge in Spain* If population and all other conditions 
are taken in consideration, ttiere is no country where so many Grand Bodies exist 
as in Spain. Besides the '* United Grand Orient of Lusitanta,** at Lisbon, which 
has subordinate lodges not only In Portugal, but also In Spain, there exist In 
Spain, in 1889, *' eight'' Grand. Bodies, and "The Symbolic Grand Lodge of Spain" 
(Gran Logla Simbolica Espafiia) being recently added as the ninth. This Grand 
Lodge was founded February 24, 1889, was legally recognized by the Spanish 
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gOTernment, March 15, 1880, and constltnted on the 16th of March of same 
year. The Grand Master of this new Grand Lodge is Bbo. Ricakdo Lopez 
Sallaberrt. a circular of tbls Grand Master, dated March 81, 1889, invites the 
Masonic Fraternity of the world to recognize the new Grand Body, having 
adopted the old, real and genuine rite of Memphis and Mlsralm, and to give aid 
and comfort. Other news is wanting. 

The other Grand Bodies in Spain of which we are cognizant are as follows : 
Grand National Orient of Spain at Madrid, said to be founded in 1780, since then 
in 1808, Supreme Council at Madrid ; Grand Orient of Spain, Grand I..odge and 
Supreme Council also at Madrid, said to be founded In 1811 ; Independent 
Symbolic Grand Lodge of Spain at Seville, founded February 5, 1881 ; Oriental 
Masonic Order of the Rite of Memphis and Mlsralm, at Madrid, founded February 
15, 1887, at Madrid, and many others — ^tattl quantl. 

The Grand Lodge of Sweden, at Stockholm (Blasieholmen No. 6), does 
not publish Transactions and sends only the list of oflScers to the Grand Bodies 
interchanging representation and correspondence. Grand Orden's tfi Master la 

His Mnjesty Oscar II., King of Sweden and Norway. Grand Master, the Crown 
Prince Oscar Gustav ; Grand Secretary, Bro. Hugo Wn.H. Martin, 16 Llnn4- 
gatan, Stockholm. 

The Grand Lodge of Sweden has five Provincial Grand I^odges, twelve St- 
Andrew's Chapters and twenty-five St. John*s subordinate lodges, with a 
membership of thirty-two hundred and seventy-nine brethren. Represen- 
tatives are exchanged with the '' Grosse Landes Loge,*' at Berlin, the Grand 
Lodges " ZurElntracht " at Darmstadt, of " Hungary," of the " Eclectic Union " 
at Frankfort-on-the-Maln, of *' Denmark," of " England," and " Scotland ; " also 
with the Grand Orients of the "Netherlands," "Belgium," "Lusitanla," 
"Italy "and "Greece." 

Arabian Freemasonry. Bro. Ciprian EubreVoski describes in an 
Egyptian newspaper bis visit to an Arabian Masonic lodge, as follows : "The 
lodge has over fifty active members. The Arabian language is generally used, as 
also in all oflicial and other correspondence. If the visiting Grand Master, when 
presiding at the lodge, is not familiar with the Arabic tongue, it is permitted to 
use the French language ; in this case the officers are replaced by European 
brethren. The Temple is richly ornamented in Oriental style ; the Chair in the 
East is a little higher and fire steps guide to It. The rear of the Chair in the East 
is painted blue and adorned with stars ; also the moon in silver and the sun in 
gold are seen. Over the seat of the Master is a canopy of velvet with gilt 
fringes. In the midst of the Temple is the Altar with the Constitution ; in the 
west, right and left, are the seats of the Wardens, as in French lodges. The 
apron is white, with a green triangle. The Master and the officers wear a green 
sash across the breast. The pass- word, the sign, the examination for admission, 
etc., is the same as in lodges of the Scotch Rite." 

Brazil. We quote from exchanges lately received that the head of the 
provisory regency, Marshal de Fonseca, a Mason of long and prominent stand- 
ing, has been elected Grand Master of the Jurisdiction, vice Bro. L. A. V. be 
SiLYA, resigned. The Grand Orient of Brazil at Rio Janeiro, with thirty-six sub- 
ordinate lodges in the capital, and one hundred and four in the provinces, 
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exchanges representation wltb ten European Grand Bodies. Other statUUcs 
ooold not be obtained. 

Pern* Under the Jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Peru at Lima there 
are twenty-six subordinate lodges, of which four are in the State of fiolivlA. 
The total number of members Is five hundred and forty-one brethren, as com- 
municated. The Grand Master, Bbo. Cssab CAinETARO, and Grand Secretary, 
Bbo. Abtubo Eoo-Aqqibhs, hold oyer. 

Uragay. The two Grand Bodies, << Grand Orient of Uragay " and " Na- 
tional Grand Orient of Uragay,*' at Montevideo, are now united as *' Grand 
Orient of Uragay." Grand Master is Bbo. Db. Oablos db Castbo ; Grand Sec- 
retary, Bbo. Josb db la Hamtt, at Monteyldeo. The Jurisdiction has fifteen 
chapters and thirty-three subordinate lodges. Other stallstlos and number of 
brethren could not be asoertalned. 
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The accompaDylng tables have been compiled from the proceedings reviewed, 
and not only present the numerical standing and work of the Craft in this and 
other countries in correspondence, but in addition thereto attention is directed 
to the " Comparison Table,*' which embraces points of interest in each Jurisdic- 
tion, and furnishes the standing ratio of the growth, per cent, of net increase 
and rank of progress.
